The Doctor, 
under the influence of his own opinion, and 
irritated hy these repeated refusals to com¬ 
ply with his request, did by some means 
jirocure a lanrttf and in a paroxysm of| 
anger, declared thst he would puncture his 
legs himself. Two persons were present, 
from one of whom I received this informa¬ 
tion. This gentleman, being more alarmed 
than his companion, pro[>agated a refvort 
that Dr. Johnson was seised with a fit of{ 
insanity, and had attempted to destroy him- 
it-lf with a lancet. Some modihcation 
of tills report might have come to the 
ears of young Wilson while he waa in the 
house, and thus hove possed into )our 
Journal, under the grave assertion, that 
Dr. Johnson shortened his own hie, by sca¬ 
rifying his legs, because he wasdisappointed 
in not seeing Ins medical adviser so soon as 
he expected. In trutli, he did not die until 
several days after he had ^luiKtured his 
le;;s i.'i the manner that 1 hiive related. 

1 had my inibrmation from Mauritius Lowe, 
an unfortunate gentleman and artist, who 
w'as go roucli connected with Dr. Johnson, 
that he never passed a day, when the Doctor 
could be seen, without being some part of 
it at Ilia house. This unfortunate man, and 
■omn of bis children, had suffered most se¬ 
verely from eerofulous diseases, and had 
raquired important professional servieos from 
Q^Rahauk, who introduced him to Dr.

We are in dread of benevolent 
men; for the goodness of intention of which 
they are conscious leads them to be moie in¬ 
dulgent to tbeir speculations and reflectiona 
than tliey ought to be ; and the benevolent 
nnd warm temperament is unfortunately more 
characterised by an impatience to give effect 
to its intentions, than lo foresee and appre¬ 
ciate correctly the eouseqoouces which must 
ffow from them.” | 

The ridicule which is here cast on thej 
Honourable Baronet loses its sting, when it

Dr* Dodo thanked the menibere for the nt- 
tention they had given to the suhtei t of hii 
late communication. Since the last meet* 
ing, he had made inquiry of the atewnrds of 
Uhs Societies in Dermondoey, but could ob¬ 
tain no information from them, ns the ^o- 
eietiea provided only against ntrkuess, not 
death, and the diseaies wern not particu¬ 
larised. Aa the subiect was imnortunt, lie 
proposed that tlie Society should matitute a 
regular inquiry on it; he nnw no other wny 
of arriving at the truth. Uehides these, he 
had made other inquiries, one of them at 
the Surrey Dispensary, where, houevpr. 
^e books were not kept with sufficient ac- 
eitrary to enable him torcl) on them for in- 
forrootion. Dr. Koe. however, did not 
keow of a single instance of phthisis araongbt 
the tannera, who went tiiere for relief, 
though the appheants were very numr'ri us. 
’Tlieae men were subject to catarrh, hut ii 
did not progress to consumption. >te had, 
however, met with one young man in u tan- 
yard at Bermondsey, with great tightness of 
the chest, and hia medical man said he 
would die, but he (Dr. J)oddJ thought hia 
life WHS, ur would he, preserved by bis oc- 
eitpations. The iqipnmtus of whUii he had 
spoken was in the lobby, and might be ex¬ 
amined by the membera. In conduiion, be 
observed, that tliose men in the trade who 
were termed bark tanners, and were mon 
^ exposed to the process, were by far the 
moat healthy elosi. 

Dr. SoMfKanviLLS complimented Dr. 
Dodd on hit paper, i le believed that tanners 
were more free tiian other men, but he con¬ 
sidered, thM before the eonolaaiona of Dr. 
Md be juatly drawn, the history and 


nature of pbtbiris OHf^tto be elosely exa¬ 
mined. As yst, SO nsiettied were the doc¬ 
trines on the no plan of treat¬ 
ment had been end medical men 

aeknowledged no eureftr it- l|bad not been 
snficienllydieeiiaeed; (Wttlwttbtn the leit 
1A years, they had net even been aoenrately 
acquwntM with ite various stages, aad cer¬ 
tainly a move intimate knowladge of the pa¬ 
thology of the dieeue wasneceeiaiy to enn- 
hie pliyeieiansto prescribe with advantage in 
Its various antes, it htd too often been eon- 
lidered a/aCof disease. What we did know 
on the subject, had been in great measure 
derived from the French: to them we owed 
the stetiioscojie. He tbmigbt it right to suy 
s word or two on the subject of this vainable 
instrument, the production of a Laennec, 
and s second Laennee was not to be fonnd. In 
the use of it every thing depended upon the 
hands ID wliich it was placed; unfortunately, 
It got into those of ignorant ss well as skilful 
men; but tlie atetlioscope was of so deli¬ 
cate a nature, that its ciiaracter, be feared, 
auffered injury from this; those who beat 
knew Its ajipliciition were the leaat hasty 
in deciding on its indications. No prudent 
man would rely luiliroly upon it. In the 
early stnsres. moie, he thought, was to he 
uccomplishcd by change of climate, and 
ottcntirm to diet, thou any thing elbc , but 
when tiiberclea were once Vormed, nothiug 
could hi' douc> for the patiunt. 

I he CiniRMcv observed to Dr. Som- 
merville, lliAt he thought it nus not in or¬ 
der to ETO beyond the imineduie aubject of 
the edit ary ol oak barb. 

Dr. ^DUMMtvii Li wMied to make but 
one oddifional leiiiark; he thought Dr. 
Dodd'h theoiyin great measure good, but it 
mukt heumembered, that the posseasion of 
health bo indispensable to the latmiirs 
of tlx't.innei, that no mc'n were employed 
fvitliout It, and this it uas, perhaps, that 
explained tho reason wliv tanners were 
found to he so free from disease. 

Mr.BsKNhTr objected to the indiscrimi¬ 
nate mauner lo which the word consump¬ 
tion was used; for, la fret, it included a 
great variety of diseases, some of them cur- 
ablci snd oUiers not; that stage of phthisif 
in which tubercles were developed, never 
could be cured, Tuberolea might he 1 ( 0 - 
Uonary for same time, but if they edvaneed, 
the cure waa hopeless; for this there was ■ 
mochsnical reason: they produced such ca¬ 
vities or caverns in the'lung, that it could 
not be eontraoted far tiie pnrpewtsofltfo* 
The patient muat sink woey fuekcirewn- 
ttanees. It waa true tbafraormblMiik tuber¬ 
cles could be oinni, b«t wNceeMM mppu* 
rate, and the ca^iy tjltoli, bst the ma- 
clisnlcal lesioas ot tbetiM were pW the 
hfiliegait.

Tboufth bo bad passed 
a oonaiderabletime ia France, in anatomical 
atudiea, be bad apeni double the time in 
EagUab boapitala previously. He agreed 
tbit very small cavities might be cured, 
but large ones, such as be could put bis 
fist into, never could. 

Mr. Bikoiiam repeated bis opiuiuna of 
tbe last evening, ond illustrated them by 
a long disquisition on a certain bottle of 
tooth powder, during tlie description of 
which the membdts became rather impa¬ 
tient. He thought Dr, Dodd's plan might 
be improved upon; ladies and gcutleincu 
might imitate bark tanners, by sbovelling 
oak bark about in a large room; aroma aud 
pperciae would then be united. 

It was suggested, that Dr. Dodd's appa* 
ntoa be put upon tbe table, and while it 
wan bringiug up, Dr. Dona stated, tliat it 
was bis inteution to tske advantage of Dr. 
Milligan V late ofier of tome experimental 
patients. He was not chemist enough to

to have weighed nearly five ounces* 

An sged hunter (chesnut gelding), the pro¬ 
perty of the Honoursble 0, A. Btodetsok, 
was admitted into the College atablei ia 
February last, for some affection of the blad¬ 
der, fr^oently staling turbid and Uoody 
urine. After remaining tlieTe scom time 
without getting better, and without my ex¬

Wiipv treating of Uie diSerent varieties 
of polypus in the preceding I^ecture, there 
was, gentlemen, one of rare occurrence, and 
wliioli I forgot to notice, 1 mean the poly- 

{ lus whirh manifests itielf after delivery, 
t sometimes happens that a polypus forma 
in the uterine cavity witbont the knowledge 
of the sufferer, and concepiioi^ occurring, 
notwiihatandmg the presence of the poiy< 
pus, botii the ovum aud the diseased rasas 
i^row together in the uterus. Now in some 
instaures, at least, no ill svmptoBis may be 
obsenred in these cases d'lring gestation, or 
at the time of delivery, but after the foetus 
has been expelled, the gtooth may descend 
into Uie vagina, not without inueh pain and 
flooding, and there is probably some risk 
loat ffae uterus should become inverted or 
pmlipsed. A caee of tiiis kiud occurred to 
my ilAedteeseor Dr. Haighton, n nan of solid 
flwajpM UDcoituptiutegtity, to whose pie- 
oWo much, and atill more to bis 
OtMAlfln. la this instance, the pdlypue 
wu not brought under hit notiee till several i 
dhy> after deliveiy} its tiae was equal to | 
tuA of the head of a fufl-grown ftntus, and 
by lie help of the ligature, it wss removed 
la iho ooursc of five daysj the lady fiIle^ 
w«i|i eunceiviug again, and being doliTered 
of 1 iiTge chRd» onder the ewe of my fncad 
ltr.Q«tihelL«^tb«rhithe.

Inversim of the utenniney^ia* 
deed, be occaeioned from pcAypua, hot in 
nineteen cases out of twenty, the dheaio 
deiives from delivery bothiu date end its 
origin, the womb bcug inverted doriag the 
obstruction of the plaoenta. If a womm 
Isbour under e ehronic inversion of the ute* 
rue, on relating her case, she telh you that 
she hu been ill ever sines her last didivery 
~>tlial she Imi since been liable to targe 
eruption! of blood—iliit hige oonemtiona 
have been discharged, and have led to n sna- 
pioion of misrarrmee—but that no embryo 
has been ceen; and that tlmse dieehar^ 
end towards tba monthly period, retunung 
every four or eight weeks. Her appeiranca 
is ususlly pallid and exhausted. If you es* 
muine the limbs, you find that the teet are 
beginning to swell, and you learn, on fur¬ 
ther inquiry,* that the diaeaie haa exiated, 
perhaps, for a term of one or two years. 
Meeting with symptoms like these, you may 
suspect, with reason, that there is an inver¬ 
sion of the womb; and if there is, upon 
examining the pnUentio the usual position, 
lou will find the uterus lying in the vsgtna, 
just like a polypus; insomuch, that at firct, 
perhaps, you suspect the disease to be an 
ordinary polypus: wlien you feel tlic reputed 
|M>Iypus, as it hes in the vagina, on pueing 
the other hand above the aymphysu puhie, 
and searching for the fundus of the uterun, 
you cannot feel it there, and placing Uielbm 
I finger of the left hand in the rectum, nnd 
pressing it forward above the vaginal tumour 
towards the sympliysis of the pubis, mui 
with the first imi second finger of the right 
hand urging the tumour back upon the rec¬ 
tum, you may, as it were, press the fiftfer

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INVERSIOK OF THE UTER^^S.

polypiu, it m«y be no imill help to recol • 
feet, that • aenulae polypus is toisity insea* 
aibic, but that a great o«al of paia may be 
felt oa constik^g the Hectare, if the dia-

oally, aoma taro or three hours after the 
coasirietioo. There is,too, in some instances, 
a disposition to vomit, 

TVco/ment,—As to the treatment of this 
diaaaae, it has been proposed we should en¬ 
deavour to stop the raeiiorrhagie bleedings 
by injecting the decoction of oak bark, or 
tht aolttiiona of alum, aioc, iron, or the like. 
And 1 abOttM recommend }ou te try what is 
to be dona by this mode of treatment, be- 
gfaming with the wanker auiutiona, and than 
gradually fnareasing their strangtli, till you 
Itare reached t)ie aaturated aolution, if ne> 
caaMiy, and throwing up the injections 
tettly, eight or ten times in the course of!

^ nnt when a woman la about 4%, because, if 
you can aunpon her for aoroe two or three 
year*, tin aaonthly uterine action ia over, 
the bleeding will most probably cea^e, and 
ahe will be no longer iiabie to the disease. 
But I will aiippost, that the inversion has 
occurred in a woman who is much younger, 
naturally di^osed to much of the catame* 
nia, and with a good deal of uterine action;

W hen 
Dr. Hull, of Mniichester, was in town, he 
told me he had removed tiie inverted uterus 
by ligature, from a woman of a very irritable 
system ; the removal of this uterus, like a 
game of chess, retpiircd no little tactics, 
and, as symptoms urged, he was obliged to 
slacken or constrict the ligature at different 
times, until, ultimately, the entire uterus 
came away, and the disease received check* 
mate ul last, ^ow these are the only four 
cases in which I have had a more imme¬ 
diate kiion ledge of the apphcaiion of the 
ligature in the chronic iiiverhion of the ute¬ 
rus, and they have all of them done well; 
indeed I Imve not heard even of any cases 
in winch the opeialion lias bi eii followed by 
fatal consequences, tlioiigli such cases must, 
I firesiime, occasionally occur.

to be a very intractable diseu^e, and women 
may go on uaing tbeee astriitgenta, perlia|M, 
for nine montba together, and at the end of 
that time they may be in the aanie condi* 
tion a» when tliey brat began. From what 
1 have obiervedin my own practice, I ahould 
infer that the cipro of this aiseaae is aomc- 
timea attended with much difbcuUy, but 
thie difficulty, 1 would fom pcr.sun<le myaelf, 
arisea more from the neglij^eiit nud careim 
lOMiier ill which the local rcmcdicN au* eis* 
ployed than from any want of effert in the 
aatringenta tbematlvea, or from any map* 
titnde of the ports to recovto thcmaelvca, 
tliongh, in caaei of long atunding, it i< not 
improbably that the vcnaela of iho mucous 
membrane may become distended, and, as 
it were, varicose, iu treating this disease 
by cslringents, then, much care and dili. 
gonce are required; indeed thobe astringents 
ought not to be used in a no^ligant manner, 
nor ahould tlie employment of them be 
trusted to the patient without explaining 
to her very fnlly the manner in which they 
nre to bo adnunistered. Solutions of alum', 
of Bttlphata of aino, of iron, decoc* 
tions of bark, or liKinatoxylin, may all be 
tried in their turns. In the opinion of some 
there is an. advantage in vaiying your as¬ 
tringents, according to their effect, and 
wheu yon find that one has not the desired 
influence in checking the discharge, let 
another be tried. Colourless astringents 
women prefer, as nature, with a view, 1 pre-

the same fondness for cleanliness which we 
observe in kittens, and other playful ani¬ 
mals, and tbev do not like their dresses to 
be siaiued* The astringent which I gene¬ 
rally use is alum, and it scarcely ever fails 
me.

In ti eating this disease, it is not only of 
great imnnrtauce that your astringents should

gether itt the cure. Of course the more

chapels, are surely hurtful. Indeed, when pa¬ 
tients labour under rcinxiiig cachexia, with¬ 
out organic disease, they ougiit catefully to 
review their whole regimen, and ronfess 
themselves to their physician, that they may 
take his counsels respecting it. In such 
eases, the state of the chyio}ioietic viscera 
it every thing.

otgaaic dieeaaeaof the heart* ehMbic anta- 
ritia* &o. AeeonUng to Eaquiral, auieide la 
moat frequtot between the ago of tarto^ 
aad thirty. Amongst the remmkahta casoe 
of suicide r^ted by our author* we mention 
that of a female about tldity yoara of ago. 

I who kiUed herself by apidyiug two hundriM 
, leeches to the abdomon; the paiu wlridh 
they ceueed became at laat to violent, tint 
abe was obliged to call for aesiatanoa t sm 
died, however, from depletion. In unotbor 
instance* a woman, who bad detormined to 
kill hersflt* went near a bee-hive and irri¬ 
tated the beea, whidi inataatly foU upon 
her, and itung her in the meet dieekiiif 
manner; she waavanied to the duuntd at 
Paris, but died in apita of any thing that 
could be done. 

Persons who are found aos|ieuded* have 
the presumption of suicide against them, aa 
this manner of death will haidly ever ha iu- 
fluted by otliers; not unfrequonlly* bowii 
ever, the bodies of mnrderad peraans Imva 
been hung up, to make it a|>pear UmA lui* 
cide has been committed. In such eases* tke 
presenee or absence of the signs of apoplexy 
or BuffocBUon* aud the eceliymooia round 
the neck, must especially be attended to; 
they afiord, however, no decisive proof for 
or against strangulation, there being nume¬ 
rous obeervatione on record where auieide 
bad actually been committed by banging* 
and vet the brain aud lunga were found 
bloodless* and there waa no e^iymosiafroui 
the chord round the neck. Hiipiure of the 
cartilages and iigamenta of the larynx 
and os hyoiilea* os well us dulMaiiou 
or fracture of the cervical rertobm, affurd 
no pi oof of muider having been eoni-

The heart of a helix pomatia being laid 
hare, by removing the two largest windings 
of the shell, was found to make between 30 
■nd 35 nulsstbns in a minute; when it was 
exposed to the direct rajs of the sun this 
number increased to 59; by dividing the 
oerehral ganglion from the nervous chord, 
the frequency was not changed, hut at every 
6 th or 7 ih pulsation there was an intermis'- 
•ton of two or three; after live minutes the 
heart ceased to act, but oii the application 
of common ult, or by pricking it with a 
needle, the ooutractions again occurred for 
about ten minutes, after wTulIi time its irri< 
lablUty was completely extinct. 

The heart of another animal, of the same 
kiad, pulsated only SB times in a minute; 
hut when a ligature had been placed r.iund 
'tfiia neck more frequently, though with an 
hrtermiiiion at each sixth or seventh con- 
IfaotiOD. On removing the head, and port 
of the viscera, the heart continued to OLt as 
hefore, and when exposed to strong eon- 
ceutfsted light, its pulsations even increased 
to 50 in a minute.

On removing the heed of a onw-liaht ftie 
Iraquenoy of the pulsations remained the 
same, but there wee au evident intormiieion. 
Destruction of the firet gsnglion wte fol¬ 
lowed by immediate intenruption of the 
pulsations; within a few seconds, however, 
they reappeared, although very irrenlir 
and slow, not above SO in a minute.

RrMAna^nLE case or catahact. 

In the Swedish jonnal, ** Arsberattelie 
om Svenska Liikare Sallskapots Arbeten,** 
of 1HS7, the following singular case is re¬ 
lated by Dr. Weudelatrom: a robust pea- 
aant, about sixty years of age, whose eye- 
i sight had always been very good, and who 
' bad never suftered from any complaint ex¬ 
cept alight attacks of gout, while oceqpied 
in felling wood in a forest, felt a dimness of 
sight, which gradually inoreaaed, and within 
a few hours terminated in such complete 
hlinduess, that he was obliged to be led 
home, lie had not the elightest pain, nor 
could any external liga of inflamiMAion be 
discovered; but when Dr. Wendelstrom, 
a few days afterwards, examined him, be 
found both eyes affected with eatnnets, 
which were subsequently removed by ex¬ 
traction.

December, a very Arm callus had formed; 
the deposition of huny matter, which, from 
this period, became too copious, was di* 
minished by compression; and, at the be- 
ginning of May, both limbs were of equal 
length, and, except a slight muscular weak- 
neaa in the left leg, the patient was dis¬

The etttdy of the eonqiGntion and amwgo- 
ment of the central part ot tbo nervous ayn- 
tem, that is, of the spintl chord and wain 
of man has, at every period in wMah ana¬ 
tomy has been et all minutely eadtivited, 
neceasaaily arrested the attentioa of the 
most celebrated anaioiuiats. \Va lenm thin 
from the history of anatomical aoieiiee ftoa 
the time of the school of Alexondrin, down 
to Gall and Spurzboim, who, in oar day, 
have given to this kind of research in- 
pulse and direction altogether new* 

In this part of our structure, it is not 
surgical anatomy wiTli which we have to do* 
Hitherto the bold hande of our moat dis¬ 
tinguished eorgeons have not ventured to 
carry the scalpel into parts so delieate, and 
possessing so intimate a connexion with tbo 
continuation of life. 11 is a higher doeorip* 
tion of nnatomyit is physiological ana¬ 
tomy, of a nature neoeisarily iomewhat 
speculative, which must direct the knife* 
Not that it is to endeavour to reedve quee- 
tions inaccessible to human reason, such as, 
W here is the seat of the soni 1 What is ito 
mode of action 1 and What is the relation 
which it hears to material substance 1—but 
we must see if it be poaaible, by analyeie, to 
diccover what paiU are particularly con¬ 
nected with the intellectual faculties, what 
with the aenaes, and what arc connected 
with motion. 

To resolve, or ot least to ilirow light on, 
these great qaestiona, of the difficulty of 
wliicli we are, perliapa, not even now soffi- 
ctenlly avgire, various means have been 
employed, Eceording to the different man¬ 
ner in which the subject lias been oott- 
sidered; and also arcording to the progreas 
of biology, or the science of life. 

The first method which offers itself, and 
that which in ftict has been followed by 
most anatomists, is to examine tho organ 
by itself, in tlie human subject, in its 
healtby state, end whuu arrived at itaftiU 
deve^inent. Hut it was necessary toeffoct 
vomelliing more than a su(iBrticiul exami¬ 
nation of tJie form and proportion of iho 
parts, and to nenetiatc iuto the inteimir 
more completely than eouU be done by 
merely making ilifferent liorisontal and ver-

Atthongh in titie uetliod, in common with 
^ vreoedivg, the i‘xaiDinatiou wm luper- 
fiem, end liimed to the form end nropor* 
tiM of the perta, it neoeessrily led to the 
iieigiiing of particular functione to at Ivaat 
aonto of the porta of the organ, the ooiMci* 
drniee being obaerved between the intoliec- 
toal peouliaritieo of thia or ihut animal, end 
tht wvelo)»aent of thia or that part of its 
nereoua ayatem. Errors would neoeaaarily 
be committed; but it is evident tliat by this 
mernu, after a greater or leas numimr of 
unaoeoeaeful attempts, lume certain results 
might ha obtained* 

A third metiiod aonn presented itself to 
thabiologist’--one which could not fail to 
)ra of much greater iroportaiiee and value 
ia relation to the phyaiulogical anatomy of 
Iba braio* It oenaiata in car^ully studying 
4lie connesion between the more or leas 
chronic morbid aUemtiona of thia central 
and aaaential part of the nervous ayatem, 
and tha functions of the intellect, of general 
or apeeial aeoaibility, and of locomotion, in 
order to advanco from functions to organa; 
ainee it was impossible) from the oigaua, to 
inibr their fhnctions. iSut, in oidor pro* 
perly to employ thia method, it was neces¬ 
sary, ta will Im readily perceived, that the 
hoilUiy or regular state of the organ should 
ba exactly dateriuined, as well as the vu- 
riitiont to which it ia liable, both as a 
wliole and in its |iarta according to age, 
sex, temperament, individual jieculiunty. 
cnrvariety of rore, and thia not with respect 
la form only, but with relniioti also to mu* 
mate atrueture. 'rhua we are broiiglit back 
to the ueovaiity of perfertiug Qie lirat 
method. 

Thia step was still more neceuary to re*

living animsl being eomplgx, cannot be the

Jury,—we mey enneeive how difficult is the 
applicatioB of Uili made of arriving al tits 
tme knowledge of the fimeUoas of the cen* 
tre of tha nervons ayateM« lufwever akUfal 
and wHI-practiaed tbe bands of thaoxjie- 
nmciiter mnv be. 

These observations are also, to a certain 
degree, applicable to the method of employ¬ 
ing medicinal aubatauces for the purpeae of 
experiments on tbe nervous system, wbst- 
ever he the mode in which they may ba 
introduced into the aoimal eoonony. VVe 
aee, indeed, that after such an applieitteii, 
a particular phenomenon ia produced, and 
that a particular change takm place in a 
particular faculty. But, first, ttm pheno¬ 
menon ia often a oomnlioated one; m, la- 
cundly, it ia very rarely, if ever, poaaible to 
discover tbe pmt or organ wliicli. has been 
affected, lienee tbe difficulty of ascertain¬ 
ing, by this method) the special funotiodt 
of the parlicalnr parta of the nervoitt 
ayatem. 

As to tbe method, which consiatsin study¬ 
ing the nervous system in its progressiva 
development, from' the moment at which

still remains to be made, not a scanty glean¬ 
ing but an ample harvest.

through bis asaiatsnee, of aasigniog a pecu¬ 
liar application of this kind a more definite 
station snongst the remedies for external 
injuries and disease, than it baa yet ob¬ 
tained; but Mr. Higginbottom has hardly 
even a speculation upon the subject. He 
still regards bis duty to be that of *' sunply 
ascertaining and stating pnctical facts,” 
and is *' quite at a loss to determine hon 
the apparently simple process acts in lub. 
duing inflommatoiy action.” We are sorry 
ibr it. Interesting as the facts he detsiU 
may he, the value of the Eisay would be 
materially increased, any scientific de« 
ducUons drsvro from them.

My 
patient comrisined much, even before 1 left 
the room, l visited him in eight hours, end 
learnt from him that be had experienced ■ 
severe burning pain for three-quarteni of an 
Itomr, and then a smarting pun for aevonl 
hours. All pain, however, nad then quite 
left him, and he was perfectly essy; but be 
bed passed no urine, liezt morning still 
jierfectly eaiy, had passed a good night, and 
lied enjoyed more sipep than be bad done for 
three weeks. There had been a verr free 
discharge of serum from the blistered part* 
No attempt had been made to paai urioe« 
Tbe catheter used. Next day the blistered 
part bad a moist, soft, doughy feel, and had 
lost all tbe character of inflammation ^ thera 
was still B very free discharge of serum. Tbia 
discharge continued four days after the ap¬ 
plication of tbe nitrate of silver. No further 
local remedy was required, 1 gave ailini 
and purgative medicine. Tbe use of toe 
catheter was nsumed at timei. About a 
week after this period i free gonoiTbmal 
discharge came on, and continued for some 
time, but it gave way to the commoo re¬ 
medies.” 

There me some eases otgutfKhHwounie, 
neuralgiat ulreration ef the tongMc, Sfc.^ 
and one of cenfrocled rectiHi* The patient 
in toil latter ease, aged 60, anffering under 
almost total ohitmction; the stricture ooenr- 
red about two inches within tbe aaw, vary 
small and firm. He was extremely emaci¬ 
ated, and could with diflioulty use a boiqpe* 
Mr.Uiggiiibottom was induced to apply a 
■tick of tbe nitrate within tbe eontractiflB. 

“ This I effected vrith the common nitrate 
of silver case, using tbe index finger of toe 
left hand as a director. The application 
caused a sense of burning heat in toe part 
ftn* two hours, with severe tenesmus, and a 
considerable disebarite cf mm us. Mypi- 
tient obtained so much relief, however, from 
toe application of the nitrate of silver, that 
he was enabled to bear the introduction of 
a small bougie two daya afterwards. I then 
persevered in tbe use of tbe bougie, tnd 
never the irritation became great, 1 ap¬ 
plied toe nitrate of silver as before, lly 
these means 1 was enabled, in a short time, 
to pass my finger through the strictuns. 1 
found it to be about tiao>toirda of an ineb in 
extent. 1 could discover no nleention. 
I gradually increased toe ilw of the 
bougie, and, nt tbe expfaatioa of a few

The other brother, iriio wasaged 19, after 
performing die aame process witli tbe saate 
sensations, went ont, and laid himaelf with 


his belly downwards in a stream of water. 
When discovered, bis pulse bad risen to ISO. 
It was thought advisable to pass a catheter 
into the blmder, but no urine was drawn 
away, and he gradually got worse. Xheaymp- 
toms in this case were much the same as in 
the other, but ptyalism was not eoexeaiaive. 
The pain eventually ceased, mortification 
ensued, and about a fortnight after the 
death of the other brother, he died alao. A 
/Hut-fHortem examination took place in this 
case, when a strong fffoof was given of the 
aimilarity between inflammation arising from 
internal and external applications. 'J he sto¬ 
mach was highly inflamed, with i^ta of ul¬ 
ceration ; tbe small intestmea and the colon 
were also inflamed, with certain peculiari¬ 
ties ; the liver was enlarged, the bladder con¬ 
tained DO urine, serum was eftiiaed in tk 
cavity of tbe abdomen, and aconuderal^ 
number of worms were found in tbe atcmacb.

AlUunigh, perhapi, in moat aaaea esaen- 
tially tha aame. the malignant ehangea 
which tin genitala way uudergo, in the 
dinaaea whieli 1 have here bean de- 
aeribiiig. are exceedingly varioue to their 
rircumatooce. aowueh ao, todeed. that it 
may be doubted wlietlicr euy two cases may 
pre»nt to the wurbid aoutoiniat exactly the 
same aspect.

•Moitda the exiitanoe of ulcer by exainuia< 
tioikii diagnoatioofao veluotif the opera- 
tioh be pmformad by thoae wlio want tbe 
neoeaa i r f aeienee, habit, and dexterity; bat 
where tbeia qualtttes are not deSolent, tbe 
operator will eenerally enable os tod^e 
the pofet. When the genital cavity has 
been entirely free from ulcer,« practitioner: 
of fifiteen or twenty yeara' experience, on in^ 
etitatlng an examination, has decided that 
uleeratioii wai begun. By a poliihed tube, 
of oonrenient length and diameter, the 
apecalam vaginm aa it ia called, an in> 
apeetion of the oe uteri, and parte adiacent, 
may be easily aeeompliabed by the help of 
a iirong light; for tlm tubular fom of the 
insirument offecta a dilatation of the vagina, 
and iti poliahed aurfaee, a lort of cirrufaiT 
mirror, conveya and eoncentmtee Uie light, 
•0 ai to throw it in full force upon Uie parts 
•bore, Tliia meihod of iavcatigation must 
enable the least akillhl to determine wlie* 
flier ulcer exists or not; but, in most cases, 
it ia beitber necessary nor conceded; and, 
in cases of reputed eardaoma, generally it 
ia by the touch that we are enawed to da- 
tenmnc respecting the existence of the 
moridd oiqpioiSBtion. Now, where this redly 
Subsisti, we find usnsUy, at the 0 )«per pari 
of the vagina, a mast at hard oa a piece of 
cartilage, and as large, rnrhapi, at a gooae- 
egg ; and, in the midst pf this solid bum, wi 
msy distinguish a cavity often of irregular 
surface, and large enongh to admit the ex* 
tremiiies of two or three of the fingers; 
this cavity, however, (in some few cases.) 
being filM with a loose vasculer growth. 
'Below the sndorsted mass, the vagina gene¬ 
ral^ feels perfectly sound} a rough exami* 
natton may give much pstn; dangerous 
bleedings may fellow these investigations, if 
tttdely made ; and esaea of fungusreqniiu li

Womon sometimes hbour under the eflo- 
rescent exewscenoe, without, however, aa* 
eumiog the sallow compfezumofcareincmia; 
and, in those who aredispoeed to be full and 
plump, tbe diieaie may now and than prove 
fatal, before an alarming amieiatiott ban 
been produced. Tbe diim ia, I beliavet 
always attended with apreuy copious watery 
diichcrge; sod when tius is abifiidaat, lod 
of long continuance, much wasting and de* 
bilily msy be produced, the exbtuition 
being sometimes sccelersted and augmented 

the eruption of large quantitiei of blood. 
U tbe aulignsnt ideer of the uterus, there 
IS generally much fetor, but this is not, I 
think, equally certain in the effiorescenc 
excrescence; and the same remark may, 1 
think, be extended to the central uneasineu, 
naually much greater in carcinoma than in 
thia no less fatu and still more insidious dia* 
ease. W hen doubts remain on the mind, an 
examination becomes necessary, when the 
efloreseent growth of various aise may be 
discovered In tbe Mgsital cavity, sometuiea 
uniting with the flwts by a broad baaie, 
imd much more rarely by peduncle, some* 
times setted on parts wliich have undergone 
bat little change of atructure, and some* 
times (perltapa still more frequently) rest* 
ing on an indurated scirrhous maas. The 
body of tbe growth msy be, in tbe mm, 
single, or it may be broken into de¬ 
tached lobes. Mapiui of the uterus may 
concur. Are stramoos habita moat obnox* 
iQus to this diaeaie ? In Dr. Clmk'a fi|»* 
able work on die dieeaaes of women, tfaer^ 
are some excellrnt remarks on thia com* 
plaint But to proceed.

mankind. Not to mention the variation in 
tbe length, the thtokaess, the enpeeity, the 
eollocation of the vagina; there to mnch 
variety in the etato of tbe os uteri, not to he 
overlooked by the sdentiile and dexteroes 
neeonohear. In some women it to Itt, in 
many more tuberose, sad toimiag, as ft weie, 
a frustum of • sphere; in some wosum it 
is of large else, iu ethets smaller, k meet 
smooth, la aome few, a Utile rugous, in leato 
firmer, in many softer, in some with a mnall 
aperture, not to be diseovered wIdMmt a 
very eareful inveetigation, in otbers with a 
capacious aperture, readily admitdng the 
fore ipex of tbe finger; in most women the 
opening is ciroulsr. In many, it coastots of a 
fissure never stretching from befoti back* 
ward, like that of the male urethra, but ia 
all cases, 1 believe, extending firoin dde to 
side, so u to divide the tuberou mouth into 
two Ups, front and posterior. When large, 
the mucous folliclts in the neck end month iff 
the tttenis, may, I suspect, give a rongliBaM 
to this part. 

In tfts prsparatioa exhibited, yon sae

Towards 
the dedUoe of Ufo* they ate destined to un¬ 
dergo ulteiior dhangea, which incapaeitate 
thm from eontinttiDg to diacbari^ their 
proper oBeea. Ilieae two periode eoniti- 
tnta the most unuortant eraa in female life, 
and lay the founoatioo of many diitreaaiag 
nilmcnta. The mntnntion of the generative 
membera takes place at different ngea in 
diffnsnt coontriea, and with different indi* 
vidoala* In England, the bodily organian> 
tion ia seldom tmW expanded before the 
fourteenth year, or later. Its eempletum is 
charaeteriaed by many constitutional evdlo- 
tiona. The moat remarkable are diaplayed 
in the utenia and ovaria. In the former. pe« 
ifodkal diachargea occur of a prcuUar na¬ 
ture: in the hdter, a vivifying fluid is gene* 
mted. which, being mixed with the male 
aeman. forma the miments of the human 
tmbryo* When the memms enlarge, and 
the uterine organa display their foaoiiona 
prematurely, thr health generally suffera in 
consequence of the unastural changee. 

We ere wholly ignorant of the metkode 
emj^tyed by Nature to f fleet theae eonautu- 
tfonal flterabons. They are. howerer. ob¬ 
viously attended with a paiUsl detomina< 
tion m blood, and dilateuon of the iapli- 
eated veaeeli. But by whet secret eontri* 
Vinces and previous arrengcnenti their 
calibre is ineressed for them importint par< 
poses, we know not. It is. however, eei' 
ilun. that whenever the naforal evolutions 
of any part take place uneeaaouahly. ine*

•ad dtminiahcd; bowela not mofed atnee 
oommenciog. Early on the 18th awoke with 
aerere pain of atomacb; Tomlting hardly 
Boppreeaed; three drachma of auTphate of 
magaaida in aolution wore taken; tba pain 
inatantly relieved. Slept again. At aeven 
the pain had wholly left. To decompoae 
the aalt entirely, he took three drachms 
more of die milpbate; the fiiilie rote ten 
degrees; weaknoH gone ; urine more free, 
dark, aweet. In a few days he per-j 
feotly recovered. On die auhject of thiaj 
experiment, he had to observe that the sen- ] 
aationa upon which be wae induced to atop 
it, were not the charaeteriatic eflfecta of the 
salt, were not colira pictonum, but were un- 
e((uivocatly gaalrodynta, the result of the 
excess of the last dose; not its specific efiect, 
but its styptic quality. Ita operation was 
nurh like that of sour fruit. The decom* 
position of the salt proved thia. Colics piv* 
tonum required weeks sometimes to remove 
it, but the removal of the paiu m this case 
waa inalantanooua. Not aatiafied with the 
xeanita, he ultimately resolved to make 
anodier experiment, but with more rare to 
bring out the reiulta. A like preaciiption, 
without opium, was made up, and com* 
meueed mu the 10 th of October. Similar 
effects up to ihe ISth, w*hen the result of 
opening the bowels was tried. Khubarb and 
jalap; action moderate, >be symptoms di* 
xsinialied. 15th. Unpleasant ugbtnesa in 
the breaat increased ny exercise; metallic 
taste strong audbitter; gums tender; con* 
atriotion of the throat; gripes; pulse AH;

'J'be pills 
being gone, a like quantity was made up 
again.

Seventy-eight 
graina bad now been taken k eigm dayi, 
without indioitions of eritoa pictonum, 
which he (Mr. Laidlaw} eooaeqaentlj be¬ 
lieved wet not so ftequmitly m readily pro¬ 
duced by the acetate of lead, M waa oftea 
suppoied. The occuirence of gripes did net 
militate against this. They occurred on too 
•mall a quantity. The aeusattone prodnced 
were ntiier the reaolt of irritatioa prodnced 
by the pisiing of the aalt along the iniesti- 
nal canal. The gripes were, so to speak, 
a local rather than teonititoUonal affeotion. 
CoUeapietOBum seemed to be prodceed by 
the general diffusion of the metal through 
the system. 

The resulta most worthy of observathm 
in these experiments were, he thought, 
first, the effect of the salt on the circulauon; 
the pulse was exceedingly depressed. The 
same result wss observed in four of the six 
cases of colica pictmuro quoted by Orfila 
from Ment'e Diasertation; and he was in¬ 
duced to think, that when death from tliat 
complaint reaulted, it waa owing to ex¬ 
haustion, produced by the sedative quali¬ 
ties of the acetate, it was on a due know¬ 
ledge of its powers in this respect, that a 
judicious use of it might render it of great 
vslue in liswioirhagea. For thia reason 
rest and quiet were of importance, for gen¬ 
tle exercise would raise the pulse five and 
ten degrees; the salt then aiiouhl accumu¬ 
late in the system, tlie effect of aperieiiU 
was to prevent it. Ihe experimects proved, 
that they ought not to be employed till the 
malady is cheeked. As the depression of 
the circulation was gradual, lie thought it 
wae produced by abaorptioii. Witli these 
remarks on die sedative effects of the salt, 
and on some experiments of Orfila by in¬ 
jection, Mr, Laidlaw observed upon ita Ioc«l 
effects: one of these was upon the lungs. 
He attributed thia to its astringent qualiUei 
upon the luhstance of that organ, rorafiA 
insyiraUon and exeroite inermued the mi- 
easiness. 'Ihe post-mortem exsmhutioas 
by Orfila also, in some measure, corroborst- 
ed this oondoiion, as did the fast, that 
liwfflorrhsge of the koga, stomach, mA ute¬ 
rus could be successful^ suppreaied the 
acetate. A diird effect which be wiilhcd tc 
notice wan, the infiueDpe of the acatoteoa 
the salivaiT glan^; tfto gums and saliva, 
es|K'cially in Ihe second experiment, were 
much affeeten. Hia patients, howevgr, had

Tbe renlt of bia eipeiieoce ea tbe qua* 
litiea of tbia inediciae led bim daally to 
belierei that it was an iaralasble remedy in 
all diseases requiring sedative remedlea, in 
haamorriu^ea of every bind, and ia all easea 
of increased secretio'^s. wbieb required me* 
dioal interfereaoe; witb propw care in other 
reapeots, be could say, tiiat it woidd prove 
to nave the aioat |iowerfal eonimana over 
them. Some atteuuon wu neceeaary as to 
tbe form ia which it was given, du there 
were certain diaeasea in which the prac¬ 
titioner would readily aee that the aolid 
form would be the moat plausible; in othere, 
that might be readily dUtinguished, the 
fluid form, in which also smaller qusntitiea 
would be the most proper. As he did not, 
however, wish to intrime too long on the 
Society, he should leave the subject of the 
qualities of the salt in the hands of the 
members, and ahould be glad of their opi¬ 
nions upon it. 

Ur. GottDON Smith said, he bad been on 
the alert aome little time, to discharge the 
debt of gratitude which he and tbe membera 
owed to Mr. Laidlaw, for hia valuable com-

Uid Mr. Laidlaw say, that 
wbon he found the effects of Uie medicine 
too powerful, he took sulphate of magneaia 
te a chemical antidotal If so, he most con¬ 
fess that it wts n piece of news to bim, 
that the sulphate ofmigneata will act on any 
lilt to decompose it. Fetbapi from the 
paper having been cut abort, he bad lost tbe 
beneflt of eubsequent experiment^ wbieb 
woidd have made this matter clearer. 

Dr. WcBiTBtt mentioned a casein corro- 
bontion of ^ eflWte wbieb Mr. imidlaw 
bad aleribedlo'the sulphate of amgnema. 
A man came to a miblic Oiapenaaiy ^fb an 
uloeraud leg; twdSraehms of tbe acetate of 
lead were ordered in a qiiart^ water, aa a 
lotion, and two onnees of %e sulpluKe ofi 
magnesia to be tekea, half that nid^btlio: 
rest dfi tbe fbflowingday. Tbe man left, end 


when too late, it wu diieoTered that tbe 
diiectiona were such, u would most proba¬ 
bly lead him to swallow the whole. Soma 
alarm wu excited, but to their great uto- 
{nulmiMt, the man. a few days after, made 
; has eppearance. Be was questioned closely; 
he bed dmalc acetoie. sulphate, and quart of 
water, got cured of his ulcers, and deelared 
that he never wu better in his life. It had 
purged him well, sad nothing more. 

Mr. LAiotAW replied to l)r. Smith, that 
the molt unequivocal doeompoiition had 
taken place. He auppoatd that every body 
wu aware of tbb effect, and the snlphate 
I and carbonate of soda would have tlie same 
effect. Orfila fully reeogniud this power m 
the sulphate of magnesia. 

Dr. Smith said, be believed Orfila wu a 
great authority, but that be wu often led 
sway by a vivacious imagination. Be had 
bis doubts upon this subject; he thought 
such an effect would not be produced upon 
the aoetate in the body. The atomech wae 
not a Wedgewood mortar, into which any 
chemical agents might be put with the mme 
impunity within it u without. Tbe vital 
principle of tbe atomacb would affect the 
proceu. 

The Chair MAH tliought Dr. Smith wu 
not home out in supposing this, because, in 
most iutuces, tbe only autidotes to poison 
were those which would decompou them. 
TJie reason why the acetate of lead was not 
poisonous wu, that it wu insoluble ia the 
bowels, and wu not taken into the circula¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Laidlaw wished to draw (be atten* 
(ion of the membera to the effect of the 
leoetate of lead on tbe salivary glands, with 
I a view to tbe quution, whether ita action,

arsenic, in producing ptyaliam, did not Isad 
to tbe conclusion, tint all metals, taken to 
a certain extent, would produce the ssms 
effect He had known a peculiar tuts sad 
a tendemees of the gums follow tbs taking 
four drachms (ffesrbonsts of iron; he tbondt 
he had also noticed then effects liter tbs 
ou of tlie nitrste of silver u a wash for 
ulcers. In speakiug of tbe metals, he meant 
their combinations u oxides. &o. 

Dr. JfdjiHSiOMs thought, that greater sp- 
prtbension existed u to the effeota of the 
aeetats of lead, than wu neoeawiy. Dr. 
Istiiani uid it might be eaten like Inmp 
tttgar, ud bed mentioned a eau of 70 grains 
being taken ia uven daye. He hadeesa 
hiMlf 10 graiae a»day gtvea for fonr or 
flv^aya, in hsnnsrrbage. Coaa^stiMi of 
the bowels wu tbe only bad effeet It 
might be given largely with opunn, witt 
great safety.

It 
waa oonaideted as superior to any Turkey 
opium, llii own exi'erieut e of it was. that 
it was equal to ttie best, lie was sorry to 
say. Dr. Adam hud not aeiit him the prioe 
ot whicli it could be sold, as it a ns a great 
obiect, if it could be obtained from our 
colony, wo should iiave it tlieDco, rather, 
as Dr. Smith observed, than that we should 
go to tlie rascally 'J*ui1cs. The manufacture 
of I'ngliab opium was adverted to, which, 
it was stated, yielded moiemorpluom tliau 
the Turkey, but required a very great ex« 
pease to produce it.

Jlaving prorioualy 
been lu the conatant enjoyment of good 
health, she bad, sixteen moiiika before her 
admission, observed h small indolent tumour 
behind the angle of the right lower jaw, 
which eansed no pain, and increased so veiy 
slowly that, in the middle of Septem^r, it 
liad not become larger than a filbertfrom 
this period, however, it grew more rapidly, 
and was accompanied by violent itnei- 
nating pam ovei the right aide of tbo bead 
and face, so that the patient finding, at laat, 
her general healib to suffbr from the local 
R.^i-ciiun, appUwd for surgical aid at the Hoa- 
puat. 'I'he tumour was of tiie lisa of a 
ler^e fiat, and of an uneven surface; poe- 
tenorly, it prcaaed on (hostemo'elvido ease- 
toid muscle; anteriorly, it extended to the 
larynx; upwards it was covered ly the »* 
gle of the bwcT jaw; it aeomed not bo be 
very deeii-aeoted, and did not project inte 
the eivity of tlic mouth; the skin wee per¬ 
fectly healthy, and moveable over the t«« 
mour, the upper part of which wee mavmhle, 
and exhibited an tdmeure fiuetuttion* 

M. Ihipuytron considered the dbieaee to 
be of scrofulous origin, and axlirpatiott an 
tb%ottly means of arresting itafuitlior jm»* 
greia; tbo aoeoess of the operation, he 
observed, wee, however, very donbtftd. bad 
depended entirely u|ioo the root# of IlMi 
tamoor being more or Icia deep aa eto d i 
which it was impesaiUe to detormi Imn 
CB va-tmnd.

Uupuytreu 
has himself oncie wJtnewed, The divumu 
of the pneuwo-gasuio nerve, and theaubae* 
qttaokittfianunstioiMif the aunoundittg purta, 
and not unfrcquently of tbe brain and its 
MMwbiaoeB, and the iniposaibthty of com* 
jdetely extirpating tbe deepnwstvd roots of

A young healthy man, of twenty yeera, 
apolied to the Hutrl-Dieu, oa account of hia 
right leg being msUbroied ia the followiug 
manner >--the tibia and fibula were, at their 
lower portion* bent inwards, so that the foot 
was direettd interiorly, and the sole turned 
upwards; the parts m question were much 
smsUer tliui those of ll.<‘ (■;>:. -.ki'u side, atra- 
phic, and without any o!ii-cu;.-i: power, t'n- 
diiterent length o) both iimba rendered walk¬ 
ing, even wtthcrutohfu'fexctedittgly dttticuU, 
and die patient earnestly wished to have the 
right leg amputated. lie had enjoyed good 
health up to hia eighteenih year, when he 
was affected with pneumonia, sulniequently 
tu which he had occaaiunally suflered from 
hwmnptyais. At the time oi his admission, 
he appeared to be perfectly well. 

It was only iu couaequenoe of the most 
eager sidioitstions on the part of the pa¬ 
tient, and not betore be bad been made fully 
acquainted with the danger of such an ope¬ 
ration, that M. Dupuytreu at last undertook 
to perform it. The putienl bore it with great 
courage; the bleeding was very s i^bt, and 
only two HI tones were tied. For some days 
after theupeiatioo. tlie patient wentou very 
favouubl) ; he loiupUiued ot* r)uli*utpaia 
ju the wound, but was instantly relieved by 
looseaing thebunduge; the ferer was alight, 
his spirits very g. od, &c. On tlie Sfid of 
January, (sevcm days Httvr Ute upemtion,) 
the dressing being removed for the first time, 
tbe wound woa Aiuud aloiost completsly 
united *, its intainal angle only produced a 
small ({uaatity of healthy pus; tbe stump 
ttud the kneo were slight swelled; ths 
general atste of the patient was aatisfaotory. 
Ga ths ttoih, he oomplamed of violent pain 
lu the stump, whitdi, as well as the kuet, 
were much swoUenand red; and be was 
several times aebmd with t^vering. An 
emolhent powltios waiu applied over fits 
Uee.

M. Bupuytren remarked, that in thoae 
caMSof amputation, where the operation ia 
not absoloteW neceaattry, (** npiratim de 
camplaitance, j tbe prognoatic ia wy un* 
fbvotirable, and he bad, lu the above caae, 
actually deviated from hia eonstaut rule, 
whieb was, never to operate under aimtlar 
ciieumatnieea. In a eaw where tabatier 
performed amputation exactly under the 
seme circumstmoes, tbe same fatal termina¬ 
tion took place. At the time when M* Pel- 
letan was firatturgeon to the Hdtel-fHeu, an 
old man waa admitted, who hod for a great 
length of time been subject to ehrouie 
ulcers of the leg, which, rithoujfh but su¬ 
perficial, caused to the patient aueb incon¬ 
venience us to induce him to request 
M. Pelietau to perform amputation. Tliia 
eminent aurgeoa was fur a long time nnwill- 
ing to comply with the patieni's request, 
but at laat jnelded to his soheitutiona. The 
o{>eration was performed with great aktll, 
and a favourable result of the case was al¬ 
ready anticipated, when the patient was 
ie»M with iaflanuBstiott of die abdominal 
viscera, and sunk under it A few moments 
before hia death, he cdleetad all hiaslnmgth* 
and very forcibly reproached M. Pelletao 
fbr the weakness be bad ahoan in yielding 
to hia fooliah eutrcaUet.—/did.

Ihr 
hotfj from vbiob the epecimen had been 
taliMi, WM tku of a gentleman of the age

tails waa adherant to the surrounding pa- 
rietea. '1 he lungs healthy in atrurtuie, hut 
gorged with blood, so at to prerent the 
mgroH of the usual quantity ot aUnoeplie- 
nc air into ibrir cells. The heart remark¬ 
ably flactid. llie aortic rdires diseased, by 
which the three bad been thrown into one, 
with a conaiderable quantity of oasifie depo- 
aiuon in it; the bloM principally in a fletd 
state, 'llie brsin presented no particular 
appearanie. 1 he author attributed the pri¬ 
mary cause of death to tbeatomacb, which 
having been overloaded might be supposed 
to hare pressed on the heart, afterwards 
producing syncope, which wu followed by 
oisiolution. 

In reply to questions by several mem¬ 
bers, the author atated tbiat he bad only 
folt the pulse after the exhibition of tlie 
arnm^ia; it then beat regularly, but hardly 
pcrc^tibly. The patient had had no cough, 
nor was there more frothy mucus in die 
air eefla of tlio lungs than usual. The pe- 
tient had luffrred great niafortooes, «ld 
been a very senBihlu man. which bad in¬ 
duced the author to auspert that there 
ought be disease of Uie heeri, but durmg a 
year and n half's attendance on him he could 
aaovrtain nothing in the state of the pulse 
to lead to the conclusion that there wos. 
He hed never known him to faint, exeept 
on one occaaiou, when he bled him for in 
attack of pleuriUs. 

Tho PuKsinerT thought it was • qosi- 
tion of gieat importance, whoilier there 
were not conditions of the pulse which 
would onablo prai titioners to ascertain with 
accuracy, in cases of diseaia of the bemt* 
or grant vessels, in what pertiiulsr part of 
the heart, or vessels, that disease weea^ 
nted, and the precise nature of it. ffo 
thought It a subject wrorihy of diacuniKm. 

Dr* lUuAiKir did not place much re¬ 
liance CO the condition of the pulia in dhk 
sases of the heart or aorta, lu the vain hn 
had brought before the Society, theptdHi 
wee regular, and did not exeera 70. 
radial pulse was nut synohronoos with dm 
action of die heart. 

Mr. PnocroR thought tlm Prai«lt»t*s 
question of vital importanoe. He hed never 
known death take place wiiere Uuwo was 
disenae of the heart, witlHMt thnt tawm 
faeviug been tndicatrd by ttw state of dm 
pulse at some time or odiei; tt did not fel¬ 
low that there ebould be a eentinttatinn of 
the imgttinnty of the ptdie. 11m aiMto 
«f Ab digcMivr orgens, and A* 
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eonditioa of the liffiv woaU often eSifet 
the cireuli^, ud i^tie of the henri 
ftofet proeeeded without i^aeingitfefliiet, 
on Rome oocMbne. et tbe Genenl 

bloodlettinff nr three eowe eonietimre did 
goodf but bbbed never ercn tbe epplicatioii 
of eix lercbre pruduoe eay each marked 
eSbct M 0r. Humudjie seemed inciiacd to 
attribute to tbe Hpfdication of half a doaeu 
leeobea, in tbe case )te had related. 

Mr. bkiNOOUN knew no organ so likely 
to cause a deraupenieat of the circulation 
if tbe stomach. In hie opiDiun, it woe im< 
fMMsible for tbe lelt ventncle of the benrt 
to be irregular, and yet to suppose that the 
arteries had so much power ot modification 
aa to cause the pulsation at the wrist to be 
regular. 

J)r. lluina was sceptioal on tbe general 
doctrine of tbe pulaation ; there was a great 
deal of tlieoretical refinement in it, naiup* 
ported by praetieal experience* He could 
hardly conceive it possible for any p«t of 
the heart to be diseaied without rendering 
the whole polaalory ayatem irregular ^ but 
it had always appeared to him impoaaibte 
to aseertain, from tbe state of the nulae, 
what part of tbe heart wu diaeas^ it 
wu too euatomary to attribute atruetural 
diaeates of various parts to a diaordered 
state of the ehpiymietie luirera. 

JDr* SiewAHi observed, that a great deal 
had beau written of late, parlioularly by 
French anthora, upon the pulaatiun; on tbe 
whole, those writings diseouraged tbe idea 
that, in diaeaies of tbe heart, the polsation 
at the wrist accoided with the action of die 
haatt; tbe action of tbe heart might be 
iutonnittent without causing irregularity of 
the pulse. 


Mr* Baser, surgeon of the Newcastle In* 
firmary, and a oorresiionding member of tbe 
Sooiety, transmitted a ease of considerable 
ifngkb, which was read by Mr. Jones, act* 
ittg as aeoretary, in wbieb a tumour grew 
from tbe right axilla, extendiug to a con* 
tidarable distance around tbe head of the 
hiUttOrua, and in winch the aubrlavian'ar* 
leiy was tied, under an impreiiion that it 
was a rase of aneurism; it proved, hoa'evmr. 
tft ha a case of/uRgws Asmurieifw. In aahort 
rime after tying the artery the tiunour be* 
came leas, and the potient, a giil 16 years 
of age, appeared to recover; but the disease 
ape^ly aMumed a more aerious aspect, and 
amputarion at the alioulder joint was pro* 
poiM \ to this tbe patient refused to aubmit, 
and in a few dsys abo died. On exaaaina* 
cion ikwna tsoertaaned, Umt tba lao of Cfaa

'J'be PaastnsaT was etita the mciatv 
would feel obliged to tliia geutleman for hn 
commonicatieu: but, a« in most caief eqla- 
munieated by lettear, tbeei wen poinbi ot 
imnortance omitted, on which, of conne, no 
information (tbe author bimaelf being ab> 
aent) could be obtained. 

Mr. Llovo obeerved, that in tbe eonnut* 
nieation there wee no mention whatever 
mode of tbe etste of the aubefevian absor* 
bant glands. From wliat bn could collect, 
the ease was dcddedly or/inigwdsnmi* 
tfiJes. ^Vhat the author nad termed the 
aac, he should have ealfed the extended pe* 
rioateum of the bone. 

The PaasiDSHT thought much credit waa 
doe to tbe author for liaviiig Usd the prteiy, 
ioaamuch aa the stoppi^e of cireulatiim 
tliTOugli tbe large veaael, which aaemed to 
have fed tbe diarase, bad for a time eaoied 
a dtminulioa of the tumour. 

Mr. UossKiT doubted the propriety of foU 
lowing aueh an example, for pven in tbia 
ease it had produced what he really ahould 
describe aa no advantage. In aaotMr caee, 
which be recoUeAcd, where tbe knee waa 
enlarged in a similar manner, the femofal 
artery waa tied, which seemed to aggrante 
tbe disease. Amputation in a month after¬ 
wards was perfinrmcd, and et that time the 
artery bled aa freely aa if it bad never been 
tied, thus showing tbattheopetation of mng 
the artery produced no beneficial effiiot. 
These tumours, too, were fed, be behaved, 
not by principal trunke, but chiefiy by 
branches 


Mr. Dh>8oalk exhibited i fcinrboof ito- 
macb, wliich bad been taken from a lubject 
in a dissecting room. In tbe same auli^t 
the lungs were diseased; a calculua Waa 
found in the ureter; tbe subject lupi had 
hydrocele, aud seemed to be about TO yean 
of age, but no history of the disease bod 
been obtained. Mr. Carpue regatdud Gii 
ipecimeii of aoirrbus stomach as so besulifol, 
that he wished to present it to tbe doffim 
of Surgeons. ' 

Aftm it bad been banded rmwd tbe mom» 
the pRxaioanT.Mr.LLoyn, Dr, Bamadcx, 
and aoaae others, expreiied tbelr demded 
opinlott that there won uoftiiag oenuMHia- 
toua about it; it was an^y an inataneo of 
ebiouie iofiamma^ of tba mueeoa aaom* 
braoa ifidfiQealireoat of Uto itttnadk.

On theae gtoonda we confidently predict 
that neither thia, nor any other Bill, if paai* 
ed Into a law, will have the efibct of faoUi* 
tatiag the study of anatomy, unleii it alao 
provido for the repeal of that atatute which 
com^gaa the hodtea of murderers to dia- 
aection, and thus diieoiineot the operation! 
of the executioner and those of the analO' 
mist 

Looking upon the omiaaion, of which we 
ham thus spoken, aa a fatal obstacle to tbe 
anecen of die Bill, we ahall not diacuaa its 
various clauaea at any great length. It ia 
^oeatioaahie, indeed, whetlier the measure 
in its present ih^ will reach a third read¬ 
ing, nvoaifithe House of Commons; but, 
abovld it ultimately (laaa into a law. it will, 
we are convinced, be amended or repealed 
b Cbe next leiaion of Parliament. Under 
tbiia eircHmatanoea, we look upon its son* 
COM or fitUure in the House, a ith compara¬ 
tive indifference. 

The first claoiv refers to the unlawful 
disinterment of bodies, and provides an im- 
iniioiunent, not exceeding six montlia, for 
the firai offeuce, and for Uie second, two 
years. In this we cannot discover a greater 
teenri^ againat the practice of exhumation, 
than iHat which the public 'poaaeas uniMr

HaU and Davis, and Mr.WilUam 
Cooke, of Exeter, muit be fresh in (he re¬ 
collection of our readers. If, then, it be (hw 
intention of die legislature to entirely do 
away with the practice of eahamation, we 
believe tiiat • much more severe pnaialiiaeiiC 
moat be Swarded to the oifonder, than a six 
montba’imprisonment, and, in oaropinioo, 
nothing short of seven years* tranapetti- 
tion will effect the desired end.

m ALLEGED MiO-PEACTICE IN MIEWIFERY. 


ft lie^liftv IftOtatiag ia AMengate Street, ud 
a godgon lecturing ftt St. Tbomw'i 
to requhe lliat thote leeturerfl who mny wiali 
to oppose bis lecturers should first ob¬ 
tain from the same Sir Astley Cooper cer¬ 
tificates of tbeir competency. Should tbo 
bill with tliis rider pass, uo foreigner, how- 
orer eelebraicd, not even Msciai., could 
ftstabUsh himself in this town, wit)»out first 
■ttbmtUing to an examination before the 
miserable creatures who compose the Coun¬ 
cil in Lincoln's Inn Fields. What ia the 
object of the examination now instituted at 
the College, if it be not to ascertain a can* 
didate’a hnowMge of bis profession. If a 
man be qualified to practise, surely that 
knowledge which would render him capable, 
is auffleient to warrant him in attmfting 
to teach. But there is « vast diflerencqjie- 
tween possesaiug information,and posseasing 
the ability to commnnicate it; and no exa- 
Btinatiou which the College can institute, 
will be sufficient to prove, that a man Must 
become a successful teacher. Wo are so 
thoroughly disgusted with tliis rider, and at 
the manner in which it has been introduced, 
that we sliall not, at present, say another 
word on the subject, but leave the profea- 
ahm to form their own eoncluaions. 


Many of our readers mnat have seen in 
the newspapers of October last, an account 
af a ease of alleged mal-practice in mid¬ 
wifery at Liverpool. We did not notice the 
aflfair at the time, because we were unable 
to obtain that kind of inforroition wbicb 
alone could enable us to form a correct or 
impartial opinion, and further, because at 
that period there wos a cbanco tliat an 
uapottant judicial proceeding would be 
the result of the cliarge ia question. We 
have now the whole of Uie documents con- 
uected with this transaction before us, and 
being in possession of the sUtements of 
euah party, we will, in n few words, present 


ear readers with the chief featues of the 
case. 

Ellen Read was taken in labour on Wed¬ 
nesday the 17 th Sei»tember, 18S8. Mr. 
JeSrey, a surgeon of Idverpool, had been 
engaged to attend her, but as he was ab- 
•eitt, Mr. Kelly, also a snrgeon of the same 
towB, wu Bsnl for. This latter gentleman, 
being in ittendance on another case of mid¬ 
wifery, his sssistaut, Mr. Scanlon, cdficiated 
in bis stead. On Mr. Sesntons arrival about 
one o'clock on Thursday moraiagi be found 
the labour taking its regular and natural 
oourse, and the oa uteri dilated to the eua 
of a crown piece. Towardi seven o'cleek, 
the paias btcamo languid, and the patient 
fainted. This alarmed Mr. Sesnton, and 
he aent for Mr. Kelly, who states, that 
on his ani^ be found the os uteri fully 
dilitcdf and the bead of the child lying low 
in the pelvis. Mr. Davies, another aurgeon 
of Liverpool, arrived about the same time, 
between nine and ten o'clock, on the morn¬ 
ing of September the 18th. In consultation, 
s full dose of laudanum was prescribed. At 
noon, the patient was again visited by Mr* 
Kelly; she liad had no rest, and the pains 
were still weak and luefEectual. Tlie ergot 
of rye was now given. Mr. Scanton con¬ 
tinued with the patient the whole of the 
day. At eight o’clock in the evening, Mr. 
Kelly was again summoned. The patient 
had become much exhausted, was obliged 
to be lifted in end out of be<l; wu feverish; 
the pulse weak and frequent} the vagina 
tender, hot, and dry} the head of the dUld 
preuiag on the perineum, with a severe pro- 
laiHins of the anus. Mr. Kelly requested 
the attendance of his friend Mr. Wood, an 
intelligent surgeon, with whom it was agreed, 
in consultauon, to he absolutely neeeasaij 
to apply the forceps. With tiie concuitenes 
of the patient, her relatives and friends in 
attendance, recourse was had to them; end 
in soMpvMneu than a quarter of an hour, 
the suffering patient wu delivered of a very 
large living child: the inleftt aiurvirtd ntea 
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fncki. All ptrtiti ippeind perfectly et* 
tilled, ud Bln. Reed expiened her fre- 
titede to Mr. Kelly, for having; relieved her 
from her agoniei. 

On (he ibUowing morning, between nine 
and ten o'clock, tiie patient wu riaited by 
Mr. Kelly and Mr. Wood. She had pined 
no urine, and her bowele were confined, but 
there wea neither tendemew of abdomen 
nor fever. Mr. Kelly directed a done of 
eeiior oil to be taken immediatdy, imd fo> 
nenlationa to be applied to the abdomen and 
pudendum. HT.Kelly then leftyrequeating to 
be lent for in the afternoon, if the patient in 
the mean time did not paia her nrtne. He 
received no meiiage, and therefore did not 
call again until the following morning, Sa¬ 
turday, wlien he leamedi^that ehotUy after 
hie departure on the preceding day, Mr. 
JefiTrey had visited the patient, he having 
returned to Liverpool. An alvine evaoea- 
tion having been produced in the interval 
which occurred between the viaite of Mr. 
Kell^ and Mr. Jeffrey, the latter gentleman 
countermanded the castor oil. Mr. Kelly 
did not see the patient again, and she was 
regularly attended by Mr, Jeffrey. At six 
o'clock on Saturday morning, this gentle* 
man was sent for to pus tho catheter, u 
Uie patient had not evacuated her urine, 
and wu in great pain. On the fist, aymp> 
tmu of infiammation became alarming, when 
Dr. Renwick waa oonsulted, who, witli 
Mr. Jeffrey, continued to attend until the 
SSth, when ahe expired, seven days from her 
delivery. 

About a fortnight after the interment 
of ftie body, the hlayor of Liverpool re¬ 
ceived an sDonymoua letter, whicli stated, 
dat ** Mrs. Read had died in child-bed in 
eoniequeuce improper treatment, and 
that ahe had been gttended in her lying-in 
by Mr. Davies, Mr. Kelly, and Mr. Scan ton, 
aurgeona.” The wortliy nmor knowing 
nothing of inch matters, hand^ the letter 
to n penon u wise u himself, a Mr. fiold, 
ffeSiff and Coroner for the Borough. Thii 
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fontienMo, with chvwtnlaUe NgMl^, lent 
for Mr. Dnviei, one of the aurgeonawho htd 
attended (ho patient, and directed hte to 
cnuie the body to be diainterred and on* 
mined by ''competent peraom;** thiiwu 
done on tbe mao evening, and the " com* 

I petent peraonnwho conducted the examU 
BuUoQ w«e, Mr. Dawnon, Dr. Renwick, 
Mr. JeAvy, and Mr. Davies, die tibreelait 
mentioned gendemmi having aitandad tho 
patient during her iUneu. On Tueiday, 
Oct 14, an Inqueat wuheldbefore the above* 
named Coronsf, and tba Jury, after an faeur’a 
deBberation, ratumed a verdict of Han* 
liwghterBgtinatMr.BemndSeinUm'.f who 
waa taken into custody and committed to gaol $ 
when be vts kept in cloie confinement fer 
aix weeka, and thra liberated withont 
hMing been brought to trial! A Bill wan 
then laid befon the Grand Jury against Mk.

Such are the chief facta connacted with 
this moat extraordinary tranaaction. The 
few remarka we have to offer, we ahiU di* 
vide into two parti. The first will refer to 
the transactions np to the period of the re¬ 
ceipt of the anonymou letter by the mayor; 
and the second, to the occurrences which 
hippeoed aubiequontly to the receipt of 
that letter. Injustice to Mr. Kellyi then, 
we feel it our duty to state, and without tho 
least hesitation, tiiatwe cannot discover (bo 
slightest ground whereon to rest an aeen* 
sation of either rashneu or ignorance 
against him. The female attendants atate, 
that tlie child w'ss delivered with scarcely 
any pain to the mother, and that she ex¬ 
pressed deep gratitude to the operator; 
of the medical gentlemeu who were preient, 
and aesisted Mr. Kelly, Mr. Wood, a gen¬ 
tleman of excellent education, and of very 
considerable experience in his profesaion, 
has disliLcciy sworn, that the forceps were 
used by Mr. Kelly in a moat careful sad

RsNuick was called Jn, who attended until 
she died, on tbe fibtb. This gentleman awore, 
before llie Coroner, that *' he considered 
Mr. Jeffrey to have done every thing that 
was requisite." We should, it is true, have 
been better satiaficd, bad we seen a more 
minute atatement of tiie treatment adopted 
by Mr. Jefi'rey, and, probably, if the eathe* 
ter had been introduced somo hours earlier, 
the diante of a recovery might have been 
slightly increased. However, taking the 
whole of the circumstonres into considera¬ 
tion, we cannot perceive that the piofes- 
lional conduct of ciUicr Mr. Kell^', Mr. 
Jeffrey, Mr. Wood, or Mr. Scanton, de¬ 
serves the slightest censure or animadver 
sion. The unfortunate uoman evidently 
had s most severe lubour, which teiminoted 
with loss of life, notffilbstanding every ex- 
^ ertion on the pnit of the niedi:al pruvti- 
tioners to avert the fatal catustropl.e , and 
may we not ask, have not hundieJs of no¬ 
men expired in a shorter tone aftir deli¬ 
very, and with u liou there had been nei¬ 
ther delay nor the employment of instru¬ 
mental Tvery accouelitur of experience, 
and acquainted nith the hist ir) of his p;o- 
fesiion,must a<'swer iu thealfiiutotire. Ihe 
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body having received tbe rights of sepul¬ 
ture, tbe relatives of the unfortunste women 
were resigned to the visttstioii ofProvideBce, 
and not a complaiut was heard sgsinst 
the medical nitendaiitSi—no accusation of 
MSL-VRACTica sgsinst sny of tbe surgeons* 
Such was the state of feeling, up to even a 
fortnight after tbe funeral, when lo 1 tlie 
Mayor then received an anonymous letter, in 
which it was stated, that Mrs. Read had been 
deitroyed by the use of instrumeats; and we 
DOW come to tbe eonsideration of the eecond 
part of this extraordinary affair. The Mayor, 
probably, wu right in banding over to tbe 
Coroner, a letter which involved a question 
connected with tbe deatb'of a human being* 
But what ought to have been the conduct of 
the Coroner, on Receiving that document t 
We shall probably see by-and-bye. Ibis 
person, on receiving the anonymous epistle 
fitom the Msyor, Unt for Mr. Davies one of 
the tueutfd jporffes, and directed that gen- 
Ueman *' to cause the body to be diaintened, 
and to be exuininedby coupetsnt persons," 
and the ** competent persona" selected by 
Mr. Davies, were, niusaLr, one of the 
surgeons wlio attended Mrs. Head during 
her labour, and one of the pariiea accused in 
tbb anonjmous letter; Dr. lieu wick, who at¬ 
tended Mrs. Read after her debvery; Mr. 
Jeffery, the gentleman who attended her 
from the day subsequent to her delivery, dp 
to tlte period of her death; and Mr. Dawson, 
appareully a distuterested person, and whom 
we believe to be a highly respectable prac¬ 
titioner, but whose evidence on this occa¬ 
sion, we may at once dismiss, as it govs for 
nothing, he having sw'um before the Coroner, 
that " on the examination of tbe body, he 
cmld not Mg, whether the iustrumenta bad 
been used msktl/uilg or not.** Thia being 
Uie hoiiect declRmuodaof Mr. Daweon, one 
must suppose, that it would have had 
bufficient weight with the juty, to induce 
them to bric^Sn some outer verdict than that 
of Manil(tigkter .* Rut who were the other 
witnesses exemined st tbe Inquest, besides 
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tkM tlreidyniiiiedl Mn. LytliaiBi tbe 
nofter of the decewed, irho nakei BOtfaiag 
in the ibtpe of an acooaaUoa againat any 
one! I'HBaEFoaa tlie Jury returned n rer- 
dicf of nunirfoirjAteragaiiMt Mr. Babnabd 
S cAKTON, opoa the eridence of three of the 
medical gentlemen who had attended the 
patient, two of whom had attended her ex* 
clnaieely, from the day after delirery up to 
the period of her death, and Uie other had 
been consulted between nine and ten o’clock 
on the day of delirery. Strange to any,

The Alarquia oi Imnsdowne 
took the chair, and at the table on the floor 
of the tiieatre ait many noblemen and gen- 
ttatata of distinctton; amongst tliem were 
tho Debeof SomenatfLord Auckland, Lord 
King, Lord Sandon, Lord Kbrington, Air. 
Dnoagham, and Air. 'Ihomas Moure. The 
entrance of Air. Brougham urns very loudly 
cheered. The medical professors' raugeil 
tbemielvea tm each ride the Chair. 


The noble Chalmu opoiod OolMihtii 
of the meeting with a words aitaltan* 
lory of its object, after which the Waxdan 
stated the nature of tlie prises, and tbeeoutwi 
which would be pursued in their distribu* 
turn. A aeries of questions had bean pre¬ 
pared by each ef the ptofnasom for the par* 
ricubur ctaia om which he presided, a copy 
of which was given to aach oosspetitor on 
ocearion of their assembliug in the exami- 
naticn room on a previous day. Tho answers 
were written immediately, and without the 
opportunity of the atudeat’a aonsulting re¬ 
ferences of any kind to asiist his replica. 
To each answer a motto was attaehed, and it 
was then sealed without signature. These 
answers were collected by tbe professors, 
andl^en ^ them separately for private 
judgment. The same mottos, with signa¬ 
tures of the oqmers, were afterwards seried 
sad delivered to the \\ arden. 1 he disclo¬ 
sure of these was reserved for the present 
ocearion, and on, the professors declaring 
tbe mottos which had bi^n accompanied liy 
the beat answera, tbe notes in possession of 
tbe Warden were opened, and the name of 
the successful estididste auaounced. Pre- 
vtoupto Ibis proeeeding tbe Warden stated, 
that (he .medals were not yet ready for de- 
livm^, but that the students would receive 
eertifieates, entitling them to receive them 
on a future day. These were engraved and 
filled up at the ti me, and were signed by 
Lord Auckland, and some other member of 
the Council. 

A report from tbe medical professon to 
the Council, was also first read hy Mr. 
Homer. It enlarged on the great advan¬ 
tages whicli the University presented, es¬ 
pecially hy aflording students the oppor¬ 
tunity' of studying, under one roof, all 
the branches of medical education; stnted 
the diligence of the students, and detaiM 
tlie principles unon which tbe questions had 
been put, and the ])rizfS an*arded.

Irihution of tbe priaes then proceeded. They

Tho iatumraceBce of eBteml piles, ap« 
pedri to be produced, first, by an ehmgatioa 
of the delicate ikiii which liei around the 
antis extenslly, leeoiidly, a Taricosi Hits 
of the veins, Uiiidly, by mflanunstion aiviHg 
rise toordiaaiy tumefsitios, and wbtef may 
oltimstely oeeaston n deposit of tdliesivo 
msttur, which may become organixed, and 
lay the foundation of permanent tumour, tho 
bulk of whieh iBty vary with inllammiUon. 
Whitt the patient is not under the fit of tho 
dim#, the expanded integument may eon* 
tract itself, the vessels also may shrink; the 
ioflaBmstiott ceiling, the swelling may sub* 
side in good messnre, like an inflamed twel- 
Hflg on your fingsM; and thus the appear* 
aaea of the diwase may m good mvaiuro 
vanish. 

It win deaervo your attention, that in 
general, brnmorrlwids are a eefitury disease, 
unacoompamed with anv other graver affeo- 
turn; nor is it often that it dt'stroya lifo, 
tlmugh by impairing health, it may go far to 
destroy the happiness of the patient,'^ It is 
not idwayi, however, that hmmorrhoids art 
a niitary and iiideiieudeiit disease. Carol* 
noma of the rectum, stricture of ghc reciUmj 
prolapiut of the itfeiua, prooideotia of an 
eulafg^^d ovary, not to menttou other con¬ 
current occideoti of less importance, am 
now and then observed, nor must we lose 
sight of this, when we are endeavouring to 
inveatigate the morbid anatomy of this 
disease. ^ 

Uf hamiorihoidh It is uunecesiaiy to 
remark, that they uiually attack the patient 
by fits'; for weeks she msy labour under 
tbenii^aiid for weeks together she may be fren 
from tiiem. At with the catsmenia, so with 
the hmorrhotda, (though fur more rarely,) 
there may be an evident tranifer of aciion 
from the bead to the gut; previous to tto 
attack, the liead may have been as giddy 
and aching ai in aatei of amenorrhma, and 
when the piles come on, all the eepiialrc 
symptoms may be very much in the iimo 
manner, as by n flow (n'tm the uterus. 

Inder an iimmorrhoidal atUck, patients 
are sometimea affected wuli the tumours, 
merely without bleeding, and aecompauied

Like ether operationa, thia, 
1 preaume, fails now and then, but foilorea 
are rare; ia geoerel, it prevents the further 
deaeent of the membrane, puia a atop to 
further bleeding, even where gallons of blood 
bare been previously lost, and is followed 
frequently by a very complete re*establiah- 
ment of the health, unless it have been pro* 
vioosly ruined by the haemoirhagy. Per- 
heps there are lew parts of surgery morn 
beautiful than this. It is anratiag to ob¬ 
serve the general surgeona, wliose bwiaeCi 
it is to administer help in the diseaaee of 
this, the least honoured part of the human 
structure, giving tbemeelvee tin of eupo- 
riority over tiie obstetrician, who undertakea 
the relief of the diseaiea of the geiicntivo 
organs, as if their practice was, ilrw the na¬ 
ture ol the parte on which they operate, of n 
more elevated character than that which ba« 
longs to the ** voeation.*'

1 h our last we bad arrived ittbat part of 
Dr. Macartney's Evidence iq which ha re- 
cummeuda that private teaebera shdi^d be

urgent objections to thia auggeation ii to be 
found in the quration which followa it; an 
objecUun which does equsl credit to the 
judgment and tbe generouty of the exa¬ 
miner Are you not aware that such a 
limitation would tend very much lo prevent 
young men who have just passed through 
their studies, from earning an honest liveli¬ 
hood by endoavouriug to obtain pupils ?" 
Prsy otmerve the piece of eqiuvoGation 
ofl'ered by way of a reply to thia humane and 
prudent interrogation1 do not think 
UMt any person is qualified to teach this 
aeicnoe without five years* preparation! ” 
Aeoordmg to this calculation, the five years 
preceding the preparatory process are re* 
aueed to e cypher. During Uiat period in 
which most students lay m the whole, or 
greater part of the elementary knowledge 
which supports them through their profes* 
aion, the Doetor charitably concludea, that 
they have really learned notiiing which they 
may teach. All this time and labour bow* 
ever, are such mere nonentities in tbe Doc* 
tor’s estimation, that it is not at oil siur* 
prising, such a trifling item as tbe means of 
support during the next" five years' prepars* 
tiou,” abould have escaped hia observation. 
Or, perhaps he supposed that, embarked in 
00 splendid an undertaking, the young 
teacher would have grown fat on tbe exba* 
latitma of tbe disseotiue-room, and beeni 
clothed without a visit to we woollen draper!

that is, if they cannot come up to the price 
of ** Saxony Blue,” they mny turn to tbe 
other ride of the shop, and match their 
puree in a piece of ** Scotch Kersey.” But 
we believe students sre iu general too well 
informed to extend this economy to science,

The truth of the obM rvation of .liinius, 
« In what a lubyrinth of uousense does a 
man involve biinself, who laboura to main¬ 
tain falsehood by ai^unient," was never 
more forcibly iUustreted, nor the 
tcncy of examination to lathom rl v iii 
and aballowa of buinau worth, kuuwitrdge, 
and intellect, so clearly denionatrated to us 
ua by tbe preceding ernleuce ; which, baaed 
on tlie one, narrow, illiberal, and impolitic 
principle of solfishnets, like an inverted 
Pyramid, is a monument of the perversion 
of reason and rectitude. It shows the world 
how little the lesliniony of men enjoying 
the reputation of attributes which should at 
once excite and realise the loftiest percep¬ 
tions of the dignity of their nature, is to be 
dfpendtd ou in queslioas involving tlioir 
personal interests.

A ease of *' arm preaentation" aeema to 
have been treated by tbe gentlemen who 
took pert, in the diacniiioii, ea one of elerm- 
ing diflIouUy} end 1 am aware that it is 
considered ginenlly by the praetiiioneTs of 
the obstetric art, ai one in which tbe life of 
the child, at least, must be sacrificed, end 
frequently the Uvea of bodi mother end 
child. In contradiction to tlie prevailing 
opinion and practice, however, I trust 1 shall 
be able to show that these oases offer no¬ 
thing beyond fee ordinary difecultiee to the 
acooucheur, end feet on no oeeanon ought 
life to be aeerificed, or injury done to the 
petieut. 

llie method, which very little reflection 
will justify, and which I have practised with 
mvariabUt snecott, never having lost a child 
in a case of arm presentation, is simply as 
fellows :->Retura the protruded arm into 
the womb, by gently pressing back the 
shoulder with tbu hand, and replace tbe 
child in the position it originally occupied 
above the pnbea. To perform this opera¬ 
tion, the accoucheur must be attentive to 
await tbe abseiico of a pain; it would of 
course be dangerous when tbe womb is in a 
state of contraction, 'i'his done, all that 
remaiua ia, to prevent the arm from again 
protruding, hy keeping it in its place with 
the hand ; the next paiu will present the 
in the jiroper direction, and without 
'riiiiiiir anxiety to the practitioner, tliela- 
\oar vi!l proceed in the natural way. Care 
and attention, with a certain degree of me¬ 
chanical skill, are undoubtedly requisite in 
this, ss in ell cases where there is obstruc¬ 
tion, but not more tlian every sblftil accou¬ 
cheur ia supposed to be aide to supply. 

The ]iriuciple upon which this practice 
is based is, feat for the most part Mature ia 
all-buflicient lor her own puiposes, .end that 
j wherever a deviation from the usual course 
occurs, the aim of theprsctitiouer aboidd be 
to restore Mature, as it were, to her own 
means, by placing thiiija wife fee least pos¬ 
sible eilort in otatu glh before tbe devia¬ 
tion. 1 therefore coMemn, as unneceaeary 
and unnatural, the violent expedient (tf turn¬ 
ing the child in tbe womb, sad adminisler- 
mg narcotic Ad nausesting dmge, for the 
purpose of proatratii^; fee etrengfe the 
patient, and eafeebbag thoM fenm of Na* 
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tut* b/ ^ont the work of Wftrj 
can be aehieved.

The treatmentorovarian dropsy has juatlye 
been couaidered diificidt. The ill aaco«M 
which liaa uaualiy attended tlia moans em- 
{iloyrd, whetLcr operative or medical, haa 
rendered a prognostic always doubtftil, and 
placed the patient afflicted with this disease, 
moat commonly in a bopeleaa aUnatlon. Dr. 
Jilundell'a remarks oa the treatment of this 
malady, ua published in The LanCteT for 
March s!l8t, corroborate this statement; he 
s^s, *' Jq medicine, 1 believe, yotthave no 
psectual means of pallialiug theae encysted 
accumulations, sad, in geiieial, those may 
do best who struggle least. The dropsy of 
the ovary cannot be cured, in gebenUby 
diuretics, emetics, mercurial action, or t* e 
like, and, theiefore, you ought to be very 
cautious how yuu have recourse to any of 
these means, at least with violence, lest you 
should leave the puueut lu aworsecondi* 
tion than yon found her.” ^ ow though this j 
be the opinion of so distinguished s man os 
Dr. Blundell, and perhapa the view which 
the majority of the profession may take, yet 
1 humbly aubmit that there are exceptions 
to general roles, nod 1 venture to euggest, 
that such a sweeping statement as tins, ss it 
tends to paralyse medical eftorts, might, 
perhaps, have been a little more qualified. 
The case 1 have to record will nullify, iu one 
inatniice, at ieusi, the ass'-rtion; bnt 1 am 
sensible that Dr. Blundell (whose profes¬ 
sional talentt 1 esiimate most highly) will 
not despise an '* wvarsiehed tale,” though 
it militates againsAis avowed opinions, and 
emanates from an obscure individual.

Tbe 
fluctuation very perceptible, Uie enlarge- 
ssent bearing to the left side; aeomtion of 
urine perfect; pulse not materially dis- 
torbed; no awelUng of the legs; counte- 
nsnee not unnatural; total absence of all 
the eacheetio signs of common ascUes. She 
deacribea the ewclliug on having at fiiat re- 
aembled a bidl. Her friends were auxions 
ti^all me in lome time aioev, but she ob- 
jmled, under the hope that she might soon 
get belter. 1 regret not having witnessed 
the enlsrgement duriug its iucipient stages. 
When 1 did see it. tbe parietes of the abdq- 
men were greetly distended, and tlie general 
maguitudeof the body would huve warranted 
tapping. 1 felt no hesiutiou in pronouncing 
its true ovarian dropsy.

frivolous and onpbilosophical. 

, I have aeon the disease, apparentig de¬ 
pending on three distinct causes, that 
, which artcea from intestinal irritation, often 
^produced by worms, and to whicli young 
' people .arc most liable, accompanied aonie- 
I times with htamorrhages, while others pre- 
' srnted the petechiic on the akin only; these 
oases, of which L have seen a grrat many, 
were all conduett'd to a cure under the use 
of mercurial purges. The becond descrip¬ 
tion, the “ purpura wiiliout feter’’ of Willan, 
appears to depend on geueial aud particular 
debility, and tan only he remedied by the 
free use of tonics, liberal diet, wine, and 
gentle exercise in the ojien air; and ia 
ahicb calomel, or any othei purgative, would 

* prove hurtful.

In conciuaion, Mr. Moore must not be of¬ 
fended, if 1 recommend him to ose more 
definite language when he again writba. on 
this or nny other aiientific subject, |ndto 
examine whether or no some miseppmhen- 
aioo of the nature of the diseaie may not 
have led him to condemn, in such an unqua¬ 
lified manner, a most useful remedy. 1 
would really thank Mr. Moore to favour ua 
with some description of tho "quMnr- 
anen *' on diaaectiou, to which he aUudea;

appeared to enjofi for some time, tolerably 
gOM health, Sk montba prerious to hia 
admisiion into tha hospital, however, the

'1 ho tumour in 
the abdomen and faypogattrium attaiaed an 
extraordinary aise; and tlia latter, by ibrel- 
bly preasing oa the erural nerve, produced 
incomplete paralysis, and mdemaious swell¬ 
ing of the left leg. On the lit of Septem¬

TAAT HOSPITAL. Such htw been the Ojipres- 
tirn Had bionepolisiBg conduct of the Col- 
UKtpbf SunotOMS, and ao completely has 
it pmrverted the wise and bcueficrut pur- 
poara ibr which it was founded,' tiiat 
the great body of members, unable any 
longer to hear the burdens which had 
been imposed upon tliem, and, incensed 
in the bigheat degree at the insults which 
had been offered to them; indignant at tha 
BBlnbotieaa attacks which had been made 
upon their riglita, and privilegea; that, at 
a pahKc meeting coiiaiating of nearly two 
THOVBAKO membets of the Coliegp, held 
at the Freemasons' Hall in r< hmary 18*6, 
it was resolved, by an immenae majd- 
rity, tfi petition Parliament for the anno- 
OATIOK of the College CAorfer, nnder 
tbe authority of wliich llio Council had so 
signally disgraced and injured their profes¬ 
sional brethren; and, that the memben 
might he protected egaidat a repetition of 
tbe iniquities of which they complained, 
the Petitioners prajed, that the Cuunctl of 
the Coltege might be elcLted awcalIT by 
tbe luffragea of the gicat body of the pro* 
fesaion. This was denominaud 'MbeW- 
geons' Petitionand. in addition to the 
grievances of which your humble Petitioner 
has already spoken, it was alleged agtinat 
the Council, that they appointed the audit¬ 
ors of their own accounts, and conducted 
the whole of their proceedings in private, 
that a majority of the Council consibted of 
teachers of anatomy and aurgeona of hospi¬ 
tals in London, and that they had framed 
their " regulatioDa*’ ibr iktir «um txehaivt 
Xb 
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they had axcluded all practi* 
ttooeripxeept pure eurgeontt irumacats in the 
Council, and thua had kept out uf their budy ^ 
allperioDti except the purely ignorant of^ 
the Bcieoce and practice of medicine ;*->thHt 
Although Government had purchased the 
hkvatuable nuieum of the immurtul Hunter, 
•t an anotmoua cost to the country, its 
doori were almost invariably cloied against 
tlie members, and that from ISOd up to 
1826, not even a catalogue of its contents 
had been prepared that the doors of the 
College Library, like those of tbn Museum, 
were closed against the members, and 
there was neither a librarian nor a catalogue 
of the books;—and the Petitioners attri* 
buted the whole of the grievances of which 
they complained, to the mode of govern¬ 
ment in the ColUgp, Uie Council having 
the right to liU up all vacancies in their own 
budy. are elected for life, and are to t^'^last 
degiee iiresponaible. Tbia Petition was pro* 
aeutefl to the Cutnmona’ House of Parlia* 
mint, and not a single fact which was stated 
in it has been controverted; it is still upon 
the tnhle of that Honuiirnble House, hut, as 
if in mockery of the prayer of the Peti¬ 
tioners, of whom your humble I'etitioiier 
was one, the Biiine Honourable House has 
passed a Hill containing a clause, to compel 
gentlemen who may wish to become teachers 
of anatomy, to hrst obtain ** certificBtea of 
competency" from the chartered teachers of 
the Royal College uf Surgeons in London,— 
(Srom the aamo hboral mid puhtic<Bpmied 
teachers, W'ho have already again and again 
declared, that they will recognise no certi¬ 
ficates hut thrir own. 

That your humble Petitioner begs to 
be permitted to remind yonr Bight Ho¬ 
nourable House, that it wss proved on the 
trial of the humble and ierucioua Diirke, 
that the siLE of o single dead body for the 
paltry sum of four giiineus, led to the mur¬ 
der of no less than fifteen human beings, as 
it appeal I'd from the evidence on the trial, 
and Iluike'sown coiiussion, timt it was t*.e 
furilily with which he wms Oiiahled to con¬ 
vert tlic body of the person w! o huu died ir 
Hare's lod^iugi, into mom y, that led him to 
conceiw the Hetid like project of murdcrin;. 
Lis fellow creatures for the jirice of thou 
corpses. 

That your bumble Petitioner sincerely 
hopes, ainular atrocities have not been com¬ 


mitted in London, but firom what hehw wit¬ 
nessed in the diuecting-rooms of this me¬ 
tropolis,he isfar from saying, and atttl farther 
finm believing, that such horrible crimes 
have not boeu perpetrated; and he begs to 
be permitted to state his honest, and most 
conseientioua conviction, that the publie will 
have VO axcuRiry to pTO*.ect them from 
similar murders, until there be the severest 
penalties imposed against exhumation and 
the sale of the dead. 

That your Petitioner, therefore, most hum¬ 
bly iirays, that if your Right Honourable 
House in its wisdom, should deem it proper 
to pass any Bill ** to prevent the unlawful 
disinterment of deed bodies, and to regulate 
oar Schools of Anatomy," that your Right 
Honourable House will first repeal that por¬ 
tion of a statute which consigua the bodies 
of murderers to dissection, and thus not in¬ 
flict upon the bodies of those who have only 
the misfortune to ha poor, and fiieodless, 
wimt the law has hitherto regarded as only a 
fit punishment and degradation for the most 
heinous of crimiuals. 

That your Right Honourable House, in 
order entirely to prevent the disgusling^tnd 
inhuman prwtice of exhumation, will punish 
those who may be detected in (he crime 
with not less than fourteen years’ transports- 
tioo. That your Right Honourable House will 
also inflict a similar punishment both upon 
every convicted seller and every convicted 
purchaser of a dead body, whether the 
same may have been lawfullr or unlaw¬ 
fully obtained; and that perbonahaving the 
lawful custody of ALL unclaimed bodies, 
may, after a reasonable time, be permitted 
to give up the same for dissection, (list the 
law may thus apply to the unclaimed bodies 
of the ficA, si well as to the unclaimed bo¬ 
dies of the poor. 

Tli.it the Fellows, Licentiates, and Mem- 
hers of the Royal Colleges of Surgeons sad 
Physicians in Great Bntsin and Ireland, 
may bo permitted to dissect all dead bodiea 
of winch they may obtoin lawful possession; 
and that their tUpiom^ shall be deemed tuffi* 
uenl autharUji ior praittbing suck disaec- 
'loits w itiiout any other licence or certificate 
whatsoever, so that the phybicians and lur- 
gponsdislriLittd throughout the towns and 
ullages of Kiigisod and Scotland may not be 
precluded by low from exploring the only 
true fiuudation of medical knowledge. 
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Tbit tlie BBl may eztand to Iretaod, and 
tlHka place tbe toboola of anatomy in that 
cOttatrj mi the name footing aa thoae fu Eng* 
liAdf M the ezcloiion of Ireland from 
the penahiea of the law, would go to auction 
the exportation to DuUm, of exhumed and 
even of murdered bodiea from Englud and 
Scotland. 

That the Royal College of Surgeona may 
not be entroated with the powerof grant* 
ing lioeneea or eertificntea for diaaection, 
and that the Court of Ezanunera be re* 
qnired to examine all eandidntea for the di¬ 
ploma without the production of any eertifi- 
catea whatever, regarding the knowledge dia* 
played by the candidate in the couraeof hia 
examination, aa hia 'only claim to be u- 
truiited with the heeltlt and livei of hia 
Alajeat/a eubjecta; thua giving to Inlent 
and ioduatry tiieir due tewerd, whether 
found in the humble tenemut of a, eiUege, 
or in the gorgeous muaion of a city. 

And }our Petitioner, aa in dnty bound, 
will ever pray, &x. 

We again repeat, that there etm be no 
security for the public against murders simi¬ 
lar to those committed by fiiiaxa, mltilthe 
sAt K of a dead body be interdicted by tbe 
aevcrest penalty that the law can impose; 
ud that the prejudice against diaaeetion 
eaanot be dissipated, ao long aa the leg^- 
tare shall deem the operation, an appro* 
piiate mark of punishment and degradation 
frkf the vilest of felons.

Maekintosb con*^ 
aiders that tbe symptoms which occur in tbe < 
cold stage are evidences of, and are great in 
proportion to,acongjslion of internal organs, 
and irregular determination of tbe blood, 
the lungs being gorged, and tbe Mood not 
properly decarbonised. 1'bat tbe tremours 
are attributable to eongeation of the tpinal 
marrow. Tbe sense of cold end paiw owing 
paitlj to tbe lUte of the servooi system, 
and partly to tbe atate of iba luogb* 
proatraiion and linking to obstructed action 
of organa; of all wbtcb circumtttneea Dr. 
blackintoab considera proof ia to be found, 
in tbe iact that, 

*' Abstracting blood in the cold fbSft will 
immediately remove, not only tbe difficulty 
of breathing, tbe pain in the bead endloins^ 
disordered functions of tbe brain, tbe op- 
preesion at the prtecordia, &e., but will also 
stop tbe rigours, restore tbe strength of tbe 
pulse, increase tbe beat of the whole bod), 
tad cause tbe sensation of cold lOf anisb.*’ 

We come now to tbe frentmeni of inter- 
mittents, and taking up tbe argument at tbe 
oommenremeal, aball extract aa much of it 
u is necessary to the full elueidatiou of Dr. 
Mackintosh's prnetiee. llie whole of the 
section ie written in s style vivacious, prae* 
tieal, and familiar, and, we beliete, mil be 
i«ad with a degree of interest that will 


relief when a auffieient degne of beat ia 
applied to the epigaatric region. It fi^ara 
to be more efficacious than the genoral warm

This enables us to account for tbo 
boifor entertained by tbe older wriirrt, 
against cutting abort tbe cold fit, because it 
waa never attempted by any other meana 
tlian by ardent spirits, large doses of opium, 
Md sBibvr. Ur. Gregory used to mention, 
in bis lectures, two cases of violent epie- 
taxis, which reduced tbe patients to great 
weakneu, succeeded to doses of brandy and 
pepper. Ia the instances which fell under 
ray own ebiervttiuo, a&d to which 1 have 
already alluded, violent bead eympiema auo- 
eeeded, apd, in two or three iustwaces, local 
infiammationi.

Tub foDowixg extract, ftom u receutfy 
trahliabed work of Ur. Uieffenbach, of Ber¬ 
lin (of whieh nlfeady lome mention htaheen 
made in Tni Lamcxt) contains an abrfigfi of 
the experiments on the above subject, which 
have been made in France, during the last 
twauty-fire years. 

Nyaten'a experimenta on the injeelion 
of diSirent kinds of air into the vessels are 
very intereiting. Large quantities of nt- 
moapheric air invariably caused death, Un¬ 
der extreme diatention of the right ventri¬ 
cle; if, however, by the division of the 
aubelni^ vein an exit waa given to the 
air, the experimenta hardly ever had a fttei 
refiiit. Henever found any air in the arte- 
riri vaaaele, provided theinmetion had been' 
made into a vein. A amall qoanti^ of at- 
moaphario rir, injected into the carotid, had 
I no elfoct whatever; a large quantity eauaed 
menl ntitlyaia, but seemed to have no 
dlreet foiueace on respiration and cireuln- 
tioa, lirhidi were, for n cottBiderabte time, 
regnlaily peiformed. Oxygen injected in 
large quantity, into the veins, proved fatal; 
la amiH portion of it had no effect. The 
I injection of nitrogen, even in small qnanri- 
I ties, and after the division of the eubmvian 
I vein, WBi invariably followed by death; the 
arte^ blood in such cases waa found to he 
of a brown colour. Nitrous oxyd was ra¬ 
pidly ahiorbed by tbe blood, and large quan¬ 
tities of it were injected without any ill 
effect. Carbonic acid waa aim riworbed by 
the blood, and amall portuma of it were 
eaaily borne; in greater quantities, how¬ 
ever, it appeared to cauie pain ov«r the 
whole body, and eventually death. Carbu- 
retted hydrogen, injected into the carotids, 
caused lumost immediate death; the injec¬ 
tion of amall doses of hydrogen waa alto 
followed by death, without any struggle*, 
|wiiile the injection of plioaphoietted, or 
i sulphuretted hydrogen, caused death, under 
violent convulsions; *he latter gu waa 
quickly absorbed by !be blood. Nitrous 
gas, ammonia, and chlorine speared to act 
only by their chemical properties. Nyaten 
oonciuded, from numerous experiments, tbst 
part of the injected gas is thrown off by the 
iuugs during expiration, the greater portion 
oi It being retaiaed in the vaieular ayatem.

tiOBW of the pdnonary^artery; the same 
oftet was prodnced W the injwrion of any 
aAcUagiiuras Soid. 'nio result of tbe ex* 
periment was asodified in aaoat resurbaUe 
aanner, if the injection was made into a 
branch of the vena porta, la one ease, 
Magendie bijeeted an ooace of oil into a 
meaantsrio vain of a dog, whieb, iBime> 
diately after tbe ppoiatioa, fsll into a atate 
of immobility, with ^^tdy^nieraand in* 
veloatBty oseroUon of tbe faeee pad nrina; 
tbU eonditioa having eonrinoed |bv a Caw 
daya, the animal aponlaimoudyMODvered. 
A week after tbe Sritepptfimeatr the ope* 
ratioa being repeated, waa foQofiM Iw tbe 
tame aymptoma, whieb, howevfr, aftar a 
lew bdora ended latally. The liver wai 
foand uncommonly large, of bn^ jeOow. 
iah cokmr, and ei^bited aomo tineea of the 
oil. Tbe injeetioa of naieotio wbitmiees 
into the veiaa of rabid anhnahi appeared to 
have no effect whatever. Iff* Magpndloivas 
led to try the maoU of aninjaotioaof tepid 
water, after free bleedhig; a SMNMOtery 
tnaquilUty ensoed aftor the operation, 
(which waa performed both on doga and on 
men,) but the eonvnlsiona, witliin n ahort 
time, returned, with ultimately fatal leanlta. 
In a ease of a wound in tbe heart, whan 
tto introdoction of air into the latter organ 
produoed ayacope and imminent danger of 
enffoeatioD, M.blagen(iie succeeded in al* 
asoet unmsdintely nllsying the most violent I 
symptoms, by tbe insertion of a silver tube 
iuto tha jugular vain and pumping out the 
air. 

Percy and Laorant assert, that they have 
onmd teunue by injeeUng a strong solution 
of the extract, or a saturated decoction of 
•tiamoMuaa. 

The recent experimenta of M. Gaapard 
•re very interesting, and but little known. 
InjectioD of quicLuiver into the vdna was 
followed by a fattn effect, but not iinme* 
dieteiy nor directly ; doath ensued under 
the aymptoms of violent pneumonta; if in> 
trodiioed into an artery it caused iiiflaniiaa- 
tion and auppuratiou of the parts, to wliirli 
it wna distributed. Mercuf'ial ointment iii* 
isodaeed kito Uie vascular system caused 
tilreme weriuiess and a statu of Mphyxia, 


whiobi after a transitoty M*aetioB, ended 
in death. 1'he injection of ealomfl wna 
speedily followed by vomiting nnd ouh- 
sequent poemMun; the same effect was 
pi^oced by the ininetioa of n grain of enh- 
limate; neetntoof lead bad no sudden affect, 
bat canned ehrooicanterUia. The injection 
of a amaU quantity of punuont matter, mix* 
id with walor. i^oood great prostration 
of siieagth, vesaitiag, aud, after a few 
heuM, a hloMly durthma, which aymptoma 
ultimately eudM in Ncovery. Larger quan- 
titiee of pus introduced foto tlm circulation 
canatd death within a very ahort time; pu¬ 
trid aarum oaiwed dysphagia, Uoefor 
tioMi vooutiug, and death an hour wr the 
openvtioii. Thu lungs were found of a dark- 
rad colour, infonaad, and their veeaele ob¬ 
structed with viscous mattor; the vitloua 
eoatoftbeintestual canal wesinfouned, and 
the intemel orgaas extaanvaly acehymoscd. 
Nodiffsr«icewBaob8«rved, aa to affects (ff 
tbe experimeats,* between eamiveioin and

vjPRdyapnsBB, palpitation, and death; if 
tbedeooetioo waa weak, it produced bcrdly^ 
nay effect, and Iff. Gd^Hod ia of opi- 
aiea, tbat the diluted colution of aatnn- 
genta mii^ bast be administered in this 
manner. The injection of diluted sulpitu- 
lie acid, isamidbtely after that of putrid 
sauiat, bed no effect in obviating tha fatal 
results of the latter; nor was there any 
better effect observed from the injection of 
the deeoctkm of berk, tbe solution uf chlo* 
rinei sodn-wnter, or viaegtr. The iniec- 
riott of human seminal fluid caused dyi- 
p^, dyipnma, vomiting, salivation, in- 
vcluntary exeretion of fames and urine, 
and iaaeniibility; in all the expaiisaaata 
witb it, however, the animala ultimately ra- 
eover^. Nearly the aime effects wain ob- 
aerved from foe injection of tlie bile of her¬ 
bivorous animala; that of carnivorous ani¬ 
mals was generally followed by denth. Tbe 
injection of aerum caused nearly tbe tame 
aymptoma aa that of semen. A atrong de¬ 
coction of the ergot of rye produced violent 
pain and immobiliiy of the mod legs, dys|^ 
n<pt, snd, if administered in large quanti¬ 
ties, death. Tbe injecUon of most of the 
above-mentioned enbatancra into amall arte- 
riee was hardly ever fatal, and terminated 
ill inflammation and suppuration of the cel¬ 
lular ll^«ue. In one cane of hydrophobia, 
the infusion of tfpld water into the vehia 
was tried, but wiihout any eOect. 

From the experimenta of MM. Dumaa 
and Prevoat, it appears, thsl iu animala 
wintli were aimoat killed by depietiun, the 
, injection of warm water, or serum, bad not 
; the alighteal eftect; if, however, blood of 
, an animal of the same species was trans¬ 
fused, iu aimoat every cm* speedy aud com-

Some time back, I waa called tcl ^ttOAd, 
upon a child labouring under^/i'Oiola, and to 
|iroTeiit the brother <ff thia child Siom oon- 
tracting the diaeaae, 1 advised vaednation 
to be performed immediately. Cow-pock 
matter being obtained from Dr. Walker, it 
waa employed, and produced the desired 
effect. On the eightn day after insertion, 1 
1 abstracted soma matter for the purpose of j 
communicaling it to another child, and on 
the ninth day it aidkened for variola. 'I'hv 
cow’pock, which waa on the eighth day a 
hue specimen of ita kind, continued station¬ 
ary during the whole progreia of tlie small* 
poz, until both disappeared together. The 
iMt child, It must Oe observed, had aleo a 
very 6ne eow-pock, and escaped small-pox. 
The hrat ohild labouring under vartols, thej 
•ecbnd vaccinated as a proteetion from the i 
first, the varcinotion succeeding to all in* 
tents snd purposes, and yet amall-pox en* I 
sued with such severity, thst recovery was 
fur some days doubtful; the child, however, j 
■a well ns in the first esse, perfFCily reco¬ 
vered. The last child that was vacemdted, 
had, as waa stated, a fine pock, having 
escaped smalbpox, altbougli the i>>stem ui 
the child from which the matter had been 
taken, most have been at the time impreg¬ 
nated with the virus of the variolous dis¬ 
ease. 

That eow-pock did not prevent amall-pox, 
is exemplified in the first case that w as vac 
cinatedtliat in the same case eow-pock 
and email-pox went on together; thus allow* j 
ing, that ttno pustular diseases of a different! 
nature may exist at the same time in the j 
same ayatem. That in the last case, 11 1 
would appear, that one pustular disease onl} 
may be propagated from a system when two 
exist.

A PATiBNT, astat. 36, a female, applied to 
me on the morning of the 16th of May, 
fSatord^^,) complaining of pain at the um¬ 
bilicus* HSt nolle etOM at 70; no particu¬ 
lar foulntsa or tbe tongue wei pcreeptible; 
site bad passed a stool tbe previous day. 

1 prescribed five grains of calomel and 
two graina of opium, to be followed by n 
senna draught, expecting the bon els would 
be relieved sod evacuated of their contents, 
t heard in the evening that the purgativea 
had fkded, and aa ounce of the castor oil 
was therefore administered; thia also was 
unsuccessful. Finding the constipation next 
morning still unrelieved, the croton oil, 
(two drops,) with dfteen grains of ext. colo- 
eyntli, were given in Uiree pills; the bowels 
i^nied, and gnel clysters with Rpsoiu 
salts disaolved, employed. Constipation the 
same. Finding the methods pursued still 
unavailing, and the smbiticus painful, about 
fourteen ounces of blood were abstracted 
from tbe arm ; it presented no particular iu; 
fiammaiory appearance. Towards evening 
a uhyaicisQ was consulted, and having heard 
what means had been resorted to, he deter¬ 
mined on giving llesd’s syringe a fair trial. 
1 had previously thrown up five or six 
(IttartsV water by means of a large appa¬ 
ratus, believe Weiss’s iuveution,} but 
without i^ccess. If tbe injeciion of water 
in quauti^ could have afforded aid, it must 
have foiled'd, as no efforts were wanting 
on the part of the physician or myself; but 
after eeverid trials, only a few bardened 
fieces were removed. 1 should have ^ed 
tbe effects of quicksilver bad the phyaician 
not arrived; but. On mentioning it, be con¬ 
sidered It would be of too little use. Leechea 
were applied to the umbiheua, and n large 
blister WBS afterwards placed over tbe ori¬ 
fices ; tlie croton oil was again tried with 
ipiuiii, but rejected; afterwards two drope 
were put upon the tongue, and tbe lame 
quantity introduced onf% feather up the rec¬ 
tum, with an idea of Stimulating the gut. 
^till unavailing; tbe^nvomiUng was in¬ 
cessant, and the abdoif^n swelled; indeed, 
the case, which, from'jhlie onset, I looked 
upon as one of ileus, k^came hopeless, and 
Uie physician discontinued Jiis attendance, 
t'he syringe was occasionally used, and eveir 
means which art could suggest were tried, 
but in vain.

At no 
atoge of the disease is there the slightoat 
dread of water, or the slightest spasm attend¬ 
ing tlie efl'ort to awallow, but. on the con¬ 
trary, a must tormenting ami unt(uouebable 
thirst.

1 think, moat will admit, that tbe atate of 
tbe blood moat have a great efieot upon 
many diidica; consequently, that any reme¬ 
dies capable of being applied directly to the 
blood, will be valuable acquisittona to tbe 
list of materia medioa. 'I'bia, upon trial, 
will, 1 i^ink, be found to be the case with 
some of the gases which are not of too irri¬ 
tating a quality to be introduced into the 
lungs, and which are capable of effecting 
changes in the blood. 1 have made trial 
of one of these agents, with benefit to my 
patients, and 1 beg to make public the fol¬ 
lowing bocount of its efiects. Altliough I 
do not expect that to small a number of' 
caaea will be considered aufficient to prove 
the efficacy of the remedy, lliey will; at 
least, 1 hope, be sufficient to show that it is- 
worthy of further attention. 

In introducing to the profession the ni- 
troua oxide gas as a remedy, 1 am aware 
that 1 am not the first who has made use 
ont, though 1 believe no detailed account 
oHta eflecla in the cure of diseases has been 
published by any medical man. 

Case 1 .—Mrs. —— — aetat. 26, has been 
many years subject to apasmodte asthma, 
which attacks her jieriodicatly, sometimes 
once a week, sometimes oftener, at others 
not so frequently. These attacks nsnaliy 
begin with a wheezing, ilifiicuUy of breathing, 
and pain in tlie side, whith increase until a 
great sense of suffocation comes on.aocom*' 
panied with spasms of the respiratorv mna- 
clea, violent pain round the waist,and lome- 
timea all over the thorax; the faoe iansotlly 
purple, the feet and hands are cold, the 
head and trunk, particularly tbe face and 
chest, hot nud in a csopioua jieraphratioa, and 
the pulse is somewhat quickened, lu from 
Kix to twelve hours a secretion of mueua 
lakes place in the bronchi, and the patient 
is reliered. As, however, this secretion 
increases, it appears to block np the air 
passages, and tbe sense of auffucation and 
wheezing return, sometimes to a wone ex¬ 
tent than at first. In two or three instances 
the pnUe entirely ceased for a short time, 
und the patient showed but little signs ol* 
life.

experienced in the introduction of the alafl, 
and by pulling the artery (most probably 
the traaiveru perineal) out of its place, 
miJii liuie been the occuion ofitsdiiirion. 

The paiieut had a severe rigour aborily 
after the operation, which wu relieved by 
the admimstratioa of forty minims of tinc¬ 
ture of opium.

L. A., wtaL fi9, waa, on the fi9tb of 
March, 182^, admitted with the following 
svmptoma the left noatnl wu consider¬ 
ably enlarged, impervious, and its upper 
portion filled with a dark-coloured humour, 
the eyeball of tbe nme aide waa cooiider- 
aMy protruded, and etmiewbat pushed np- 
narda and laterally, but appeared, in otbw 
raqmeta, bealtliy, except that there wu a 
alight infiammeuon of the coniunctiva, aris¬ 
ing, no doubt, from the glow being not 
covered with Uieeyelids; themghtwisnot 
impaired. Above the left orbit there wu a 
hard tumour one inch in diameter, and ol a 
globular form, apparently fixed in the bone, 
and free fiom (min, (he cutaneou cever- 
ings were moveable over it, ud not dis¬ 
eased , the patient had a Slight headach.and 
some pain in the left nostril, her general 
health seemed uaimpaired. It sppesred, 
on luquirv, that alie had never had any pri¬ 
mary symptoms, aUliough die had been 
much exposed to the danger of infection , 
blie had, during the last ais months, been 
subject to eobUniwl alight headaoli, and the 
tumour lad been alonly forming (luree 
mouths before that |mnM, she had not 
used any remedies, except (lie deeoetioa of 
ttiupanlla and emoHient fumigattons. M. 
Gilbert, under whose ure she wu admitted, 
wu, for lom (NM, doublfolw to tboMUue 
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of the dieeue; biiteftotheTisg wetched tlie i 
caae foi e few deje, decided on treeting it at ^ 
ayphiUtiCt and aecordiegly pretcribeil ibe 
decoct* taraie., with the o^muriate of mer- 
cuTy> Under the uae of tlieie xewediea, 
the tumour on the forehead rapidly increaaed 
in size, and the ikin over it became hot, 
indtuned, and painful} a very fetid matter 
began to be diacharged from ihe lelt noatnl. 
The anUsyphiUtic treatment was aceordiqgly 
diaoontinued, and nothing but an emoibent 
poulbee applied to the diseased parti. Oft 
the loth of Aprils the tumour on the fore' 
head waa of the uae of a hen's egg. but had 
become aofter. and a ahfrbtflactoatiaft could 
be felt M it; the wn had conaiderably in¬ 
creased; the leit eye waa forcibly pro- 
traded from the orbit; the right began also 
to be more prominent than usual; viaion 
waa impairea in neither. On the lat of] 
May, cerebral symptoms were obserred for 
the first time; the patient was occasionally 
delirious, insensible, &c., and began to 
Tomit her food. The iwelling of the nose 
rapidly increased, and a dark-coloured, 
fleshy mass waa protruded from the left 
noatnl; the tumour on tlie forehead lisriog 
altsined Uie size of two fists, extended from' 
tlie left aupra-urbital region, to the inteinali 
angle of the right eye; the skin, by which 
it was covered, was ecobymosed to a large 
extent; and above the left orbit en ulcera¬ 
tion bad formed, ikom which a small quantity 
of sanious matter was disdisrged; vision had 
become indistinct in both eyes. On the 
15tb. the lumoiir on the forehead, and 
swelling of the nose, baring further in¬ 
creased. so sa to form almost one mass; a 
li^ quantity of bloody pus issued from ths 
left nostril; the ulcer over the left orbit dis¬ 
charged much dvfc-cohmred blood, and the 
tumonr was also nleexated in twe ' - 
orer the right orbit. In this fright) 
ditiott the pafieut lingered till the fi&thofj 
Mayt when died, after having been for 
some days in a state of complete insensi- 
baity. 

On axamiftathm of the body, the tumour on 
the forehead was found (o form a piominence 
ofabout four inches, and extended from the 
upper part of the ft^tal bone to tlie middle 
portion of the note, and from the anterior 
angle of the left eye to the middle of the rii^ht 
orbit { the root of tlie nose and the inner 
part of each orbit were forcibly protruded. 
On examioing the brain, the lower parts of j 
the anterior lobes were found softened to a 
very great extent; the left contained a con¬ 
siderable quantity of aemi-putrid pus; nn 
raising the brain, a very bard tumour of 
gldbuiat foirm was found between the optic 
nerves and the afanller aim of the suhenoid | 
boae, in the place of the lamina cHbrosa ofj 
the ethnimd bone, which was completely 
deaftoyed} thii tofosur extended into the.

In 1768, the Fenowi were cautloaed by 
Lord Mansfield '* againnt narrowing their

Again: I slionld zeeommend it to tbt 
College to take the bestudvice in reviewing 
their statutes, and to attend to the design 
and intention of the crown and partiament 
in tbeu institution. 1 ace n aource of great 
diapote and litigation in them, as they now 
stand; there has not, as it rtiuuld seem, 
been due consideration bad of their charter, 
or legal advice taken u forming them. 1 
think that every person of proper education, 
requisite leamiug and skiu, and pomsaed 
of all other due qualificatioas, is entitled to 
have a license; and I think that he ought, if 
he deairea it, to be admitted into the Col* 
lege." And again: " They are hound td 
a^t every person whom, upon exasnisA' 
tion, they think to be fit to be admitted 
within the descripiaon of the oliarter and act 
of parliament which confirms it. ^ The per- 
aon who oom^s within that description has 
a right to he admitted into the fellowship." 

In 1797, l.ord Kenton aayfr-'' By what 
fatality it is ihat almost ever since this 
charter hu been granted, this learned body 
has somehow or other lived in a coarse of 
litigation, I know not; one is rather aur- 
pnsed, when one oouaiders. that the several 
merahera of this body, including the liean* 
tialos, the commonalty of this corporsuoa, 
are very learned men, and inasmuch aa it 
ii not generallv the fruita of learning, at 
least not the best fruits of learning, to get 
into litigation, one canuot well tell, how 
these leaned gentlemen have fallen into to 
much Brtgatiott." 

With these rtmarica andquotationa, which 
might have beau coneiderably extended, I 
take leave of the CoUepre. 1 can with truth 
i declare at parting, that 1 do not entoitain 
I the lightest tceline of hostility or prejudice 
towards any of the rdlowa, notwitMtanding 
the aUcred hebeviour of some of them to* 
n arils me since ihr late derision in West* 
minuter Hal<. If they could be induced to 
tisleu (0 any advice of mine, 1 would entreat 
thorn, in tlie spirit of peace, to follow the 
n'lommemldtions of Lord Mansfield, and re- 
stare the charter oClieiirv, (Acir onfw icwrce 
j ft/ power, to tfv mginal purUp. By com- 
ph'iogwuli his salutorv admonitions, they 
will txalt the rrpuiatioii of their College, 
proiunie ti.eir own respvrtnbility, and reatoie 
liarmon) to a dis'nicted profession.

].et us not asaemUe in wild array, as mere 
deelaimvra upon the euating order at tlunga, 
but rather let us strike at lU veir fbmida- 
tion, by a plain, uBvamiahed statement of 
facts, that the Legislature and the public 
may have a fair op|iortuoily of judging wiie* 
^ber the grievances complained of by the 
great body of the profession sre real or ima* 
ginary. la it not a truth, undeniable and 
deeply to be deplored, that the College of 
Surgeons of this eulightened country ie 
governed by a set of men who, take them as 
a body, are notoriously behind nine-tenths 
of their professional brettireu in general in¬ 
tellectual acquirements 1 lliis is tlie march 
of medical intellect with a vengeance ! Sir, 
if we were to proceed with an analysis of all 
the acts which hare emanated froio this im¬ 
becile body, it would, indeed, be an endless 
task} but, 1 would ask, what has been the 
ronduct of the Members of the Council re¬ 
garding the late Anatomy Bill 1 Were they 
not the last to petition for any legislative 
onactmenti And when the bid vraa intro¬ 
duced into Parliament, why did they pray 
to he heard by counsel eguiuat some of the 
olaiiaea? Waa it that they muhtauggeat 
some altorations which would aroed greater 
fueUitiea in the prosecution of anatomieul 
study 1 'Waa it to advise the repeal of that 
part of the criminal code which would tend 
to remove the prejudices of the people 
ngaioat bumw dieaeetion! Was it, in fact, 
founded upon any one principle of scieuce 
or humanity 1 Certainly not, for the only 
new feature, after all the delay given to the 
bill by their interference, wes, that the^ (the 
Council of the CcBege of Surgeons) should 
have the privilege of granlim; licenava to 
the teacbeis of unstomy! pioving, at ouce, 
that their sole objects were profit and mo- < 
nopoly. And yet we hsve heard it aaid,, 
that the clonda' of darkness are being dis¬ 
persed, and that a better order of things is 
opening to our view. Do we not, say tliey,' 
require (in addition tn our turmer regula¬ 
tions) testimonials of actendanr. on lectun-a 
in medicine, rhemistiy, midwifery, &.e. h.c., 
ta if these things wire to lie ions dered 
satisfactory tests of professioual aiquire-' 
meat, uot thinking (poor souls *) that m the 
certificate trade** those precious C(cu> 


ments can be obtained by a student who had 
never crossed (be threshold of the loctwre 
room or hospital door in his life. Conati* 
tuted as the College is, Sir, bow can wo 
expect better thin^isl Take, fur instance, 
the manner in which vaonneiea are filled in 
the Cottodl; and let me ask, whether that 
member who hai most infiuence with hia 
coUeaguea will not take oare to introduce 
hia immediate friend or velttion, withoot 
any regmd to hia talent or qudificstions 
ai a professional legislator. Keidly it will 
acaroely exeiw torprise, if ai no my dis¬ 
tant day the i^nn w is found (0 ooraist of 
n snug family ptrllj, with Uwt great levia¬ 
than, the Seijeant-Surgeoa to the King, at 
the head of it* We read, in Holw Writ, 
that when the people offered aactificta in 
the courts of the Temple, the sons of £U 
claimed first oboioe of the nicest roasting 
pieces for themselves, sad the people were 
mols enough not to resist their demand: it 
waa a good piace, in those days, to be one 
of the sons of the prophets. 

1 hsve only to add my sincere wish, that 
yon may persevere “ through evil report 
and good report,*’ in tim great cause whiclt 
you have so ably advocated, and you will 
ultimately aebiwe that for which you will 
have the gratthcatiou of receiving the thanks 
end blesunga of every bimest man in the 
kingdom.

Si R.-*l laving read many enses, in the 
pages of your valuable Journal, of the effi- 
eacy of the ergot of rye, iu protracted la- 
l»ur, you wilt probably not deem the follow¬ 
ing remarks unworthy of insertion. Within 
the last seven montlis 1 have administered 
the ergot of rye in thirty-ux sncceastve 
cases, and do not hesitate to attirm, that it 
may he given in any atage of labour with 
the greatest safety arid the most beneficial 
result to the patient, la s ease of proiapwti 
uteri, I administered two half draclim iaut 
of the fiowder, which speedily prodneed 
contraction, no manual assistance mnf re* 
quireiJ. I have furtJier to remark, that in 
no caw have 1 observed that it has caused 
the suppression of the lochisl discharge. In 
five rases of uteriue hmmorrbage, not de- 
|)endin<! upon pregnancy, it haa had tlm 
eflfi'tt of stopping the discharge without ad¬ 
ministering any other remedy.

Ha bad, aoma yearn before, been the tub- 
jaet of an indaramatory affectum of the 
cheat, with hoopfog'Ooagb, which congh 
waa (foitinaita} wd,when varpyoubg. bad 
alao anindammatoiy tHaction of the bowela. 
In otbat leweta be enjoyed tolerable health 
till within these last twelve months, when 
he began to compliin of pain and weakness 
in the book, and oocaaional pain in the right 
aide: and it was remarked that he was 
irritable in hia diapoiition, from alight 
cauara, and fond of aolitode. Ilia hearing 
was rather didl. At ihia time there exiated 
ain in the right aide of the cheat; aliort 
araiaiug cough ; expectoration of u small 
quantity of mUcua; a redness of the eyes, 
nostrils, &EC. ; dryness extendiUK down tbe 
lower pert of the throat nod bronchii;

He then complained of confu¬ 
sion of the head, ha<l no lieadaUi, a 
slight conialosn stilfo succeeded, with diffi¬ 
culty of arlirulaticn, and, partially, of 
swallowing; afler two dart he was com¬ 
pletely comatose.

Tbe membnnei of the brain appeared 
perfectly healthy; there wat no preter« 
natural vaccularity or folaess of tbe vessels 
of the pit mater. Tbe cerebram wei rather 
more dense or firm tbift usual, and tbe me- 
dnlli^ port WM particularly white; the 
rentriclei contained about two ounces of 
serum. Tbe cetebenom was very soft, pul« 
taoeous, readily brndiiog down under tbu 
sligbtest pressure* There was no serum in 
the spinal canal; the medulla was firm, simi¬ 
lar to the cerebrum; it did not fill up tbe 
canal, but it appeared as if contracted upon 
imeir. 

Oieri.->The left lung was gorged with 
blood; tbe right adhered to Uie ribs by (dd 
adhesions; it was full of tubercles, and just 
opposite to the seat of pain there was a tu- 
bercnlar abscess, about (he size of a walnut. 
On opening tbe abdomen, the omentum was 
full of smslt tnberGles,and it adhered firmly 
to the fundus of the bladder. The perito¬ 
neum presented all over the like studded, 
tuberculated appearance; and where it pass¬ 
ed over the liver and muscles opposite to it, 
it looked as if coveted with grains of rice. 
The external cost of tbe stomach was very 
vascular and thickened* and the whole of 
the mucous coat was covered with small 
bloody points, dispoaed in lines. The small 
intestines and tbe mesentery were covered 
ivith Iskfet granulated bodies. The external 
coat ofl^ duodeuam was very thin, and 
easily torn; the mucous coat appeared ab¬ 
sorbed, but leaving puckered ridgea re* 
mainiug. l1ie small iutestines showed great 
vascularity, aud they contained a black 
glory fluid. The eoata of the luge Intev* 
tines and of the bladder were much thick* 
ened. 

This case appeued to present, as for as 
cause and eftect could indicate, morbid 
altciation of struclnro in the cerebellum, 
fiou derangement of the functions of the 
stomach, alihoogh that derangement (or, at 
hast, that extent of derangement) was not 
clinracterised by any very marked symptoms 
in tbe head, as there onlv existed a dullness 
of hearing and mental irritability.

C. N., vgtd 47, admitted in Jane into 
the Bdtteoro Infinnary, with lyuptamt of 
thonde and genaral dropar. After a va* 
rietjr of treatment, the aseitea and anasarca 
were greatly reduced, and in about six weeks 
tbc reipiraUon became easy and strong, and 
indications of general amendment seemed to 
remora all cause of apprehension. In an* 
o^er week the patient waa up and dreaaed, 
Lis eoantenance exprrssire of great ease 
and eemfort, his remarks full of confidence. 
Two hoors after these obserrstions were 
made, the ph^deien waa oailed in haite, 
on infbrmation that he had been teited 
with a fit. In a few minutes he waa with¬ 
out a sign of life. A doubt aroae whedmr 
the cauae wealedon in the brain, or aoddn 
extinction of the heart's action, from con¬ 
centrated dropsy of the pericardium. On 
dissaetkm, a few hours after death, there 
was nothing remarkable in the bead, until 
cutting away the medullary substance etu- 
tioudy down to the lateral rentricles, when 
these were found reiy much enlarged, as if 
recently greatly distended, but they were at 
tins time quite empty. Onjirosecutiag the 
dissection below the level of^the tentorium, 
the fbntth ventricle, the Iiead of the medulla 
spinalis, and whole base of the brain, were 
inundated by water, which, when the head 
was depressed, fiow*ed out to the amount of 
five or six ounres. The fluid appeared to 
hare accumulated in the Interal ventricles 
during au uncertain time, without serious 
consequences, and at last, hy forcing the 
valvular defence, and the pulpy closure of 
the passage leading to the fourth ventricle, 
had dropped anddedy upon that cavity,rup¬ 
tured it at its thin and inferior eurfaee, and 
effused itself on the medulla oblongata, aUd 
into the apinal canal. Hressure tiiere eOeme 
to have caused the catastrophe. There wee 
very little'effoeion elsewhere, end noob- 
. vious moriud state of the heart or great vei- 
f sels. 

The cireumitanees lead to the ronclusion, 
that the delicate ventricular tissuea of the 
brain, and especially of the greater or late¬ 
ral ventricles, are equally liable with other 
parti of the body, to dropsical effusion, may 
retain it liarmlessly for a long time and sub- 
sequent to removal of general hydropic affu¬ 
sion, be effected by quantity, weight, or 
shoi^, inundate the base of the brain, and 
oecaafon instant death.o-.ImenVrm Jout.

MIOIOSCOPIC UJXSU OM TUS COEHIA* 

Tutsi minute tdcen of the eye have hot 
been noticed by more than one Ur twu 
writers. The following ease has bean ldtel(y 
reported by Dr. Hava, of the Pennsylvania 
Eye InfirmaryE. D., mtat. fiU, apiAiedlbr 
relief, with aUght inflarnmation or the e<m« 
jnnetiva of one eye, and an indistinctnaBa of 
Tiskm, ibr which there wwno visible eauee* 
By tiialoas of a little blood, purging, and 
low diet, the rafiammatioh ilated in a few 
days, hut the indistinctnm of viaion in¬ 
creased. At this period the botnea, though 
transparent, did not preamat a perfeetiy na¬ 
tural appearance, and on carefully examin¬ 
ing it in certain positions, a very minute, 
irregular depression was obaervad by the 
irregular nflection of the light. On examin¬ 
ation with amiorosQope, at least fifty ulreru 
were seen on the cornea, all so minute that 
they could not he perceived separately by 
the naked eye; the one at first seen was 
evidently form^ by the union of three or 
foqr. 'Jiiese ulcers remained for soverd 
weeks, but ultimately entirely healed. At 
no period was there any effused lymph, or 
red vessels, to be seen on the corneal con¬ 
junctiva.

Tub foUowiojg extraordinary waotice for 
tbe cure of this diaenae prevuls aaaangst 
the inhabitants of the Tonga or Friendly 
islanda in the South Pacific Oecan, among 
whom it IS said, that traumatio tetanus pre¬ 
vails to • great extent. It consists in pro¬ 
ducing a considerable degree of irritation in 
|he urethra, and diaeharge of blood, by the 
introduction of a reed of proper aixe, for 
some distance into Uie canal, and, when the 
case IS very violent, a cord is passed along 
the urethra, and siided thiougU the peri¬ 
neum. Tbe two ends are then occasionally 
pulled to and fro, inducing great pain, and a 
ropioas hmmorriiage, with much swelling 
and inflammation of the penis. Two cures 
of coufirmed tetanus am related hy a gentle¬ 
man of the name of Mariner to Professor 
Chapman of Pennsylvania, as having been 
performed by this strange and unpromising 
practice. The mode may suggest a principle 
capable of improvement.

Four coses of facial neuralgia, which re- 
sisted Uie ordinanr treatment, yielded to the 
tdmittiitratioa of one gram of powered 
quinine, in two grains of snuff, miked and 
used as eommon snuff.

|wu pnbliBhed in the esriy part of the yew 
1817, aod entitled ** A Physiology 8ya* 
tern of Nosology, with a eonected and 
limpKfied Nomenclature," and it ia a qdCB- 
tion, whether the System of Nosology la 
not the pilhr by which the author’s great 
reputation will hereafrer be mainly aup- 
ported. It ia, uuqneationaUy, <me of the 
most Bcientific works that ever issuad from 
the medical firreat. Tlie moat valuaMe and 
useful parts of that pubUeation art now in- 
eorporatedintiie '* Study of Medicine/* In 
fact, tbe System of Nosology forma the 
baiiaof tite study,** and govema the acien- 
tific prindpleB of the whole work* Mr. 
Good was e man of the moat exiensiTe ac¬ 
quirements in litentttia, and of very con- 
iMcrable experience in practical medicine.

Cooper, as may have been expected, are 
nomerona and ealuable, and the entire 
work merits our most imqaalified recommen¬ 
dation. The anrgeon whose library contains 
Oood'a Study of Medidna and Cooper's Sur¬ 
gical Dictionary, nead look around him for 
littia mora that ia eitlier leientific, useful, or 
practical in any branch of his profession; 
but, probably, a certain periodical, that we 
could name, would render the collection etUl 
mure eomplete. 

Of five such edlamee es compote the 
*'Study of Medicine," eaehof which extends 
10 between six and seren hundred pages, it 
is impossible to give any annlyais. The 
work eonaista of fonr parte, or diTisions; 
flrat, phyaiology; second, pathology ; tliird, 
nosol^y i fourth, tberapeuticfc We cannot 
eanclude this notice without expraeaing our 
regret, that tlie editor did not atteeh to the 
work a brief sketch of the author's life, 
which we are sure would hare highly 
amnsing and acceptable to the i^a of bfe 
leaderi. la another edition we hope this 
hint wiU not be forgotten. 

The Ibllowittg preface to the present 
edition ia cbaracteristic of the modesty of 
the editor 

** Wlien the learned and eery diatingnisli- 
ed mthor of the * Study of Medicine,* muib 
to the regret of eeery loeer of talent and 
wordi, went to * that bourn fiom wiiirli no 
trareller reiurnn,’ be Imd eliPafiy advanced 
n eonaidorable war in prepnraiiona for the 
present edition. This was so much tjie 
case, that he had revised all the fave roiomea, 
and intsi^uced into thnn a great number 

oWrvaihiua. lending to auguriit their 
tttilily and ooireetitesa. Vinioua parts of Ibr 
wack.boareeer, still demand* d further attfo- 
tion, and none more lo than ita surrtral 


•rtides. The author’a bad health had, in¬ 
deed, materially inierfered with his landable 
tad anxiout wiab to bring the eorreetionn 
down to the latest period, and to omit no¬ 
thing that was new, and, ut the sanie time, 
truly valuable. 

** In the humUe attempt which 1 have 
made to improve a work, already hoaoiired 
with extenaiva approbation and high repu- 
telioB, my chief fear baa been, tliat of ex¬ 
ceeding tne bounds within which every dia- 
creat editor ought to eonflne bimaelf. On 
this noeonnt, I have not presumed to an* 
croach much upon the anthor'a plao, which, 
wliatevermaybe the defeote in ita exeou- 
tiou, reau upon a aolid foundation, and luui 
the pleasing recommendation of originality. 
But although, witli few exceptiona, the ar¬ 
rangement of the anhjecta tieatad of hu not 
been changed, I bava aometimen vtntured 
to expresa reasons to ihiukingsomeof them 
miiphtced. With the same fnmkneaa I have 
also stated tho eonsiderationa wbich hava 
now and then inclined me not to adopt pra- 
ciaely the viewa entertained by the author 
on certain pointe in jpliysiology, pathology, 
and the treatment of diseases. As far as 
my knowledge extends, no celebrated writers 
on medicine have yet been able completely 
to avoid hypoibeaUi and if the preaent an- 
thor oecaaionally soar into the regions of 
conjeotiure, he liaa only imitated all thg 
greatest ot liii predecessors, b or such flights 
every man conacioua of the difficulties of 
medical aeieaee, and aware of the zeal, per¬ 
severance, and active mind of the lata Dr. 
Good, will readily find an excuse. If the 
general tenor of hia book be good; if, in¬ 
deed (whet seems to me to bo lhi> fact), it 
be so exceileut, that no other modem sys¬ 
tem is, on the whole, half to valuable as'tbe 
* Study ol Medicine,* ita imperfections will 
be indulgently (Dsregnided by every liberal 
critic, aad its genuine uiciit warmly ad*, 
•nixed.''

medicuM; but still doubts of ite effleasy, and 
prejudices against its employment, 1 believe, 
are yet existing. 1 have seen it employed 
raoet beneficieUy in chronic glandular en-

which came under my own immediate tieat* 
ment, not only proves this statement, but 
may, perhaps, excite some degree of inte- 
reit, and induce some one or more of my 
professional brethren to make further obierw 
vation, beflera they declare it altogether in- 
efficeeioua, or deem it of little aerviee. 
F.liza Niblett, twenty yean of age, a native 
and inhabitant of the West End of Leud^ 
bid, for five years, a bronchocele affeeting 
the whole of the thyroid gland, nnd, by 
miinnTS^jhit, the neck exceeded ninelemi 
inebee i^ircamference.

And, had it not been for a purely 
aeehhmtol eiieumstaoce, the cause of death, 
which may iatolra a crime of the highest 
msgoitude, would btre remained wholly 
unknown. This, we are tony to say, is but 
a simple of the ordinary conduct of co* 
roneti. A few Weeka ago, one of the co- 
roneta for this hundred was endeatouring 
topbreoade a jury, in opposition to the most 
diMct and poihire oargicai eridence, and 
in umaifoat oppoaithm to aommon sanae, 
that a woman, who had lost bar life by 
poison ngder rety suspieioni oircumitanees, 
had died ftom natural cauiei. 

« Of course it is not easy for us to say 
whether the extraordinary conduct of these 
gentlamen arises from ignorance and in* 
eapaaity, or meroly from negligence. But 
it ia perfectly clear, that people who thna 
cendoct inquiries touching the death of 
their fellow-oreatures, are quite unfit to be 
Goronera; and that all inquiries so conducted 
an tlie merest farces that can be conceited. 

** The office of coroner, in fact, stands in 
need of a tboroogh reform. Friendly as we 
u« to pqpiilar election, and to the inde* 
tenqo of penona executing important 
adi'fiiMtion, we should consider As 
fttfiut wf eenmeri by Ae crown a 
'MnitlmproTemcttt upon Ae pioacnt 

'The tone of this article baa given us great 
aatHifirotion, aa it is evident that the iseem- 
petency of tlie present race of coroners is 
forcing itself on the attention of Ae country. 
The appointment of coronem by Ae crown, 
however, would not lessen any of the ex* 
iating evils connected wiA the system un- 
leia competent medical men wen to be the 
cfaoaes officers; and we are too firmly 
inqpteiaed wiA the advantages resultiag 
Grom popolar elections to relinquish Aem 
almost under any circumstances. If the 
freeholders of a county elect a surgeon or 
phyiiciia, having • diploma from a com*

waa tome foam at the mouth. The danger of 
suffocation being imminent, a trocar waa 
plunged into the aeroium, from which a 
great quantity of Inodorous gas immediately 
escaped with greatforce and a wfaisilingnoiae; 
the patient felt instant relief; the swelling 
speedily aubaided, and respiration became 
more easy. The opening made in the scro¬ 
tum however, not large enough to 
give exit to all the aecumulated air, the tro¬ 
car waa plunged into several parts of the 
body and extremities, and as the air still 
continued to be secreted in the cellular 
tlaaoe, the opersUon was several times re¬ 
peated. Aa soon as the condition of the 
paticDt permitted, the cheat waa earcrolly 
examined, but no fracture or depression of 
tile ribs, nor any laceration, or other lesion, 
could be lUacovered; moreover, the patient 
felt quite well, end bad no pain either on 
deep intpiratioB or on coughing, lie was 
submitted to a rigoioua antijjhlogislic treat¬ 
ment, under which he, within a short time, 
perfectly recovered.

7t homa, a considerable quantity of mine 
wee aoddenly discharged from the n^ht ear:

that you are pounding; Anaxarchua hinuitf 
is beyond jour reach.'* He knows rery 
well that it‘is just Anaxarchua himself that 
he is so uomercirull j mangling; and then, 
when he has nut left a whole bOhe in my 
bodj, he tells roe that be has a eery grait re* 
rerenoe for the chrgy! That may be, but that 
is not the question. 1 did not ask him with 
what degree of reverence he may be pleated 
to honour the clergy, but whatth^ are good 
for in this world. It would surely have 
been pssier to huswerthis i|ues(ioa, than to 
be at the trouble of giving me so remoraeleas 
a drubbing. Hnea he fancy that the world 
will neeeuarily suppose ministera to be very 
uieful beings, just beeause he is pleased to 
have s great reverence for then, nobody 
can guess why 1 Having paid for my eo* 
riority, however, aud hoping that neither he 
nor any body else can answer ray question,

I am ttlao acoused of misrepresenting Me 
metiers, fie ebouid have said how, or where, 
for 1 eaoBOt recollect that I mentioned hie 
motives, nor would 1 even now undertake 
the task of guessing what they were. That 
he bad motivea for palming on the world 
■ome worn-out abauTdiliea. in tbe shape of 
fwe diacoveriea, must, 1 suppose, be taken 
for granted ( but what ther were I cannot 
wen conjeeture; nnd should any one at tbit 
moment lay his band on Mr. Dermott’s na^ 
pen, and aay, gnermm hoc tarn pntma t 
I fhoutd be obliged to own myaelf eosotnaHy 
poaaled. 

1 am alto guilty of personality, it ssMw* 
He is, of course, too dignified to rep^ to

Siu,—fhe practice of some aotliOFa of 
claiming discoveries, tbroiies, or useful m* 
marks as tiieir own, which have been pra- 
viouily ]iul>lisbed by oilmrs, is Urn couman 
to admit of any dispute. Sometimes theie 
plagiarisms are difficult to detect, oaring to 
their Ik'ing fouuded upon the lahoura of 
writers in tlie dead laaguagei, whose works 
are seldom rend, or to their being taken from 
others who are only partially known. Some¬ 
times writers have, with unbtuabing and fear¬ 
less bolduesB,published whole psges.orparts 
ofTolumes, written by wen long since deceas¬ 
ed, us original. Thus Dr. Ferriar delected 
Sterne’i Ihefu from Burton’s Anatomy of 
Melancholy, and otlier authors ;* and La¬ 
voisier has been proved to be indebted to 
Dr. Key, of Perigord, for the knowledge of 
the true cause m the increase of weight 
which metals acquire by the eetion of fire. 
Believing what ha says in his defence, one 
might say, be was anticipated by Key; ne- 
verihelesc, hie anxiety to oonceu the know¬ 
ledge of Key’s work, is evinced by his omit¬ 
ting to meution it, when he published his 
Eleraeats of Chemistry, in 1?U9i that is, 
twelve years after Key’s pamplilet (^first 
published in 16.-^0) had been reprinted in 
Paris. Lavoisier’s conduct, with respect to 
Dr. PrieatWv'a discovery oi oxygen, is also 
familiar to all cliewisls,t and showed his de-

which was demonstrated upon dissection. 
These pbenomens tend to tlie conclusion, 
that theeymptoms which give name to the 
dlseaaa, are directly dependent upon some 
form of inflamnatory action in tlie larynx 
and pharynx, and that the nosnlogieal situ¬ 
ation of hydrophobia, is the genus cyiwacbe.”

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After ein. lioweTer, tliie rounded eubatance, | 
and winch reiemblea the aau containing the 
liquor, IB, in UMb, notlung more than an iu» 
perforate hymen, dilated in oonBequeucc of 
tlie aeeumulaUon of the catamenia within, 
and fototng tlirougli the external porta much 
in the aame wny aa the water cyst during 
parturition. 'J heto are then throe dificrent 
atatei of the body with whuh the retcution 
of the catamenia, irom obatroction, niayr be 
connected, namely, clilorowa, pregnancy, 
and parturition, the dneuae, tioiwithaiaod* 
ing, being none of tbe three, but meiely an 
accumulation of the catamema, occaaioned 
by the imperforate atata of tlie hymen, 
perhapa the moat common canae of theae 
nymptoma, or else ariBiiig from the closure 
of i>aRB above, as the vagina for example, | 
or the 08 uteri. 

When tlie disease ariaea from an imper* 
forate b^men, it may, ut any time, be ruied' 
wall facility. The hymen la hud open with 
a Bcalpeh-^a crucial orsiellated lucuuon u to 
be prefened, for tbe opening should be free; 
and during the healing iirucess, care must 
be token to prevent the mtrance of the 
vagina Aom to far closing, os to become un¬ 
fitted for sexual intercourse, \\hen the 
hymen ia divided at a time when tlie patient' 
has uterine ueina. the catameuia are expelled I 
something like ^e liquor amnii in labour, I 
but if the catamenia are thickened byubsorp-1 
tion, so as to resemble treacle, they are apt to | 
bo m part retained, and may become pu* 
tttaoenti when it may be necessary not only 
to cut thiough tbe hvmen but to inject warm I 
wtter witli n long tube syringe into tbe coytty 
cl the womh itself, so as to purify it by rini- 
iiig. There it one other remark which 1 
wm ofbr on this part of the case, not with¬ 
out ita importance: it teems that where Uie 
peenwral lever la epidemic, women in wlimn 
tbe hymen bu been divided in ibia manner 
are liable to ieftammatiim of the peritoneum 
afterwards, in jthe same way ae they qn 
liable to similar inflummate after 
have been recently delivered. Cases qf iSia 
kind—4wo ia number, if my memory serve, 
have been mentioned by Denman, and a 
fow years ago.it the Loudon Hoapitul, a case 
occurred, tor a reference to whith i was 
indebted to Mr. Miichtll of Keuningfon, 
intbiacase the obstruction was diiuitil, aud 
tbe accumulation of the ratamenu amounted 
to two galloua or more , indarnmniion ut the 
entoneum ensued, but the patient was saved 
y vigorous autiplilogistit remediis. Now as | 
this it the case, if 1 had a patient under my 
eare, I should dissuade her fiom submiiting 
to the operation, till the epidemic pridis- 
position to puerperal fewr was subsided, 
even though she waited for three or foui 
yiaia} for without pretending to arsert that 
abdominal inftammuiiou from this cause i» 
equidiy dingeioua with the genuine lever oi 


puerperal women, I think it not impossible 
that It might cost her her hte. Why the uis* 

I charge of tbe accumulated catamenia should, 
like parturiuon, give riae to peritonitia, Ido 
not pretend to explain, but the fact » cu¬ 
rious. Is there auy analogy between the 
lochia and tlie catamenia, and is this tbe 
cause of these similar efiecta'l rerhajia some 
great pathological truth lies concealed here. 

When the onfiee of the vagina is open, 
the parts may be imjeivious above; and 
this 1 suspect in two ways, fur the closure 
may be coohued to a certain spot only, 
tbe mouth or neek of tie uterus, for ex¬ 
ample, or tbe middle of the vagina; or, 
on the other hand, tbroiq^ut their whole 
i extent, the aides oi tbe uterine cavity, and 
of the vagina, may mutually cohere. Of 
these closure! same may, {lerhapa, have 
existed from the birth; but others, in¬ 
deed, 1 may say most, are tbe results of 
inflammation or ilough of Uie inner mem¬ 
brane, aud though these inflammations 
may occur even in virgtus, yet the most 
common cause of the disease is a moie or 
less Ishoriuus parturition. W hen the closnie 
above is not partial, but reaches then 
ihioughout the whole extent of the gemtd, 
the esse scarcely admits oi remedy, nor in- 
I deed will the catamenia form; but when the 
obstruction is coniiued to a particular spot 
of the genital cavity, tlie catamenia may 
form and accumulate, and the history and 
Uie treatment of the ease will be found to 
be, on the whole, very aumlui to that of the 
iniiierforate hymen. As, however, in a 
case of this kind, it is not so easy to enter 
the cavity above, as in those casts in which 
the hymen ,afoae m thickened aud imper¬ 
forate, 1 shmdd dMiuade the oiwrator from 
being in loo much haste to take up the 
scalpel. ][f he wiMly wait, ao aa to allow 
of an aeeumidqtion of tlie catamenia, and a 
dilatation of tike womb and vagina above- 
provided he poiseas a moderate sliire of 
dexterity, he will find liia operetiona easy; 
but if he attempt to lay open iha parts when 
the accumulation is sinall, it may be no may 
task to enter exactly the upper cavity, end 
ihe kniiemay actidentally penetrate into the 
bladder, the rectum, or into parts tliat are 
iiiterpoaed. In those cases too where the 
ports aie impervious, there is yet a further 
advantage in watting, it the caviiy is closed 
throughout Its whole extent, there seems to 
be but little eflftctive use lu our attempt to 
lut dow II upon It—or if tbe parts above should 
be wanting, aud more especially the uterus, 
will should we try the scalpel 1 lienee the 
need of being able to decide these import¬ 
ant points. Now if we operate too soon, 
the diagnosis may be difficult; but if we 
wrait, so as to give full time for the accumu- 
lauou of the catamenia, say to the asoovat 
of one or two pints, the presence of this fiiad 
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is tb« uterioe ekvitj abote will at once de* 
nonstrata tba »istea«e of the womb and 
oeanea, and the abaeoce ofaejr graeral tod 
dif wed coheuon of iho parta. But bow tra 
wo to discover the ratammiaitwcwuilatioa t 
By examination ? Tho talk it eaty to thoie 
who poaaeaa the requisite tact. 

Further: when the genitali are im|ter* 
Ttoua above, provided tiie ohatruction result 
from inflammation, anj^ration or slod|g;b io 
consequence of dehvofVf or other cause, the 
probability is that tho obstruction constitutes 
the whole of the disease} but if the obstruc* 
tion have existed from tte lrirtb,tlie possible 
oo«exi8teDce id'same other affectioais not to 
be foi gotten i indeed, 4n soma of tiiese 
cisea, as obaerved airtad^, the womb or ova* 
riea may be wanting; and 1 recollect one 
tase which oltimaray oiaM into our hut* 
pitals, where tubereuwdvOMy oftheovariea 
was asaooiated with the uiaeaae. Careful 
examination muat determine tlieae |)ointa. 
Diagnusia becomei more necessary, if the 
uisease have not been produced by laborioua 
parturition. And thus much then respect' 
ing those failures of the flow of the cata* 
menia, which are to be ascribed to organic 
dehret—to a want either of the wurob, 
uterus, or the ovaries—or to an obstruction 
of tJie parts below the body of the womb. 
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It would have afforded m tieasura to 
have Been a tketoh of thelifrof Oavv in the

Such a pa]ier would have been both in eba* 
racter with the objects of Mir.

pointed ont myself those ^aderer plsafs 
which 1 believed csptble of enduring that 
climate out of doors, and that,l now see 
every where fiounslung in the borders tbs 
most ksttriant plaiiis of heliotrope, fuebsie, 
veibiu tnpb}lli, geraninms, aod nume¬ 
rous others, ctphidog the wretched, starved 
apecimeaa formerly nursed with the greatest 
anxiety in green-hpuses.” 

In laci, •* we do not,” be adds, '* yet 
know what plants, out of the holler climstes 
of the whole world, will bear our ihmate, 
and it is certain, that wiUtout trial we never 
shall know.” Aur do we yet know why they 
refuse to live in a roughec^etmosphera. *i he 
cuiicluaion that the cause is, alone, ton low a 
temperature, is but a surmise ; it has been 
put to no unqueslianable proof. The effects 
of soil, moistuwj, light, winds, situation, 
watering, each damauds a much more ]>a- 
tieut luvestigaUod than up to the present 
day has been bestowed ujh>u tbem. 

it must be sullicient fur vs, however, to 
Mute the object to which Dr. Mac Cutluch 
wishes to direct general attention, and in 
the [lursuit df which there are few persons 
w'ho cauucit assist, it is not every tme, 
perhaps, who m posiOBsed of an experimen¬ 
tal garden, bnt there is no man who cannot 
have his experimental flower-pot, and few 
who have not the leisure to attend to it. 
The tree will grow while the gardener is 
asleup* *' To command flowers in greater 
variety and beauty,” aays Ute writer, in 
greaii-r luxuriance and profusion ; to render 
tbe more rare acreomnon as the more vul¬ 
gar, and at r tciu expense, ia a woriliy ob¬ 
ject of horticidriMmI aoifnee. To augment 
tbe variety said jbMuty of our sbrubberiefe 
is a worthy bbjea; and he who companaa 
ahrubb^ ofTTOtf, of almost a oeutury iatet 
1 m^l say, with the shrubbery of the pre- 
Ihrget that all thia has 
arasfit from exertiouB even perhipa greater 
in tbeir way than what are here poiniad out. 
Have we not also neglected our wooda and 
plantations 1 Have w'«, at the same time, 
naiuraliscd and tendered common ten, nay 
five, forest treei since the time of the Ho* 
mane ? We sorely cannot have arrived at 
our limits, cither » power or utiliiy, among 
the almost innumerable trees of the world. 
Uf the vine, in another department, 1 have 
aheady epoken ; and here, aurely, not only 
is tbe temptation great, but tbeie is a pro- 
apeet of success, for tbe fact is ascertained. 
Mo rational economist will desire to see tlm 
vine become an object of actual rund eoo- 
nomy; but passing by this, mueb pleasttrOt 
and even profit, might be derived from snolt 
improvement in that plsqt us would edsait 
of lU use in tbe maouiiictiire of native wines, 
did they but replace the eadkee uuieoue 
compounds under thie bism^ made firoaa 
fruits that flenr funisbad wine, iBdaevei 
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wilL Th« poUto also, tbtt 1 may «Bii theia 
dtght ramarki. 4 a atiU a tender plant; a 
uelaaeboly Act, far too well known m Soot* 
land, however little Enjluh eulitvatora may 
be aware of it. If tee have produced aome 
hardier varietiea of certain iraita by care 
and cultivation; if we have a juneatmg ap¬ 
ple aa well u a ruaset, a aumner u a winter 
pear, who abail aay mat an aiaidooua culti- 
vation of the potato may not hereaAer pro* 
duoe a variety that will ripen ita roou in 
Auguat inatead of October—M-i pen them be¬ 
fore a SootUab winter irrivea to dealroy the 
only dependence of lUe atarving ocoupniili 
of five rocky lligbland aoroa.*' 

Aa to the *' exertiona what are here 
poiuled out/’ aa Bt. Mae CuHocb aaya» we do 
not attempt to give them. Though the pur¬ 
pose of hia paper ia good, thn argumenU 
which he uiee are co^oeied in a way not 
very intelligible to the reader, whoae time 
will not allow of hie pefnaing them more 
than twiceand the atyle which bo adopu 
ie BO very obscure, that we can make Utile 
of them. Indeed, there are fow or no hints, 
of which much advantage van be taken. 
Tlie experimentalist must depend on hia 
own judgment, and aliape out his own 
course. VVe think, too, there is hardly any 
oscasiuu for Uie adoption of so exirem^dy 
diffident a tone aa that in which the worthy 
phtloviplier wriies- The subject is either 
worth treating with a much greater degree 
of cuufiJence, or it is nut worth treating at 
all.

PeUolea 
of rhubarb have been cut nearly three feet 
long by six inebea k givoumfereace. The 
wild cabbage will we^b, leaves, flowers, 
and all, n^ quite en «|noe. i'be blosaoma 
atone of iu offspiing, the cauliflower, wiU 
weigh several pounds, and a cabbage may 
arrive at aixty pounda.

brooebitui. Ktrij iu April it b(»in« tibct- 
ed with pertutus. The ijrmptomt of bron> 
ohitl end pulmoaary iufiammttion called for 
the abitraction of bloody aod tlireo, and 
then two leeches were applied to tiie obest 
OD two successive days, with other remedies 
usual in such cases. This was Mowed by 
exhsostion, with reaction, the countenance 
varying, being sometimes MlUd md cold, 
and sometimes flushed, and thrmlse fce- 
qaeot and jerking. Soon nfUa tlie second 
application of leeches, then mere also fre* 
queut fits of couvolsion, for which a cold 
lotion was applied to the heed; and the 
warm bath waa used frequently. The hjf- 
drargjfrttm cum creta was administered, 
with a mild, nutritious diet. There was no 
sickness, no diarrhoea. After a variable state 
of tilings, this little patient sank and ex* 
pired, having lingered eight days. 

Permission could not be obtained to in* 
spect the body uotilthe fii^h day after drutli. 
The morbid appearances were then carefully 
noticed by Mr. K. Welbank aud myself. The 
general surface was extremely pallid, but 
there was little or no emaciation. The 
bronchis were clogged with mucus, dnd the 
lowest lobe of each lung was hepatised. 

On looking into the right cavity of the 
thorax, a smul portion of venous blood was 
observed. The source of this was carefully 
traced. A small part of the pleura imme* 
diately adjacent and above this spot, extend* 
ing uuwards over the emvex surfsce of the 
vertebrae, wis found perfectly removed by 
erosion; the subjacent veins bed been 
opened by the ssme process, and tfaipf bipod 
had escaped; tlie nerves were left entire, u 
it were, besntiflilly dissected. Proceeding 
with the examination, there was found at a 
part which corresponded with these appear- 
auces, an opening that penetrated into the 
(rsopiiagiis; and tiirougU tiiis opening, a 
])ortioo of the contents of the stomach flowed 
on raising this organ. At the same moment 
tlie rest of the contents of the stomacii 
escaped into the abdomen, through a large 
orifice at its most dependent part. Un fur* 
ther examiustion of tlie stale of the ceiopha* 
gusand stomach, the mucous membrane was 
found uniformly reduced to a gelatinous 
mass; the textures constituting tbe former 
were pierced by an irregular opening, of a 
■iae 1 m than that of a pea; the peritoneum 
covering the latter was destroyed to a con- 
aidkrnble extent, hot there were no appear* 
tnees of disease about tbe edgea of either 


orifice. Th^ head was not examifiedl The 
other viscera preaented no ttfinatutil apF^ar* 
auces. 

Tbe case thus briefly detailed, leads to 
some remarks of great interest> 

1 . It cannot be doubted, tlmt in this case 
; the perforations of the wsopbagus aod Of tbe 
stomieti resulted from the action of the 
gastric juieei after death. This appears to 
be proved by the eroded state of the adja* 
cent parts. This feet may, therdfore, he 
regarded as established by the presfdt and 
similar cates. 

t. It IS equally eertaio, that thera u one 
special diseaae or disorder of infante which 
lende to similar results, m stated in the in* 
teresting and valuable paper of Dr. John 
Gairdoer, in the fransaclions of die Edin¬ 
burgh Mddico*Chirurgical Soeiety, vol. i, 
p. 3 ll. 

3 . It is a point of the utmost impcttinoe 
to state in the account of poi)i*martem ap* 
pearances, at what precise period after death 
tbe examination was msde; and it might be 
useful sometimes to make the examination at 
two distinct periods, taking care not to dis¬ 
turb the parts at the first. Jt is quite plain, 
that, had the parents of the little girl whose 
case haa been given earlier consented to an 
examination of it, some of the appeinmees 
which have been described would not have 
been observed. 

4 . it would be interpstinjgtomike a series 
of observations un rahhitsind oilier animals, 
with a view of determlntng the eirOum- 
stancea which favour or oppow the erosion 
of the stomach by the gastric juice. The 
observations made by Dr. W. Philip, in the 
third edition of his siagularly admirable work 
on the Vital Functions, pp. 19 t, tSS, ap¬ 
pear to be too general on this Foiot. 

We might possibly employ the gastric 
juice in the minute dMectiou <h the nerves, 
since this textuie appears to resist the uc- 
don of this ^nt, whilst that of the other 
jHKln is destroyed by it.

The law con¬ 
nected with tlte office of Coroner, ae we 
hare before itated, may be compriied in a 
amtiheU, and a knowledge of it acquired by 
an bour'a application. If tbe Susairr tUe, 
it iajtiue, the duties of hit office, in great 
moaaure, derolro on tbe Coroner; but it 
would be itrange indeed, if a medical gen¬ 
tleman could not discharge theae ai effi- 
cienUy and decorously aa John Leathenide, 
Citiaen and Saddler, or Thomas Turbot, CiU> 
nenand Eiahmongor.

OFFICE OF ruUOM'.R. 

A cOAONxn (in lAtltn iwomtorf ii corona), 
•Omdled because he acts wholly for the king, 
aaebief magistrate of the commonwealth, is 
aiymcient officer of ilie realm, of whom 
mtttiou ia made so earl} as the year in 
tl^echaiter of King Aiholstau to Beieiley, 
It wu requisite formerly, that a coroner 
abauld be the w’lsesi aiid*discreecest knight 
that best would und might perform the pre- 
aetibed duties; and there is a writ iu ci^ist- 


enee, wbenee it appears to bar« been good 
cause for remoring a coroner cboHn, that be 
was not a knight, and bad not a huadred 
ahilliuga rent of freehold. He ia required 
by law to be a man of good abibty, with 
lands in fee, of the county where chosen, to 
answer all people, and, if insufficient, tlie 
county to answer for him. He is chosen of 
the freeholders by writ, and, from the nature 
of hia office, this right of choice, thongh 
little esteem^ in the present day, is of the 
highest importance. There are commonly 
four conmen in each county, 

'J'he office of a coroner is for life, and hia 
duties ore ministerial and judicial. Minis- 
teriaily he ezeoutea the King’a writs, when 
the aheiplffi ia excepted to, or party to a suit; 
sud when tbe shrievalty is vacant, writs are 
directed to tlka coroner. Judicially be takes 
inquisition bf twelve men or more which 
next pass by, on persona alain or suddenly 
dying; or by his warrant to (he constables 
to summon a bke jury of the neighbour¬ 
hood. He issues his warrant for witnesses, 
takes their exsminations in writing upon 
oath, and if a majority of bis inquest men 
sign an inquisition, declaring a certain per¬ 
son guilty of the death, he commits Uie of¬ 
fender to prison if present, or issues a war¬ 
rant for his Bpprehettsion, and binds the wit- 
nebses byrecognisaace to appear at the next 
asbiaes. He enrols and returns the inquisi¬ 
tion with the verdict of murder, or man¬ 
slaughter, or as it may be, to tbe juatices of 
the next gaol delivery; or certiiiea it into 
tbe Court of King’s Bench, and thereon the 
criminals are put upon their trial. If wit- 
nesaes die before tiial, their depositions he- 
•I . coroner are to be received os evi¬ 
dence. He has no auUiority to take an in¬ 
quisition witliout s view of the body. If it 
be buried so long that nothing can be disco¬ 
vered from the view, the tuquiry must be by 
justices of the peace on tesumoiiy of wit- 
oeases; and none can take on inquisition ou 
view hut the coiouer. Hence it a body be 
dlpwBedaud not found, the justicet, and not 
coroners, are to iiiquii e A coroner mast take 
inquisitions himself, and not bydepuly; an 
inquisition by dcqiuty ia void. ’Tbt^coroner and 
his inquest constitute an open court, wherein 
proulaiuatioii ia made for all persons preient. 
hating knowledge of (be destb, to come forib 
Slid give evidence. Sir Thomas Smith says, 
that (heempanelliagof the coroner's inquest 
the view of the body, and the giving of the 
verdict, is commonly in the street, in an open 
place. Of so high authority is this institu¬ 
tion, that on suspicion of an improper ver¬ 
dict by a jury, tbe coroner may raiie ibe 
body, and inquire by his inquest touebing (lie 
death of the deceased. The taking of an 
inquiaitiou in a close room is a violation of 
tbe common law. It is also a coroner's duty 
to bold inqueiu concening treasure liidden 
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ttttder By & ttatate in tlie reign of 

Edward JIL, Gonmen were not to deinaad 
wtake any thing for doing their office, which 
only confirmed the ancient law of England, 
whmby any one concerned in the admima- 
tratiott of jintice in restrained from takinf 
any fee or reward for its execution. But by 
an act of Heniy Vll., reciting that fee office 
6f coroner had grown into diaose. whereby 
manslaying and murder bed increited. the 
coroner was awarded l3e. 4d. upon every in¬ 
quisition, and fined 51. iut dellinlt of mixing 
inquiaitioD and certifying. An act of 
George II. ellows the coroner it0s»far every 
inquisition over and ahove the 13r. 4d,, end 
9d. for every mile that he shall he obliged to 
travel. The coroner’s inquest Id ftmnliarly 
termed “sitting on the bo^l^ and ao 
Shakspeare haa it in TwtAfA ou oc¬ 

casion of Sir Tohjf*K drunbenilpH :**»

To the present day the coroner is popular 
^lamong fee vulgar as the “ crowoer." 

The Lord Chief Justice of England is fee 
sovereign coroner of the whole realm, in 
person, wheresoever he abides. 

The Coroner of fee Verge, aotaetimes 
enlted Coroner of the King’s Honae, cw 
household, has exclusive jurisdiction wifein 
the verge of the court. By a statute, 95 
Henry Vlll., every inquisition on persons 
slain in any of fee King's palscea or houses, 
or any other bouse wiierein Hii Majesty 
shall he abiding, » directed to be taken by 
the coroner of the King’s household, hy the 
oaths of twelve or more of tlie yeomen- 
officers of the bouseliold. But on the Ist 
of June, IQtO, sn iih|uuiition wss taken by 
Sraiuel Thorois Adams, Es<|., Coroner of 
the King's household, on view of fee body 
of Joseph Sellis, at the apartments of fee 
Duke of CnmberlanJ, lu ttie Kitchen-court, 
St. James’s, and none of ibe jury summoned 
were officers of fee household, but house¬ 
keepers of the vicinage, eighteen being re¬ 
sident at Charing-ctoss, anti ouc m St 
Marun’s Lane. 

There are likewise coroners helcnging to 


pai^lar corpontiona ami rotleges, ap^ 
pouted to act within their precincts, hy 
itoottce of their rospeotive charters. 

The coroBor of the oity of txmdon it the 
Imd Ui^ fer the tune beiag, or hio 
4mty. lie takto inqnioition of death, aa 
(Mnor coronera; and also ooncerning fooml 
treoiure, deodondo, and wreeka tt sea. The 
dopttty’a gratuity for peiftirmiag the dutiea 
of citv coroner appeari to be according to 
fee pleasure of theCoott of Common Coun- 
ciL In March, 1751, the court considered 
the petition of John King, Esq., coroner of 
fee city, and resolved to allow him jflOO.. 
in full consideration for hU aevertl inquests 
in fee city gaols, and t9s*4d. for every 
future one. 

In tlie Afirrour of Justitts, a law hook 
of great antiquity, edited and largely added 
to by Andrew Horne, an anoieat Chamber¬ 
lain of London, coroners are spoken of under 
the reign of Allred ; bnt there is giwuid 
for presuming that they existed oven enrlier. 
The coroner le peculiar to Fmgland, for 
there is no truce of such an officer in fee 
jnrisprudcnce of any other country.

Thf condition of fee deaf and dnmb Is a 
subject of great interest with every bamsno 
nan. Milton haa described'want of vision 
as “ wisdom at one entnmoe quite shut 
out:’* the same description foreibly op* 
plies to tbooo unfi rtnnalo bemgo who oro 
devoid of that grand iifest at knowlodgo— 
beariof; ^(wbo,oo»8it«nilcoDsequeaee, 
arslftk fc fe i si dl ifi tote of one of the most noe- 
ful attriboleo of man—speech. It is not 
sufficiently considered that bearing is fee 
grand incentive to speaking; for, if oonodo 
he not heard ami discriminated, thoyMOt 
be imitated. Tlie child, in hia essl^ it* 
tempts at speech, is guided by the oor, 
which leads him to the unitation of voml 
souiidi, It follows, therefore, feat thoan 
who are horn deaf, or who are affieetsd 
with deafness before the power of artieula* 
tion ia attaiued, necessarily remain wifeout 
the power of speech. 

W itbin the last few years great attentinfi 
has been paid to the Plication of the deaf 
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and dutob} tie fnatnction they receive is 
of a ejrmbolieal natiire, the eye being ren¬ 
dered eubeervient k> the uaea of the ear. It 
is not Becaiouy for our preient purpoae to 
enter into a coneideration of the eymbolieal 
node of education, or to trace it through 
ill variona nodifieationa to the ayetein at 
preaent puraocd in Uiia country, in uy* 
luma for the reception of the deaf and dumb. 
The higheat praiae ia due to the henevo- 
lenoe and ingenuity of the individuate who 
invented, aa well aa thoae who perfected, a 
meaiure by which many human beings 
who were cut off, and atood isolated from 
aeciety, now hold a link of communication 
with it. It ia obvious, however, that ad> 
inirable aa the ayatem may be, it can 
afford but an imperfect aubatitute for the 
aenae of bearing and faculty of speech ; con* 
•equently it ia only applicable to thoae in* 
dividuals in whom it has been dearly and 
tatiaiactorily ascertained that neither of 
tlieae powers ia present nor can he given. 

We have read with astonishment, how* 
ever, the remarks contained in the pre* 
ikeo to the work before os, that cases 
■re admitted intc the London Deaf and 
Dumb Aiylom without inquiry, or any me¬ 
dical inveatlgation having been previously 
iliatitoted; and that children, after admls* 
■ion, are not^.ubjected to any examination 
er medieal t*>' nent. It seems, that in the 
year 1817,^/, CurUa called the attention 
of the go'illiberal 4 Vhat he conceived to 
he.«i**a better ayatem of procedure.” lie 
aaye,--

of Paris, who, in one ot his xneiuoiis lo the 
Miuiater of the liiunor, states, thut abso¬ 
lute deafness is c-om|)arBti>'elv rate, and that' 
not more than one-gftit of ihe cast^ of dtof-' 
neea and dunibnras which hn\c come before' 
Urn, hsv-e presented a total deprivation ot j 
the aenae ot hearing. 

** Wliec we reflect upon the insufficiency' 
nf inatitutioua for the admission of all, or 
even a large portiou, of ctiigeuital caaes of i 


deafheia and dnmbnesa—upon the sumbe 
: of those caaea actually exialing !n ^ con* 
munity—and upon the fact of three, Ibnr, 
five, and in lome instances even seven chil¬ 
dren in one family* being so eflicted, the 
propriety, nay, the moral necessity, of hav¬ 
ing reedurae to some enlightened means of 
inquiry Into the state of particnier cases, 
before admission into these institutions, 
most become apparent; and even still more 
epparent must it be, when we consider ibat 
the education to whkh ipplicanta, when ad¬ 
mitted, are subiected, is not one whidi will 
in any way tend to restore tlie senae of hear¬ 
ing and mcuUy of speech, hut only to fui- 
nikli them with very imperfect substitutes 
for both. It was with this view that, on the 
occasion illnded to, 1 recommonded, aa a 
measure of primaiv importance, a minute 
txominationof all deaf and dumb children, 
and that none ahonld be piesented for ad- 
niiaaion into aaylonia unless accompanied 
with certificates of such examination by 
competent professional men, atatiug that 
every medical means of restoring or im¬ 
proving the sense of hearing had been em¬ 
ployed without sneoeas. 

** If a plan of this kind were resorted to, 
institutions for the deaf and dumb would 
fulfil the rational objects of their founders— 
would be appropriated solely to those who 
are incurable—and the number of applica¬ 
tions would thus he reduced within the 
means and legitimate acope of these chari¬ 
ties. Another very important advantage 
would result, namely, that opportunities 
would be furnished to medical men for ex¬ 
perience, and for aacertaiDing tlie best means 
of administering reUef in cases where bene¬ 
fit, or a complete core, is to be hoped for; 
and patients would not be deemed incur¬ 
able, and subjected to all the consequences 
of such an unfavourable decision, without 
having been snbmittod to a rational mode of 
treatment. 

** It should be recollected, that to restore 
to society one who sufi'ers merely from re¬ 
mediable defects, and to render him nseful 
by the scientibc development of his senses 
and natural powers in that vocation to which 
his Btatiou in life may introduce him, ia 
niut h more laudable than to lead him through 

* According to the last report of the Lon¬ 
don Deaf and Dumb Asylum, Jan. tVlb, 
Utc'O, It appears that a iibt of sixty-four 
candidates was p^e^illted to tbe governors, 
out of which they were under the painful 
ueces-ily of electing only twenty-one, though 
all seemed to hare jiowerful, if not equal, 
claims to their notice. By tbe same reimrt 
It will be seen, that in seventeen families, 
containing one hundred and thirty-six chil¬ 
dren, there are no fewer than leven^-eight 
deaf and dumb.

CongMiital deafoeai. and that vvbicb ia 
obiMvabta aoon after birth, the author be* 
lierea to be frequently dependent upm eaaual 
ciKuautaBuea only, aad he inaiata upon the 
nee«uity of treatment in early infancy, be* 
fore the diaeaae haa been confirmed by thee 
and habit. At the London Deaf and Dumb 
Aaylum, however, children are not eligible 
ut^nine jftmr* iff ag€t and are received j 
under eleven yearn and a half ; the, advanced; 
age at which patienu are ada^Me, is of 
coarse unfovourable to medfoal treatment. 

If we are correctly inlbmied, that illus- 
tiioiu individual. Sir WUliam Bliaard, is 
the consulting aurgeon to the Institution, 
'What may we not hope for under his en* 
lightened auspices'! Seriously speaking, 
we deem the foregoing remarks and asser* 
tiona reacting the management of affeira 
at tha Deaf and Dumb A^ium. to be worthy 
of the most serious and sttentivo considers* 
tion. It is in the faiglieal degree lamentable, 
that individuals, objects of charity too, 
should remain in a comparatively forlorn 
condition from a want of proper m^ieal in* 
vbatigation. 

After Q description of the anatomy of the 
ear and of the different puts connected with 
hearing and apeachflUoatrated by plates, the 
Mtiier proceeds to a consideration of the 
pndmble eauaeaofdeafhessiwitbeonaequent 
dumbness, sod tbe^odea of relief to be pur* 
sued. Amongst the most frequent causes arc 
enumerated obstructions of tlie eaatachian 
tifoc; eongenital inspissation of ecnuncn} 
herpetic eraptioni, which often occur during 
tha prognai of teething ; and various affec* 
tiona of the membrane tympani.* 

An impervious condition of the eustachiun 
tube, according to the author, ofieu exiais 
in infants, arising from viscid mucus lodged 
within the canal; and, in the treatment of 
tbia affertion he strongly recommeiidi, the 
continued and regular use of emetics. Se¬ 
veral cases are related in confirmation of the

As no means had hitherto been of aarvioe, 
Imwcver powerful the remediee eaptoyed, 1 
was at some loss bow to conduct my troat- 
ment: ii occurred to me, however, that the 
defect might arise from an obatruction of the 
Eustachian tube, and, guided by tbli idea, I 
lost no time in examining it, wliiofa 1 did by 
passing a small piobe into its superior part, 
which did not appear rither ossified or unna¬ 
tural, but obstructed by viscid aeeretKM. 
Considering this a case for my new mods of 
treatment, 1 immediately commenced virith 
powerful emetics, repeated according to the 
strength of the jiotient. in the coarse of a 
few days she began to hear with a trumpet; 
and at the expiration of nine montba was 
much improved, and abla to talk; aha baa 
since perfectly recovered her hearing andi 
speech. She was completely cured by the 
use of emetics alone." 

James Lawlor. a boy aboot five ytavi 
old, was sent to the dispensaiy, from Ire¬ 
land, February 5, : bit mothor» who 

accompanied biro, informed me that be was 
born deaf and dumb, lie was also blind of 
one eye. Finding on examination an ob¬ 
struction in the eustsebisai tube, I ordered 
en emetic: when i saw him tiiree di^a aftor- 
waids, his mother told me thst he could dis¬ 
tinguish loud sounds. Tha emetic was con¬ 
stantly repeated, with even greater apparent

As respects the congenital 
of cerumen, the treatinent as watt M the 
disease must he ubiii.usi and oan 
scarcely bujqiose that a child should IfAiln 
deaf, where the cause of disease and ms^n 
of relief are so ]<alp8ble, However, Uie ao* 
tbor relates a case in which a child remafoed 
deaf and dumb until three yturs of age, frOR 
this simple cause alone. Surely, notUng

Herpetic AisMso of tfae eir ii dicruteriied 
bj c Tfcicnlcr omptHtt with an nflemed baac, 
to which aueeeeda idceration attended by a 
copioua fetid diaobarge; and after the die- 
eaae hat exiatrd for aome lime, the cutia of 
the anriele and meatuabeeoftea ao thickened 
that the capacity of the paaaage ia eouaidera- 
hly dtminiahed. The author ia diapoaed to 
regard thia aa a eonatitutional affection, and 
of course requiiiog conatitationa) treatment; 
but at the came time local remediea are not 
to be entirely ofcrlooked. llie impurities 
are to he remof ed from the ear by means of 
ayringiflg with soap and water, and then a 
mild aatringent lotion ia to be employed. 

I'he diaeaaea of tlie internal ear, aa the 
author remarks, are more difficult to treat 
than those of any other part of the organ, 
inaamucb aa the parte being removed from 
sight and touch, diaeue ia not ao easily de¬ 
tected. Bat even where we fail to diacover 
the cause of deafness, and hence infer its 
existence in the internal structure of the eer, 
we are not justified in abandoning such cases 
aa utterly hopeless, 'i'he affection may be 
dependant upon original malformation, but 
we must baar in mird, that it may have 
arisen from dhwaae, and may, to a certain 
extent, be rtmediable. Five caaea are re¬ 
lated at the close of the work, in which 
children, bom deaf and dumb, and in whom 
there exiated no obvious cause of disease, ac- 
<]uired the power of heariog and speech. 
Two of them patients were seven years of 
age. and another ww six. Emetics, and 
tlistera applied behind the ears, kept gently 
discharging in the fbrm of m issue, with the 
constant practice of well cto^using jjltmMnt,

GUY’S HOSPITAL. 

B1TP. OF A VIPEE (COlVnSR BSRUs) IN THt 
BIOIIT BAND. 

CuAHtu Hollipav, aged 36, a healthy* 
looking muscular man, was brought to Guy’s 
Hospital on Sunday, 81st of June, labouring 
under the effects of a bite firom n viper. 
The patient wu placed in Lake's Wsrd 
under the csre of the junior surgeon. The 
day ifter admission, hs stated, that cn re- 
taming from bis usual employment^ (whieh, 
during the aammermontbs,isthBtof eatciiini 
addeta, loaku, and other reptiles, for s^,] 
he wu met on Bliekbesth by n msdietil 
pupil, who requested him to show him s' 
vi^, end wlule in the set of doing so, the 
snifflsl endeavoured to slip through his I 
fingers; on his suddenly catching at it 
with tlie other hand, lie was bitten on (lie 
under part of the middle joint of Uie right 
fore>fingf-r. The part immediately pul on 
the appearance of a uettle<s(ing, and was 
followed by a sensation of creeping up the 
arm, and at the same time the veins be. 
came much distended, feeling as if they 
were about to burst; this was attended with 
Mvere pain, and, subaequently, swelling ofj 
the whole extremity, wliich rapidly in* 
creued. About live minutes after the in. 
diction of the wound, he felt a rumbling of 
the bowels, succeeded by extreme pain and 
excessive vomiting, which was almost in. 


cssssnt. Witb fbe iisistiMe of two mm, 
be went to the Deptford Diqwnlwiy, where 
s drsugbt wss sdministeiod, but Mfag in* 
formed that nothing more could be done for 
him there, was led by the men to Guy’s 
Hospital. Tbe vomiting and retching bow- 
levcr were to diitrewing, u to compel Inm 
to sit down and reit almost every five 
minutes. On arriving sit tbe bospitsl, he 
had become exceedingly weak and faint, 
and bis pulse ii said to have sunk so low ns 
.18, and was scarcely perceptible *, but firom 
this partial state oif uphyxia, be soon re¬ 
covered.

CitnisropHEft CoKWAv, letaU S3, a atout 
hardy labourer, of healthy appearance, was 
ii>:mi!!i-(l,Mny V6,ii.io Darkere Ward, under 
the (are ol .ilr. I.aw-renre, with a aciniioua 
ulceration of the right alanaai and upper part 
of the cheek, in siae about the diac of a dollar. 
States that the disease commenced about six 
years ago, in tilie form of n small tubercle 
near the note; that for a considerable time 
It bad much of the appearance of a wart, 
knotted and irregular, ^ing into ulceration, 
and slowly extending. The ulcer is not of 
an unhealthy appearance. Its edges ore 
slightly elevated, not excloding the restora¬ 
tive process of mcatrisation, which has taken 
place at a portion of the ola naii, but since 
that part became cicatrised over, the ulcer 
haa extended across the cheek. 'The glands 
are not at nil enlarged. 

July 9. 'llie patient being anxious to have 
it removed, and Mr. Ldwrence, having little 
or no hope of cure without the performance 
of an operation, haa consented to remove the 
diaeased jiortion. After the paUent was 
brought into tlio operating theatre and placed 
in a chair, Mr. Lawrence made an incision 
with a scalpel completely round the ulcera¬ 
tion, tliroogb the akin, adipose substance, 
and some way into the muscular texture. 
Ho next disaected out the part entire, re- 

y^l^Eig the disease. ^After the part was 
cutout, it being found impossible to bring 
the edges of the wound together, the patient 
wai sent back to bed, and ordered merely to 
have 0 cloth dipped in cold water laid over 
the cheek, that it might granulate and heal 
in this manner. On subsequently cutting 
into the diseased part, it was found to be an 
ulcer preceded by scirrhous change in the 
structure of the akin only, the naipose and 
inusciilni kubstanre underneath being natural 
and healthy, which the operator considered 
allorded strong groniid for expecting a com¬ 
plete cure to be the r* suit.

the extremity. The auierior tihial artery 
beat naturally, but the posterior could not be 
felt. She wu placed on a tohle in the ward, 
and amputation at ouce performed at tbe 
lower third of tbe thigh. Site did not seem 
to recover her sensibility for several hours 
after the opersiiou. Ordered three grains of 
calomel and ten of jalap, with Uie compound 
senna draught every two hours.

wart peifoeuy healthy; tha fangs were 
ahfhdy a^exent to the pleura, but, aa well 
tf the bracben and larynx, without any mor¬ 
bid alteration. The aubatance of tifa heart 
waa rathar aofti hut healthy in othar re- 
apacta. Tha papills of the tongua were 
more developed than uaual: no veaiclea 
were found ci ita root or lower torfoce. The 
internal aurfliee of the pharynx aad oeaopha- 
gna wu very pale. The mucotie lining of 
the atomacb wu slightly injected, and the 
smell inteatinu exhibitM distinct traces of 
raflamuation.

all, or acarcely. 

In trealmg tbe leueopblegmatic cbloro- 
•is, for 10 it may be called, wu Lave it not 
generally in oar power promptly to cure the 
diseaie, but sooner or later, and aometimes 
in one or two years, and aometimes in a few 
months, it may gire way *, and olthough I 
know not that 1 can lay down to you any mode 
of treating tliis chlorotii with that cerUin 
efficacy which I could wish; yet I will throw 
out a few bints, not without thpir utility 
in my own practice, and which may, there* 
tore, be of service in yours. In the case of 
the leucophlegmatie chlorosis, 1 deem it 
always a point of the first im}iurtauc« to at* 
teod to the state of the eIiylopoiet.c riaerra, 
tlie stomoch, tbe bowels, the lirer; you 
may therefore cummenee your treatment by 


clearing the alimentary titba by naau of 
emetics and purgatives. Ab enetic answer* 
mg tbe purpose very well is ipecaouaubst 
given once or twice a week jfor two or three 
weeks; nod the ordinary purgatives, senna 
and salts, will very effectually clear out tha 
bowels. With the same viewof improving tho 
state of the chylopoieiic viscera, it baa baeu 
advised, that we should not merely put iho 
patient on the temporary use of pur^Uvas, 
to displace any matter that nay he aeci* 
dentally lodging in the alimentary tube, but 
that a regular course of laxatives, joined 
with the occasional use of tbe blue pill, 
should be administered for weeks together, 
'lliii method of keeping up tho inteitioal 
action seems to be the rather necessary, be¬ 
cause we generally find tha evwnatmi to 
he faulty, sometimea white, aonatlnoa 
green, often black, and oltoa oShnaiva in a 
high degree, with a atnmj; dk^jiNution to 
constipation, and seldom, it aver, in a stata 
that is perfectly bealtby. With a view of 
improving the state of the ebviopoietie vis¬ 
cera, too, it lias been proposed by Hamilton 
of Edinburgh, who has written on purgatira 
medicines, that we should ^At merely use a 
gentle course of laxatives, but that wa 
shou'd administer tha jnur0tivef in large 
dose^ day after day, Uu vrt have given the 
paldiiNt a tharough aiurgation, and obtained 
aieolA of healthy eiiantatar} and he atatea 
as matter of obnHrvatioo^ tost in o«i^ of 
chloroiia, wbei^lfliia asaihod anasfa parga- 
tion baa baeik ftttowed up shm week a^ 
another, it has been aoacnaM that iottead 
of patienta loaing itrenglh tli^ have, dia the 
contraiy, rather acquired it, an aeeidaad 
which is 10 be explained by the ftsMUtn* 
ment of the stale of .tlie •tomaita' add 
bowels, which this strong stimutai pfjpl 
sometimes occasioii. 1 should obaacra lii 
you, however, by way of cautiou, tlMlt 1 
have been told by a very able and dhh 
tiogui&hed practitioner, whose name would 
carry much weig^it with it, that whan ha 
was at KiiiiiburgJi, a case being managed in 
this way, certainly w'ith the beat intenthn,

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f Ittio; a general eendemnation on tlia prac¬ 
tice which baa the authority of Dr. lltawton 
(not the obstetrician) to recommend it. I 
may obserre, however, at the same time, 
that ] mention tliis method of strong purga¬ 
tion on his aatbority only, that 1 han never 
myaelf admittfd it into general use, aad| 
cannot, therefun*, pass upon it a personal! 
judgment. Milder remedies being in general 
suftcient fur the purpose of curing the dis¬ 
ease. if tune be allowed, 1 alwaya give them 
the preference, exteptiag perhaps in a few 
anomalous cases, wheru the original strength 
of the habit was great. Here then are the 
three principal modts in nhich it is pro¬ 
posed to manage the chylopoietio visctra 
in cases of leucophkgmotic cliloroais—by 
the use of active purgatives according to 
the Jlamiltouian method, by the adminis¬ 
tration of milder laxatives, consisting of blue 
pill and soon, a method perhaps which is 
the safer, as it is the less violnni, or by the 
mere dearanpe of the bowels, under emetics, 
and a fsw dose^ of ordinary purgatives, of 
these three modes, the second is that which 
I aiiQuld recommend to your atteutiou. 
Further. 

In cases of Ifucophlegmatie chlorosis, it 
Is of the first importance to inquire into the 
quantity of the healthy red blood in tlie 
body--’generally deficient. Now, it leems, 
from the eery look of the girl—from her 
coldness, paleness, and inactivity—her w hite 
lips, her j^lid tongue, lier sallow cheeks— 
that though her vessels may he full enough, 
yet that ihe^ are not full of healthy, rich, red 
blood; and if ve can, therefore, invigorate 
the sanguifyiag powers, so as to acquire for 
her a fuller supply of the vital fluid, we shall, 
in truth, have made one grand step towards 
the complete Cure of the disease. Now, in 
this view of augmenting the quantity of red 
blood, you will find great assistance ft-om 
the medicines to which 1 shall presently 
advert, and if you once get this fluid into a 
bealtbv, not to say livmy state, there will 
be little doubt that the dUplse will Specliily 
give way. In this view alpo, of filling the 
vessels with healthy blood, you should allow 
your patient a generona diet, apportioned to 
toe powers of her liigc-rive apudrsiii*! and ] 
she may be supiiUnl with a’, il.e i il tbsti 
aba can take without producing symptums 
of dyspeptic oppression and ofleusivc stools. 
Three meals, and perhaps four, sh(> should 
take in the course of I he day bronkfnst, an 
sally dinner, a tiu, and a sup[»ti. In the 
wayof peptir preparative, you miy recom- 
aiend her, on rising in the morning, to take 
a table spoonful ot white mukturu seed, un- 
brniltd, and two or three pills, con»iktiug of 
quinioe, say one gram, and four gruiua of tlio 
best Cayenne pepper, (I say of the best 
pepper, some is little better than saw¬ 
dust ;) and tiua pepper should be powdered 


I thoroughly, and mixed up with a little mtici* 

^ lage, or any other combining substance which 
IS likely to dissolve soon in the stomscli. 
This peptic medicine may bo taken four times 
a day, nbout half an hour before each of the 
four meals. The quantity of it ought to be 
maoittred according to the eflect produced. 
Warmth of the stomoih, und a little gnaw¬ 
ing paia thqre, being perhaps the bi st cri¬ 
teria that the medicine » in action. At 

breakfast 1^ used bistuiti, or dry 
toast, or stale bread, with fresh butter, per¬ 
haps 0 new laid egg, avd one little cupful 
of hot black tea, (as hot as the mouth will 
bear it,) in order that it may warm the sto¬ 
mach, and stimulate the inner membrone , 
for these hot drinks, though hurtful to the 
healthy, may be found very useful lu a ciib- 
eased stomach , and much iii the rauio man¬ 
ner BB heated water is found, under immer¬ 
sion, to swell the hand and excite the capil¬ 
lary' circulation, so as to produce redden¬ 
ing and perapirution, the hot tea may be 
rcBBouably thought to produce its actiou 
on tlic capillaries of the stomach. 'Ihe pa¬ 
tient should be confined to one cupful of tea, 
that she may not deluge the stomach, for 
some women are very lend of taking lea iii 
excess, and in thia way they may overload 
the gastric cavity and dilute the gastric 
juice, so as to impair greatly its digestive 
and solvent powers. At about one or tw'o 
o'clock, viz., five or six hours ailcr breakfost, 
another spoonful of tlie white mustard seed 
and the peptic pill (being ad miniatr red half an 
hour before the dinner) may be used. At this 
meal, be it observed, that boiled is prefei- 
able to Mast meat, white meat to red meat, 
that which iiwell done to that which is 
underdone, Uie Inside to the outside, po- 
tatoa to every other vegetable; the food to 
be tiiorougbiy chewed, and eaten slowly; 
no drink ; or if there must be drink, thVn 
lake half a tumbler of very hot water; but 
in general Uie dnnk required ought to be taken 
two hours before dinner is begun; tosst and 
water, tabic beer, or other aqueous fluids ore 
to be preferred. The pejiper and the mus- 
I tard seed will supersede the alcoholic stimu¬ 
lus. '1 hree or four hours after the dinner tlie 
tea may be ordi red, not sooner, lest it ^ould 
di-turb the digestive pow'ers, tins to be si¬ 
milar tu the breakfast , three or four hours 
I after t( a the patient may sit down to sup- 
I per ill the form of a very light dinner. With 
respect to the general biverage, my opi¬ 
nions au' a little unsettled , to the alco¬ 
holic stimulus 1 have an aversion, perhaps

Jn cases of leucopldeginniic chlorosis, 
a;;8in, you should nut only ciulciivour to 
improve the red blood and iucrease the quan¬ 
tity. but it sbouht be your object, too, to 
invigorate the system ; and if you succeed 
in tile two former points of treatment, you 
will find thatthhi third ludicatton, in u man* 
ucr, fulfils itaelf. To invigomte the system 
you may make trial of the tonic medicines, 
taking care you do not overload the alomacb, 
so Bs to obstruct digestion. Bark, bitters, 
aromaiJcs, and preparations of iron, now too 
much neglected, aud very ioijiroperly eitper- 
seded by calomel, may all be used in turn. 
Iron I can recommend especially to jour con* 
sideratioo, and the compound myrrh niisture, 
or the carbonate of iron, or the sulphate in 
the powder, are perhaps the forms in which 
it may be best adminiAered. The comjiound 
myrrh mixture constitutes what was for- 
meily called Gri(^ik** miehure \ it is rather 
bulky and offensive ; 'dto carbonate may he 
given in powder or eleetnary, and the sul¬ 
phate in pill. Dr. Alarslinll Hall, whose 
opinion is always to be beird with atten¬ 
tion, has found iron of great and I 

have myself, in many iustnfiees, been very 
well satisfied with its effects. Farther to 
invigorate tlie patient, if she is in (bs midst 
of a large town, you ought to send her tu 
the sea-side, or into the county. Indeed, 
I know of no means mcffe efficaciouf for 
improving the digestive secretions, (and' 
1 uo not here except mercury itself,) than 
change of air. You may sometimes have 
patients for weeks togoiher, in Uiis large 
city, with a metropoliian paleness of the 
cheek, and a commercial whiteness of the 
tongue; weak, sallow, emaciated ; rich and 
miserable; in a word, lahouring ijiider gii^rrir 
symptoms, toi 8tr,.rur for your remedits, 
and yet tiie-c verj patients, after liavitig' 
been eight or ten weeks, soinetimes five or 
sis only, in the eo'.ntry, acqiiiie their full 
di^esti^epowers, u'd h come coii)par.iiMeIy 
plump ODil f.it.

A livL healthy child, twelve mouths old, 
uaa attacked niih violent ijmptoma of per- 
tusaia. The peroxysma were so aevere as 
to threaten suflocdlion. The disease )iad 
existed uearly six weeki when J was called 
upon to attend. Jnflammatiou of the lumjs 
had auperveiied. llie child refused the 
breast, and nos exceedingly restless and un¬ 
easy from 4l)apoma. 1 ordered the warm 
bath, and three leechea to the scrobiculua 
cordis, purged her briakly, and ultimately 
continued with antimoniala and ex|iecto- 
rants. In the course of twenty-four hours 
from my first visit, a considerable amend¬ 
ment was observed, the urgency of tho 
eymptome being very much abated. A 
blister to the cheat closed tlie active mea¬ 
sures ; and three days after, Uie infltnnma- 
tory diathcsia com]dete]y subsided. The 
paroxysms of the cough, aeverthelcM, were 
still violent, though the fr^uenry cf them 
declined with the concottitent eymptoini. 
In short, the little patient appearadi likely 
to conquer this formidable toe } when, un¬ 
fortunately, she was accidentally exfioied to 
a current of air, which gave her cold, and 
increased the cou^ih violently donng that 
night. I again saw her on the following 
morning; and. unwilling to have recourse 
to the former measuiec for her relief. 1 de¬ 
termined on Implying the vapour of tar, the 
absence of inflamroatoiy symptoms wirrant- 
ing the applicaiion. Her breathing was 
abort and oppressed, but the difiiculf) ap¬ 
peared to arise more from atctimuiaiiou of 
mucuaiii the bro'iiliKc than iriiiatiou. My 
idea was to bring the rinudy in contaLt 
widi the part or parts ufiected, and therein 
expedite the (fleet. If, tlierefore, the 
remedy were likely to prove heiiefic.al, the 
fact would be proved and illustrated by ocu¬ 
lar demonstration. 1 decom{H>6ed a jxutioii 
of petroleum Barbadenae. by dipping into it 
n red hot iron j the end of the common 


poker answered the purpose conveniently. 
The child was held over tlie vapour aa it 
arose, obaerving not to let her inhale it un¬ 
til auficienlly^ diluted by a due |iortion of 
cttm«q»Acric air. My lltua patient no sooner 
inhaled Uiia gaMpM compound, than alie ex¬ 
hibited manifest signs of relivf. instead of 
avoiding the volume of vapour aa it arose 
from the veseel, whicli I feared would be 
Uie rase, she willinsly inhaled it. andauffer- 
the tur to be placed almost under her nos¬ 
trils. 'I'iie effect was conspicuous, in re- 
heving the pressure under which the little 
Buflerer laboured: expectoiauon was pro¬ 
moted, ami rendered nearly free from eflurt, 
by tins remfdy. In short, after six exhi¬ 
bitions of the vapiiiir, the cough almost 
ceased; and without the aid of any auxiliary 
the child perfectly recovered. 

1 feel satisfied that 1 am indebted to the 
efficacy of carlntretlnl hydrogen and oxygen 
for tlie loco very of ibis case, and 1 have 
happily expcrieiiced the heartfelt satis¬ 
faction of preserving, by the fame means, 
from tbroiitened desiriu'tinn, own rfii/if, 
an infant three months old. Accidental ex¬ 
posure to eold produced catarrh; the 
breaUiing was short and difficult, stteuded 
with seusilde accumulation in the air-tubes 
of the lungs, which the child was unable to 
expecturale. 'Jheae symptoms increaaed 
rapidly. '1 here did not wiat any other ex¬ 
citement than the difiupilty of respiratfon. 
The diatresa of the lufaiit excited feelinga in 
my breast which can only be appreciated by 
a parent. I had already lost one child from 
pertussis, in which the vapour of tar was 
never thought of\ another fell a victim to 
bydroeephaiua from metastoais; and this 
last appeared hsajjning to form un addition 
to the number. From her birth she was 
delicate—smaller, conidderably, than the 
generality of itifigits St her age. Leeches 
were ittadmissi%; not only because of the 
absence of active^aomidtioe, but also feom 
the apprehenaiqifi of dl^etiog the already 
dthiUtsted syal^. EmyHr e and expeclo- 
ruftwcfe unmilingi^ m former, equally 
objectidnablA with leecii^ Blisters were 
inadttfeeAle. feom thd eoffUloD thereby of 
irritation to the syitem. Under theee con¬ 
flicting eircumstauces, my distreea of mind 
may he easily conceived. 1 wie led to the 
adoption of the warm bath; bnidbe Ogiti- 
iiou It occasioned obliged me to gdi|qateh 
all of a repttition. At lengili, w pHS 

with fa'it'ijf and suffering, at tlio end w 
three ditv s, the poor liiilo auffertf 
the breast in the morning, and 1 ilmn M- 
cluoed thu tenniratmn of her distress or n 
Ltal i».siie would, ere long, arrive. At thii 
ciifau 1 had recourse to tur voysiir, M men¬ 
tioned 111 the former case. 1 appliad it at fi 
distance, whilst the child lay in toe mother's 
arms. Brestluog quick sna short, with frs- 
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qaent ioterruiitioii from irbat ipMaMd to 
bo actuinulation in tke broncfaiio. The 
littlo creature seemed revived the instaul 
she inhaled the vapour, and mnde an oiTort 
to cough! glued at the effect, 1 ulaced 
the vessel nearer to her noeirtls, ana eon* 
tinued the fume for about three miuutoa, 
when a cough intervened, followed by an 
immediate vomiting of viecid phlegm and 
muciia, thot nearlv auffocatcd her. The 
quantity evacuated from the lungs and 
atoimicb saturated two handkorohiefs. Coui> 
plete exhaustion for about a minute sue* 
ceeded this operation; and, to my inex* 
preaaible joy, the littlo patient took the 
hreoht heartily afterwards, and sank into s 
profound sleep, which luUed two hours' 
tho awoke refreshed, and considerably re* 
lieved. Kneouraged by thin uitexpected anil 
happy success, 1 continued the application 
of the vapour fur a week, twice in the day; 
when, from the decided remission of symp¬ 
toms, 1 ceasod the further use of it. 'J he 
first fix applications wore succeeded, each 
time, by a copious expectoration, which al¬ 
ways ended in tho sbatement of the pre¬ 
vious symptoms. 

About a month ago, my* little girl again 
took cold, when the difficulty of breathing 
returned, attended bv wheezing and cough. 
Recourse was again bad to the same 
remedy, whieli procured relief the first time 
it was applied, by producing aiikness, and a 
copious expectoration of phlegm and mucus. 
'I'he second appliratiou wa^ not ao success¬ 
ful ; symptoms of an inflammatory typo su- 
foerveniag, with fever. The child'being non 
ai\z moulha old, and considerably mended in 
constitution, 1 exhibited nntimoDials, andi 
api^lied a blister to the chest. The febrile 
symptoms remitted, and an amendment fid- 
loKed. 'J'he supiiort wliidi the mother had 
afforded now declined, buUi in (juantity and 
qusiHiy; and we wereiieeessitatod to adopt 
another source of nourishasent, but through 
the same medium, vin.JU»e breast.

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violent, wUheiU any expectoration; each 
paroxysm produced auffnuon of the eyes, 
and florid coontenance. The idiosyneracy 
of system (hydrocephalic) led me to appre¬ 
hend encephalic congestion. Ilia rest was 
much disturbed by tho cough. Upon placing 
the hand between the shoulders, and on tho 
chest, the wheesing was very sensibly felt; 
iiud the child seemed to breathe, so to spenk, 
ns through a sieve ; such was the accumu¬ 
lation of mucus in the air-tubes of the 
lungs. Desirous of affording the vapour a 
fair experiment in this case, it being more 
closely allied to the class of pulmonary 
affections, in which it appeared most un< 
eijui vocally applicable, 1 commenced the 
trial; and my patient inhaled the vajmur, 
diluted as in the two former experiments, 
fiom the 14th of August to the S.'hl of Sep¬ 
tember, regularly; then every other day, 
and finally ceased on the 28th of October, 
riiu first tight or ten inhslstions produced 
powerful action of tlie lungs, and the quan¬ 
tity of mucus expeetorateu exceeded belief; 
and it gradually subsided, whilst the pul¬ 
monary viscera seemed to expand, under the 
influence of the new atmosphere. My little 
patient came voluntarily, during the whole 
period, as he used to say, *' to get rid of the 
phlegm.*' It is remarkable that the child 
gained flesh whilst under treatment. Not a 
siiiE'lo medicament of any description was 
exliibited to him, ts 1 was determined to 
witiicMi the unassisted eflccts of the va¬ 
pour. He is now quite well; and when lie 
has any '* wheezing,*’ as he terms it, a dose 
of tar vapour sends it away. Ry-the-by, he 
has had but me dose since he left off his 
regular attendance. 

llpon the whole, then, it may, I preaume, 
be iiifeiTcd, from the cases here adduced, 
(hat the efficacy of carburetted hydrogen, 
produced in the manner 1 have detailed, 
posscBses decided advantages in chrouic and 
in recent cases of pulmonic affections, be¬ 
fore tlie accession of active inflammatory 
symptoms. lu the few cases that have come 
under my observntion, wherein I have sp- 
{iHed it, im'uediate relief and ultimate 
benefit have accrued to the patient. The 
only instance of failure I hove experienced, 
was in ilie becoml attack of my own child : 
there, 1 (.iiididly confess, luy former success 
rendert d me blind to the existence of active 
sjmptoms, until 1 perceived them increased 
by the sliniulating nature of the application. 
\et, nfiir the iiiflammatoiy action was re¬ 
moved, the elicit of the vapour was cer- 
taiul\ elluncious: so that, it appears, in 
cases where the lungs are under the influ¬ 
ence ot un inflammatory diathesis, the exhi- 
Ditioii of tills remedy is improper; but in 
tihrouic pulmonary affections, and also sub¬ 
sequent to the existence of increased arte¬ 
rial aitiuii, 1 have no doubt of the superior 
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efilcftej of this gaseous conpound, I will 
not preaume to enter into any thing like a 
rationale of its ijualitiea—that 1 leave to 
abler pens than mine: I wv)uld only oOer 
fact*, with aueli commeoU merely aa arise 
from n due consideration of the importance 
of the subject; feeling, as I do. that many 
children may be yet saved from pnanature 
dentil, by tiie adoption of this simple yet 
powerful remedy, even by the parents 
themselves. Should 1 be so foctunste as to 
stimulate, by my humble efforts, one indi* 
vidual to a successful application of the tYr« 
pour of Barbadoe* tar, my object will be 
attained.

t(i a firm iron rod, terminating in a wooden 
handle, is altogether eighteen iuclies in 
length, 'i'lie cover or lid Of the pot is mode 
to slide on litis rod ; so that when the heater 
is made hot, upon being immersed into the 
tar, the cover fits on, and prevents any es¬ 
cape of vapour. The tube of the pot is^lien 
kept to the nostril, at the proper distauce, 
that the vapour maybe inspired. 

Care must he taken that the healer lie not 
red hot, m which cure igoiuon of the gases, 
attended hy an explosion, will happen, and 
may be ol serious cousemicnee. 'i'hia hsp- 
peoed once with me : 1 tharefore caution 
those who use the remedy, to observe the 
degree of heat ere the heater be immened 
in Uje tar: neglcci of this observance on my 
part occasioned igiiiiiou, and burnt the eye¬ 
lashes and eye-brows of my little patient 
Wallis. 

1 would observe, that the exhibition of 
the vapour never produced vuiiiiting, wlien- 
ever 1 have applied it, unle.is the lirondiia* 
were loaded with mucus; and in either 
case, viz. whether there existed mucus or 
not, the remedy invaiiably operated ns an 
anodyne, producing sleep.—Z.oni/oA Metl.

I'he earliest suggestion on the sub* 
ject which is known, is, he says, that of 
Hero, of Alexandria, a hundred and thiity 
yean before dhrist.

I inconsiderable, that the whole of them do 
not exhibit a tenth part of the scieiiiific and 
inventive resources, which are displayed in 
the amelioiations effected by Watt alone. 
From the year 170 j, the strum-engine is 
coufessediy a Briiish invention. For all 
Ihut is nfiiied and economical in the devc- 
Inpment and application of the hcitt; for all 
that IS ingenious in the machinery; for all 
that is vast in the power produced, and ex¬ 
tensive in the purposes to which that power 
may be made aubservient, it is notorious 
that the world is indebted to Great Britain.*'

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During sefnnil yenn, 1 Itare paid con< 
siderable nttenlioa to tlio Torious Inairu* 
nuMiti employed to extract teeth, and liare, 
like moat othera, come to the conclusion, 
that there are but tvo which can, in ordi¬ 
nary cases, be used with satisfaction, name¬ 
ly. the key and the forceps. 1 have long 
been convinced, the forceps jemployed by 
Mr. Cartwright must be considered the 
meet elegant instrument by wbidi the mo- 
lares can be removed, but 1 am well aware 
very few persons sre able to make use of 
them, in their present form, in an espert 
manner; it is only in the powerful and skil¬ 
ful hand of such on operator as Cartwright 
that teeth can be extracted by them with 
advantage to the patient, or natisfaction to 
the operator. 'J'his 1 consider doea not arise 
from the principle -of the instrument being 
incorrect, but from the difficulty of holding 
firmly the handles of the fore^pa when much 
exeruon is necessary, asd ulio from the 
power of the hand and sirm ant being em¬ 
ployed in the most advantageons manner. 
1 flatter myself the instrument 1 am about 
to describe will entirely obviate the diffi¬ 
culties hitherto experienced in using Cait- 
wriglit's forceps. 1 have lor some time used 
it. aod consider it embraces the vsrious pro- 
periies required in an iastYument intended 
to extract ihe molares. 

Before describing thefincCfNi in quesUon, 
1 beg to make a few reamka relative to the 
properties of the common key and the for¬ 
ceps. 'J'lie key is doubtless s^ instrument 
which will, in many instauHHb extract a 
tooth with greater expedition',<iian any other, 
and fre<iueutly with as middi elegance, but 
irom the nature of its setiofth 1ms two very 
great imperfections attendant ifflbd It, the 
first of which is, the occaaional teaming uway 
a conaidereble portion of the ilreoM^,pro¬ 
cess, either with the tooth, or to tbi4 tt is 
obliged to be afterwards removed; th« se¬ 
cond is, that when the tooth boa been nevly 
extracted, it ianot onfrequently aecesstiy 
to finish the operation by the forceps, witieb 
arises from the tootli not being compiecely 
removed after having turned the key aa far 
as is praeticsble, and this will often be tlie 
case, although the tooth is severed from the 
jaw as much as [UMsible by the operator dur- 
ling the time the rotary motion is given. 

' These are the two grand objections against 
the key, the former of u bicti scarcely ever 
occurs, the latter never, viiih the (orcejtF. 
If the points of the forceps are not too sharp, 
and if they are applied a little beyond the 
body of the tooth, there wiil not be a greater 
chance of breaking the tooth than a ith the 
key. The principal advantages which the 
forceps possess over tbe Ley are these, the 
tooth is extracted in a more perputdicular 
direction, which prevents the aheolar pro¬ 
cess being much injured; the tooth is ex- 
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tracted by them without the usistnee of 
any other instrument. After the gun has 
been lanced, they are applied to tlie tooth 
with much greater facility, and are much 
lew apt to slip from the tooth during the 
operation than the key. 

The instrument which I recommend is 
this, that ins^ad of foreepa having the 
curved handles of Cartwriglit’s instrument, 
they should have them aa nearly straight aa 
possible, so that they will admit a spring to 
be placed between them, aa ii generally 
done, to keep tbe points of the instrument 
asunder, before their application to a tooth; 
that at tbe end of each handle a cross handle 
should be fixed at right angles, something 
in the form of the letter T ; each of theaa 
cross handles should be similar to half the 
handle of the key instrument, so that when 
tbe two handles on the forceps are grasped 
the operator, tliey may be used like that 
of the common key. By this alteratico, the 
full power of the hand and arm may be 
exerted, without the fear of the instrument 
slipping in the operator's hand ; it also gives 
greater and steadier power in using the 
lorceps as a lever, in the latter part ^ tbe 
operation. The parts of the instrumenC 
wliich grssp the tooth should be similar to 
Cartwright 8, from which to the rivet should 
be one inch and a half, and from the rivet 
to the other extremity four tncbea and a 
half. The parts of the inatrumeiit last named 
should not have any sharp edges left, other¬ 
wise tbe operator’s fingers would be hurt 
when much exertion is madot 'I'he cross 
liandlea may be either permanently fixed, or 
made to take off for the convenience of car¬ 
rying them ; this may be effected in a ainu- 
lar manner to the key instrument, or accord¬ 
ing to the fancy of the maker. 

In using the forceps, th^ should be ap¬ 
plied just upon the origin of die fangs; then 
grasp the handles of tbe forceps with the 
right hand, exactly as would be done with 
the Itey; at the aame time, bold the inaira- 
rnent between tbe fingers and thumb of the 
left bntdiis net^ Bie petllmt’s month ss 
possible. Wbvfff tbe case admits of it, it is 
well to rest one or two finged of this bind 
on the patient’s front teeth} having Acmm 
thus much, give a rotatory motion to thn 
instrument, as if the key were made 
only not to the same extent; letitbepIC 
fioient to enable the operator to lee! f|jm 
the tooth is moved in the jaw ; then revOran 
tbe aciioii, ao as to move tlie tooth in 
oppubite direction, and still further to 
tach a, havin;,', by these mnaaa, loosened 
the tooth, extract it perpendicularly from 
the jaw, by usini; the forceps as a lever, 
OiakiDg the fingers and thumb of the left 
baud the fulcrum. This mode of using the 
forceps 18 , X believe, that generally recomi* 
mended,

SouB document!, explanatory of tlie con 
tcnuon between tbe Coimcil of tbe*Royal 
(JoHege of Surgeon!, and tbe medical officers 
of the Wflitern lloipitil, will be found at 
page 533 of this day’s Lancet. Tbe CoK 
legf, it appeart, refuses to recognise tbe 
eertilicatcs of attendance on tbe surgical 
practice of tbe latter Institution. Mr. 
Sleigh, the senior surgeon, beliering this to 
be an act of injustice and ojipression on tbe 
part of the Council, hii preaented a pe¬ 
tition to the King, praying for hia Mtgesty’a 
iatcrferenoe. Previous to euteriog into a 
ooBsideratioD of the merits of the question 
between the belligerents, it may be of im- 
portwoe to look baek to the relative posi¬ 
tion of the parties in tbe year 18i4, nben 
tbe CollegSi with its ebsracteristic liberality, 
declared that it would receive no certifi¬ 
cates of attendance on anatomical and aur- 
gioal leoturea, unlesa tbe sobool. in which 
tliey were deHrered, was acknowledged oi 
approved by the medical establlahmeut of 
one of the aev^g great London Hospitals. At 
that Mr. Sleigh formed a school of 
aurgeiy near St. George’s Hospital, and as 
the me^oal establishment of tliat Hospital 
would not xecognise or acknowledge Us 
theatre, the College refused to lerecra ^is 
eertiScates. At leagthi however, tbe tpr^y 
Council, dreading puUkikjr, yielded, wd 
Mr. Sleigh bMeme one of the leeoguiaed 
teaohera. Puring the contest, this gentle- 
gnn was Umd in his denunciations against 
#kC(dlege, bat after the recognition of hia 
tnttilSOTials, we heard little or nothing of 
bin opposition; ho did not attend tbe Sur- 
l^eal Reform Meeting in IS^d, at the Tree- 
paeons' Tavern; be did not sign tbe Sur¬ 
geons' Petition to tbe Legithture, prating 
for tbs ebrogatUm of the College Charter; 
Md te truth, we bare every reason to be- 


licve that he was well pleased to participate 
in tho advantages, tliongh small, of a moat 
fonoBS monopoly. Mr* Sleigh, we are sorry 
to uy, in thus condoeting himself, did not 
stand alone, for there were several other pri¬ 
vate teachers who were equally vociferous 
against the rile regulations promulgated by 
the Council, until tbeir lectures were rerog- 
nised, when their hostility also was at an 
end. We do not mention these circum¬ 
stances with any invidious feelings, because 
we entertain great respect for the talents 
aud industry of many of these gentle¬ 
men; but we think it right to make 
them known to the professiou, as the 
reader con aeireely form a correct esti¬ 
mate of the ceuduct of the Council un¬ 
less that of its opponento be also taken into 
consideration. Besides, if the past treat¬ 
ment of the profession by the Council, will 
permit us to form any correct notion of what 
its conduct will be under future circum¬ 
stances, wo may probably form a tolerably 
correct eonjeeUfe of what will be the futuro 
behaviour of aome of (be opponents of tbe 
College, if they be again infiueneed by mo¬ 
tives similar to those by which their actions 
were govknsd on former occasions. Mr. 
Sleight^ thw, baring obtained tbe raeogni- 
Uon of bis certificates, was lost to tbe 
sargfoil reformers, and we hesid little of 
bfoa for a long time, except in emihexioa 
with some squabblea at St. Qemge’s Hespi- 
tak In one inetance, (Hammond'i case,) he 
took part with the public against one or two 
of tbe surgeons of St. George’s Hospital, 
and on two occasions he tried to obtain the 
office of assutani surgeon in that Hospital. 
Failing of success on both of these occa¬ 
sions, and labouring under an impresaion 
that he bad been treacherously dealt with 
on the lost, he was disappointed and en¬ 
raged, and vowed he would start an**oppo- 
BiiiQN iiospiTAi.” Mr. Sleigh, with his 
nsual industry, immediately set to work, 
mustered his friends, and selected Nntsford 
Piece, near Biyanatone Square, m the 
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Utditft (or Ut pnA UBOortafcisg. Th« ia- 
tended ohtrily wu adrertiied; Lorde, Dw- 
Bgeri, aud OM maids, vlio seldom furegO 
sueh an opjmrtunit; of diaplapiog ibeir 
names in print, forwarded their aubserip* 
lions; cnrpenterB and brtcfclavers were put 
into requUition, and, as if at the stroke 
of an enobautsr's wand, a hospital, capa¬ 
ble of containing « one hundred beds,'’ 
suddenly arose to the asionislied view of 
the natives. It was opened for the recep¬ 
tion of patienta in August, one thooannd 
fight hundred and twenty-seven. Subse¬ 
quently, his Majesty and the Dukea of 
Sussex and Gleureater, became patrons, 
the Duke of Wellington, pieiident, and it is 
now supported by a large My of the nobi¬ 
lity. Since the iestituties wss firat oiiened, 
the wards, we understand, Lave been much 
belter constructed for ventilation, and the 
building baa been enlarged, ao os to render 
it capable of eontainiog from one hundred 
and sixty, to one hundred and seventy beds, 
and it would appear tha| idw Institution ia 
drmly establisbed, Ur. Sleigh continues 
bis lectures on anatomy and aurgeiy, either 
in or eonUguoHs to the HeapM, eeruBcatca 
Of whicJi are still recogniaed attlie College. 
About twelve montba badk, Im applied to 
the Council to obtain a a{mM«i^eognition 
for the certificates of attendifico on Cbe lur- 
gioal practice of his Hospital, but diie was 
refused. He has renewed his appUcathm 
from time to time, but with no better ioe- 
oeaa. A ibort time since, tlie College ap¬ 
pointed a deputation from their body to 
inspect the Hospital. The gentlemen se¬ 
lected lor this misbion, were 31r. Samuel 
Cooper, Mr. Copeland, and Mr. Andrews. 
Alter they had ruroi^thed the College witii 
their repoit of t!i** capadty ai-d condition of 
the Ho8|iiial, the C( ui.t i! aiill perHfc’fd in 
refusing to recognise certificates of attend- { 
ance on its surgical practice. I nJer tliese 
cnrcomaisBces, Mr. Sleigh Itar thought it 
his doty not only to puhliah a *' state- 
meal " on the subject for the iuformatiem

of the pnfeisioa, hut he hae alio ^leaented 
a petitioa to the King, puying Ue *' Ma¬ 
jesty’s protcetioa to ahieUl him from that

Mr. Sleigh’s petitiea wai detad Joae!e9tb, 
and, on the Sdof July, he wee coolly in- 
fomed by Mr. WUliam Peel, thait it Iiad 
been leid before tbo King, end hid been 
referred by hie Misty's eomasend to the 
Royal College of Surgeons, where hia Ms* 
jeaty, of course, had good reaions for be* 
lieving hia petitioner would find nodting but 
inparual justice. Agreeably with so ad* 
vertiaement which appeared on the eover sf 
tltis Journal last week, wd n letter ad* 
dressed to the members of the piofinriooi 
inviting them to visit the Hospitsi, * that 
by recording their impartial opiniuO, tbd 
illiberal attempts now making by the Gooneil 
of the College of Surgeons to eroih tie Hoi* 
pital might be counteracted," a patdieaaeet* 
log of the profession was held at tts Hob* 
pital on Monday last, when there were pre* 
sent from aeveoiy to eighty gendemea,who, 
after having carefully inspected the eats* 
bliahment, unanimously adt^ted a resolutioa 
to the following efibet

Hud Mr. Sleigh continued steady in aupo 
porting the cause of surgical reform, bis 
claims on the Council, on the present occa¬

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diilly tnd liaeeiely li&tes the UeBpicable 
oligarcby by which it hai been to long op- 
pMMed end degraded, [f the neinbers 
generally, therefore, look upon thia contest 
with indifference, the fault rests alone with 
Mr. Sleigh, whose opposition terminated 
with the recognuion of his certificates. 
But is the system upon which Mr. Sleigh 
wonld act, at all purer, or more free from 
objection than Uiat by which the decision 
of the College is governed 1 What says 
Mr. Sleigh in his *' statement '>’* He writes 
tlius “ In conformity with this regula* 
tion, (the hospital clause,) they (the Coun¬ 
cil) have nominated, or what they term re¬ 
cognised, certain metropolitan hospitals, all 
of which have, op to this period, in every 
instance, been held by members of the 
Council themselves, so that the tnembers of 
the VouncU derive, vrar i>RoeiRLV, by 
the aUengetnee e/pujnls at these their hoyii- 
fafs,COinit)BRABLB EMOLUMCKTS.'* 'SdeOtll' 
What have we here I Surely this is not 
the language of Mr. Sleigh. But let us go 
back for a moment. Does not the reader 
recollect the ndvertisements which have, 
ftom time to time, appeared in The Lah- 
CST, reapecting the surgical practice of the 
Weatem Jloapitall Has it not been again 
and again announoed by Mr. Sleigh liimself, 
that the attendance on the surgical practice 
ofhii hospital ia FREE 1 And is this the 
man to tell ui that the members of the 
Council derive, ** very properly, by the at¬ 
tendance of pupils nt their hospital, esn- 
euleraHe ewtehmentiV* Shames shame, 
Mr. Sleigh. Yon must have bedn dream¬ 
ing; or, are we to understand by (lua con- 
ffj^on of youra, that the moment your hos- 
|dtpl'^tificatee are recognised, you also 
'' ytthan to derive, my property, cousider- 
^ibla emelnments, by the attendance of |>U' 
pils” ot your hospital, the Boyal tVestcrii 
Hospital, tbo vree hospital! Bad enough 
is it for any surgeon to derive *' eou^ider- 
shit omoltnaent” by indirect metua, from 
institution; but it is an iufa. 


mouB principle that would suction th« 
members of tlie Council in pocketing nt 
their own hospitals, fees extorted from im¬ 
poverished students. But thus it is; the 
same individuals are the aurgeons of our 
bospitols, the lecturers on anatomy and sur¬ 
gery, and the councillors of our College. 
Hence, in their latter capaci^, these right 
worthy and disinterested beings, very com- 
placeutly and unwearily, frame regulations 
for their own excluaivo benefit. Sir Aatley 
Cooper, Mr. Abemethy, and Bobby Keate, 
of the College, say to Sir Aatley Cooper, 
Mr, Ahcmethy, and Bobby Keate, of Guy’s, 
Bartholomew’s, and St. George's Hospitals, 

I •( We have token cere of you; we will 
I take no certlfiettea but yonra; you shall 
' get all the fees; we have entirely ' done 
! up’ tlie country hospitals, by requiring from 
their officers certificates of four years' at¬ 
tendance.” Tims these gentry pocket the fees 
paid ior the surgical practice, the fees paid 
for the dreasershipa, amounling to about 
three hundred pounds a year to each sur¬ 
geon, the fees paid for the uatomical 
denionstratious, the fees paid fur taatomi- 
cal lectures, thn feee paid for the surgical 
lectures, aud, laatly, they pocket the fee of 
twenty-two ^^i^aa for the diploma ;--and 
this is what Mr. Sleigh calls “ considerable 
emolumentn,t>evypro/ier/y derived.” If thin 
be hia real qpbion, we sincerely hope that 
Uie College will never recogntse his certifi- 
cites; becauae, were they to do ao, the pur¬ 
poses to which the Royal Western llospi- 
tel would soon be converted, are but 
too obvious. Has nut Mr. Sleigh enough of 
I sagacity to discover, that tlie very sys¬ 
tem whicli be applauds, has led to the 
DoU'recognition of his Hospital 1 If the 
uieinbeis of the Council did not pocket the 
tees of the surgical students at the other 
I hospitals, would they object to on acknow- 
I ledgmentofthe certificates from his 1 Strange 
jbhudness. But let us direct attention to 
I the College f»r a moment. When will 
these men arrive at the terminntioa of their 
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dirty coune 1 Are tbey itill resolved to j 
outrage the feeliuga of the profeuion, end 
bid defiance to public opinion ? Or ere they 
fooUsb rnouglT to believe, that becauM they 
have elected into their body tvo or tliree 
gentleneo of splendid talents and unbend* 
ing integrity, the jirofesaion generally will 
not deirct the real character of their pro¬ 
ceedings! They may deceive themselves, 
but they cannot deceive olliers* e should 
111(0 much to hear the reasons stated, for 
tlio recognition of the certificates of the 
Hospital, and the reasons for 
the refusal of thO certificates of the Western. 
The Western Hospital contains upwards of 
one hundred patients, while the Westmin- 
ator Hospital contains only eighty-two^— 
The former is situated in a much more 
hciilthy neighbourhood, it is a much cleaner 
hospital, and it is infinitely better ventilat¬ 
ed. Besides, although the Weatmiuhter 
Hospital contains eighty-two beds, it is 
a notorious fact, that of those beds only 
forty are appropriated to surgical potients, 
and the surgeons' pupils are restricted from 
attending the other paiienla belonging to 
the other forty*two beds, ud&ss they pay 
a separate fee of some twenty or five-and* 

I twenty pounds to the pliyaiciaas; and this 
I is denominated the meiUctd practice. Thus 
; then the mere surgeons' pupil, at the Weit- 
I minater, has the opportunity of attendiog 
' forty patients only, while the sutgeoAg,’ 
pupil of the Western Hospital has the 
privilege of attending upwards of one 
huiidrid patients, and that without fee, 
fur at tins latter institution, the whole 
of the practice, that is, huth medical and 
surgical wards, is ikii both to surgical ami 
to medical students, i lie ohjectiou, there¬ 
fore, to the Western IJosjotal, cannot be 
found cither in its si/e, its accommodutions, 
or in the number of iia ) utients. '1 lie in¬ 
quiry, then, must be extended, and atten¬ 
tion is uaturaU) directed to the ofiicer'i. 
But we are equally at a loss to discoi er any 
ground of objection on the score cf lucapa* 


dty in the lurgeou of the WoMen, il U 
cannot be denied that Mr. Sleigh ii it Iqwt 
equal in talent to Meiin. Lynn, Carliele, 
md Guthrie; and if we turn to other hoa- 
pitals, we may aay, equal to Meaara. Head- 
ington, Bhsard, Andrews, Hawkina, Mayo, 
Joe Burns, and Dransby Cooper. But Mr. 
Sleigh labours under the great diaadvanlsge 
of having neither uncle itoi couain in the 
College to push his interests. He is not one 
uf the favoured tribe, but a man who has 
committed the ain, in the eyes of the Ced- 
Irge, of having made his way in the arorld 
by his talents and industry. The four sur¬ 
geons of the Westminster—of that wretched 
institution—to sit in judgment on theolaima 
of a surgeon belonging to a rival school! 
Will the profession tamely lubmit to thia 
tyranny,or will the memberaarinfrom their 
lethargy, and force their wrongs upon the 
attention of the legislature 1 Reform naut 
come, but it must come from without. The 
Council will never reform itself. The abro¬ 
gation of the Charter is the only remedy, 
and that cannot he obtained, unlesi by the 
interference of I’arUament.

I do not complain of the nature of ibis 
regulatioq, qa I eonsidei it a very judicious 
one; but I complain of tbe want ut common 
jiiattce on tbe port of the Council, in vio* 
lating the promiie implied in Uiat regula* 
tion, for relying on it, and on the verbal 
declaration to tbe same eifect, of many of 
the Council invidually,* I felt confidence in I 
uudovtaMng the vast responsibility of es* 
tablishing this honpital. lor be it obsorved, 
thst altbough it lias been ceitified to tiie 
Council on oath dial tins hospital contains 
upvwds of ft hundred patients, Utus coming 
within that regulation; and ailthou<,b vari¬ 
ous documents relative to the nature of ibe 
ittitUutiqn* the vast good it has doue, ond is 
doinp;, have been laid before them, >et tltcy 
eontmue, to my great disadvantage, and to 
the great prejudice and injury of tbe liospi- 
tall sftM repeated solicitation, to refuse to 
recognise it, and that without aaaiguiug uiy 
reason whatever. 

They must be influenced either by public 
or private cousidersuona, if by the former, 
they cBii justify their conduct only by sny- 
iiigiMtbei—Isl.Tlitttthe hospital does not 
come within thtir regulntiun-^or. tfJ. That 
its aurgeoiia are not competent—or, Srdly, 
That it is not calculated to do good.

Sir, —So many eommunications have ap* 
peared in your Jourdtl, on tW physiology 
of the brain, and on tlio relation it bears to 
the mind. &o., that it may seem unnecessary 
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priwsion, swae peculiar and wonderful action 
IS excited in the cerebrum, or cerebellum, 
or in both, and the subject of the operaiinn 
tliioka; that is to say, when man reflects 
hia soul ia not in any manner adjuvant to 
the florvoua mass. Aihuitting that an im> 
pression made externulfy exerts an influence 
over the brttin, the only possible result of 
such impression isould be, the induction of 
inotioD lu the orfipin, (i.o. excitement of its 
vessels), and the only po-sible result of this 
motion would he, tlie exudation or secie* 
tion of some fluid, or the removal of some 
part of the bruin itself, or the di>position of 
additiotial substance. Mutter cun exist in 
two slntvs only, in a stale of motion and iii 
a sifitu of rest. In the quiescent condition, 
it may be said to bo passive and witliout 
any luHueute; and when in motion, it niuy, 
to a certain extent, chaiip:u the bitualion of 
surrouudiiif; mutter; that is, it luu), by 
bounding against them, throw ntlnr par- 
tides into motion, but it cannot emtle any 
thing. No man, T think, \m11 object to the 
position, that innlter is incapable of spon* 
ttiiieous motion* Supposo 1 place a bull m 
the middle of a room, and, by rolling anothor 
ball against it, eflect a change in its posi< 
tion; the immedtate cause ot the change of 
position of the lirst ball ia the impulse of 
the second, but the remote cause is the soul, 
which, deairing to move the first hall, makes 
use of the aecuud, ibe instrument only, to 
elTecl Its purpose. A man shall retire to 
Ills closet, and call to mind ideas which 
have, at some preceding |)eiiod, engaged his 
attention. Now, supposing thought to bo 
the losult of some peculiar movement of the 
brain, how, seeing that matter is incajiable 
of aiiontaneous motion, is that action of the 
oerebral mass established, which is neces* 
aary to the before-mentioned intellectual 
operation, or, in other words, to the exer* 
ciae of memtwyl How subtle soever the 
adaptation or arrangement of matter might 
he, it if as difficult to conceive that it could 
produce thought, as that two and two uro^ 
Ave, or any ow itnposmbility. As mattaf, 
tlien, cannot produce that which ia imnuite- 
riel, and aa onridoea are immafcfMiofi it ne> 
ceeaarily foliowgy that there is aomething 
else than matterf and tliia something 1 call 
the soul, which ia eternal, is at present 
in some nyiterioua, and, to us, perfectly 
, ho^mp^ansible manner, connected with a 
deftea^t of clny, hut which \^ill. here- 
n^t enilt unah'acUed by nit eailiily bomN, 
and which will form ^^hut is bcnptuKilIj 
denominated tlic spiritual b uiy. 

1 now proceed to make a lew comments 
on the remaining arguments a Inch luaicriiil- 
ista adduce m favour of the doctrine of the 
aU'iUfficieDt power of brnin, ami vilmh I 
hare quoted from Mr. Hermolt into the 
nsrly part of this paper. Now, admitting 


thaithe loss of certain portions of the brainr 
to all appeatanee, renders the mental {loweva 
of the person snstnming it, imperfect, it does 
not, by any means, follow that such powers 
owe their exiktence to matter only. 1 main* 
tain, that there is such a thing as the soul, 
by which 1 mean that principle, whatever 
Its appellation may be, which enoblea man 
to reflect. Now, lliough we cannot fell 
what this principle is, we can tell what it is 
not, and every man who reflects at all must 
be convinced, that it ia not called into ex< 
istence by matter. I regard the neiroua 
system as the medium of rommunicatiou 
only, between the mind and things external. 
Ill order that two minds may hold commu* 
nion together, it has pleased the Almighty 
to make two nervous aystema necessary, so 
long, at least, as we remain on earth. 1 say 
not, that in injuries to the brain, the soul is 
injured too, or in any manner influenced or 
changed, but that the brain isnthereby rcu* 
deied less subservient to the uses of tlio 
sou!—that the isthmus over wliicli it passes 
to another soul is destroyed. To roe it seems 
an outrage to ilio understanding, to conclude 
that if the brain be destroyed the mind is 
destroyed too ; my own individual opinion 
is, that the thinking principle remains jier* 
feet and entire, and that the road alone, 
leading to and from this principle, ia de* 
stroyed.

LITHOTOMY. 

JvLY 14. Oj^rationa having been an* 
nouneed fmr this day, at about one o’clock 
there was a large assemblage of pupils col* 
jifjoted in and about the tlieatre of the hos* 
'pital, and soon after it became crowded to 
excess. The first patient (labouring under 
symptoms uf stone) was now brought into 
the theatre, and placed upon the operating 
table. Ilia visage was immediately recog¬ 
nised, he lianni; been seen similarly situ¬ 
ated thiee tiiiiL'S before ;* he was, how¬ 
ever, ini, roved m appearauce, and liia coun> 
teiuinre bespoke a much better state of 
lit iilth than at eitlicr of ,the former periods, 
but was still expressive of wjhlness, and

ftnxiety* The petieet, tppirendy llbout 
thirtyfive ^em of age, wes then bound foi 
the operation, and there leemed a deal oi 
bustle on the occasion. Surgeons, and aur* 
geons* frienda, dressers, Trench Tisitori, 
and interlopers, filled the space around the 
table—in fact, the whole foreground was 
occupied by one mass of animals. There 
was soon a general outcry tliTou|;hont the 
gallery and upper rows—'* batsofiV *' down 
heads,” " dressers’ heads down,” wu loudly 
vociferated from difierent parts of the 
theatre. 

'J'ke sound was first psssed into the blad* 
der, and the presence of e stone having been 
confirmed, the sound vras removed, and the 
grooved staff introduced, and held in sUu by 
Sir. Morgan. The operator (Mr. B.Cooper) 
then commenced hia incisions in the usual 
manner, and the integuments and muscles 
were freely and fairly divided; but there 
appeared a good deal of difficulty in fixing 
the knife in the groove of the staff; this, at 
last, having been effeeted, the latter was 
taken hold of, and deproising its handle, 
the knife was gradually corried forward into 
the bladder. A considerable quantity of 
whitish matter follonred the section of the 
prostate and bladder, correspondiug to that 
which Sir A. Cooper describes in his lec* 
tures ss resembling mortar, (the ammo- 
niBco-msgnesian phosphate,} accompanit d 
by a highly offensive smell, perceptible at 
the furthest part of the theatre. The staft‘ 
was now removed, and there were, in rapid 
succession, three or four difierent kind* oj 
foreept made use of in attempting to ex« 
tract the stone ; and these exchanged, over 
and over again, until the first pair had ]io6s* 
ed through the bands of the operator three 
times. At length the stone was grssped, 
but was so britde, that it broke in pieces; 
several of the. larger fragments were re* 
moved with the forceps, and the TomSinder I 
by the asHStance of the scoop, and hen the 
operation wa$ concluded, nota Aispe/iMfo;

This patient being removed, Mr. Cooper 
stated that he had another operation to per* 
form, which was on a man, who, about two 
months previously, had broken off a piet <> 
of a bougie in the bladder, and, said he, “ il 
is uecessary for him to uuderco the opera* 
tion as if for stone.” The patient was. ac¬ 
cordingly, placed on the table, and under¬ 
went the operation, which w’as much bi ttei 
performed than the preceding, hut iii tliis 
ewe also the forceps vrere frequently 
changed. Sir Astler Cooper was pre«eut 
during the whole of its jurfonuance. On 
sounding, Mr. B. Cooper exclaimed, " here 


is t very Urge stone,” but on the first mtro- 
duetiou of the forceps, no atone could be 
discovered; Sir Astley, therefore, suggest¬ 
ed the propriety of applying the hand just 
above the pubes, and making preuure over 
the region of the bUdder, hut still no stone 
could be detected. At length Sir Astley in¬ 
troducing the fore-finger of bis left hand 
through the wound into the bladder, and 
directing it upwards, at the same time mak¬ 
ing pressure with the right extremity os be* 
fore, succeeded in detecting the object b{ 
their search I which Mr* B. Coo)ier now 
removed. 11 was a piece of flattened bougie 
about three inches and a half long, having a 
calculous deposition about as large as the top 
of the little finger, encrusted on one half its 
len;:th. Several other pieces were removed 
with the scoop, and an injection of luke¬ 
warm water, w'as afterwards thrown into 
the bladder, to clear it frotn anp snaUier 
piecco, 

OPEH AVION FOR A NEW UNDER LIP. 

Hio next operation (performed by Mr. 
Morgan) was tor removing a ranceroua lip, 
and forming a new one, by placing a portion 
of integument in its stead, and was accom- 
plisbed in the following manner. The pa¬ 
tient, an old man, being placed on the table, 
his head resting on a pillow, the operator 
standing on bia right aide, began hy making 
an incision, commencing on the upi>er part of 
the chin, and extending it obliquely upwards 
and backwards on the left side, to a little 
bejond, and about au inch from, the angle 
of the moitili. A similar incision was then 
mode on tlie opposite side, and afterwards 
two smaller onea, from the angle of tho 
mouth, to meet the extremities of the 
former. The lip was then dissected from 
its attachments, and removed in toto. 

To form the new lip, an incision was next 
made beneath the inferior maxilU; and 
having diasected op under the intbgumentt, 
a portion of them, shout the length and 
wi^ of the part removed* was brought up, 
leatringit attached at two ends. This 
integument fnow fonniog tlw new Up) was 
retained in its aituation 'ttt either aide hy 
two auturcB about half an inch apart, con¬ 
necting it to the upper lip, and leaving n 
space tor the mouth. The patient wai now 
direitcd to sit up, and lean hia ha^ let- 
j wards on the bn^ast. The operator' thmi 
brought intcgiiincnts on the upper part 
of tiif neck to unite with the lower edge of

rABOTITIS TBAHIVATIMO IN OANOBBKIt. 

K. Mavis, ariat. 71, b coachman, of a 
very robust constitution, was, in Ae night 
of Ae 3d of April, wiAont any obvious 
cause, seised wiA viridBtpain in Ae right 
pnroudeal region, with great headacb and 
fever. He however continued bis occupa¬ 
tion, and indulged as usual in spirituous 
liquors until Ae £A of April, when the pa¬ 
rotid began to swell, and becune very hot 
and painful. In Ais state be remained till 
the llA of AprU, when be was admitted in 
the ftltowing 'condition: tbe tumour ex¬ 
tended feMB Ae posterior margin of Ae 
steruu-oleido-mastoid muscle to Ae middle 
6 f ^ cheek, and from tbe sygbmstic arch 
down A Ae angle of the lower jaW; it was 
I’ve!^ hard and painful; the skin tense, livid, 

I andhot; the jaw could not be moved, bo A on 
account of the tension and the pain; tlie pa¬ 
tient could uo't hear with Ae right ear, com¬ 
plained of violent heudach and thirst, and was 
very feveriah. He had Airty leeches and 
an emollient poultice applied over Ae A- 
mour, and took barley water with nitre inter¬ 
nally. On the following morning, the 
tumour was apparently in the same state 
and wiAout any trace of fluctuation; Ae 
intensity i^f tbe local symptoms, however, 
and the age of the patient, caused M. Sanson, 
under whose care he was placed, to fear As 
occuirenee oi gangrene; a deep incision was 
dccordiiigly made, but withottl giving 4&soe to 
any liquid except a few drops of very dark 
blood.

This would have been hut a fair let off 
againit the countenance which the first 
edition of hia book gave to the error of 
which he now complains. Throughout that 
edtlimi it was treated oi s esuitic. 

We dtonld have expected that the ad¬ 
ditional experience of three yean would 
have enabled the author to treat his subject 
h a more pliilosopbicd manner tbau that 
in wbicb be first imparted bis views; and we 
sbonld have been glad of the opportunity, 
through bis asaiatsnee, of aasigniog a pecu¬ 
liar application of this kind a more definite 
station snongst the remedies for external 
injuries and disease, than it baa yet ob¬ 
tained; but Mr. Higginbottom has hardly 
even a speculation upon the subject. He 
still regards bis duty to be that of *' sunply 
ascertaining and stating pnctical facts,” 
and is *' quite at a loss to determine hon 
the apparently simple process acts in lub. 
duing inflommatoiy action.” We are sorry 
ibr it. Interesting as the facts he detsiU 
may he, the value of the Eisay would be 
materially increased, any scientific de« 
ducUons drsvro from them. 

Having noticed thst which our author {ym 
not done, we shall very briefly mention the 
" additions and improvements” which he 
has made to the present editioa. ** It is 
hot just to add,” be ohservea, *' that this 
ilionld ha regarded ti t new work. The 
greater part of ita pages are occupied by

“ 1 have found that, by dightly pessiiig 
the nitrate of silver once over a burnt aur* 
face, the pain la increased for a ^rt time, 
bat then totally mbaides, vesication appear- 
to be prevented; the hltck cuticle peals 
in a few days, leaving the part weU* la 
caaeain which the cuticle has been removed, 
the nitrate of silver applied on the sorfbee, 
induces au adlierent eschar, and preventa 
the conaequent ulceration. In eases m 
which 0 slough covers the aurikee. I have 
removed it with the sciaoora and ibreeps, 
end applied the nitrate of silver, and have 
cured them by the untdhereni eschar. In 
one case, in which, after a bum, the part 
was heeled over, and a considerable cicatrix 
formed resembling a ftingus, and attended 
witli severe pain, the nitrate of rilver, ap¬ 
plied as in external inflammation, removed 
all inflammation aod pain.” 

Six cases of recent bum follow, in each 
of which the nitrate of silver was aocceas- 
fully used. In vi>/y extensive ncen t horns, 
Mr. Higginbottom says he baa had no op¬ 
portunity of trying it. 

There ia then, acaae of eryiipelas/iom a 
turn, and the follow ing, entitled ** Hatri tmA 
Poih/hI Cteatru after a Bumf which we 
extract, at being, according to the author, 
“ a peculiar case, almost incurable by any 
otlier means.” 

** Timothy Coleman, aged thirty-two, 
whilst m a state of intoxication, burnt hit 
shoulder and arm very extensivdy. He 
wai under the care of a surgeon, aod the 
sore was healed m ten weeks. There lUU, 
however, remained an inflamed suriace, 
laiger than the aue of the hand, over the 
deltoid muscle.

The history, 
literstore, end study of these branches of 
medical acience,areilluBtratod by all those 
noonrcea which an acquaintance witli most 
iTorks in foreign languages on ihs subject, 
together with an exquisite taste for sclco* 
tfon, arrangement, ond exposition, can sup* 
ply. The introductory discourses to phnr* 
maey, indeed, in which a pliysiolugicsl 
sketch of man ia drawn for the pur[)oseofj 
placing therapeutical science on a rational 
Main, appean to us to bo one of the ablest 
apeoimona of critical condensation we have 
over heard from a professor's chair. Dr. 
Dimcan, of couna, takes his own work as 
the text*book of his subsequent lectures, 
but it would be impossible, from the iHirusal 
of that volume, to form any conception of 
friB' Tfdue of the disconrscs* of its author. 
During their delivery, the attention of hia 
audience is constantly kept awake by the 
trottures of a rieh pharmaceutical museum, 
containing apeeimena, drawings, and pre* 
parttions, or every article of the materia 
medics; a detail of the results of his own 
experimental inquifies, tod the production, 
oecniionally, of his correspondence with men 
nigaged In similar puraoits in all parti cl 
the world. The aituation which hw hOldii 
•nd hia catablished celebrity at i pberma* 
oekigist, afRord him great advantiM in this 
fespect, his pupilst nod aoientino conuex* 
Sona, teatterMover every part of the globe, 
fruddaf him the depository of their collvc- 
ffrjblMMMt discoveries, in (Iih depaitnieiit ofj 
•diimli. Henro hia auilieiitir inroramtion, 
«m every subject of ibis kind, communi¬ 
cates to bis discourses, s freshiuss mid on 
ginality, as agreeable os if nature lud u}»en< 
ed her bnreau, and become tbo expositor of' 
her own mysteries. 

In noticing these lectures, it would be 
'ttt injustice to their author were wo not to 
notice the toprovemeut wbiob bo has made 
Ut the aratem pursued by bis piedecessors. 
Befrre mu occupation of the chair of phar¬ 


macy, the course was liltls belter than a 
peg on which to bang a series of mfleetioua 
on the practice and insUtutei of aaedieiac. 
From tnis abuse he has completely relieved 
it, by rendering the therapeutical applies* 
tiou of driiga secondary to a thorough in* 
veatigation of tlieir properties, as fumiahed 
by nature and prepaid by art. <1116 refor* 
mation which he naa made in thia depart* 
ment of the ourriculum of the Edinburgh 
school, if the more commendable at a time 
when pharmacy was fast falUng into neg* 
lect—we might say, into uotuel contempt~- 
in those countries, notwitlistsnding the laws, 
regulations, apprentioeriups, hall-examiaa* 
tioiis, and the Jjord knows what besides, 
insutuied for its cuhivation. Out of 
this low, selfish, and ridieulotts code of 
laws, a mere mercenary spirit was generat¬ 
ed, and while labels, sign-boards, pufls, and 
advertisements were flourishing, die science 
itself was dying a natural death iu the hands 
of its nominal profeasors. Whether taking 
their tone from the degraded state of the 
science in the bands of (he ignorant apo¬ 
thecary, or from the imperfection of their 
own education, the surgeons and physicians 
participated in the guilt of iu degradatiou. 
Nothing, in fact, was more common, than tu 
hear both the old and young, among these 
praclitioneri, not only oonfess, but even 
make it a matter of boast, with bow few of 
the artioles of the materia medico they w'ere 
in the habit of despatching their patients. 
Prescribing on this simple principle was, 
no doubt, better adapted to their ignorance 
and the rts inertia of indolence by which 
they were actuated, than to their profound 
knowledge of the properties of medicinal 
agents, o( their operation on the humsn 
machine. It ia rather surprising, indeed, 
that a Bciencu which con (era so many ad¬ 
vantages on society, ond communicates so 
much {duawra in its rultiration, should ever 
havu into disrepute; tor what loiencc 
IbriM its votaries acquainted with to many 
infulw and interesting tacts 1 Natural history 
in all its bronches *, chemistry in its most 
inqsurtnnt applu ations; medical geography, 
embracing the ppcuharities and products of 
every dime and .soil: these are the sedoe- 
tive piirstiif N whit !i the science of pharmacy 
opens to those wliu devote their time to its 
cultivation in n proper manner, and which 
ihe a^'h' lectures of l)r. Duacau ore so ad- 
tniinbly ailoptcd to advance. 

I'iip delusion, that men occupied In deep 
and sptciilnrive investigations, are seldom 
good practical piijMCiuns, has seldom been 
better refutid than in the person of Dr. 
Duncan. Many, indeed, if not the mqjority 
of the pupils oif the Koyol Infirmary, igno¬ 
rant of the tendency of his practice, and 
merely desirous of being acquainted with 
thu rouliue system of treating diseagei ot- 
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tertob, no doabt, a contrary opinion, and 
fcv 4ni with tliem, consequently^ not the 
ihvtMirile cUnical lecturer and pEymcian. 
Hhi practice is certaioljjr dudingniahed from I 
that of his coadjutors in the clinical wards ; 
by lome peculiarities, but th^ arise ontof 
bis pursnitt, and are dineted by the sound- 
bat judgment.

That die deatha in all perisbea sball be 
regieteiad «by proper eutlioriiiea in that 
pariah; aid that Uie namea of all partial 
dying, whoae bodiei are clumable tor dia* 
aectioii, within aix hours after tbe death of 
each individual, be sent to tbe committee 
in London, proper knowledge being obtained 
that tbe death of aucb party was not of an 
ftregular nature. Tiie tuneml aerriee to be 
read over each body, under tbe auperin^ 
tendance of tbe porisb autlioritiee, previous < 
to tbe trensmlMion of the body (o tbe com>< 
mittee. 

I am persuaded that the project which 1 
now propose would furnish an ample supply 
of bodies, which would be well known to 
have diedoy natural meana, that it would 
do away with the temptation to murder for j 
tbe corpie, (by the regular registry of every 
death in every parish,) and pi event the vio¬ 
lation of the tomb. 


I know many medical men who are will¬ 
ing to give their bodies over for dissection, 
to promote the intenAit of science; 1, for 
one, would be wUling to set tbe example. 

With thift conviction, I suggest that the 
professiod, tir iiittMe, (for the purpose of 
giving a pfhflliy hnpiuee to tbe proposed 

S ian,) voluniltfl^ make over their bodies for 
issection -tO tlyo oommiUee, upon tbe con?, 
dition that that Ute redahnable, by 
tOthe funds of fhe eomaai|leo ihhlWMM

Lastly, 1 pnnoie that tbe whole of tbe 
pttfeieion do take into immediate consider- 
nl^jpjUio belt means uf obtaining a proper 
subjects; and that, after due iio> 
tiee, a public meeting be convened, a teni> 
porary committee be appniutid b) it, and 
the iiecebsiiry measures had recourse to, lor 
the purpose of duly deliberating upou, and 
representing to Parliament, es early os ]ios- 
sible during its next session, the best means

The paper is divided into two parts; in 
the first the writer endeavours to ascertiun 
the cause and nature of the severe eonsti- 
tationel efibcUon atawdiat upon phlebitie; 
in the eeeond, he enters into an inquiry re- 
Bpeetin| the origin of ahsoessee in remote 
situations, arising fimin iojories. 

After citing tiie opbions of Henter and 
others, and ^taiUng seventeen Aid eases 
of pblebitia ooRated from various sources, 
the author time states his own conclusions, 
as to the mifmer in which this diseata in¬ 
fluences the eoBStitution 
** That dmrib, in eases of phlebitis, does 
not tidca niace from the inflimmatioa ez- 
teod^ io tiw heart; whilst the history 
anflWMfldtnr of tbe symptoms ifhieh pre- 
eedb Itto event, the very smell portion of 
vedn whkh is sometimes found to hive been 
laflamed, end the generel presenee of pna in 
tta lOavitv, all tend to establiah, that the en¬ 
trance of thia fluid into the eireuletioa ie the 
principal cause of the alarming and fattd 
consequences of phlebitis, a similar influ¬ 
ence being perhapa also possessed by any 
inflammatory secretion from the vein."—p.6l, 
In pursuing the inquiry, at to the cause of 
purulent matter being sometimei deposited 
in parts of the body remote fimn one in a 
state of suppnration, Mr. Amott, after ob¬ 
serving tbst the fact baa long been weU 
known, and quoting the various opinions cl 
surgical writers, says—

>ecoinea a question, whether the occurrence 
if phlebitis, and the passage of pus from an 
oflamed vein into ^e circulation, it not of 
itself sufficient toacoonnt fur the seccmdiry 
liffections of wounds, witliont its being ne- 
resBOTT to resort to an absorption of the 
same fluid from thetr suppurating sarfaces. 

" The secondary sflecUons aucceeding to 
wounds, are eftusions of pus and sero-patu- 
lent fluid into tbe cavity of tbe cheati and 
inflammation of tbe pleura; sinidar affec¬ 
tions of the cellular substance ; effusion of 
pus into, and inflammation of tbe imovial 
raembranea; depositions of pus and tuber¬ 
culous abscesses in different organs of tbe 
body, via. in the brain, lungs, heart, liver, 
Bjtleeu, and kidney."—p. t}7. 

Now, os all these consequences have been 
observed to ensue from the punclore, divi¬ 
sion, and ligature of a vein, as tliown by 
tlie numerous eases related, ilie author 
wishes to establish tbia inference—that 
where almilar affections have succeeded to 
more extensive woundsi they may have 
origineted from the seme eenie, namely, in¬ 
flammation of a vein ot Veins. On this 
point he remarks 

** If such view of tbe snbject is correct, 
we ought, on tlie one baud, infSases where 
tbe tmaaequeiices already mentioued have 
auceeeded to wounds and iajeries, whether 
of the extremities or bead, to find evitiittces 
of ioBmumation of the veins of the‘iwt 
which had been primarily or mecihilwsfc 
injured, and, on tbe other, to meat win 
similar secondsiy affections in rases where 
inflanunstion of tbe veins is known to be of 
common occurrence, as after parturition.*'— 
p. 69. 

Four instances are given of secondary 
affections of tbe vi<eers, after injuries oi 
tbe extremilies; and, iu tlu-su cuncs, theie 
were clear evidences of inflammation of the 
veiua haring oxisicJ. In tlurtj-tbree cases, 
however, which ere related of absc^bses and 
inflammations occurrirg in the UiuroLic or 
•bdominal viscera, phlebitis was only ob¬ 
served in two subjects, with whom (here 
were well-marked signs of inflammation 
having existed, iu the supeiior longitudinal 
aitnui Tbe evideece, therefore, at this part 


most be togirded m incomplete; for the 
eases, with tbe exeeption of tbe two allo^d 
to, prove no more ^an that depositiou of 
pus and lymph do frequently take place 
aA«r injuries of the head; and they by no 
ntoUM tha inli(ronee,tbat tbe eauae 
consists 'In tho ifttroduction of pus into the 
circulation from InlimBiaUoa of tbe velna* 

With respect to pblebitii, after parturi¬ 
tion, Mr. Anioitreinfrka;«w 

'* Inflammation of tbe veins of tbe nteros 
may be regarded as by no mesiis of nnfre- 
qtient occurrence; and elUiough aome of 
those who have treated of tbe eubject Imva 
bad chiefly in \iew the ])rimory leral affec¬ 
tion, and inorbid uppenrances, Mt there is 
sufficient evidence to show thlt inflamma¬ 
tion and suppuration of these veins, alto, 
are followed by various secondary affec- 
tiona," 

These secondary affections ere, internal 
abscesses, a severe affection of tbe joints, 
and a destructive inflammation of tbe eye. 
That tbe first are dependent upon phlebitis, 
is attempted to be shown, by tlie rdetion of 
cases in which the uterine veins wen {band 
to be inflamed, tnd there were, tt ths ttmo 
time, hepatic and pulmonary abscesses. The 
severe affection of the joints taking place in 
the puerperal state, is noticed on the autho¬ 
rity of Mr. Cheston, and oonfirmed by tbe 
experience of Dr. Merrimin; and Mr. Atnott 
endeavours to establish a connexion be¬ 
tween this complaint and inflammation of 
the veins, by referring to eases in which • 
similar kind of disease occumdfrom wounds 
of veins. 

Ttie ophthalmic disease idlnled to, which 
is well described by Dr. JflL Hall and Mr. 
lliggiubottom in the thiCtoMtb volume of 
dn. fk^ety's Tra;mactioili^|j[r. Arnott be- 
UovMf'in like iq|jitier, to dsjpead upon the 
exiitenen of |ffiSbftis; and he attempts to 
subetantiale ^is opinion, by alluding to a

The pehUeation of the mestoin of Boail- 
land,* Dr. D. DaviSit and Velpeati^ first 
Ihieir a light on the pm^Smate cause of Uie 
diaeaat called pblegnasia dolens. These 
■othOM showed, by numerous dissections, 
that the disease consisted in an ioflamma* 
turn of the trunks and principal branches of 
the 70101 of the lower extremities. The ob> 
jeut of Dr. Lee’s paper is further to sub* 
stantiate‘these views of the pathology of 
pUegniriaiiipIenB, by giving an account of 
the morbid appearancea observed in the 
iliac and fbmoral veins of a patient, who 
died twenty>0De months subsequent to an 
attack of the disease in question. We shall 
extract the whole report. 

** CasxL—M rs. J-, fflat. 31, was de- 

'livered of her fifth child on the 10th o< 
March, 1837, after a labour of twenty hours' 
duration, during which she frequenUy com* 
plained of severe pain shooting into her left 
thigh and leg. This psin entirely subsided 
tubaequmstl^y to the labour, and she appeared 
to reeovei in the moat favourable manner 
until dmildUi ofhlarch, the fourth day after 
her confinfll&ent. She then began to expe* 
rience a lease of psm in the left groin and 
calf of the leg, with numbness in the whole 
left ittforior extremity; but nothing unusual 
could be perceived in the sppesrsnce of the 
limb, except t slight tumefaction in the si* 
(•ation of the iaguinil glands, where pres* 
sure occsiiencd gnat uneasineBS. She had 
Qocaaimiel rifors; the tongue w’sa furred, 
end there wlh mueh tliirst. Bowels o)>ea; 
pulse only $0, / The low of milk and lochia

** March idh, (the pixilli day after

31it. llie pain in the groin had abated, 
and the swelling appeared to decrease. 

** 34th. The pain of the limb was aggra¬ 
vated, particDlarly on moving it. Tbe pulse 
more aeeeleratedakin hot and moist; she 
was extremely irritable and desponding. 

■' 33th, (die fifteenth day after delivery). 
When 1 first saw her, the whole extremity 
was much ewollen, the intumescence being 
greatest in the ham and calf of the leg. The 
integuments wore a uniform smooth shining 
appearance, having ncream*like colour, and 
every where pitting on pressure, but more 
readily in lome aituationathanin others. Tbe 
temperature to tbe touch did not differ from 
that of tbe other limb, though she oomplained 
of a disagreeable aenaotion of heat through¬ 
out its whole extent, and mneh pain wm ex¬ 
perienced in tile upiper and inner part of the 
thigh on moving It. Immediately below 
Poupart’a ligament, in the situation of the 
iemoral vein, a thick, hard chord, about tlie 
aiae of the little finger, was distinctly felt. 
This chord, which rolled under the fingers, 
and was exquisitely senrible, could be dis¬ 
tinctly traced three or fourinohea down the 
thigh in tbe course of the femoral vemels, 
and great pain wm experienced on pressure, 
SB low down M the middle of the thigh in 
the aame direction. Tbe pulsationa of the 
femoral artery were felt in the usual aitua- 
tiou below Poupert'a ligament; pressure 
over this vessel excited little or no uneasi- 
ness. Pulse ipnoly end sharp; tongue much 
furred; thicjifi urgent. Bowels confined. 
Tbe loohisl diaebarge had nearly diaiqi- 
pearedj 

Leec^orere applied to the left groin 
and upper mid inner part of the thigh; these 
wenhi^vad by cold lotions to the affected 
psirii, ted mild catliartics and anodynes 
wore l^^istered internally. 

doth. The acute pain on pressure and 
‘moUca 'of the limb had subsided, and the 
extremity was univoraally mdematout. For 
two months after this period, tbe limb re¬ 
mained so feeble, aa to disable her from 
walking, and continued larger than the 
other. 

** Kleven months after the attack, the ge¬ 
neral health of the patient was restored, 
and ahe again became pregnant. On the 
jth of ^ovember, 1838, she was delivered 
of a siill'boru child, and died soon after 
Iroiu uterine h.Tnioir1iagy. Permiaaion to 
examine the body was moat relnetantly 
granted tlireu du) s after death, and the dis- 
aection wa» necessarily conducted with Uie 
greatest possible despatch, from the danger 
of interruption on the part of the relatives.

thick layer of pecaliarly dense, granular, 
adipose matter was ohserred. The common 
external iliac and femoral veins and arte* 
Ties, enclosed in their sheath, were re¬ 
moved from the hod^ for examination. The 
common iliac, with itiiubdiviaieos, and the 
upper Mrt of the femoral veina to reaem* 
bled a ligamentottt chord, that, on opening 
the sheath, the veiael waa not, until m- 
aected out, distingniahahle from the cellular 
aubitanee aurrounding it. On laying open 
the middle portion of the vein, n hrm thin 
layer of ash-coloured lymph waa found in 
some places adhering close to and uniting 
its sides, and in others clogging it up, but 
not distending it. On tracing upwards the 
obliterated vein, that portion which lies 
above Poupan's ligament waa observed to 
becoBV gradudly smaller, ao that, in the 
situation of the common iliac, it waa lost in 
the sunounding eelluler membrane, and no 
tracea of ita entrance into the vena cava 
were discernible. The vena cava itself was 
in ita natural state. The entrance of the 
internal iliac waa completely closed, and in 
the amall portion of it which 1 had an op¬ 
portunity of examining, the inner surface 
was coated by an adventitious membrane. 
The lower end of the removed vein was per¬ 
meable, but its coats were much more dense 
than natural, and the inner coat waa lined 
with a strong membrane, which diminished 
considerably ita caliher, iwl here and there 
fine bands of the same nmluiee ran from 
one side of the vessel to ^ nther. The 
outer coat had formed strong ndhesioaa with 
tlw artery and the commeA al^atb. The 
ingtunal glands adhered ftmily to the veins, 
hut were otherwise in a hedtOiy eondiiioD.” 

Dr. Lee relates a second eaaa, in Which 
the patient recovered, and when aB the 
symptoms were clearly refernble to inBam> 
mation of the femoral vein. On tlie precise | 
natoTP of the disease he offers the following 
remarks:— 

** Whether the inflammation of the coats 
of the veins in this disease he simple adhe¬ 
sive inflammation, or inflammation of a spe¬ 
cific Lind connected with the puerperal 
state, and differing not only in degree ot 
intensity, but in its esseniial nature from 
phlebitis after venesection, it is diifieult to 
4etienDine. The peculiar character of the 
mrmptoms seems strongly to fa\our the Ut¬ 
ter opiaion, though it cannot be denied that 
the maease occasionally assumes the form of 
eo^iaioa phlebitis, fatal cases having oc¬ 
curred, where pus has been found secreted 
by the internal cotta of tue ihac veba, and 
dwlheansed by inflammation and apostema-

The first case related by Dr* EQiotaon 
has already been publislied in this Journal* 
We may briefly observe, that tetanus super¬ 
vened on the fourteenth day after a com¬ 
pound dislocation of the great toe that half¬ 
ounce doaea of the subvarbonate were ad¬ 
ministered, and that the patient recovered 
so rapidly, that on the aovoatll day he waa 
able to eat solid food. On this case Dr. 
Eliiotiou mokes the following observa¬ 
tions :— 

** The result waa highly gratifying, bat 
did not surprise roe. 1 had not fpvcn the 
remedy at random, but aocordini to what 
1 conceived a fair analogy. Nenmlgta, pa- 
ralyaia agitana, chorea, and tetllliU appear 
all to be affections of tbe nertefl, or those 
parts of die brain and apinal marrow which 
are immediately connected witli them.— 
These affections art evidently not of ne¬ 
cessity structural, beotuae ineu, the disease 
often rather suddenly ecaaflfl, and heewfse, 
titer death, nothing it fCnmilly to be dis¬ 
covered. Neither are neeesaity in- 

tlammutory, both heeaoM of the latter 

circiimstaiice, and bccftu^^ antiphlogistic 
measures, with mereiwv, (ail to 

remove ihtm. Tbe aBUnco ic each of 
theii dileasea 1 ms also wg peculiarity^ 
theC^Munafice ire of very eieertsin utilitv 
in aiibdtiiog it; ao tiiat J.WM ennvinoad, 
as itated in my last paper, !* that vre are 
upon a wrong scent in our a tUmp ts toowre 
tetanus and lijdrophobia by narcojMpMdl 
that we should employ other remedu^jfrilBeh 
exert peculiar actions upon the naiVooa 
■i^’stem." 'I'he power of aubearbonale of 
iron over neuralgia, unconnected vdtli in¬ 
flammation or atrnctunl change, thne led 
me to employ it in paralysia agitana, and 
in the first case 1 succeeded. 1 waa than 
encouraged to exhibit it in chorea, uid my 
success 18 alrrsdy before tbe Society* My 
resolution was now taken to treat the first 
case of tetanus with it thst should fall un^t 
my care* But, besides having emfdoyed it 
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medy li«l^ ented tfae disetuM, becawe aIs 
gradually iacrewed till it wot takes, and 
eten durfag tbe ftrit and aaeoad day af ita 
after wbieh the lymptoU de- 
cluied m a^erity, and oeHed altpgetbar in 
about twelve daja. Inatandea of traumatic 
ietaiuiB ore generally fatdl,. end, when tbey 
ate not, tbey uana% decline in a yery gra¬ 
dual manner, and terminate at Uie end of 
aomawwka. My, Uie medicine waa given 
in auefi doiea, and lo peraeveringly, that, if 
it poiaeaied any virtuea, these weie brought 
in full force against the disease, ood it was 
not eombioed with other means. Still the 
esse vas aolitaiy, and 1 could not prove 
that, if left to itsmf, it would not liave run 
through an equally mild coarse. 1 there- 
fbre did not detail it to the profession, but 
determine to wait patiently for another 
opportunity of putting the remedy to the 
teat. Nearly three years elapsed before 
such an opportunity occurred; but upon the 
titb of laat month a ease fell under my care 
at St. Tliomaa's, also traumatic, and infi¬ 
nitely moie aevere, but which, under the 
same treatment, ceased, after a few daya, to 
increase in violence, began in a few more 
to subside, and terminated favourably in 
little more than another week.'*

A further consultation having been held 
with Mr. Keate, and afterwards with

'iliat an unusual frangihility of bone does 
sometimes exist, in conjonetion with cancer 
at a remote part of the body, is a eircum- 
stance perhaps not generrily known, but it 
u adverted to by many anthms. Mr. SUter, 
by die relation of his cases, has added to 
our stock of facta on this snbjeet. But, as 
he justly observes, whedier the disease in 
tha bone be actually of a carcinomatous na* 
ture, or of some oUier Und, excited by the 
cancerous virus in the habit, it is difficult to 
determine.

The charter which they new hold 
is the counterpart of a Bill which was scout¬ 
ed from the House of Lords, and designated 
h/ Lord Chancellor Thurlow, as one of the 
most iniquitous, preposteroos, and impu¬ 
dent documents that ever was laid on the 
table of the House. I'he procuration 
of the charter was altogether a smug¬ 
gled proceeding; no appeal was made to 
the profeasioB, who knew nothing of the 
attempt to deprive them of their rights, 
until the fatal blow had been struck. 
Quietly have they borne their galling yoke: 
hut patience has it hounds, obedience has, 
at last, given place to resistance, and the 
College may prepare for a contest that 
will soon he commenced, and which will be 
continued, until its final and complete 
overthrow sholl be accomplished. I'he 
Surgical Reformers will now act under 
far more favourable circumstances than on 
the lost occasion, as there are some of 
their host and most powerful friends in the 
camp of the enemy; and the disgraceful 
manner in which the late president, Sir 
Amtiiony Cariislb, spoke of Mr. Law 
BBNCE, proves, most clearly, that this gen- 
tlemau has been fighting the battle of the 
surgical reformers, even within the walls 
of the College. The malignity of two 
three of the dirty, scribbling dubs, hasia- 
doeed them to represent Mr. Lawssivcs as 
haring abandoned the cause of surgicsl 
reform. It is not the first time Uiat tliese 
il^hidpled men have endeareured to de- 
si^tbat gentleman’s character, but their 
own chniacters are a sufficient antidote to 
their base designs, hlr. Law itENci'ii great 
elevation secures him against the shafts of 
their malice. The members of the profes- 
siou have only to rally, with renewed vigour 
tad hrereated intelligence, around the stand- 
nd raiisd by this celebrated surgeon in 


eighteen hundred and twenty^slr. and a 
complete triumph must speedily crown their i 
exertions.

1 van furnish you with 
the particulurs of the caso of an unfortunate 
child, about six years of age, whose mother 
took her to one of these gentlemen for some 
blight deningement of the atoniaoh. Two 
grams of calomel, with sf^me jalap, (for 1 
saw the prescription, which was sent to a 
druggist,; were directed to be given night 
and morning, and she was ordered to be 
taken to him again iu a week. The powders 
were regularly adniiniaterud for six days, at 
the end of which time, as might be expect¬ 
ed, the mouth became exceedingly sore. 
She was again taken to this very learned 
and humane Doctor, who said the soreness 
uf the mouth was of no consequence, and 
after ordering some aperient powdere, told 
the mother to bring her again in a week. 
The child getting ropidly worse, about four 
days afterwards I was called in, and found 
the front part uf the gums and upper lip in a 
sloughy Slate. Notwitliatanding all I did to 
arrest the progress of the mortification, in 
two da^B more the irontof the upper jaw 
was quite denuded, and the teeth fell out; 
in two or three days more the whole of the 
upper lip was destroyed, as well as the sep¬ 
tum of tlie nose, and in about ten days from 
the time of my first seeing her, she died, one 
of the most appalling spectacles I ever wit¬ 
nessed. Taraliel cases to this, 1 believe, are 
let very rare amongst this class of prac* 
thfoien, yet they piai unheard of and ua- 
aoiMid.. 1 uust by yonr exertions the jmh* 
lie will, ere Hmg, be enabled to appreciate 
the ifuinfercrfea motives of these paitiei.

John I)i\un, 41 years of age, a stout 
mao, of middling stature, and sanguineous 
tern pel ament, formerly a sailor, much ad¬ 
dicted to drinking, now a mason’s labourer, 
residing in the low parts of Westminster, 
was received under llte care of Sir George 
Tuthill, Toth November, 1828, 
i About n year and a half ago, he was first 
affected witii a prufuw becreiioa of urine; 
he consulted many of lh«f faculty without 
deriving any benefit; and lisving exhausted 
ilia mruns of hubsiAteiicc, he came into this 
hospital in Decemher, lUT?, w'heii he was 
treated by Dr. 1lrigh^ who c oiiHidored bis 
disease to be diahelos iiidlitus. The patient 
was treated with fre<]uent and large doses 
of opium, nnd castor oil ouil tuipentine 
purges, and lie was oUowcd a generous diet. 
Tbis plan produced the most decidedly good 
efierts. 1 he dose of opium w .s gradually 
augmented, until it amounted to eleven 
groins in the twenty-four hours. 'J'he food 
daily consumed, consisted of three {tounda 
of butcher’s meat, and a {louiul of bread. He 
wayfdischarged in May, 1B2R, noarlywsll, 
fbd dally of opium having been diiM* 
nisbed to two grains, gpd the food to a re¬ 
gular foil diet.

July 18.—-na was brought into tbe thea¬ 
tre at a little before one o'clock, blindfolded. 
When placed on tbe table be urgently soU* 
cited to have the handkerchief removed 
from bis eyes, but through tbe advice of Mr. 
Stanley he was persuaded to submit to its 
continuing as it was. On leaning back upon 
the table and resting bis head on a piUow, 
very little alteration appeared to have taken 
plsM in tlie tumour. Ho doubt wdiatever 
existed aa to its character, and the object 
was to tie the common rarotid. Commenc¬ 
ing the operation with this view, Mr. Vin¬ 
cent, with a common scalpel, made an inci¬ 
sion through tbe skin and integuments, cIom 
to the inner aide of the aterno-cleido-maa- 
toideua, about four lines from the lower part 
of the swelling, to within about an inch of 
the upper edge of the clavicle. The inci¬ 
sion was subsequently slightly extended in 
both dilections, and must have been an inch 
and a half in length. The omo-liyoideus 
andaterno-hyoideua having been thus ex¬ 
posed, they were carefully drawn aside, and 
(he cellular tissue was divided, partly with 
the point, and partiy with tbe handle of tbe 
knife. The mcia wee eot through, and the 
oiieaiug having been made into the riieeth 
contaiolng the vessel, by means of a curved 
aneurismu needle, one ligature wu paeied 
from without inwerda, round the artery, end 
the veiMl tied. The artery, at the part 
where it wea tied, was aiinaM particularly 
dMp, it seemed to have formed quite a lit* 
tie pt. After the ligature wea fixed, leve- 
lal gentlemen, at tbe invitation of the ope¬ 
rator, approached the table, took bold of the 
ligature, raised the artery with it, and satis¬ 
fied themselvea and others, that nothing 
whatever was contained within the ligature 
but the bare vessel. In the course of tbe ope¬ 
ration, the nanus deseendens wee seen lying 
on the tumour. 'Jlie internal jugular vein wm 
never seen, nor did it occ8«iun the slightest 
inconvenience. From the moment at which 
the ligature was tied, pulsation in the aneu¬ 
rism ceased.

EXTRAOnniKABY CASX OV SXOSTOSIS. 

William Habiiib, astat 5S, rather under 
ihe common size, of dark hair and emaciated 
appearance, was admitted, July 10th, into 
Powell's Ward, under the care of Mr. Earle, 
with an immense enlargement of the upper 
part of the right thigh and ilinm. States, 
that he has been a gentleman’s servant for 
I forty years, and that, until within ten days 
of his admission, be was able to walk about 
I with the aid of cratebea.

The bowels 
are freely opened} indeed he has bad a 
purging tor the last tuo or three days. Or¬ 
dered a linctua for the cough, a blister to 
the chest, three grains of Hover's powder, 
and four grains of quicksilver, with chalk. 
'I'he surgeons having all examined tlie case, 
cousider it one of esoalosis, or osteo-bar* 
coma, not only of the femur, but, in all pro¬ 
bability, of the hones on this side of the 
pelvia. 

Post mortem Examimhon, 

^ 18ih. Three orfoui days ago,a large por¬ 
tion of the posteiior part of the femur 
aloughed, aud afterwards the discharge was 
very conaiderable; the irritation of the 
bowels likewise continued until last night, 
or, rather, early this morning, when the 
patient sank. Mr. Stanley ordered the body 


to be conveyed from the dead house into U»e 
operating theatre, that a gteutei number 
might hove the < ]ipi>Tiiiiiii\ of inspection, 
than the former ]>iai i> rcmhl possibly con¬ 
tain, if the examiuotioii were conducted 
there. 'Jhe aultjeot was accuidingly hud on 
the table, and Messrs. Stanley and Skey 
proceeded forthwith to reflect the skin and 
integuments from the diseased part, com¬ 
mencing at the crista ilii, and teimiiiating 
just beUiw the knee joint. In this part of 
the dissection, a great portion of the aero- 
purulent bloody fluid escaped. They then 
made, an ineitim along the outer aide of the 
thigh, through the soft parts, and next car¬ 
ried the saw along the same track, through 
the bony substance, dividing the diseased 
part into two seetioot. Mr. Stanley, after 
examining the parts minutely, made tlie 
following observations 

Gentlemen, 1 believe most of you are 
as well acquainted with the history of this 
case as I am. 'Ihe patient slated, that it 
began about thirty-leveu yeara ago. He 
then received a blow on the thigh; the 
thigh w*as afterwards broken, and, indeed, 
he made some indistinct statement about the 
bone having been broken tw ice. It is clear, 
fiom the sections 1 have made, that it haa 
been broken uncr, for there is evidently the 
appearance of the union ut a fracture. He 
stated, that fur many years the giowtii was 
very small, and that it was only within the 
last six or seven years it had began to in¬ 
crease in any marked degree, it havinu^- 
taiuedilB present enuriiiOusmsgnitur|j}^ce 
that period. '1 he man came to the hospital 
two or three years ego; a cast of the Uiigh 
was then taken, and those who saw it had 
no doubt of us origin ; they were of opi¬ 
nion that it grew from the femur, and re¬ 
garded it as a case of common exostosis. 
Jbe present view justifies that opinion. Tlih 
origin of the bony growth, in my judgment, 
has been from the lemur. Whetlier it ongiii- 
ally grew from the periosteum or medulla, 
1 wilt not undertake to say. '1 he tumour ia 
very fifmlpf united to the femur, which ia 
changed in its texture, aud so far is the 
opinion warranted, tliat it grew from the 
medullary substance, and not from the pe¬ 
riosteum. Now all the parts more imme¬ 
diately iuni.t cted with the femur eonaist 
hone, inlennixed with a very imallqu«q- 
tiiy of soft niiittir, ro that this would d«<- 
(.idi the case to heunc of osseous exostosis. 
As to tlie ]i..ii uiiich foitiisiht bony circum- 
ftrci le ol the exo^iotis, it is foimed of soft 
muiiei, c'oimuiiig cells, (he parietes of 
VI liah coiihi«-l of modeTately firm yelalinous 
»uhsiaiice, fiora lomu of wIhlIj, fluid has 
ibctiped, in oiheiB su|puration bss taken 
place, ai.d ill a third set, the semi-traiispa- 
reot substance is too firm to make its eseape; 
so that, like other bocy turnouts, the whole 
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preieotf i mixed eombinttioB of bone and 
Boftnatter; that aoft matter eonuatiu^of 
celie, and theae cells being formed as 1 baTc 
stated, llie aoft part of ilio tumour aeoma 
to have (fiadually extended mto the pelvis, 
under Poupart'a ligament. How the bones 
of the pelvis have beeeae implicated, I do 
not know, but tin diaeaae seems to me to 
have originated in the T mur. The ques> 
tioa has been often put since this case cune 
into the lumpiial. vmvther it might not have 
befn considered a curable diseaael If ir 
had been examined carefully in the inei* 
pit lit Slate, probably it might have been 
got rid of bj amputation of the limb."^ 1 
cannot apeak positively with respect to the 
part of the femur, io which the disease iirit 
made its appearance ; and thoae who saw it 
in its early stage, may have thought it began 
BO high up, that no&iUg abort of removing 
the limb at the hm Jmat eonld have af¬ 
forded any hope of cure ; to auch an ex- 

C idient they very likely did not think of 
■or ting." 

Mr. tftaalay proceeded a litde further 
with the dissection, by which he ascer¬ 
tained, that the joint must have long ago 
been completely destroyed, and that the 
bones of the pelvis were implioated in the 
dtseese. Still, from the history of the case, 
he was inclined to abide by the opinion he 
had delivered, that the growth originated 
from the femur. Cutting into a portion of 
n tumour that occupied the inside of the 
PeK-^U presented, throughout, specks of 
bonyVljQStatice. 

The esbe, both before and after death, ex¬ 
cited great interest.

GUY’S HOSPITAL. 

rKACTOEB or THE linu AMU FIBULA. 


Ok Tuesday, July a girl, apparently 
sixteen years old, of a fair complezum, but 
dark eyes and black hair, was brought into 
the operoiing theatre, for the puipoae of un- 
dergoiug an opetaUoa in eonsequence of a 
simple fracture of the right tibia and fibula, j 
which had taken place some time since, and! 
of whibh non-union was the result. The 
fraouiw was situated about one-third above] 
Hie aot'e-joiiit. niid that portion of the ex¬ 
tremity below the separation e ns bent hack • 
wsrd«, forming an obtuse angle tMth the’ 
upper, and had become perinniieiitly tixed,; 
with the exception of a wry slight motion. 
The Bupenur extremity of the loner Inic- 
tured portion of the tibia wassli^htU curved, 
which gave the pans somea’liat the ap)irar* 
ance of a second knee. ! 

Mr. Key made an incision about four 
iachea in length along the anterior surface ’ 
nf the tibia, crossing the fracture, and clear- ’ 


ed the integumentt, eellalar membrane, and 
periosteum, from the boas, Hte whole Ingth | 
of the wound, by meant of a tealpel, to 
as to lay it completely bare from its eover- 
ings; there was now perceived an evidently 
new joint, which had been fonned by meaaa 
of a ligamentous oapouie; this was beat col 
through, and" the two extremities of the 
bone were cleared from their attuhments of 
aoft pans; there wsaaome bleeding, which 
was kept sponged up by the dresser, further 
httfflorrhege being prevented by the tourni¬ 
quet, which had been previoualy applied 
over the femoral artery. The two ex- 
tremitin of the tibia were now removed 
in succesaion, by means of the saw and 
bone-ttippera (about an inch and a half from 
the lower portion, and, from the upper, half 
an inch). The operator next attempted to 
remove the ends of the fibula with the bone- 
aippera, but tbia wu only offeeted to a 
imall degfoe. 

There was tome difieulty in accomplish¬ 
ing the intended object, which wae evidently 
to straighten the limb, and produce an union 
of the extremities of the fractured bones; 
and, atr tba distamo at which we were 
placed, it appeared to reaaain just as at the 
commeaceaaeat of the operation. 'Jlie pro¬ 
cess was a very tedious one, and the girl 
became much fatigued, and appeared as if 
her strength was greatly exhausted from 
pain and exertion. After ibe bad been on 
the table an hour and a quarter, Mr. Key 
asked the patient if she thought she should 
be able to bear any further attempt, or whe¬ 
ther she would consent to have the limb 
ainpototed; which, be aaid, could be effect¬ 
ed in a minSto and a half, atoting, at the 
ame time, Hiat he thought she could not 
support Hm leatorative process. The pa- 
Uent having readily consented to the latter, 
the limb was then removed by the circular 
operation in three minutes.

CASE OP CHROMIC STRUMOUS OrUTBAtMlA, 
UlTir CRAMVLAR LIDS, MXBULC, AMU 
\ASCll.AK CORMBM. 

Thomas lion and, a young man, twenty- 
tin o years of age, was nduiitted into tliis 
hospital on the lltli of June, under the care 
oi Air. Tyrrell, with chronic strumous in- 
fluiiiraation ot both eyes, presenting the fol¬ 
low 10 ^ appearances: there was considvrable 
vascularity of the sclerotic conyunctivw, and 
led vessels seen ramifying over the eomev, 
with a diffused and superficial opacity, 
^termed nebula,) more so on the riglit than 
on the left eye, and with the former of 
which he perceived objects much leia dis¬ 
tinctly. The inner aide of the lids preaanted 
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imttfkifoni ndwu, meren on tbeir 
ftcMf wd having ■ granular appearanoa. 
Oa loiiaute inipectHiD» iba pupil and iria can) 
be aeen tbrougli Uta oornra of the left eye,! 
but are tcarcrly pereeplibla in the ii'iirr. 
no complaint of any pain, bot eaya he feela a | 
seuamittg aensitiion in the head, with acme' 
intolerance of liglit, aa a remedy for winch • 
he weara a green ahade; jiulae rather quick, t 
round, and amall; tongue red, more «ape> 
daily at the tip aud edgea. On the day 
after admiMioa, be waa ordered a grain oi 
calomel, aud half a grain of opium, orery 
night; the boweia to be kept open with aul- 
pliate of magneaia, and u> have an isaua 
made in each temple. 

We eiaited tbia patient frona thne to lime 
up to the S5th instant, the aama treatment 
waa pertevered in ; the boweli were kapt 
freely open; and the iaauea continued to dia- 
charge freely} the awimming in the head 
had then entirely left him, and w waa gradu* 
ally getting better tight ( vaaeutarity 
was conaiderably diminiahed, and likewise 
the opacity pf the oomca, mom eepeeially of 
the left eye, with which he could pareeive ob¬ 
jects quite diatinetly; the lids also were out 
ao red aud granular. Sioco tlua report, the 
patient has been dismissed from the hospi¬ 
tal, on aoeouut of improper bchatiour. 

LITHOTOMY. 

On the 16tb of July, Mr. Green operated 
on aheallhy-looking boy, ten years of age, 
for stone in the bladder. Aa it would be 
needless to recite minutely the difiereni 
slejta of this oparation, whi^ was perform¬ 
ed in Uie usual manner $ auffioeit to say, 
tliit there waa some deli^ in the eztiaoidoa 
of the atone, which waa of the shape of • 
flattened pebble, 'i'he foroepa had grained 
it at its broad aaia, consequently tliera waa 
some difficulty in bringing it Uiioueh the 
wound. The operator moved the forceps 
from above downwards, and from aide to 
aide, with a alow and gradual motion, so ai 
to allow the parts time to dilate; still it 
was not effected without considerable force, 
as was evident from its coming tlirough the 
external opening with a sudden jerk. 


TVHOCB. 

On Friday, July it4, Mr. Green removed 
a tumour about the size of a ben's egg, from 
the upper srm of a boy, situated oitr the 
biceps muscle. On htiug bisected after its 
removal, the tumour was found to contain in 
a aac in the centre of its substance, a quan¬ 
tity of earthy-looking matter. 

/ An old man was afterwards tapped for

Freperauons of iron 
have also been tdmitielered. I do not 
CM foose medicines are altogeiber without 
effect, or ought not to be ageiu tried with 
aatfom *, but you ougbtnot to be piofusn with 
wear promtaoe. for a man mast, I presume, 
It btmgty indeed, before he eia willingly 


subject himielf to foe liafc of having to eat 
his own words. Leoebet abofc iho sym* 
idiysis pubis, or leeches upon foe orifice of 
foe vagina may, in some casea, be tried 
with apparent'bonadt I bM fatture ia, 1 
fear.eommot.

It ia remarkable 
that dyamaaorrheea, tjhoa|b ao painful, doea 
not neceioarily do much dsmago to foe gene¬ 
ral beelfo.

This opinion deserves muih atten¬ 
tion from us in foture cases t whether enro* 
neous or not, it certainly is ingenious ud 
plausible, and has much the air of one of 
the happy thoughts of genius.

Ilia said, too, that at the cessation of the 
catamenia, there ia a greater disptmition to 
cancer of the hreait, or of the womb, than 
at other times.

On preasing above tiie symphyaia pubis, the 
woi^ appears to be enlarged, and by thin 
prsisure gas may be ecpelled) hence to 
relieve the disease, the patient mky oebn- 
aionally retire to her bed, aiiiyay her band 
on the utoros, the proper ^aee being pointed 
out to lier, and then site may make a 
•trong preasure^there, partly with tbe band 
and paptly witlt the mutdes. and thus part 
of,the eir may he expelled, though some- 
not very suddenly.

NBW MXTBOO Or A 11X18*1X0 BAKOBXBAGI. 

At the meeting of the Acaddmie Eoyale 
de Mddeeine, on the 16th of July, M. Amus- 
sat commonieated tlie details of bis new 
method of arresjtinghaemtwrhsge from large 
blood-vessels intlmitt the aid of ligature, 
eomnreaiion, or any other expedient hitherto 
em^doyed. Hit plan is originallv founded on 
the common dbaonration, that lacerated and 
contused wounds are hut seldom attended 
with hsemorrhnge, which M. Amnssat con¬ 
ceived, could not be accounted for but by 
some peculiar change, both of form anh vitm 
properties, which tbe vessels undergo in 
such lesions. He accordingly began a series 
of experiments, in whieh he tried to obtain 
the same results, and eventually found that 
tbe laceration, contusion, &c. of large vessels, 
in most esses, prodoces only a momentary 
suspension of the biemorrhage, but that it is 
pepumently arrested by a methodical con- 
terilfiM of the bleeding vein or artery. Ac- 
cewgtohia experiments, he proposes the 
following plan:—the vessel being seixod 
with a small pair of forceps, the branches of 
whieh are 6rmly fixed by e strong screw, ia 
extracted, so as to be denuded for about five 
mr six lines, and after having been isolated 
SB much as possible from the surroundiag 
oellolnr tissue, is held between the fore finger 
and llmiiib of the left baud. wliUst the forceps 
are twisted five or six times, according to 
tbe sixe of the vessel, unUl the portion 
between the teeth of the forceps is Iseerated; 
the artery then spontaneoasly retracts, and 
is distinctly seen and felt to pulsate, though 
the bwmorrbage is completely arrested. On 
close examination of the vessel, it appear! 
that tbe internal cost, being divided in the 
same muTiner as by a ligature, contracts and 
forms a sort of ring {J^rreht), by which 
the further exit of blood is obviated. It is 
of great importance to fix the extremity of 
the vessel Mtween the fingers of the left 
hand, or else tbe contortion will be found to 
extend through the cellular riuue, as far M 
the next ooUatend branch.

In order to appreciate the value m his new 
plan in comparison with others, he hu eeve* 
rtl times tied in d<^ the orunl artery on the 
one side, and eontorted that of the other; in 
the two caaei wbtre fatal hnnorrhage en* 
tued, it took place km the side where the 
ligeture had been employed* Beaidei the 
great security of his new proceeding, M. 
A mussat considers it to possess great advan* 
tages over other methods, firem ha greater 
facility, its adsrilting of immediate re*union 
of the wound, and ua being very easily ap* 
plicable in many cases, where ligatures can 
hardly be ap{)lied, without the danger of in* 
eluding other organs, M. Amuseat conclud¬ 
ed bis commuoicstion by strongly recoin< 
mending bis colleagues to reiieet tiis experl 
ments on animals; and in case they ahould 
be successful, to try the effect of his new 
method in esses of bgsmotrhsge.

The right femoral artery had bean tied« 
shortly hefoie iu paiaage under the aerto- 
rioa tnuaole. The common and iuternu 
iliac srteriet, as well aa the brauekes of the 
litter, and their anaelomoiea wiUi the p^ 
fundi ftnurit, were equal on both lidea; the 
right femoral artery, both above and below

** 1 do not know if in England you have 
mtssarked the diminution of the antiverioloua 
property of the vaccine, but, in Fnnoe, we 
obaenre it every day.

mua employ, be well or ill quaUBed to do 
what is wanted* The reason which the eot* 
suiting surgeon ha gifen for adopting this 
prsetioe is, that be is reeonntnded bp nQ 
thoM people, qnd bis notions of justla in¬ 
duces him to fecoauasend them, with equal 
inpartialily, each in hit tnm.

Mbs* B., nut. twenty-two, of rtfoer a full 
habit ad saguineoua tempeiamat, wa 
delivered of her first child on tho Md uh. t 
tbe labour ww natural but tedioui, it bsv« 
lag continued for twenty-fimr hours. The 
plseats wa not expeUod at foe exphrarion 
of two hours, but there wane hnmorrhsge; 
and, on exsminstion, it wu found partially 
lodged in tbe vsgms, the foot of tbe funie, 
however, could not be tonehed. 'I'he utenie 
wu fully catracted, and thme were no 
aflur«paine. On endenvoaiing to extreel 
foe plaoenu with foe finger ad thumb, a 
good deal of pain wm experienced, wbieh 
induced Mr. JUrelea (a p^ whesttaded 
foe patient) to desut, andieqaat my sw 
tadoae* X Npaived isawdiefesly le tbn 
patient, and foimd tbe symptoms a jot 
stated. Tbe uterus fob miy eateeelad 
through the abdominal parietes, ad enJbl* 
stituting tbe usual vaginal examfodfoMi* X 
found the grvater puiiion of the ehteeiHii 
loose ill the «ngiiia, the root of foe fiMde 
could not be touched, ad the oa aUlti'mm 
firmly contracied on the placental Xoa* 
\\ lib much difficulty the fingers weie gra¬ 
dually iiisiuuuted between the placMta ad 
the OS uteri, and catioa traction emuleyv' 
ed, which produced unuraal }Hiio, ad ob¬ 
viously proved that a adhesion of aemn 
kind existed betwea the nterua and pin* 
cents. The whole bud ww slowly and 
oatiously introduced through the oe uleri, 
Bxd the fingeii very eerafoliy iaeinuuted in 
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fht ordiiuu7 nmner ^ cepantion of I 
the adhereat placeatc. la iieparating tlie 
odheiion, 1 osperianced more difficulty than 
ia tiiuilly eneoontarod, it waa alowly oeeom* 
pliihed i the uterus finally contncled, and 
esponed both the band and aecundinea. On 
dxaniniitg tbe placenta, it wu found entir«| 
tad the Mbereut portion waa vary firm it 
ttrootwe, and covered witli well orgatirnd 
ttUnlir membrane. Tbe funia wm attached 
to tbe extreme edge of .tlna portion, 'J'here 
were two coagnla, wbwli were estimated at 
Ibur ounces, attidied to the dashed aur- 
fboe of tbe ^aoenta. No after<bannorrbagc. 
The infimt was very large, which shows uio 
development of uterus and seoundines 
must have beenmti similar condition} and 
dio accounts, in some degree, for the un> 
usual deposition of cellular tubatance and 
plaoentaf adhesion. 1'he patient had been 
extremely healthy during then hole period 
oftttero'gwptation.

moved from the uteiine region to the 
■lomaob, from side to side, and this only at 
intnrvala j .pulse 104, not strong;, sharp, or 
bsrd t bowels opened four times, motions 
sesnty, no febrile a^mptums, with tbe ex- 
eeptioo of the state of ilie pulse; iio pain or 
teMetneis on pressing the abdomen, uiih ss 
dhlribg the paroxysm : lochia ^ cry Kpaiing; 
writte voided in considerable qinintiiy. To 
have a draught of enstur oil, bix diaihiut,:

lepeited. Niue, e.M. Pain more violent 
at intervals, shooiiug through tlie sides and 
abdomen; skin hot, has not taken ethe 
draught; pulse 1 tin,soft, and easily cora- 
paeaaible. Twelve ounces of blood were 
nbatracted with difficulty when the flow 
ceased, no relief produced; draught ex- 
hibitedi with ten minims more of the tine. 


opii; soon after which she felt teliffVed ia 
some meaaure. She bad a mixture of o 
solution of acetate of emmonia, nitrate of 
potass and camphor, every fourth hour. 
24ih. Kigbt,A.M. Slept well, and is moeh 
relieved; no pain iu the abdomen; slight 
soreness remsins in tbe left iliac region; 
tongue Conner; bowels opened twice, de* 
jeetioDS browniidi and fetid; lochia very 
trifling; more tumid; no secretion 

of milk; no discharge of urine. Thinks 
herself free from complaint. Blood slightly 
cupped, not buifed* About six ounces m 
urine drawn off by the catheter. Two, r.u. 
Was reiJuMted to see tbe patient as soon ts 
possible, as the paitt had returned more vio¬ 
lently thud bsferc, and bod awoke her from 
a sound sleep. Ou my arrival, 1 found her 
writhing with agony, screaming loudly from 
the severity of the pain, pulse yeiy small 
and rapid; notendernesa on making gradual 
and steady pressure on tbe abdomen. Ex¬ 
hibited forty minima of tine, opii in a table 
spoonful of brandy and warm water; de¬ 
tracted six ounces of blood from the arm 
with difficulty; ordered tbe fomentations to 
be repeated, and introduced tbe catheter, aa 
she felt a ^re to evacuate the bladder, 
and extracted four ouncee of urine. 'These 
measures afforded no relief whatever. 'Hie 
abdomen was then fomented with flannels 
wetted with oil of turpentine. This appli¬ 
cation was continued for half an Lour, when 
partial vesii'aiion was produced, and caused 
such severe pain, that the former suffering 
no longer existed. She was now more vo¬ 
ciferous thm over, and hod a fit of syncope. 
A napkin v^ung out of cold water was ap¬ 
plied (o the nidted abdomen, and kept con¬ 
stantly motet with the same fluid, which, in 
about ten minutes, diminished her suffer- 
iugi, but iffie refused to continue its appli¬ 
cation further. A paroxysm of tbe former 
pain reourred with violence; at a quarter 
paat three, forty minima of tine, opii were 
exhibited in linlf a glasa of brandy and water.

This was evidently a case of hysterslgis 
and intestinal irritation; the first so accu¬ 
rately described by Dr. Boms, the second 
by Drs.

pulse, the absence of rigour, nausea and 
vumiting, clearly proved tite nature of the 
diseaae, and left no doubt of its dependence 
on nervous irritation, and not on inflamma¬ 
tory action.

CASE or Bcinniioos ovarta. 
hfns. S., sged thirty-five, was delivered 
of n child fifteen mouths ago. The labour 


was protracted; tbe appearance of the ab« 
domen had been remarked, during the pf^ 
gresa of geatation, as being very unnsaal. 
The enlargement of tbe uterus, wiUt iti 
contents, went on naturally; but on tbe loft 
aide of the uterus was a tumour, about the 
siae of a child's head at the time of birtit. 
After the remoral of the placenta, the con- 
traoled uterua was perceptible through the 
pmietes of the abdomen, rather leas than 
the tnmmtri which retained tbe same rela¬ 
tive podMIan, afid was as firm to the touch. 
Her recovery was tedioui; but, during tho 
period of betation, whidi eonUnned seven 
months, her health was good, and she ftlt 
no inoonvenienoe from the tnmonr, except 
a pain in tho lumbar nilifil ocesaionsUy, 
which readily went oflf. fiiMi after the in¬ 
fant was weaned, tlie pain in the lumbar 
region became more severe, and descended 
to the 08 sacrum. She described tlie pain 
as striking through to tbe left aide of tbo 
lower part of the abdomen, down the thigh 
in the direction of the crural nerve, to the 
inner condyle of the os femoris, and an to 
the umbilicus. The tumour now seemed to 
occupy a more central aifuntion in the ab¬ 
domen, which had the appearance of preg¬ 
nancy in tho seventh month: (this was four 
months before her death.) There was no 
return of catamenia, nor any appearance of 
uterine discharge, till near the fatal termi¬ 
nation of the disease. She was now much 
troubled with symptoms of uterine irrita¬ 
tion, as sickness and vomiting, ^ain in the 
breast, with reappearance of milk. Tbe 
bowels were obliged to be regulated with 
mild laxatives. 

In the early stage of the tninoar, she had 
been ordered to take a oombioation of pil. 
Iiydrarg. and antimon. ta^e. as an alterative; 
but, not being attended with beneficial re¬ 
sults, and having been pudied aa far as otr- 
cumstances would permit, it was disoon- 
tinued. Venesection and leeches were fre- 
anenily had recourse to, as ibe pressure on 
ue Un^e vessels occasioned a great deter¬ 
mination of blood to the head; and two 
large eanatie iiiuea were opened in the 
lumbar region, and ciruta was presoribed. 
Nothing, however, had the least effect in 
checking the progress of tbe tamottf: ft 
continued to increase; the fits of sharfi tint* 
ciuating paiu became more frequettVstd 
lasted longer.accoiupanied with strong baar- 
mg- down pains, similar to labour, which 
were moderated by opiatea. The futtctiona 
•)l the bladder gradually became affected by 
the pressure, so that the male catheter waa 
often required. Her sixa was much greater 
than that of a woman at the period of par¬ 
turition ; the integumenti of the abdomen 
were extremely tenae, and shining with 
patches of dark-coloured inflammation, 
threateniog gangrene; and the pressnn on

ence of them; thie waa denied, and he was 
referred to the secretary. On stating the 
case to this perionage, lie burst into a horse 
laugh, witli the exclamation, ** Ah! ah! ah' 
you wer'n’t among the fortunates.” A pretty 
secretary, indord. Then we must suppose 
that lonri'Mx has tbe pteaidence of the 
Board of Stamps, and it ia left to chance 
who Bbdfi M shall not pay, though the 
secictaiy did think proper to say, ” The 
Commivaia&en of Stamps do not require 
the public prcia to teach them their duty.”

Thii i^btom to become 
too notorious to be overkoked, liise it is 
attended with very initotoof 
to the young and deaerv^g |^ral pne* 
tirioner; and aa yon eottttehe^ your edi- 
torial lahoun with (he praiseworttiy inten* 
tiott of endeavouring to reform abuaea, and 
of maintaining the reipectability of the pro- 
feiaion, surely this aboae may be allowed to 
claim some portion of yonr attention. 

As soon aa a young physician settles in a 
small town, he devotes one day in the week 
to giving to the poor gratidtona advice} and 
having made an agreement with a druggist, 
that all the preacriptiona be com¬ 
pounded at hia shopf on oonidderation of a 
certain per-centoge on the money received 
for them, he conunencci operatioiia, and the 
two plunderers hammer ueir thick heads 
to discover means by which they can pre¬ 
vent other druggists from oomprohenuing 
their symbolical trash; if an houeat patient 
IS desirous of taking his preifiription to the 
shop, where he has been in the habit of 
purchasing hia dose of aalto and Knna, he 
incurs the donor’s high displeasure, with 
the pamful information, that no farther ad¬ 
vice will he given, unless he acta according 
to orders. Thus these dignified pillars cf 
tlie profession, under the doak of charity, 
find that charity and benevolence foim a 
very considerable item m their receipts at- 
the end of the year, while less ostentatioua 
individuals place tlie figures m the list of 
expenditure. But, not only is this system 
to be deprecated u derogatory to the cha¬ 
racter of a liberal profession, but it ought 
to be held up to contempt and oppro¬ 
brium, 88 an infringement on the interests 
of the young general practitioner, who, un¬ 
less placed under very peculiar advantages, 
has to rise in his profession by the success of 
Ilia treatment, by hia care and kind atten¬ 
tions to the poor. Aa long, liowtver, as 
this trade between doctor nnd dniggist 
exute, the general practitioner is depuved 
of nnmberless chances; as very many eon- 
auU the doctor, who would certainly hare 
employed the surgeon, save for that decoy 
dvefi, '* gratia advice.” I need not go far 
frm my chair to point out some in good 
«{tamsiaacce« who have tak^he benefit 


of the word gratia, bat who have pidd 
smartly for tlieir medicine—thus giving 
with one hand and taking hock wito the 
othei>—a lyatem of charity which the gutU- 
ble publio hove net had the penetration to 
difcorer. 

I know of BO better plan for cometing 
thcM abttiei, than by exposing them to pub¬ 
lic jtobtettipt; B&dwhen aueh practices ta- 
temre wito tbb totemta of ao usefhl and 
respectable a otoii' of mas aa the general 
practitiooen, 'whOBO Bpbeie of action ii 
already aa^«auch encroa^iaA npim by pre- 
iciibing ** drufgiits, oil and colour men," 
by quacks of every degree, and bv per¬ 
centage phytieiani, I thtob it tiia duty of 
every one to raiie hie velftflfaiBatsiieh in- 
loada, and endeavour to eofiaign to obUvion 
such andiBoh meaaarea*

The 
poiaeaaion of money can neither confer talent 
nor learning; the e^t de ooijia, of which 
we liave lately heard ao much, means aim- 
ply, that if the body goes to the devil, the 
membera should go after it; and as to the 
coroUary following these premises, that 
competency of praoUce neceuarily arbea 
out of respectability, It b too abaurd for cen> 
•idifatida. We havt heard it said, indllAf 
that the upenee of'medical efoiealUi 
should not be lower thet pf the ofoer 
prefoMbne. To thb we teply« to ergue 

^Ulb 6 fiO Joetify one error by another; for 
ItO held that no daaa of men, profoaaing any 
prt or adence, has a right, by the exaction of 
exorbitant fees, to exclude persons qualified 
to practise that art ox science for their onn 
advantage, or for that of society. So far ft om 
the ** respectability ** of the pro.'ession be¬ 
ing in thia respect good, we deem it one of 
the greatest evib to society. In tliis aense, 
indeed, the profeiaion b far too ** respect* 
able.'* Where all are to be benefited, why 


should not the doors be thrown open to all. 
But, in truUi, is not talent in a medical 
man, the only thing which can reader him 
either respectable or uaeful 1 There is, in 
foot, no falseliood by winch this system has 
been supported, more gross, than the assump¬ 
tion, that any advantage is derived from 
what has been termed the respectability ’* 
of the profosaion—*a falsehood at once capa¬ 
ble of rafototion, by looking at the base and 
capibl of the profession at this moment, 
where we shall find, that those wLo were 
once the pomeat students, are now the 
higliest members of the profession ; while 
many who were wealthy in tlie commence¬ 
ment of their otreer.are now as notorious for 
their stupidity and poverty, as tlie others 
are for their talents, learning, and success. 

We now come to consider the argument 
that these fees ore paid as a compensation 
for the •ervieea performed by thu mediiol 
officers in our hospitals. It is true tliey un¬ 
dertake to perform theae duties, in the geno- 
rality of iustancea, almost gratuitously; 
but wlio compels them to do oo ? In ac¬ 
cepting their offices, they are aware Uiatthe 
salary ia nominal; why, therefore, on being 
elected, do they turn round from their cffi- 
^/oyer«,.a»d seek compensation of the 
pupil*, irtio have no concern whatever with 
Uieir eompactal They might, we conceive, 
jjuat ea well, or even with more propriety, 
look to the patients, ss to the pupils, for re¬ 
muneration, for labours whioh they had nn- 
dertaken to perform gratuitously* 'llie as¬ 
sumption, however, that they roally per¬ 
form the duties of Uiese offices without re- 
munoratioD is false. Is the opjjortunity 
thus afforded for acquiring information, 
nothing 1 la the patronage secured by 
being connected with such institutions, 
nothing 1 Is the publicity which their 
iiamos, and merits, if they possess any, ob¬ 
tain, nothing in the advancement of their / 
interests 1 Look at the profession, and see 
nho aie they who have succeeded in imasa- 
ing liugl^ottunei. Are they aothospitt 
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sorgeoAi ind phyiicUu t So enormou are 
the fortunee fometimea thus made, that 
auch ofScea are the great objecta of every 
young man’a ambition. Yet ve are eoolly 
and deliberately told, that the aerrieei are 
performed gratuitouely, and that, there/bre, 
theae officera are entitled to extract money 
from the pocketa of the pnpila! The awer- 
tioD that the &ea are radly earned by the 
aurgeona and phyaiciboa of theae eatahtiah* 
menta, by virtue of the isitrtforiou which 
they communicate to the flpHa, ia joat aa 
fallacioua aa thoae whidi %Bre been re¬ 
futed. Whether the pupila pay theae feea, 
or do not pay them, the ofScera ore bound 
to diachurge their obligationa to the miaera* 
ble patienta. Ilie knowledge which the 
pupil deiivea from looking on, impoaea no 
additional labour on the aurgeona; what 
difference, therefore, doea it maku to them, 
whether there are a thouaittd apaetaton of 
their practice, or nmae at aBI We aiaert, 
however, that the only apecieaof inatruetion 
for which the atudent could, w'ith any de¬ 
gree of propriety, be called npun to pay^ 
ia not communicated in our hoapiula. We 
allude, of courae, to i/finicai feeiurct. 
Occasionally, indeed, diaodhiaea^thia kind

But aa an acknowledgment of tliia aordid 
feeling would not bear the light, it has 
been scrupulously kept out of sight by the 
fupportera of the fraud. We are anxiona 
that the officer! of our hoapiuti ihoiild be 
adequately rewarded (or tlietr labours, but 
let the payments come directly from the 
funds of the institutions. This woidd at 
once cheek the march of imposition and 
ignorance, and effectually fsevent the elec* 
tion of quacks and impoatomif

99, of s ro¬ 
bust constitution, was,on the91itof July, 
1898, bled from the left arm hy an unakilfol 
surgeon, who divided the artery along witli 
the vein, so that violent hsemorrhage ensued, 
which was ultimately arrested by strong 
compression. The external wound speedily 
healed, and the patient reaomed his former 
occupaUoD, bulwia, a short time afterwards, 
obliged to give it up again, on account of s 
tumour which appeared under the cicatrix. 
On bis admission into the hospital on the 
7 ill of September, the aneurism being very 
painful, and of the sise of a turkey’s egg, he 
was repeatedly bled, ordered spare diet, and 
had ice placed on the tumour; the further 
development of wf he!"!: ! a '.not 
retarded by these ■ ' s, ; . ., tiiiu 

was performed on the 17tli bf September hy 
Dr. Malago. An iocisiun having been maiUi 
along the internal margin of the biceps, 
about an inch abose the tumour, the artery 
was isolated, and a ligature applied to it, 
with a small cylinder of adhesive plaster, 
according to Scuba’s method; the two ex¬ 
tremities of the ligature were twisted until 
pulsation was imperceptible, botli in the 
tumour aud the radial srUiy t the edges of the 
wound were brought into close contact. Im¬ 
mediately after the operaticii. the patient felt 
a aensation of cold in Sto lift luiod, eccdm- 
panied by tingling and nifoibneas. lie sraa 
tiHce bled on the same day, and a third 
tMi the following morning. Thirty-five 
hotna after tbs fetation, obamm pnlsationt 
were felt at the wrist, and sixty bonrs after¬ 
wards, the ligature was loosened and with¬ 
drawn together with the ovHsder. No nn« 
favourable symptom was observed iftat ftm 
operation, there was hardly any (eoati 
tumour diminished in size, and the senaation 
of cold in the hand disappeared; the numb¬ 
ness continued, however, fur about twelve 
days, after which the limb hod reacquired 
Its usual sensibility. After the removal of 
the ligature the wound soon cicatrised, so 
that on the 7tb of October the patient was 
discharged cured, the tumour being then 
reduced to a third of its former sise.<—AT iimw

Un tbe fiirllicr tud repented re* 
curreiice of tbei»i> pliuiiomenu, tbe p,ilipiit 
applied to a aui^eoii, vrliu rauteriecd tbe 
blotvb with tbe nitrate of bilvor, alter 
tbe eacbar bad diimbed, piotuae ami un 
beoltby suppuration enriied, and vimtinned 
under arveral meibodaof treatment vlucb 
tbe patient uoderwi'ut, but of which be woa 
unable to give any correct account; it ap* 
p(«ora, boweveTi that caustic solutiona of 
various kinda were applied. In 1828, the 
(hoeaae aasuoied a more malignant cburac> 
ter; two distinct tiimoura iormed, of wbieb 
the one was of a fongoua appearance, and 
oovered vitli aanious matter, the other 
■till oovered by akin, but oxtremely pain* 
ful. Under a regular course of mercury, 
and the local application ol arsenic, the two 
tumours gradually disappeared, cicatrisation 
took place, and, for mina time, there exist* 
ed no trace of the disease, except a few 
■mall livid blotebea at the inner surface 
of the hand; within a short time, how¬ 
ever, a new tumour formed on the back 
of tbe band between tbe two first meta- 
carpi, but witliottt aausing any inpan* 
veaieaca until the begiuntiig of Fehrm, 
when the Uotehea on tlie pato beaime the 
sett of moat violent abooUng |>aia} ^e 
ameiuc was now again applied, but nut with 
tba aame eiiMBt as bclore; f(wr after the 
eecdiar had oome away, a fungous tumour 
began to protrude from tbe ulcerated aur* 
Aee, and rapidly increased to an extraor¬ 
dinary aiae. Un liia adniiasion into tbe 
hoaiutal, the whole pshiiur surface of the 
hand, with tbe exteption of the region of 
the fifth melncsrpal bone, was occupied by 
a very bard, psintul, snd almost globular tu¬ 
mour, of more than two inches iii diameter, 
of uneven surface, and trsveraed by a longi- 
tadinal furrow; at tbe circumference, it gra¬ 
dually temuoatrd in the skin; its centre waa 


ulcerated, of a brown livid odhmr, snd dia* 
charged very fetid sanious matter- The tu¬ 
mour on the bock of tbe band was smaller, 
free from pain, and covered bjr very thin 
skin, through which the melanotic colour of 
the subjacent tisane was distinctly visible ; 
the Ollier ports of tbe hand appeared to be 
healthy; there was no swelling, and tbe 
fingers were moved with tbe greatest fa¬ 
cility. Tlie general state of the patient 
being very Mtitfaciory, MM. Maqolm and 
Blandin (Tecided for the amputation of the 
band, as tbe extirpation of tbe tuinonra 
was impraoiicahle, on account of the large 
surface which the disease occupied, and of 
the ill consequences which ulceration might 
be attended with; boeides, it was impos¬ 
sible to determine liow deep seated tbe dis¬ 
ease was. 'J'lie ope.'Wtion wns, on tbe 5tb of 
May, performed by M. Itiandin; a aeini- 
lunnr flap wte farmed of tbe dorsal mrface 
of tlie baud, and of the akin of tbe palm ; as 
intich was spared as ajqieftred perfectly 
healthy. Only two vcsaela were lied during 
the operation, which was periormtd wiili un- 
(ommoii qniekneaa, TTie wound was united 
by ndbesivo pluster, and a bladder, with 
ice, placed over it- In order to prevent ibe 
uccumulatioii of purulent matter between 
the musclei, which ia so often observed 
after amputation of tbe hand, graduated 
compresses were applied along the posterior 
snd anterior surface of the arm- After the 
operstion, the patient was rather agitated; 
snd, in the evening, bis aenBibihty was so 
mach exalted, that the least touch caused 
tbe most excrueiating pain. On the follow¬ 
ing morning he wss still more irritable, so 
that M. Ulandia, being apfirehensive of tbo 
aeoeasion of tetanui, ordered the external 
and internal oae of opiom; tbo oppllcatiou 
of ioe waa oontiiiued. On the 7ih the ex¬ 
treme senuhOlty bad a Kltle dimioished, but 
tlie forearat having become swelled, the 
gristed aoaspreaaes were removed; tba 
fXtaraM nie of opium waa dheontun^. 
On the 8tb, the patient felt tolerably well; 
tfa* dresaings being removed for the first 
tiaae, the wound waa found almost completely 
united. 'I’be remedies ware continued, and 
be was allowed weak beef-tea. During the 
following days bis general state continued to 
be aatisldctory; and, on tbe IStli, one of the 
ligatures came away. On tbe 13vh, he waa 
rather agitated; and, on removing the dreaa- 
nig on tbe Utb, the wound waa lound to be 
stirrnoiKled by alight e^sipeUtoua inflam¬ 
mation; it was oocordinglr dressed with 
dry hat, over which an emollient ponliiee 
was applied. On the 17tb, the eryaipelu 
bad begun to disappear, bnt tbe patient 
complained of violent pain ia tbe pMterior 
surface of the lower portion of the ai^ 
where an abaceas foraaed, which, being 
opentd <« the 19tb, diadmiged a grant

from the operation, had almost completely 
cicatrised. On the iZ4th, erysipelas sKsin 
appeared, and rapidly spread over the Are* 
arm. Ou the i;7th, the whole limh was 
swelled, aud the erysipelas had eatended to 
the uptwr arm ; tiie pouluce was iliscouti- 
uned, and linen, with common cerate, used 
ill its stead. On the of May s blister was 

applied on the forearm, in order lo check 
the further progress of erysiMlas, which, 
from this moment, was limited, aud eveu- 
tually dispel sed unde? tlie furniation of 
small abscessea at the anterior surface ui 
the lower portion of Uie forearm. The 
swelling of the arm coiiiiaued, lioweTer. 
uulil a circular bandage was applied from 
tlie cicatrix up to the shoulder, under the 
use of which it had, on the 23d, compleiely 
subsided, when the patient left the hospital 
ill apparent health. 1 

Ou examiuatiott of the removed part, 
the subcutaneous veins were found gorgoil 
with blood, aud the cellular tissue by which 
tiiey w«re|aur rounded, ofu dark>rcd colour, as 
if filled with ecchymosed blood.

same object, double vision returned: the 
some liappened with all objects seen at a 
great distance. Under Uie use of aperients 
and spare diet, the setou being at the aame 
time made to discharge freely, he gradually 
improvt'd, and within a short lime simple 
vision was perfectly restored.—Joum.

8. Qnimv, miat. .32, of n delicate eon* 
stittttion, having, from her ISth year, n- 
guhtrly menstrual, w'as, in Ihe aummer of 
1623, affected with chrouic QotyM, wbiehy 
on the leeat exposure to cold, heoimmmtf 
trouMesome, and, after haviag eontianed hr 
more thou a year, was accompanied wMi 
profuse epipliura, to which, shortly after¬ 
wards, violent inflammalion of die lachrymal 
duct and sac, witli an erysipelatous sweiHag 
of the face, acceded. The scute symptoms 
having gradually subeided, there remained 
a very tense and painful tumour of the la¬

S unilenl matter wai diaciiarged dirough it 
ovarda the end of Septembori 1B38, alie 
vraa admitted at the inatitution, under the 
cere of JVofeaaor von Walther, who, on 
examining the tumour, found it very hard, 
and 00 atrong preiaure diitincUy felt a aolid 
body in its centre, uhith appeared to be 
movable, of fflobuior form, and about tbe 
size of a amalT filbert; the lachrymal ducts 
seemed almost completely obliterated, for 
tlieie was hardly any nuruleut mutter dia* 
(■bulged through them during the exumtna- 
lion. hi. von Waltlier was rather doubtful 
whether the solid body in the tumour was 
a lachrymal ralrulus or a polypous ezcrc' 
acaiice. An incision was made into it, and 
a considerable (|uunt'‘j of purulent mucus 
and tears having escaped, the polypus 
leadtly proaented itself, attached to tbe an* 
tenor panes of the sac by means of a thin 
but very firm pedicle, and Uiia being divided 
tbe tumour was eztiacted without any 
further diflicnlly.

I S. Anabsceaaiiaa formed in the heel, and 
is this day opened; about aix drachms of 
heallhjy pus discharged. 

6, The patient ia considerably better, 
plays with another child eheerfully ; bowels 
open; atoola of n good colour, conaiatenee, 
and ameUj urine oopioos, and tbe other 
emunctorieo in action; the abacoMin the 
heel nearly ^oaed; tbe wound of the ecolp 
etill seoenuDg a little matter. 

8. Tbe mdema hai disappeared, and the 
ehild may ba eonaidered convaleBeent.

'Mr. Guthrie remarked of | this case, 
that tbe longitudinal sinus might be opened 
without much inconvenience, tlie haunor- 
rhage stopping, sua tf^te, in a abort 
time. The strong adhesion of the aides of 
I the longitudinal aiatis prevents the effusion 
of blood, and, consequently, preaaare from a 
coagulum within the cranium: the aymp- 
loma he ascribed to incipient bydrocepwus.

The man was insensible to all outward iia- 
jtressiona; breathing alow and laborious, 
with slight stertor; an j' \ 
in the pharynx iodicateu an uuscuie cuu- 
leiountess in that viscus, of sonw extra- 
neon aubstonce, probably blood flowing 
from the Eiutachian tube. 'The caipal end 
of the radius of the right foiearm was jiroken 
within an inch of the wrist, akidJlholramof 
the left rotula was torn opea- ToobaiMf 
the collapse, Mr. D. 0. Edwards, who H* 
ceived the patient, determined on tha im* 
mediate appUcation of atimulanta; and, 
judging from the general stupor, that the 
mnaiiive property of the glottis might be 
impaired, be introduced a long gum-elaitic 
tube through the left nostiil, into the 
ttsophagoa, and, with the aid of a common 
syringe, injected an ounce and n half of 
brandy; this waa to be repeated every 
hour until the arrival of the osaistuat sur¬ 
geon. The head was then shaved, and an 
evaporating lotiun applied; hot applieulions' 
were made to the lower limbh, and tlie trunk | 
was well covered with blankets. ' 

Mr. Harding arrived at nooii, and laid bare!

I'he natives of tropical countries are, ac* 
cording to Ainslie, much more subject to it 
than European resident.; be observed, how¬ 
ever, rases in Danes, Swedes, Germans, 

&e., but never in Engtislimeo. That the 
latter are, however, not exempt from it, ia 
proved by the experience of English writers, 
and by tiiat of M. Biett himself. Certain 
aliments have often been accused as remote 
causes of the disease, ss sea-fish, milk, es¬ 
pecially that of buffaloes. &e.; this ap¬ 
pears, however, to be by ah means suffi¬ 
ciently ascertained. The inppression of 
natural excretions, especially that of the 
skin, and mental emotions, have also been 
considered as productive of elephantiasis; 
but this, as well as the opinion of the Hindoo 
practitioners, that costiveneas has a great in¬ 
fluence on ita development, are still to be 
regarded as doubtfhl. Al. Biett aaw, in 1819, 
a case of elephantiasis after great distress of | 
mind; but justly nbserves, that the existence 
of any causal relation between the latter 
and the former, cannot be Inferred from this 
single fact. 

The general opinion of ancient and even 
modern writers, as DarWin, Cullen, &e., of | 
the contagious nature 6f elephautiasis, is 
proved to be erroneoua, the ohserrstions 
of English practitioners in India ilUid Ma¬ 
deira, and of French phystclns in America. 

The diagnosis of elepbiSItitsis ia isiit so 
easy as might appear at first mgfit; fhb^l^in 
caued snsistiietos has, in the wst etSfe* 
some resemblance to lepra, from Wl|l8lb4tj 
may however be distinguished, by the ii^l 
gularity and insensibility of tlie scaly Mhes ’ 
which, in the latter aiaease, are cn^lsr, 
and with a depression in the centre. Althongh 
the idea of elephantiasis being eonneeted

disease elearir leqnires the ose of diAs^t 
remedift, end their indiscriminate employ¬ 
ment hi^y ever leads to a fsvourablo 
result. 

In the French Welt lodislslsn^.loperf 
•re generally sent w the island of Deainde, 
the mild cfimste end excellent fruits of 
which are said to exert a beoefleial influ¬ 
ence on them; deanliueas, light^ diet, fre¬ 
quent exertion, dee, greaU/ assist the use 
of the remedies employed. Wine ispro- 
hihited by most practittoneva, M.Castan, 
after a long practice ia the West Indies, 
considers, however, the modereto use of it 
as beneficial. 

The external remedies fa elephtntitais 
are especially affusions of lea-weter, and 
sulphuretted water, the vapour-baffi, stimu¬ 
lant ointments and blisters. By mouns of 
the latter. M. Biett obtuned the oompleto 
cure ofa voungmsn from Port-au-Prine^ia 
a very edvanesd stage of the disease. The 
warm bath, except when rendered atimulat* 
ing, appears to be nseless in elephantissit. 

The employment of interael remedies is 
almost entirely oonfined to the first etages of 
the diseaee; at an advanced period, wtoa 
the^mucoua membrane of the intestioel etial 
partakes of the iffeetion of the skhisiiniei- 
laginous emollients ere elons udtoiesMe* 
In the sonthsm part of Amenkm, sodoriiaii^ 
ei^cislly sarsaparilla and goijtcm, sro tho 
favourite medieinea; ia laois, the Asdeplis 
gigsntea is eonsidered •• iafidUble, aipi^ 
cisliy on the authority of Pltyflir, whoso 
accounts of its efficacy tpMar, however, to 
be greatly exaggerated. Aoc^ng to Ro¬ 
binson and Ainslie, it sometimes enrss ele- 
piiantittts anaistbetos, bat bks oo effint u 
the tuberculoue form.

the extnoel sudiatenst use of meroory 
bet been stlouded with various eflbott^ 
Hebefdbn, end, latteriyi M. Lordst, of 
Montpellier, very strongly reeommondsBor- 
curial frictions. Al. Butint.ef Otaavii at¬ 
tended a lady from the Isle do Botiabmi, 
affected with inveterate eWhintia«s,arhic!k 
he treated with mercurial frictions,taMl^ 
which he requested M. Biett to ooamue 
after the patient's arrival in Paris, as it bad 
been attended, from the 
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poseg that «he coold not have long sur* 
viv«*d. 

The useofanemcii much celebraCcd in 
India; one part of the rvhite oxide is mixed 
with six pnrto of black pepiier, and the mix* 
ture haring been kept in agitation for seven- 
teen dayi, ia used in one grain doses at the 
beginningt and increased or diminisbed sc¬ 
ooping to eircumitanees. 

In 1819, a patient of M. Biett’s, who 
offered a complication of the two forms of 
elephantiasis, took, during sixty-eight days, 
the arseninte of soda, the doses of which 
was gradually increased to half a grain ; the 
tubercles collapsed, and instead of yellowish 
brown, became of a livid colour; his gene¬ 
ral condition improved, but two months 
afterwards he died accidentally. On exami¬ 
nation of the body, the digestive organs 
were found perfectly healthy. 

Iodine appears to'have a marked effect on 
elephantiasis; M. fiiett used it with appa¬ 
rent benefit in a case which was admitted 
last year; the patient died, however, of 
pneumonia. He employed the tincture, hy- 
driodate of potash, and the iodides; tiie 
iodides of barium and of arsenic he has not 
yet used, but thinks them worthy of trial, 

Laatly, viper-broth was recommended by 
the ancients, but is, at present, deservedly 
abandoned. The opinion of its efficacy rests 
partly on the case of a person affected with 
the ataeaae, of which he is said to have 
been cured by drinking from a vessel in 
which a viper wss lying, partly on the 
known fact of vipers throwing off' their skin, 
from which it was ingeniously concluded, 
tliat their flesh must have some analogous 
effect in inveterate cutaneous affections. 

We conclude with giving the two cases of 
elephantiasis at present in the lld|)iial St. 
Louis, 00 the occasion of which M.Biett 
delivered the above lecture. 

The first case is tliat of a young man of 
seventeen years, whose father is a French¬ 
man, and mother a native of the eolonies, 
and none of whose relations have ever bem 
Affected with the disease. About four yean 
•go he came to Europe, apperently in the 
enjoyment of perfect betlm; after .a little 
more then a year's residence in France, be 
observed • alight eruption on the (ace, simi¬ 
lar to what he bad some time previously had 
on the extremities; the nature of the liis- 
ease was, for a bmg time, not suspected, 
until the patient was placed in a " maison 
de Mntit' the medical oihceis of which 
readily discovered ii. Several remedies, 
amongst which was the muriate of gold, 
were tried,but without any effect. M.ljiett, 
who was cousulted, recomiuended the use of 
iodine, which exiited, hua'over, such an 
irritation of the digestive organs, that its 
further use was not deemed advisable; 
under these circumstances, lie nas adnutted 


at St. Lenis. The face was covered witli^ 
thick i*rominent tuberdes, especially on the 
cheeks, eyelids, aud eyebrows; the nose 
was enlarged, fiattened, &c.; some of the 
tubercles were divided by large ulcerated 
furrows; tbe skin of tiie extiemities covered 
with large brownish yellow patches, inter¬ 
mixed with tubercles, especially on the 
outer surface of tbe arm. 'J'Jie mucous 
membrane of the mouth und jialote, and the 
conjunitiva, were also covered wi^ tuber- 
cl^; the voice was hoarse, &c. This was 
an instance of the tuberculous form; but, as 
appears, m some respect, intermixed with 
that called anaisthetoa. 

The other patient was fifteen years old, a 
native of GuadBloape,of French parents; in 
his tenth year he had an eruption of yellow 
patches on tbe extremities, which was suc¬ 
cessfully treated by sulphureous frictions, 
but within a abort time reoppeared, and 
gradually spread over tbe trunk and face; 
they were perfectly inaenaible, and most 
numerous in the palms of the bands and the 
soles of the feet, which were thickened, and 
traversed by deep farrows; the articula¬ 
tions of the phalanges were almost anchy- 
losed. None of the patchea bad ever ter¬ 
minated in a tubercle. On his admission at 
the hospital, they were very large, and com¬ 
pletely insensible, but the healthy shin be¬ 
tween them had retained its natural sensi¬ 
bility. Tlie fingers were bent, and livid; 
tbe face slightly swelled, especially at its 
lower part, and covered with large but not 
very thick scales; there was hardly any 
constitutional derangement, M. Biett or¬ 
dered iodine in various forma and doses with 
such good effbet, that, after three mouths, 
the patches wore coniudeiably less in num¬ 
ber and dixe, the skin had reacquired its 
natural oolour and sensibility, and tbe ulce¬ 
rations bad aiesbrised. Tbe treatmentbeiog 
continued, nMOveiy gradually, though slow¬ 
ly, proceeded, and the little patient is now 
oha^t entirely cured.

At half past nine o'clock, Alay Slst, I was 
called to a Mrs. K——g, of Francis Street, 
who had taken poison about three hours 
! previous. An upolheenry's lad in her neigh¬ 
bourhood, ou bfiiig ucquaiuted therewith, 

^ b<id adiiiiiiistpred twenty grains of sulphate 
, of zinc lu solution; (1 sbotild premise that 
I she told the fact ot herself, and suffered 
, little or no pwin for at least half an hour or 
.mure,) voiuiiiiig was then produced, and 
j niechaiiically kept up by ber husband tick- 
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ling her throat with a feather, and drench¬ 
ing her with warm water avieeiemd, which 
hiwght op witli it a n bite anhstance. Thia 
treatment waa continuad until the fluid 
came up clear, two gallona of water baeing 
been awallowed before ahe deeiated j after 
the lapae of about an hour, the poison repro¬ 
duced Tomitiog for liolf an hour to the ex¬ 
tent of the greateat exhauation, which waa 
Bucceeded by a ceaaation of all aymptoma. 
At thia atage 1 found her perfectly free from 
all pain, even on pieaaure; rather drowsy; 
anawering ail questiora, though not freely, 
quite collectedly. Sat up in bed on being 
pressed to do ao, and drank out of a veaael 
which ahe took into her hand ; not thirsty; 
no foetor of breath; puiae very feeble and 
rapid; 1 could not count it; aurfuce be¬ 
dewed with a cold clammy sweat; said she 
wasexceedincly weak, and hegged to be lot 
alone, that she would rather be allowed to 
Bleep, In a very sliort time after, expressed 
n wish, from iorreasing weakness, to drink 
of ** something warming^to her stomach a 

little peppermint water waa administered, 
when she fell, apparently, into a sound 
sleep, from which ahe only awoke in ; 
about four hours having elapsed from tlie 
ttme of having swallowed, as was found on 
iuquiry, about an ounce of white oxide of 
arsenic. Some dispute arising about the 
ozamination of the body, it did not take 
place until forty-one hours after death, 
when an inquest waa held by the eoroner. 
The body then exhibited the following ap¬ 
pearances : limbs rigid, skin of the upper 
surface, as the body lay, of a sallow, and 
the under surface of a livid, hue. Not the 
most trifling mark of violeotfb, nor any ap¬ 
pearance of putrefaction. 

DtfjrecftOM.-^Stomach: two apota of the 
peritoneal coat appeared* more coloured than 
tlio rest; a very few capillary Teasels 
minutely iujecteii; the same appearances 
on the intestines; in every other teapeet 
quite healthy; liver sound; lungsrenmr- 
ably healthy; heart, right ventricle extra.i 
ordinarily flabby and soft, quite empty* not 
n drop of blood in it; left ventrido rather 
fir’-i, in u, pt*rfectly flu.d, and not the 
in<^5t trifling coagulum to be found. 1 car¬ 
ried the btomach home with me, and did not 
examine it until the following morning, it 
being too late in the evening when the in¬ 
quest wos held. 

Internal appearances of the etomach ■ 
Contained about three pints of reddifth-io- 
loured fluid; cardiac orilico, and a lung piece 
of the (esophagus, both healthy; no erosicii. 
Pyloric orifice: two vpry small vascular 
spots, and a minute ecchymosis; in general 
the villous coat bore no oilifr ii_ '.u .iini- i of 
disorganisation; at spots was a perceptible 
blush, and no more; several large patches, 
covered with a viscid white paste, adhering 


so as to bear being scraped off, and no mark 
of injury underneath it, flakes of this white 
paste floating in the red fluid alluded to. 
(These, I soppose, were dislodged in my 
carrying it to my house at some distance.) 
I examined the solid contents, and my ftiend, 
Mr. P. C. Koney, lioentiate, tested the fluid 
contents; the reioUa were as follow 

1 . Some of the white paste, boiled in a 
solution of the carbonate of potash, and 
filtered, threw down a light-green preci¬ 
pitate, by adding sulphate of oopper.— 
a. Some of the same loluttoo, on being 
heated with nitrate of silver, threw down a 
dimse yellow piecipitate.-i»S. On treating 
the same with lime-water, a white preci¬ 
pitate waa formed.—I. The serapmgaof the 
filter being triturated with black flux, and 
then, in a long glass tube, exposed to the heat 
of a biow-pipe, metallic arsenic waa aublimed 
on the aides of the lobe. The thtee first teats 
only, were tiled by Mr. Roney on the fluid 
contents, with precisely similar results. ^By 
way of contrast, we treated a decoction of 
leeks with sulphate of copper; a yellowish 
green precipitate was tlirown down, that 
from the arseniate of potaali 
ueiug a uiuiah green, and manifestly dissi¬ 
milar.) 

in tliia case the atomaoh pump waa not 
tiied, inasmuch as the woman was dying, 
and it was not at band, and, on miante in¬ 
quiry, all tlie fluid she bad ejected for the 
last two hours had come off perfectly clear, 
having previously brought up a large quan¬ 
tity of arsenic. Indeed her comparative 
state of quiescence from all untoward symp¬ 
toms, and her atato of exhaustion, finally 
led me to be of opinion, that any. atteropl 
at saving her waa hopeless, if sHe wouii 
have submitted to it. She expired sLorily 
after. 

Here is a case terminating most rapidly, 
and no inflammation whatever in existence, 
or other apparent deletetioua effects of this 
drug as a cause of df>atli. 'J’bia leads me to 
oak, ** What is the kind of action produced 
by this substance, and in what manner doe*, 
death occur from itl '* According to the 
foregoing detail, inflammetian of the itonmch 
and inteaiines cannot be considered as the 
cause of death. According tp Brodie'a theory, 
death was caused “ by the dtrugement of 
the organs of circulation,'* the moat power¬ 
ful corrosive poison we poiaesa pvodocing 
many of the symptoms, and the effect of, a 
norcr tic poison. I am not aware of any 
-imiiar case being on record, and 1 am in¬ 
duced, tlierefore, through the medium of 
yuur invaluable Journal, to give the fore¬ 
going to the profession.

She peraeversd in the uae of theae and

It appeara tout this gentleman was led to 
devise his new means of stopping liwmor- 
xbage, by reflecting on the well-known canon 
in ani^ry, that" torn wounds do not bleed." j 
Hit first essays were made on dogs and 
borsei; having divided arteries in these 
animals, be bruised and lacerated the res-. 
•ala in a variety of ware, but always with* j 
out producing a dutabla anapenibm of the 
blaaaiag. After many atton^, be imiiiii 
that twitting the artery a suSment number 
oftnma was ai tffirctuals^ptio, and, in hia 
opbioB, laMfi aimple and expeditioui, and 
Mto pntoM method than the ligature. Dr. j 
Amwtfi experimenta were made in the 
fMidnea of aome of the most distinguished I 
asrgaona in Paris, and repeated before the I 
Ro^ Academy of Surgery, and the general 
opinioa entertained is, that liii mode of ope¬ 
ration will be of the greatest utility, espe-

cially in the army and navy, as it enables 
the surgeon himself to secure the largest 
artery without the aid of an aaaiatant. 

TJtc following is bis mode of proceeding: 
Each orifice of the bleeding vessel, whether 
artery or vein, ia to be seised with a pair of 
small fureeps, so constructed as to be kept 
close witli a spring; the vessel is then to 
be drawn out and separated from the difle- 
reut tissues which surround it, and a cer¬ 
tain portion ia to he insulated with another 
forcejia, probe-pointed, and to be held in 
the left hand, fur the purpose of limiting the 
effect of the tortion, which would otherwise 
affect too great a length of the vascular 
tube. The tortion is to be made with the 
right hand on the^lastic forceps; ten half 
turns of the forceps will suffice to repress 
the flow of blood, and twenty will tear 
ihrougii the tissue of the vessel. It is ne¬ 
cessary, after every three or four turns, to 
relax tho hold a little, to allow tlie retraction 
of the artery or vein. 

The rupture of tlie middle and inner 
tunics takes place, most frequently, after ten 
half turns, and these are forced back into 
the area of the artery, so as to form a valve, 
which is closely involved by the cellular 
coot; it is recommended, however, to twist 
the end of tho artery off, as it presents a 
greater degree of security, and has been 
attended with more satiifaelory results. The 
doctor’s plan is supported by numerous 
proofs derived from instances of completu 
success. To render tbe tortiou more easy, 
it is necessory to drsw the artery well out 
from its connexions, and tlie twisting ought 
to be confined eitlier with the thumb and 
index of the left hand, or with the blunt* 
poiuted forcepi before mentioned. 

M. AmuaaiMt, after having successively 
and oompaiatively tried all the different 
means hitherto adopted in tbe auppresaion 
of bumorribagy from arteries and veins,— 
having need every kind of ligature that has 
eiex been recommended,-—having plunged 
the extremities of arteries into the most 
pi^rfol and concentrated acids,—and after 
preisiiig, tTi-'.Hii, ii-.iibhi;, is;, 

■i:iip-i-■ «!. ;..i ^eiircisr.ia,' 
has found no process so certain. or so often 
successful, as that of tortion. The twin, if 
properly executed, ia not only aufficieut to 
withstand the vis « iergo of the column of 
blood, but will bear, without detriment, the 
friction of a sponge in cleaning the smround- 
iug parts. After having assured himself of 
these facts on tbe lower animals, M. Amus- 
sit tried whether this process were appli¬ 
cable to the human body. He put in prac¬ 
tice Ilia tortive experimenta on tubes of 
every calibre, from tbe narrow channel of a 
ramus cuniculus tothemain canal of tbeaorta. 
To ascertain the quantity of reaiataoeo 
iriiicb the tortion would ofler to the column 
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of blood, he injected, with a powerful ey* 
risge, into the twisted arteries of a dead 
body, a fluid of equal density with the 
blood, but in no instance did the bulwark of 
the twilled eitremity give wa%', nithoogh, 
in several instances, the coats oV the srteries 
w’eie ruptured by the force of Uie pressure 
employed. M. Amussathas not cominuoi> 
cated to me any examples of its apjdication 
on the living subject. 

To illustrate more cogently the principles 
which this justly• celebrated physiologist* 
wishes to establish, 1 shall suppose a case 
of divided radial artery, elach of the bleed« 
ing extremities is to be laid hold of by tlie 
aelf-sliutting forceps already described; the 
flow of blood being tbq| arrested, the ope¬ 
rator seizes hold of the forceps, already fixed 
on the artery, and gently extends the vessel 
from its sheath, whilst, with the prolie- 
pointed forceps in the left hand, he grasps 
the artery about three or fnor lines from iis 
extremity, und presses the aides together, 
thus limiting the exteotof the tortion, which 
is next to be affected. The insulated piece 
of artery is now to be twisted to ten or 
twenty half turns, and the conical end of the 
vessel remains perfectly secure. By the 
traction first applied, the elastic external 
coat is drawn over the two inner and less 
versatile tunics, the ends of which are rolled 
hack, BO as to plug up the mouth uf the lube, 
and afford a safe basis for a cuagulum. 'I'he 
consequent effusion of lymph guiirnntees the 
success of the process. 

Of the practicability of M. Amussat's 
plan I have bad no personal experience, and 
1 tlierefoie do not presume to offer an opi¬ 
nion.

been my intention to uddieu you on the 
subject, and although 1 have been in some 
measure anticipated by X.. 1 cannot refrain 
from offering a few remarks on “ the farm¬ 
ing of parses." 1 do this the more rea¬ 
dily, as 1 am convinced that the subject is 
not only of great interest to tbe humane, 
but tliat it is of the greatest imporunce to 
the respecthbility of the profesaiou. \Yhen 
we recollect that most pAtishea are farmed 
out, or, in other words, that the poor wretch¬ 
ed paupers, amounting often to alx or eight 
hundred persons, have their lives entrustt’d 
to the care of him who will physic them for 
the least money, the evils attending such a 
srateiu will at once be apparent to every 
refiecting mind. It is a notorious fact, in 
I many pariahea eontnining the number of 
I paupers 1 have mentioned, the medical man 
I who attends them receives no more than 
\Wl. or list, per annum, uud I actually know 
! a jiarish where the medical oflicer received 
j only and for this paltry sum he is ex¬ 
pected to include all surgiciil cases aud mid- 
I w'ifery, and find medicines fur these cases, 
•and frequently the parish is four or five 
I miles from the utteuduiit’s residence. But 
, how has this aris(m 1 From the povorty of 
the profession ^ No, Sir, it has arisen from 
thfi mistaken economy of the parish autho¬ 
rities, who, without considering the talent 
of ihc respective practitioners of the village, 

[ let the ]ioor to him who sends in the lowest 
' tender, I do not accuse the gentlemf*n who 
undertake the inanagemciit of parish affairs 
of inhuinanitr, hut 1 say they do not suffi¬ 
ciently retlect upon tbe consequences that 
must inevitably result from tbe method they 
adopt. How can it he expected, that a vil¬ 
lage practitioner, whose rides to his own 
patients often comprise a distance of seven 
I miles round, can afford to pay that alien* 

' tion to the sick paupers, which their aufier- 
ings demand, for the trifling sum of ^0/. or 
t:U. per annum. If he jierform his duty to 
them he miiiit neglect his own patients, 
and os by this ho must materially reduce ilia 
income, the altornative is, that the poor are 
neglected, it may be asked by mo^ (not 
medical men) why then do Uie profeesku 
accept the office on euch terms 1 The eiii^le 
answer ia thisI'lie appointment of pnriiA 
surgeon, in tlia country, carries with 
certain weight, and, in the opinion oCaiiBy,

: t: ! ia neglect, the^death of bit

It without nmoree. Tbii ie not en ex»g- 
gereted ceie, u many beside myself oao 
testify i sod this, Sif. arises from the sys¬ 
tem of farming pariaiies! 1 cannot tbiok 
HO uofamrubly of parisbioners «e maw, 
as to suppose, ibat seeing tbase evils they 
would wish to continue ibem; but, Sir, I 
would call upon the membrrs of tbe jirolVs- 
aioo themselves to remove the stigma (lor 
such it must be eousidorod) from their die* 
raoter, and once mure atep into that rank of 
society to wbicb, by education nnd taVrnti 
they aro entitled. If the profession would 
mute in refusing to attend the pour for a 
yearly salary, and only do ho for a fair and 
reasona'oio compensation for each person, 
they would soou attain Uiis desirable object.

DISPENSA1IY ABUSES. 


To the Editor^' The Lancet. 

Sin,—Having read, with great atlontion. 
the remarks of yourself and several of your 
correapoudentl,. respecting the conduct of 
many medical officers of public dispensaries 
and intirmaries, which I am sorry to cun- 
fess aro in tlie majority of co«es, too true, 
I beg to menlion, that tbe npntlieoary of o 
certain dispensary, in the neighbourhood of 
Broad Street, Golden Sijuaro, (which 1 be¬ 
lieve is mostly fur children,'! is so careless 
in the compoundiug the medicines precrib* 
ed by the physiuiau, that where more tlian 
one juiwder is ordorsd tbe patient, in* 
steaa of carefully mixiftg Uu ««vM iogre- 
dieata togetbisv, and suwqiwntly dividing 
thorn, they a 9 *|fie)eaaly put into one paper, 
aadl tba pifMlif it ordered to mix them to- 
godioraritb n Opoon. and divide them into 
tba requitad pnmber of doses. In one case 
i pen^ was eshihited to me in which 
one-diitd iraa calomel, and the mother was 
noavly giving this to her infant. The at¬ 
tendance on uck children at theii homes 
ia equally bad. The physician I'ls private 
practice, which prevents bis attending pro¬ 
perly to them. Once now and then a de¬ 
puty, generally a pupil, is ordered to offi¬ 
cials with the apotheesrv, in the absence 
of dm pbyiiciao, who may be suddenly or¬ 


dered on a Ruuian azpaditien, Tbeao gen* 
tlemen neglected a child, aflicted with the 
measles, tor nearly a fortnight, and then 
were oompolled to ba sent for. Now, Sir, I 
do not Bay all dispensary officers are to tn- 
si/ron/tttf as those jtht quoted: no, Sir, God 
forbid they should; but in most of them 
there ia great reformation required, either 
as to the coqduot of the officers towards the 
patient, or in the shameful expenditure of 
tiie subscribers'money. Now, in my opi- 
niun, it is these causes that tend to bnug 
such valuable inititutiona into contempt 
with the public, as I sm well coiiviuced, 
that if properly conducted, they are produc¬ 
tive of great benefits to the poor, and afiurd 
excellent infurmaliou to the student, which 
it is jiupassible he ^ procure iu the wards 
of our hospitals, ill conducted as they now 
are. 'i'lie remark 1 uow make will apply to 
all charitable institutions; it is the disgrace¬ 
ful manner in which medical officers are sp- 
poiuted to these establishments. Your pages 
iiuve frequently proved, that they are se¬ 
lected by interest, and not for their talents* 
1 trust 1 may yet see the day wlieu we 
shall adopt the Trench plau, of retiuiring 
each candidate for a charitable institution lo 
submit to a severe public examinatioiu Let 
iJjis be done, and then our charitable esta¬ 
blishments will be a boast and an honour to 
the country, and the names of their medi¬ 
cal officers will, like those of John Hunter 
snd Bedard, be a password to succeeding 
generations.

Ohxen'ations on fhe Local Diseases termed 

Malignant. By Blnjamim TnAvi.iia, 

Surgeon to .Si.Thomne'o UoRpitvI. 

U Number 3<»9,p. i, we gave an extended 
otialysia of tbe coutenU of the last volume of 
tho Aledico-Cbirurgical Truusactiuus, re* 
serving fur consideration the present paper 
by Alr. Truven. 

'I'he author commences by remarking, that 
“ chronic local diseases may be divided into 
tractable and intractableand he then goes 
on to observe, that a disease, curable 
III its nature, may bo so intractable from its 
situation or ext< nt, or some local peruliaiity, 
as to be extremely diflftcuh, or even not to 
admit of cure.” The causes, honev er, fi oin 
which a disease may be intractable iu its 
nature, l.e states to be as follows:— 

“ First, on account of its depemling upon 
a poison absorbed, as die venereal, or au ill 
condition or habitual morbid state of the 
system, as die scrofulous, or au inveterate 
cachexia compounded of both. 

'* Second, from its being a disease of a 
part which, when it has reached a certain 
stage, generates a poison, and tiiua diifuses 
its gpeciea aud destroys contiguous textures, 
so that alter this stage is reached, however 
complete its apparent extirpaden or destruc- 
tion, it is liable to re>Bppear. 

*' Third, fiom its being a d«Hi«ee of the 
constitution, showing itself primarily and 
exclusively in tumours, bearing a aimijar 
clmracter in various parts of the body, ttd 
proving within a shoit period destructive to 
life, iu despite of the earliest i-.ti-ifereBce 
of art. 

“ To these two latter classes belongs t&e 
genus carcinoma.” 

Diaeases which are intractable in the first 
sense, assume a nearly eimilar character to 
those of the second class, and being often 
fatal in tlieir results, are considered of a 
malignant kind; but, in the opinion of Mr. 
Travers, they admit of a disiiuctioii, boili 
in their external character aud progress, and 
in their manner of afFeciing the cuuatitutiou, 
and ultimately destroying life. 

With reference to tbe diseases termed 
maligntmt, by which term the author means 
ineimble diseates having a tendency to de- 


atioy life, there are the following queries 
and obaetvatioaa 

" If the diaeue on ita firat appearance 
malignant 1 Or does tbe disease, arising in 
circumstaneet favourable to the attainment 
of malignity, as texture, aex, temperament, 
age, or climate, may explain, berome in the 
Ciiurse of time malignant I If, upon iia first 
appeariiiire, a local afleotiun is stuiuped with 
the essential character of malignity, it is, in 
fact, a disease of the constitution, whence, 
uloue, such a character can be derived. It 
is conceivable that a simple local disease 
may become muliguunt by the influence of 
the coiistiiutiou uptin it, ns a aimple fever 
may heeumv typhoid or putiid, but a strictly 
local aflei-ti'in caiiiiui be malignant. When 
we speak of the decided malignity of a tu¬ 
mour or ulcer, we mean to suy that it is such 
a disease of tliesystem showiugitselfin a part* 
\\ hen we say that it has a malignant aspect, 
or ri-hemblrs a niiiligiiuiit tumour or ulcer, wn 
moan that it ih analogriiiK to those in which 
the roii*ttttutinn, suuiier or Inter, takes such 
an action. W c cannot well conceive mslig- 
liity ai the exclusive or innate properly of 
njHirt. A change of striiciiire, whether of 
increase or loss of stibsiimce, which not 
only resists every remedy, but which, being 
extirpated or destroyed, is reproduced, 
either in the vicinity, or at a distance from 
the original site, is ceilaiiily not, iu strict¬ 
ness, ii local disease. But il from any total 
cause a sore refuses to heal, or tails into gan¬ 
grene ; if by the extension of the ulcerative 
process, blood-vessels are opened, and a 
fatal hamiorrhage ensues; if by the profuse- 
ness of a secretion a patient dies exhausted; 
if by tlie incessant irritation of the nervous 
system, or the morbid actions set up iu vital 
orguiih, niider a protracted symptomatic fbver, 
life IB extinguished; tbe disease dues in no 
rchpcit imply a malignant nature, though 
‘•':iso considered, malignant diseases be¬ 
ing subject to a siimlar terminaiioii. It in 
to iucurabieness from cuuik>s not local, and 
the disposition to appear in 
uuru II a:i o'le part at the same time, or ta 
re* appear when the flrat affected part ha« 
bees freely removed, that the term malig¬ 
nity ia applicable. 

“ If e looel disease were, from its eartieat 
germ, impressed with a maligrumt chailtlo* 
ter, derived from a morbific matter in dm 
constitution, it would be so much a eqnflti- 
tntionul di&<ai'*, tliat the removal COtM 
never he ur,;t*d on the ground of penatMllt 
beneht, 'i'o one species of mstignant dis- 
fa.se this (liaracter is applicable. But al¬ 
though a local diaease, strictly speaking, 
cuniiut he mdlignant, it is clear that a dis¬ 
ease, dltogfther local in its commencement, 
may in its progress stir up un action of tbe 
constitution, which impari.v to it that cha¬ 
racter, or a malignant coustiiutionol dueai*> 
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may only slow itself in a part. Ag:aiQ. con. 
Btitutional malignancy inoy not aboar itself 
ill any part by a specific organic chnnge, as 
is tlio case with some poisons and conta* 
gioiis fevers; wlierena the diseaS'* of a part 
must derive its malignant properly from the 
constitution. 

** A scirrlions tumour may, therefore, bo, 
and undouhiedly is, in the first instance, a 
local anil single disease. I'hc proof of this 
may be found, allniving for all the prejudices 
against tlic o|iomtion, and all the mistakes 
of patholo^, in the rocoid of a thousand 
instances of the early and complete removal 
of the disease, vriihout threat uf return, 
during many years of the patients' after life ; 
»»y, the ulcerated stage is not always too 
late for recovery, and under otherwise fa* 
vouroble circumbttincea, the removal of the 
fungating ulcer of the cancerous breast, and 
other putts, has been auccessfu!. This 
single fact ia an onswer to the fact, whether 
aeirrhuB is local or constitutional in its 
origin,*’ 

Under tho order *' malignant diseases,” 
Mr. Travers ranks carcinoma ns a genus, 
liaviag two species, the nirrhous and the 
medullary, the respeciire modifications and 
varieties of which, are referrible to diiler* 
cnees of the strncture alfected. Scirrhous 
cancer, he says, always originates in some 
secretory structure, such as tho follicles of 
internal mucous membranes; of the reflect* 
ed integument at the orifices of canals, and 
of the skin; ia the conglomeittte glands, the 
liver, pancreas, and testicle; and in the 
lymphatic or absorbent glands, /ks to 
the eauae of these parts being especially 
subject to disease, Uie subjoined opinions 
are iiasardcd 

** (jlandular organs are the seat of scir* 
tlias, because they are more abundantly than 
other parts suppUed with vessels, v ;.<<e 
office is the separation and combiuat.ou uf| 
new materials from Uia circulating fluid 
and it ia auffieien% 'MiM that when, 
having been hriiHualiy and ^vely «m< 
ploved, cease to be so, these vessels 
prfltiKBfrtural deposits, and espend 
their «n<^ea, vanionty us it were, upon 
new no eaeless structures. This seems to 
am the Wgin of scirrhous tubercle.” 

We thauk you, Mr. Travers, for the in* 
formation, that glandular vessels, sometimes, 
itantoufy spend their energies, and, if you 
will pardon us the illustration, wo would 
•ay, like unto yourself, while scribbling such 
•paper as tills. To this /NgenioMSspeculation 
•ucceeds some observations un the period 
of life at which scirrhos usually forms, and 


next are some remarks on the atitictare of 
Bcirrhua, its external and internal cbarac**^ 
ten, from wbieh we taka the subjoined 
extracts:—* 

** Structure ef Scirrhu.'^Exlerml Cha- 
racters*—hardness, with increase of weight; 
inelasticity or toughness in some cases, 
knotty or cragged in duration in others; 
circumscription and mobility beneath the 
■kin in its esrliest stage, but not to such a 
degree as to allow of the fingera passing 
beneath the tumour, and turning its edge 
upwards. Next, i.e. in the second stage, 
close adhesion to the tegument, and such 
incorporation with the glandular organ in 
wliich it 18 seated, as to have no mobility 
but thot of the gland itself on the parts 
beneatli. The adhesion of the skin rather 
partially stretches or puckers it, according 
to the amoolh or unequal surface of tho 
tumour, and to the close or loose attach¬ 
ment, and particular conformation of tlie 
integument at the spot, as fur example, next 
tJie nipple, and at a distance from it; nr 
beneath the mucous membrane of the pylo* 
rus or rectum, and the common integument 
of the body. 'Third stageContraction and 
diminution, by pressure, of volume in the 
gland, as the tumour increases; obrupt pro¬ 
jection of one large coloured tubercle, some¬ 
times of several smaller tubercles. 'Iran* 
sieiit pains, which have been hitherto ob< 
scure ond occasional, now more distinct and 
frequent, like the pricking of a sharp in* 
striiment, with a sense of heat or burning; 
dusky, or red livid colour of the skin, with 
resplendent tension; excoriation, or crack¬ 
ing of the skin at Che summit or base of the 
tubercles ond fungous elevations, with icho¬ 
rous and aomoua oozing. The external cha¬ 
racters are, in the mainy sufficient, though 
they fiimish no unique diagnostic sign. 

'HAfomo/ CAcr/wcCm.—'These, though 
prfoenltng more variety, are more to be 
depended i:non. lu tho first stage, a tougii 
inoiga:i!>- ■ “ and {iretty compact roas*;, of 
• white ond yellow-brown colour, »n.ooth, 
and moistened by a i>1i^Ii[!y unctuous fluid ; 
its consistence is not uniform, Icing hard in 
the centre, so .)<» to form n nncleus; the 
circumference i< defined by the ti'-mination 
of red vessel.-*, forming a vd«-c>ilar ooutidary. 
Upon ilonting in water, and still more by a 
certain maceration, the texture opens so as 
to bring into view concentric areolae, bavi ig 
iheit interstices filled by a white granular 
matter, w hicli may be picked out from the 
meshes. These' oreole are crossed by 
white faint hues, at irregular intervals, in 
the direction of radii from a centre, visible 
to the naked eye, and very eonspicoous un¬ 
der a maguificr, giving the section some 
anology to that of a lemon. In the second 
stage, when inflammatory action commeocesy 
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• and It UDOimced by sltools of jiain, tlic 
I fvlatire fimtuest of the centre and uircusi)* 
f'rence of the tubercle becj^mes reversed,' 
the cenCre being pulpy or broken, while the 
nrcumferenoe retains its (trmnees. 'I'he 
f-urrouuding parts are now found to have lost 
tite.ir natural elasticity by condensatiou of 
texture, and partake of tlie firnuesa and 
weight of the scirrhua, giving considerable 
apparent increase of volume to the tumour, 
which is now less defined at its margin, and, 
in fact, of a compound character, 'i'be dense 
opaque white lines which, traversing the 
tumour in the direction of radii, diminish in 
density as they proceed outward, and are 
lost in the extreme circumference of tlte 
gland, are not the production of disease, 
but the septa which divide and support the 
lobules of which the gland ia composed, in 
an opaque and thickened state. \Vitliin the 
woll ol the tubercles ooe or more cyata, con¬ 
taining a dark yellow,or cuffee-browu fluid, 
are sometimes met with, but are not often 
present." 

The facts of scirrhus being sometimes 
completely removed by a sloughing process, 
and of its remaining innoxious to the sys¬ 
tem, through many years, are regarded by 
Mr. Travers aa additional evidences in sup¬ 
port of his opinion, that the disease is, 
originally, strictly local in its character. 
Not so, however, with medullary cancer or 
fungous bamiatodes, which, it is stated, 
differs from scirrhous cancer, 

" In its properly of aflecting all tex¬ 
tures-in truvelling as much by the blood- 
vpisels as tbe absorbents of the part->io 
external characters, which are the reverse 
of those of scirihus—in internal characters. 
It differs last, but not least, from scirrhus, 
, in being the disease of eariy, rather Umn ed* 
vanced, life, and from the first a truly las^* 
nsnt. and, therefore, a constitutional Uf«. 
ease." 

Of ils disposition to return after open- 
tion, the author say a- ' 

1 have never known a person survive 
this disease, after its removal by the knife, 
more than four years, and, in very few in¬ 
stances, so long; when, ns often happens, it 
returns upon the part or neighbourhood, its 
progress to destruction is vastly mote rapid. 
After removing a medullary cancerous tu¬ 
mour from the calf uf the leg in a young 
man, 1 was compelled, uiihtn tiiree months, 
to amputate high in the thigh. After re¬ 
moving such a tumour from the loot, in* 
t eluding some of tlie toes and metatarsal 
banes, of a young woman, she w'as attacked 
by tbe disease in the gioin, and died within 
SIX months, iki, after extirpating tbe testes. 


the disease has presented itself in the gtoju. 
Two yniing gentlemen, for one of yvlumi a 
small tumour was removod from the ihigt., 
and, for the other, amputation at the thi'git 
performed for a tumour involving the knee- 
joint, lived each from three to four yeais, 
without auy reappearance of the disease ex¬ 
ternally, and will! very littlo interruption to 
health lu the interval; both died of disenae 
in the chest." 

! Scirrhous cancer, it ia admitted, may,and 
I occasionally dues develop itself in remote 
I oTgsuB after the removal, and without re¬ 
turn of tbe exierunl tumour. Hut Mr. 

I Travers would infer that, in such cases, the 
scirrhous disease had not been removed 
; until absorption of a poison into the system 
i had taken place; hence arises the imjiort- 
I ant practical eonsideratiuii, of the pciiod 
I nt which scirrhus becomes a constitutional 
I disease. 

“ 'J'hat the miRchlef (says the author) per- 
■ vadt'S the sysletu long before the jirooess of 
jexlenial ulceration, 18 proved by itio num- 
Imrlcss cases m wbii li the plands next in 
the course of nl).-or||iion have previously 
undergone the first, if not the fatal change. 
I'his IS of iisilf regarded us n bar to the 
operation by most surgeons; but it should 
depeuii on tin* degree of induration and iha 
state, espeeiully the freedom from adhesion 
uf lUe principal* tumour, whether they ought 
to he bu regarded." 

From all wliich we hare quoted, it will 
be perceived tbat, in the opinion of tbe 
author, medullary cancer is dependent upon 
I a poison circulating in the system; whilst, 
in scirrhous cancer, a poison is engendered 
in the diseased port, and ultimately taken 
' up into the system. It is certain that fun- 
Igous hmmatodes does, iii most instancet, 
appear to be a constitutional disorder, va* 
nous parts being simultaneously aftected, 
and the disease returning externally or in¬ 
ternally after the Nkgoeal of the part prima* 
riJy affected; but there are some cases’ 
which equally ftvour the o;^ion of Us 
* being, with scirrhus, a local disease, fro« 
i wliich a poiaon is evolved, and carried Inis 
!the habit. We may take, for esampis; s 
lease of bimple chronic eniargement of ths 
'u-bticlo, which, under some local exdtt- 
I merit, tukrs on a loaligoant action, and true 
fungoid disease is produced; but it may be 
' fsid, if tbe fungus be removed, iha malady 
cither appears at the original site, or in 
[some interoul viscu^, under which the pa¬ 
tient sinks, nod this suificieuily proves tbs 
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uniremJily of the poison. It does so, but, 
at the aame time, does not disprove that it 
may bare had a local origin; nnless, indeedy 
it should be said that the same individual 
would have been affected with medullary 
cancer, if the diseased structure had uot 
previously existed. 

In the second part of the paper, the 
onthor enters into a description of the pecu* 
liar cireum8tunr«8 which diitiiu'utsh nialip* 
nant diseases, properly so called, in different 
parts nf the body. They arc divided as 
follows 

** 1st. Malignant diseahes of the face and 
head. 

'* itd. Malignant diseases of the external 
oonglomerate glonds, viz. tli| salivary, the 
mammary, and the testicle. 

** .Sd. Malignant diseases of the organs of 
generation in botli sexes. 

*14Ui. Malignant diseases of the trunk, 
inolnding the viscera and the extremities.” 

This portion of tiie paper, however, pro¬ 
ceeds no farther than the first division, the 
author postponing the remainder to a future 
rommimication. We shall give an abstract 
from each, deaeribed under the head of 
malignmt diseaies of the head and face. 

*• lat. Cancer of tke /•bcc—begins in a 
small warty tuberole, hard, irritable rather 
than painful, aometimea discoloured, so as 
to loos like a dirt-spot. It is usually seated 
upon the idds of the face, upon or between 
the aygoma aad base of tlie lower jaw. 
'Wkea fretted by frequent handliug, or 
wounded, or irritated by caustic and siimu* 
lent applicatioas, it indafnes superficially 
and becomes ulcerated, diachar^ng a thin 
matter. It next acquires a broimer base of 
iaduratbn, has a livid circumference, and 
an even and gloaiy surface of an unheaUhv 
brightness. '1 he bealth continues unaltered. 
The third stage into which the diaeaae shifts, 
is that of extandljM ulceration both in 
teaadth aad Aeptb ,* m tilodrhaving an ir- 
MgalarMgiilia' and sadhee, and a profuee 
aappurttiwiKsdiarge of a peeufiar odour. 
The paitS*la«ow frequent, if not Cfinstant, 

a wra shooting. The complexion, 
, aad flesh, undergo a gradual, but 
change—the mind becomes irr liable 
ISfA liaioua—appetite and natural sleep 
M, tfie pulK ia rapid and small, and spou* 
laaeona bleedings take plsce at iTitervaU. 

** This disease is more incidental to tlie 
Inhabitants of the country than of Loniioii, 
both in higher and lower life, and to the age 
of firom fifty* five to seventy more thon any 
Other period*. 'J'he spplication of caustic to 
the dkoased part is iu every sense injurious. 
The proper and the urgent remedj^ it a free 


excision, both in breadth and depth, of the 
indurated wart or tubercle. The absorbent 
glands are aeldom affected before ulceration, 
or at least so affected as to cootrs'indicate 
excision. In the last stage 1 do not believe 
that it admits of cure, ana after trying a va¬ 
riety of applications, 1 hare come to the 
coneUitsion, that whatever irritates the can¬ 
cerous ulcer, although it choiii;ea the siirfsce, 
quickens the destructive action: that sooth' 
iiig applications, wdiich administer to the 
ease or tbe patient, retard it, as the watery 
solution, or epithem of ofiium, infusion of 
hemlock, dec., under a simple emollient 
ointment or poultice. Tbe best tonic, and 
at the same lime unirrilnting ointments, are 
those of the oxydes of bismuth, and of zinc 
properly diluted. 

“ 2il. Mt^ullary Tumour of the Face and 
Angle of the t/oio—is sometimes seated in 
the cellular membrane, more frequently in 
the lymphatic glands. 1 have seen it mcu- 
pving the situation of the zygomatic fossa, 
and also over the parotid gland, covering 
this and a portion of the buccinator muscle. 
The lymphatic gland over the parotid, and 
the glands at the angle of the jaw, are not 
utifrequendy tlie seat of medullary uaiiccr. 
The section of these exhibits a compound 
character, the remaining firmness and natu¬ 
ral colour of the gland, in parts, being mixed 
with the soft medullary matter, and giving 
it a mottled appearance. 1 assisted at the 
removal of one of these tumours in an elderly 
lady, from behind tbe angle of the jaw. Tbe 
disease reappeared in the cicatrix, and proved 
fatal very soon afterwards. 

“ .“Sd. Canrer of the Fpetids and Con- 
tents of the Oi-drV*—begins in the lorm of a 
hard, fretful, pimply ulcer, upon either pal- 
pebra, or one of the borders or angles of the 
(srii. Jt is discoloured by inflammation, 
and Boxaetimea itches, discharges a thin 
mattet» and scabs repeatedly. When it 
^wt surgical attention it is an irregular 
■ore, notching or puckering the border of 
tiie affected lid by removal of its Bubstanee, 
tbd creeping around the orbit. Its progress 
is slow, but alter some lime, the conjunc¬ 
tiva of the palpebra beenniea elevated, thick, 
and rigid, 1 be ulcer at length environs the 
orbit and ejehall, and a luxuriant fungus 
overshoots, and, together with the hanging 
remnants of the lids, buries the eye—so 
that, nlUiough the globe remains, ithecomes 
difficult to be seen, 'i'he pain is itching and 
burning. The ultimate stage of the dUeare 
presi'iits a horrible appearance. 1 have ex* 
tirpated ihis disease when, as is rare, it has 
commenced iii the 1oom> conjunctiva, remov¬ 
ing the entire contents of tbe orbit. The 
disease reaiipeared upon the inferior palpe- 
bra.^ 'J'he larhrj mat gland is sometimes ex- 
cltuively affected with aeirrhoa, and in this 
state, previous to interutd ulceration, I have 
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fmoved it: the patient remained for some 
}ear8 free from diseaie. 1 have aince loat 
eight of him. 

McduUnry Ttnnnur of the Ejff- 
hull and Contents of the Orhi#.—The pecu¬ 
liar metallo-luatruus, or tapetum-liLe ap- 
jicaraDCP of the fundus of the eye, iinot 
diagnostic. I Imve seen seveml eases in 
iK'ltith this appearance was stationory, and 
the eyehall dwindled, which might, there- 
fure, fairly be piesumcd not to have been 
instances of maUjnuiit disease. 'Jhe Inst 
diagnosis is founded oil the increase of vo¬ 
lume of the ejelmlij or the contrary, prior 
to tlie givipjr way of the tunics; but the 
progressive uilvoucc of the tumour to the 
cornea, and the shrinking and sloughing of 
tile latter membrane, which happens prior 
to the protrusion of the fungus, is decisive of 
all doubts, i have eitirpated the eye af¬ 
fected with medullary concer in several in¬ 
stances ; but 1 am not aci^uainted with any 
case ill which the patient, who has survived 
two years, Las not been revisited by the 
disease. 

“ 5th. Canter of the Jsower Lip.—The 
commencement of thia common and well- 
known disease is in the interjacent cellular 
tissue of the mucou< membrane and skin. ‘J'he 
enlargement and induration render it con¬ 
spicuous before the villous surface of the lit) 
cracks transversely, and oozes a thin fluid, 
then exulceraies, and scabs by turns, and 
ultimately ulccratea deeper, and fungates. 
There is a mode of operating which 1 prefer 
to that for hare-lip; and slow as the progress 
of the disease is. and little painful, the 
wieest way is to remove it freely in its early 
stage. The mode of operating is the simple 
removal, by a full crescent-shaped section of 
die substance of the lip. The commissures 
of tbe mouib should, if possiMe, be left: no 
suture is. of course, required. The contrac¬ 
tion daring the healing ptoeess, under a 
double-headed bondage, passing over tlie 
vertex and occiput, so as to keep a tlittle 
moistened lint, or simple ointment, on tbe 
cut surface, ahapes and adapta the Hp with 
singular neatness; and what ia more re¬ 
markable, the cut suridce takes a depth of 
colour and a ]ilumpness, and a defined border, 
which has much the appearance of tbe natu¬ 
ral surface. 

“ 6lh. Cancer of the Jlveolur Mmbrant 
ef the Lmt er .Aim'.—Tliia is u rare, hut very 
marked form of malignant diai-ase. 1 have 
seen it only in aged persons. It con>nieiir es 
at the point of refieciion of the membrane of 
tbe gum on the alveolus, or on the inui-r side 
of the gum at the root of the teeth, where 
the sore mouth, from mercury, is fommonly 
flrst perceived. Bmall granular eminences, 
or tuMrrles.are formed, by which the mem¬ 
brane of the gum is raised and thickened 
Hito ft unaU Tbe disease begins about 


the root of the last incisor or Uenspid, and 
thence gradually enlarges backwards to the 
middle molar teeth. Ulcdtaiion then ensues, 
the edges of the ulrer fungating and bleed¬ 
ing frequently; it is slowly, but progres¬ 
sively phagedenic, destroying the soft parts, 
and nItiDistely, by ulcerative '..sorfitiun, the 
substance of the Vuaxilla. so si even to di¬ 
vide the bone, it admits only of palliutiou 
by the frequent use of antiseptic and deter¬ 
gent gargles snd lotions, as of lime-water, 
camphor, myrrh, borax, honey. Icc. Oxy- 
jihosphate of iron, and eonipositions of ver¬ 
digris and cmiMtiCi are of no avail. Sarsapi- 
nils dis»olved in milk, boiled bread and 
milk, atiiinul jellies, and soft nutritive mu¬ 
cilages, are best adapted for sustenance sod 
medicine. No sign of ossilie adhesive in- 
flammation.js nsteo-sarcoms, ur exostosis, 
appears. ‘Hk patient dies of exhaustion 
from deficient nourishment, pain, and re¬ 
peated haemorrhages. 

“7 th. Medullary Tumanrofthe Moedh 
and /Wneex.—The difference between the 
two last described affections is, that ibis ii 
growth, the other decrement of substanee; 
the former being an eroding nleeraiive dis- 
ease, the latter a tungnua production--the for¬ 
mer a scitrlioiis, tbe latter a medullary cancer. 

*' Otii. Catirer of the 7bftg«e.—This is 
not 0 smooth and firm rounded tubercle, but 
an irregular riigaed knob in its first stage, 
generally situated in the anterior third, and 
midway between the raplif* and one edge. 
It sometimes, but seldom, extendi across 
the middle line, although it often extends 
alongside of it. Tbe hardness ia nnyielding, 
inelastic, snd the muious lurfsoe puckered 
and rigid. It slao gives tO the linger and 
thumb of tbe surgeon the sensation of soli¬ 
dity, or of its penotraiiug the entire mus¬ 
cular substance, being perceived equally on 
either surface. Sharp shoots of pain are 
felt through the side of the affected organ, 
towards the angle of tbe jaw snd ear. The 
disease tends to run backward toward the 
base or posterior edge. It sometimes fte- 
qiitres greftt bulk b^e ulceration takes 
place, so fts 10 project tbb longue from tbe 
moutb. Tbe niemtion oAsii eatrnds firofti 
the edge of tlie tongue to tbe membraite of 
the moutb snd gums, when tin dlevatbiibd 
distended membrane at lengtli glefts yHtf, 
and ulceraiion ia rapid. The surfiM*Otfine 
ulcer ia very un*'ven, clean nd bli^ b|ft- 
nulaiiOTis ajipearing in parts, and teo&n 
deep ami itlougby hollows. Thfe diiRUg pain 
is very acute, but only occuional. Tlwre is 
a dull aching always preient, and as con¬ 
stant a spitting as in deep salivatinn. 1'faa 
irritation ia such as soon imjiairs the powers 
of life. It happens to strong and hithetlp 
healthy persons, fur tlie most part males, 
from the age of forty onwards, lliere is 
generilly an evening paroxysm of pain, aad 
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tlif niglitaow much ditturbcii. by tic gpcrc- 
tion uccanitiittmg in the throat, which vx- 
cites ooiigii. Towards the fubtl Irrnunatiuu 
of the diaease, oevosiuiial |irbfu«e Iwaiur* 
rbagen take jilaee atahoriening intervals. 

'* Ofall diseaud etatea, this is one of the 
most pitiable. It adniiia of palliatives only, 
and these very inefl'eolivp. 1 have seen 
only one case, wherein the ligature or knife 
had been employed, and in which 1 did not 
witness, or hear of a reciiirenceofthe du* 
ease before a twelveinouth bad elapsed. In 
several, in which the ligature hod been 
reported succeasful from the finished atate of 
Uie eicHtru, the disease returned, Excision 
is hardly aafe, when ])racticubIo, through 
the sound parts. Tho actual cautery aud 
the lunar cauatic arc decidedly aggravant of 
the malady. All stimulant w>ldicuiions, 
myrrh, alum, zinc, copper, anAveu borax, 
are painful, and augiueut the iniachief. The 
oarbouate of iron, and alkaline curboiiutcs, 
are of no beneCt iu my experiem-e. 'I'he 
black wash (]^. of rulumel suspeiuled by 
moeiiage in jij. of lime*water) is, upon the 
whole, the b^bl application. 

** 9th. ChMcfr ty the Antrum .—^Thia most 
disfiguring and (tealructivc disease begius 
upon the lining menilirnne, and first shows 
itself in a bulging of the cheek under and 
upon the malar bone, 'i'he tumour is ele> 
vuied, circumscribed, and hard, and the in¬ 
tegument has e bluah of colour, 'i'he pain is 
inconsiderable, w^en the patient is uluimed 
by the appearance and incresbe of tin- bwelU 
ing. The noatnl soon becomis closed on 
the aame side, and the teeth loose; they fall 
out, or are extracted, and a copious ooxiug 
of purulent ichor lakes place into the mouth 
I'he introduction of the probe by tlie nostril, 
or palate, is followed by fn>e bleed ug. It 
the alveolus is trephined, a fungus bhoots 
up, fills the opening, and covers the gum. 
^ext, the palate becomes depreated, so that 
the arch on ihol aide is lost, and either the 
eyelids are closed, or the eye protruded; 
end eompletely amawrotio iu either caae. in 
the mean time tltp ekternal sitolling gaina 
tiae, is ^afte the akin ac- 

qaiteeaUti^lHMu lure are, commonly, 
oba «r Moi^dhpnwdtmi where'tiie bone ‘is 
■beaebed. break and dischurgo pus. 
Ttw patiiM tuffen a good deal of hnruing 
and daitiog pain. The ulceration extends 
until the asMtb commuiiicatca directly with 
and fluids escape fiom tlu- wule 
openlag^a the cheek. The t'Xiiiuiii.itioD of 
thaae caica tbrowa no light upon their ori¬ 
gin. It is a chaotic mass of longuU ut 
lymph, and blooil holding spicula of bone. 

It is common for persona to refer this 
difcaie to tlie extraction of a molar tooth, 
wltich they say was followetl by swelling, 
discharge, and locked jaw of long couiinii- 
nnee; but the probability is, that the dis- 


r in most caves liad commenced before 
the tnntk was extracted. 

I " 10th. Cttnetrous fungus of thr Notes 
»H(l Antrum. — 'I iiis is a growth essentially 
I iiialignaiit, to which the common lining mem* 
I brine is bubject, though it is happily rore. 
It has no cliuracter of tubercle, but, on the 
I contrary, is a brittle or fnuble fungus, ex* 

I cestively vascular, growing from the whole 
' surfsco of tlic cell. 1 have seen it com* 

I meocing in, and pioper to, the nares, hut it 
is more frCijiuoully aituated iu tlie antrum. It 
distends the psrietcs enormously by its ra* 
^ pid growth, and although masses of it are 
cut or tom away, and the cautery applied to 
the cleared surface, it is reproduced again 
and again witliin tlio apace of a few weeks. 
'I'he spparaljou ia followed by excessive, 
even datigejous, haimorrhage. It is denu* 
minuted, improperly, the malignant polypni, 
*' llih. Caucer of the fauces and 
r^no:.—Sciirhous tonail is seldom seen. Dut 
tlie broad papilla: at the root of the longue 
uujoiuing the base of the epiglottis, the ton* 
sil glands, aud the mucous follicles of the 
com moil membrane of the glottis and pha* 
lyiix, aie each of them occnaiuually proper 
Beats ol the disease, beginning in tumour and 
induration, and teriiiiunting in fungus. 

" iSflb. (Xmcer of the fjetemat Ear.^ 
Tlie 7ur is rarely an original seat of caucer, 
although not uufreqneutly attacked by the 
encroachment of an ulcer on the cheek. I 
have once, however, Been the upper third 
of the external ear the exclusive beat of on 
iiuluruteil sore, having every cbaiaeter of 
cancer, and amputated the diseased piece. 

1 he wound healed, and the patient, 1 be* 
iieve, remains sound. 

13th. Medullary Tumour of the Inter* 
ual 1 have seen one example of this 
disease. '1 he suftcrings of the palu-nt were 
severe, from the confiaementofitsaitaatioii, 
and tlie displacement of parts; and the de* 
furmitj waa excessive.” 

A brief deacriptioii of the diseases of the 
|l|)Sad and face, which are sometimes mis*

LIABILITIES AND DISGRACEFUL REGULATIONS 


THE LANCET. 

Saturday, Aaguhl 15, 1829. 

An opinion prevails, even umoni; many 
woll'informi'd porsons, tiiol no legal pro* 
ceedingfl can Ik> inatituU'il against the Conn* 
oil uf the College of Surgeons; tliat the 
Council as a body, or its moniboTS indivi* 
dually, cannot bo sued, in any form, in our 
CDorta of luvr, for the redress of any real or 
imaginary grievance. The (oniititnfion au<l 
powers of this viln corjuiratiou uie already 
sufficiently objer tionabie, and ^ would be u 
work of aupererogation, either to maht or 
represent llieiu to bo worse than they 
really are. The Coumil may be usurpers, 
may be 8 set of inipo''tors, linking no itght 
whatever to presid*' over the deisiinie-j of 
the profession; but still th<>y are uni* nable 
to the law. Jt is of great impoitanee that 
tbo profession aliould be (orreclly i'.iftinned 
on this subject, and i%order to set th<> ((ues- 
lion quite at rest, we will extract a jiorlion 
of the fifth clause of their (’luitiin, ibe 
instrument under (bo aulboiily of which 
they have oppressed, degraded, and pluii* 
deied their jirofcssioiial brethren. 'J'he 
Council, of course, will not deny the (‘xcel* 
lence or the legality of this doenmant. 'i'ho' 
following is the passHg<3 to which wu beg to 
direct special attuntion :>~ 

<'Tbat the Horat Coiimos of Svn* 
oiONS in London, ahatl and may have per¬ 
petual aucoeaiion^ and a common seal, w*ith 
power td brefik, alter, and make anew, the 
■aid Ma]» Ukud time to time, at their w ill mid 
pleasmrc, and by the s&mv name, shall .uicl 
luqf titPi.SAD, and beiMnrve'n, b.ibre 
att momer o/ juulhrs, iu a.'f lourfs, and i’t 
all manner of ArTio\f and st 11 :;, m.d i>h:.!l 
be at all times, and for over horeafiv r, pi r- 
aotts able and capublu in Anf* to take, pin- 
chase, possess, hold, and enjor. a hail or 
coancU*housc, witli its nppuitcnances, si* 
tuata withiu the cUiea of London or cat* 


minster, orwithinSnemile of either efthemt 
for the use and purposes of the said Col¬ 
lege.’* 

Accoidingto the provisions of this clause 
it is perfectly clear, that there would be no 
more difficulty in instituting legal proceed¬ 
ings against this Corjtorution, tlinn agaiiiU 
any other. It is iiupoilunt that tins sliuiiUl 
he kuowU becuubo some indiridunl who 
may have been, or who may hereafter bu 
injured, by this body, may have the sj<iiil to 
seek for redri ss at tlio liands of a jiiiy of his 
country, and should be not succeed in oh- 
tnining pecuniary recompcuscfut hia vvrungi, 
stillb<‘ would have the satislaction of 1 lyin}^ 
b*f'j!i the world a complete history *)f the 
protVs'^iouul fiuuda LoHuiiitted by llies*' clu* 
inrlerlcss monopolisers. Wc speuk of tlu ni 
thus as a Corporation, and not of (lie mem¬ 
bers of that Corporation in their imlividunl 
(iipacitiesi for some of them aie geniKiiuu 
of the bighcBt intellectual ntiaiiiments, and, 
in private life, tho reputation of the whole 
of thorn for integrity, is, we bilieve, un¬ 
questioned. Yet how Blrangu does it seom, 
tliut all tho disUnguishing attributes of a 
niun’s character should disappenr at the 
very moment he first breathes ihe pestifer¬ 
ous aimoaphere of a corptu’ute mauaion. 
But is (here, in fact, so sudden a change, or 
do* s the gem of evil only remain quiescent 
until it ia stimulated to action by the cor¬ 
ruption engendered by irresponsible power. 
'MVby,” says the immoria! Shakspearc, 

were laws made, but that we are rogues 
by nature ? ” Aud when we sec men in their 
corpoiatecapauties the authors of uctiona at 
wiiicli, in juiv ate life, tlioy would express tho 
u'moic diB^ust, is not the conclusu n fi.rred 
I'p 11 us, that the repLtaiion fur integrity 
r hul' tluy liuvc iic<]tiirrd, has been obtained 
by a ceur .,0 ui ('uiidutt dictated by motives 
I'f seit*>iiitereit. lu a country like this, 
erery ninii who wishes to be auccessiul in 
life, jilaces a bi^h value upon public 
opinion. Comparatively speaking, a man 
has only tho power to do good ox eyil, in

propottiott to tho con&donce, or ivant of 
confidencf, reposed in him by his neigh- 
jHiurs. The fool, only, bids defiance to pub* 
lie opinion. The desire, therefore, of eeery 
man of sense, to obtain fur biinself, in all 
tbe relations of social life, an uointpeach* 
able character for integrity, is, in general, a 
Butficient protection against individual and 
private aggreaston. But what protection 
bos the public against tito acts of a sai.r* 
i'sn2>i,T( A-ftiva and iitAfe8Pu.s.stBLB body! 
A ('ll A HI Ell which gives esclusive privi* 
leges to the SEtT-rt.ECTEb'! No. It is the 
terror of those wlio have to subntit to il’i 
uiandstes, while it is tlic shield which pro- 
ti‘c!s the irresponsible Junto who ilirive by 
oppresf^iou. Tbe public lias here lost all 
Becurity, becouse it is presumed by the 
evil-doers, that a however bad, sanc¬ 
tions their proceedings, and that corjiorale 
coDi]>iici is 0 safegnard to individual charac¬ 
ter. But tbe rapacity of some men has 
induced them to extend this principle s 
little too for. Take the following “ regula¬ 
tionpassed in March 1824, os an in¬ 
stance :—

If we were to judge of the 
talents of these legiRlators, by the wretched 
style and composition of this regulation,'’ 
we should say, tfiat they are unlit to fnuno 
laws for the government of a kcnnol of dogs, 
ccrlBinly not for the members of a Idamed 
profession. As a specimen of grammar, 
tiuly it is beneath contempt; but far other* 
wise, if taken as a specimen of corporate 
moitppoly. I'be *' regulation’* infiunms us, 
that tbe worthy Court of Examiners will 
not receive certificates of stteodiBce on 
stttMmy apd surgery, except from the pro¬ 
fessors !a the Universities of Dublin,

Iioipitals from the heneilts of ike law 1 This 
queition will be beat answered by inscrtiug 
two other claosei of the “regulation” 
publiahed at the same time with the one we 
have already quoted. “ That from and after 
the date hereof (March 19th, im,) the only 
sekoohtfntrfer^ aFrooNisEobythe Court, 
he those of Jjoudon, Dublin, Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, and Aberdeen. 

* Thai eevtifieata of attendance upon the 
ohirurgical practice of an hospital, be ml rt^ 
ceived by the Court, unlm such hospital 
be in dne of the above avf uiiMsid schools, 
and shall contain on an average one hundred 
patients.” These regulations the Examin¬ 
ers had tka generosity to assert, were 
enacted ** to pTOsnute the cultivation of 
sound chirorgieal knowledge, and to dib- 
cuttntenanoe praoUees of a contrary ten¬ 
dency!!” Stripping these clauses of ull 
uielesa verbiage, what do w«> discover ? 

First, That the OH/p recognised school of 
surgery in Mtiglemd, is lliat of london. 

Secondly, That the only recognised hos* 
pitals in are thosd of Jjoudon. 

Thirdly, That all reet^iaed cortificntcs 
of atiendanco on leoturca on surgery, deliver¬ 
ed in Kugtavd, must come from the theatres 
of the hospitols, in AomfoK, or ” from per¬ 
sons teaching in a school aoxnowlidred 
by the medical establishmeut of one of^the 
ycooguised hospitaU,” m /tendon. ^ 
Fourthly, That ali. certiheates olottend- 
tnoe on hoi^ttal practice in £ngUsui,iandt 
come from the hospitals of jEMdOb 
Thus the provincial hospitals end medical 
tchools are aU gone at *' one fell swoop.” 

Sound chirurgicil” can no where be 
taught, and maud no wliere be bought, but in 
l.oudon; and the great minds of these pro- 
moten of “ sound chirurgicnl,” (ould onl} 
disoorereven here, seven apou whereon ihe 
goddess of wisdom deigned to smite, onU 
seven oases in the vast uiuntelleitu.i1 
desert of the country. For it is expressly 
ntaiedf that Lendon is not only the only re- 
oogaM InM in £uglmd, but that cer- 


tificstes of lectures delivm^ in London 
will not be received, “ except from per* 
SODS teaching in a schoi^l acknowledged by 
the medical establishment of one of the hos¬ 
pitals in I^ondmJ* Thus, according to these 
regulations, am. the fees paid by students 
for hospital attendance, ond for lectures on 
anatomy, physiology, aurgeiy, and the per* 
fofiMttoe of d^aaeetions, are placed at the 
cnlite, unqualtded dispuial, of the surgeons 
of the seven London hoapitjls, and thia 
with a view to tlie promotion of *' sound 
clitruTgieal knowledge.” The Examiners, 
he it remembered, have been sworn to 
cnudiict them.<elves with the utmost honesty 
and impflitialily i and who can doubt their 
iiitegriiy''. To hi* sure their prooedlinos 
were Buniowhat in fiivoiir of the surgeons of 
the I/mdon hospitals, Imi Uie benefits con- 
ferrtd were merely with a view to the pio- 
motion of “ sound cbirurgical, and to dis¬ 
countenance practices which had a contrary 
tendency.” The exareineis, indeed, must 
have submitted with much pain to their 
“ sense of duty,” in passing “ regulations ” 
so singularly favourable to theLnudou hos¬ 
pitals, because, from their unfortunate con¬ 
nexion with those cstablidiiuciils, the laws 
which they had swoiu to IVame iiujiartially, 
were darkened'hy an apparent iiartial as¬ 
pect.

In the great hospttkfAt Palermo ii^ 1833, 
5140 patients wereapom^, of whom 5Ai 
died.

How w thia opinion may have 
held true respecting thfiPariiian ladies nndnr 
tlio old regime/1 am tot able to determine, 
but of tliia 1 am sure, that among our fair 
roiintrywomen, more prudent, perfaapn 
though leaa gracioua than the rlejifanle* 
Paris, this membrane very frequently exiau; 
nor are our muaettiba wanting in speeimena 
of it. Now from the examination of these 
Bpecimma, it anpeara that the hymen con- 
aiata of a very delicate, vascular, and even 
sensitive membrane, which, togetlier with 
the parts contignua, auiTera a good deal when 
pressure ia made on it; and this membrane 
la partially eloaing up the orifice of the va¬ 
gina. The membrane aaaumea two forma, 
aometimes it ia circular, containing a free 
central aperture, capable of transmitting 
the tip of the little finger; and in other j 
cases it is in form like a orescent, and then 
always lies in the posterior and inferior part 
of the orifice of the vagina* There are, too, 
other forme which the hymen aaaomea, eai 
yon may perceive from tlieae apecimeita, | 
but they are rather objects of earioiity, than 
of practical importance, with the exception 
of two kinda, nere demonstrated; I me«Bj 
the cribriform and the impcribrate; inotb^ 
words, the hymen which doaea the v^;inal 
orifice entireljr, having no perforation, and 
the hymen Which, like t cuuender, cuntoioa 
pnnotttced openings* 

1 may obaerve here, that there are aome 
yottog persona made very unhappy, because 
when the catamenia form, they are offen- 
dve. Dr* Whiting related to me a case of 
this kind, stating at the same time what he | 
oonoeived to be tho cause. It seems that | 
the disease is produced, at least some¬ 
times, by a partial closure of tlie orifice of 
the vagina, in consequence of which the ca¬ 
tamenia have not n free escana during Uie 
menstruating period, and they being partially 
retained in the vagina, putrescence and of¬ 
fence enaues. If the patient ia taught to use 
« syringe, and warm water, in a proper man¬ 
ner, daring the menatruating perM, this 
little infinuty may be easily zeUeved Ibr the 


time, and mariii^ and ddld-beiring will 
accomplish the rest. 

Beaidea the hymen, there lie in the ori¬ 
fice of the vagina, little fleahy excreaeenees, 
of the fixe of tbe pea, or theieabouta; the 
eamncnls myttiformea, u they are called, 
to be Been well in tbit preparation. The 
hae of the earnnelea ia unknown; the^ are 
not always produced ,by the remains of the 
xuptored hymen; for, as before observed, 
the two parts may co-niat. 

It hai Wn otten asked, what is the use of 
this mystic membrane, the liymen ? and I 
am sot earn that we are even yet able to 
give ah answer to the ibqniry. It has often 
been asserted, that it is a sort of guard of 
virginity, and a test of its reality, and there 
may be some truth in this; but, after all, J 
am of Matthew Prior’a opinion, that jou 
should put the vadlork on the mind, (laugli- 
'ter,) and that the hymen alone is but a very

treacherous and unfaithful. That a woman 
moy be pregnant with the hymen unbroken, 

1 know for certain ; ond two or tliree de- 
cided cases of Uiis kind 1 hove seen, though 
there can be no doubt, that a well-formed 
hymen unbroken, must prevent the entrance 
of tbe male organ into die vagina. On tlie 
other hand, there is nothing more certain 
I than that the bymen may be broken down 
without the interoonrae of the sexes, from 
what causes I deem it needless to inquire. 
Ihia membrane seema to have been regard¬ 
ed with peenUar complacency by some illus¬ 
trious fmtoonagea of days gone by. The 
legislator of the Hebrews, who waa directed , 
to enjoin the removal of the foreskin, hds, 
if my mafiioty serve, taken pretty effectual 
meftsurejf to indoee the ladies of that nation 
to {iNberof the hymen ; and some wise and 
good hod pioui men have maintained, that 
parturiUoft. at tbe full torm, may take place 
^diottt its disruption; tlie time has been, 
When, to fibink otherwise, would have been 
po light offence; hot this high and myate- 
rioua matter is no anbject for profane obser¬ 
vation, and 1 forbear, therefore, to tread 
upon aacied ground* 

(tfum 9/the JHseates «/the Fulva, 

I Patients are aometimea affected with a very 
distressing disease, and not of infrequent 
I occurrence—the jprvritus of the vulva, ai it 
is called. Under this disease, there is a 
i;rent deal of irritation of this pert; some¬ 
times seated in the mens vnerit, and tbe 
parts coatiguoua>-«nd sometimes towards 
tbe perineum. Together with tbe itching, 
tlierc may be a amaiting, stinging, end feel¬ 
ing of acuputtciure—or, as it ia popularly 
termed, pins and needles, the symptom to¬ 
gether being so severe, ai to rob Iba podefiC 
of her rest at night, and deatray her kwll« 
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foA darisg lln 6ty} die emsot ut still in 
bfr cbtir, or lie in peace in ber bed, but ia 
eonUnually baraaaad by tbe Ktinga of this 
very tronbleaoae disease. Tbia pruritus, 
where it is found in the severer form, more 
especially if it is idiopatbic, tliat is. uneon- 
necled with any other more formidalda die* 
ease m its cause, arises, sometiraes, where 
there is inatteutioa to purity—from insects 
which infest the tufted growth on this pert 
ot the body, and prepamuons of umcury, 
turpeoime, tobacco, and ae on. and the re¬ 
moval of the hair, wiM apeedily piit«n and 
to ao diaagreeable an alfsetioa. Afghi: 
pruntua may be produced by cutaneous crop* 
tiuo8, and »then relieved by the vdioua 
remedies for this dtaenae, by tar, aulpliur, 
and oterrury, in all their vatluua forms. l*ro* 
nuts may, moreover, be produced by asca- 
ridr\ III the rectum, for these wotmamay give 
rise to great irritation extsmally. A smart 
dose of calomel and aeammony is said to ex¬ 
pel them-at least, for a time; but if the as- 
caridea ni the rectum are attacked locally, 1 
apjirebeiid they may be brought more cer¬ 
tainly away; and the strong decoction of 
■worm-seed, or any very strong bittera, or 
the oil of turpeiitroe, properly prepared in 
the form of injection, may bo thrown into 
tlie bowel with tlie fairest prospect of ex¬ 
pelling or destroyintr these vexatimu parn- 
sites. With pregnancy, it not infrequenUy 
liappeiis, that pruritua is connected, and 
when this ia Uie ease, as gestation advances, 
»he gets rid of the disease, or. whph deli¬ 
very takes place, the disease ceases. More 
especially the patient is distressed with the 
pruritus at night, and a teiy efficient pnllin- 
tive, for it is nothing but n imUiative, coA- 
aiaU in having a pail&l of cofd nrater by the 
bed‘Stdc, taking a sponge nsd dipping it 
into the water, and then applying,, to Che 
vulva; tbe sponge, as it gets Winr» being 
refrigerated afre&. Lastly, pttitkmi^ lb tbe 
severest form, may arise without tny 
obvious cause, and it leema totakOj^tam, 
more especially, about the time of theoeSM- 
tion of the cattmenia; a few very obstinate 
and di>>irea8ing oaaea 1 have Been of this 
kiud, and 1 cannot say I am yet in pouea- 
BioQ of any effectual cure (or it. In the 
way of palliatives, aiiudynea may be tried 
locally} the refrigeration of cold water, and 
tbe preparations of tobacco, digitalis, lead. 

ith a view of predating an allured action, 
mercurial ointments, blue, retl, and wlute, 
and lotions, may be tried in their turns; as a 
temporary palliative, blisters are thought to 
be of service, and though blisters in this 
part of Che body are not very convenient, 
yet women sometimes submit to the aruon 
of tbe blister rather than to tbe continued 
iiritaliott of the pmritaa. W hile the blister 
is dtnwii^, Mcocding to Haighton, relief 
mtf bu uipMlid. If tlM itching occur at 


I the osacstioa of the flow of tbe outesM* 
nia, it ia recommended that we dionld take 
away blood from the arm every two or three 
weeks, in order that we may imitate the 
discharge of the eatsmenia to tbe cessation of 
which the wuritus is refirred. Of this pme* 
ticelbsSwitttleexperience. Ihavetriedvery 
strmig solutions of the niemte of silver, and 
certainly as a palliative tbe remedy teemed 
to be of service, but M t radical cure it 
(ailed; and I am afraid, in the present state 
of our knowledge, we most, in tbia diaeaae, 
merely look to the palliation of symptoms 
by means of anodynes and other measures, 
trusting tlie rsdieal cure to time, la the 
coiirap of H few months it may become mate- 
rtally mitigsted, but, unhappily, the dikease 
may, to niy knowledge, Iwt for two or three 
veara, or more, endnomettmea muebJongCf. 
i^rurituB, be H rematnbered, does not carry 
with it any dispoiAtio& to cancer; let the 
patient clearly understand tide, w ahe ii 
then less likely .to diatiesi her mind with 
needless appreheestona. A fair ririal hat not 
yet been given, as far as 1 can learn, to 
iri|pctimii into the cerit| oK ||he womb, ybt 
it'ia not imposaible, that though a great deal 
of pruritua is felt about the vulva, the real 
seat of the disease may he in the membrane 
lining of the cavity of tbe womb itself. Thus 
we find, where the stomach is disordered, 
that there is on itching about the nose, and 
where there are aacarides in the rectum, au 
itching of the perineum and the parti adja¬ 
cent, os before observed* not infrequently 
occur. Farther, you may be meeting again 
among your patients with cases of tejruffl 
sauMiifrffoexatu. bloWtliisexoessofsexoal 
senaibilUy in the vulva may be connected 
with inflammation there, and when this ia 
the case, it is the moat effectually treated 
by hsmlies, pottlticea, end very frequent ab¬ 
lutions, at first with warm water, bo as to 
keep the psrta perfectly otesr from all acri- 
m<mitms aubOiiice. Smoetimes, however, 
the disease has lUtte or no connexion with 
iafismmstion; it seems to be produced 
merely by au irritability of tbe parts. In 
this case 1 Should recomsteod, in the first 
place, the local trial of the aatlphlfl|klUo 
plan ; after a few trials of which ra<M&n«i 
may be essayed, preparations of opium, nye- 
acyaroua, tobacco, Ac. locally auminletered 
m the form of ointment or washes. When 
the principal seat of the sexual aemdbiUty 
has been the cliturii, or the parts adjacent 
It has Wen proposed, in extremor cisei, to 
(xtirpate this organ ; and you viill find, in 
Thotnaa’a work upon the Practice of Physic, 
an account of a eare of tins kind, in wbteli 
extirpation was tried, and apparently with 
success; this case, however, Tiiomas does 
not relate on the authority of his own obser¬ 
vations, and it must, therefore, be raceired 
with more caution.

Then ii yet e third vitiety of tins ex« 
cess of sexuu sensibnitv, sod this case was 
shown to me in St« PaBcres’ work-boose, 
by a tery solid and estimable jiraetitioner, 
1 mean Dr. Roots. The patient then la¬ 
boured under n high degree of aexoail ex¬ 
citement, of which she gave a very clesr, 
and at the same time modest statement. She 
did not appear to bo by any mews of de* 
^Bfod cbaraeter. There was a greot ex- 
eess of Irriteiiott, and, as 1 thought, an en- 
dent disposition to an unsettled mind, the 
Okie approaclkiog to nymphomania. 1 am 
not acquainted with any effectual remedy 
for this variety of the diaeeae; hut 1 cimnot 
forbear remarLiog, that if the patient seems 
to be in great danger of losihg her mind, 
a dreadful calamity, it might be worth cuu- 
•ideration whether the diseMo might not be 
terminated by exiiri>iti^a^f the ovarie4. In 
nyrmphoiaanfa, more eap4iS*lly, Uiis remedy 
might deserve attention;

trsatmsht or rHLVOMonova LarBirvLAs 
nv cournasMON. 

We gave, in a former Number of Tus 
Lakcet, a case of phlegmonous erysipelas, 
which was successfully treated ly M. A. 
Velpeau, of the Ildpital St. Antoine, by 
comprcsaion. This plkyeiciau has subse¬ 
quently employed the same treatment in 
several eimilar cneeB, an account of acme of 
which will perhaps he read with interest. 

M. S., a young chemist, was, in July 18f6, 
seised with a violent poio in the right leg, 
which, atter tweaty-fbur hours, ^terminated 
in considerable swelling of the whole limb, 
except at its outer •urfsee \ the skin waa 
greatly awelled and very tense, of a livid 
colour, eapecial)y along the course of the 
BMhena iuterna, iidiich,1iowever, on account 
of the fWsSllng of the Win, could not be 
frlti the parts were so tender us hardly lo 
bear the least touch; at the upper put t of 
the Wii|^ only, where the inflammation was 
less violent, the saphena wjs itistmctly felt 
li B oyliudric, and rather sensible chord; 
the pulse waa fre«iucnt and strong, the ^k;n 
bet and dry, the tongue whitish, \c.; tliere 
waa no pain in the chest or abdomen, h 
appeared that about three days before, the 
patient had sprained Ins right ancle, winch 
wu slightly excoriated. He was bled to 
twenty-four ounces, had emollient cataplasms 
M^ed along the limb, and sixty leeches to 
tbo min, and was put in the warm bath. 
Ot Urn fbUowiag day thq fem, and the 


awelling of the thigh, bad aemewhat lob- 
sided; that of the foot and calf had in¬ 
creased ; the warm bath was repeated, and 
forty leeches were applied round the knee. 
On the third day of the disease, the inflam- 
mation was still unabated; the pun veiy 
violent, and the saphena wae distiuctly felt 
tumid and peculiarly tense down to six 
inches below the knee. The glands in the 
groin were slightly swelled and painful; 
forty leeches were again applied. On the 
fifth day, no improvement haring taken 
place, hi. Marjoliii, of the Jlupital Beaujon, 
was eonsulted, and proposed the application 
of cold eomptessos, which having also pro- 
iluced no alteration, M. Velpeau, on the 
sixth doy, applied a circular bandage from 
tlie toes, almost up to the groin; the pain 
considerably increased at the ancle, but 
after about twelve boors, had greatly di- 
^uinkthed in the test of tha limb. On the 
Keveuth day, the fever was much less, i ho 
swelling and redness of the skin had almost 
(ntirely disappeared; the saphena was sUll 
felt tense, ima rutlier painful. At the an¬ 
terior and interior surface of tlio ancle, no 
change had taken place. On tbo eighili 
day, the patient had passed a very tranquil 
night; the swelling and pam liad com¬ 
pletely disappeared, except at the ancle, 
where an abscess bad formed, and was ac¬ 
cordingly opened. The circular benduge 
was still continued, but up to the knee only. 
On the eleventh day, another abscess waa 
opened, which waa found to extend below 
the tendo A'chilHa. From this period, the 
patient gradually recovered; the vena saphe¬ 
na remained, nowerer, for a contiderable 
period hard and painful. 

Cass S.—A bthourer, of a strong consti¬ 
tution, wounded himself in the thumb, eo as 
to divide tbeoephelio vein; the wound sup¬ 
purated, vrifbout causing much pain; but 
about three weeks after the accident, the in- 
tegnment* inflamed and swelled, and tlie 
teins became tortuou«, very painful, tumid, 
and father hard; the cryetpelaa rapidly 
spread over the forearm, and the lower por¬ 
tion of the upper arm, which were greatly 
swelled and very painful, though not so 
tender as the integuments of the hand; at 
the same time the fever was very high, the 
puLe strong and frequent, &e. The patient 
was bled, and had leeches and cataplasms 
applied to tlie arm. bat without any effect, 
for the swelling ext.mded up to the should¬ 
er ; the axillaiy glands became tumid and 
painful; the subiutaucous veins were tur¬ 
gid, and distinctly viaihle as ced prominent 
chetds. The limb was in the same manner, 
as in the above case, surrounded by a circu¬ 
lar bandage, which waa kept wet with decoc. 
althara, and a regular and moderate presaure 
exerted on it by meana of splints. For 
three hours the psia wes^oaiudenJlily in- 
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eteii^; ^ lhi« tine, Wever, it gndu> 
■lly diminished; the patient pomed a tran* 
qug night, the fever subsided, and the 
•wtUinfiT nnd redness, especially at the upper 
part of the limb, had, on the following aotn* 
ing, almost completely disappeared, so ifiat 
iho cephalic and basilic veins were dia* 
tincily felt as hard knotted chords. The 
bandage was now only applied up to the 
elbow, and kept moist with a solution of 
camphor; the inflammation ^dually sub. 
sided from above towards the hand, and 
abciit five days after the application «f tlic 
bandage, was c >m]||lcteiy dispersed. 

Casi: a atudeut of medicine, 

pricked the middle finger of the left hind at 
a jmt’VMrttm examination; the skin of the 
hand, and the whole arm. became the seat 
of phlegmonous erysipelas, which, in sjiite 
of the appUcntion* of twepty-five luecbee, 
hail, on the third day. attained to a cou> 
sulcrable degree; the skin wss much swell* 
el, very hard and painful, and the veins 
were easily felt under it as ha^ chords, and 
c )uld externally be traced as lines of a dark* I 
red colour; the patient was in a higli^ 
fever, the pulse frequent and strong, &c.' 
i\l. Velpeau immediately applied Uie circu* \ 
lar bandage up to the slioulder; the pain was. 
not increased by it, as in the former cases, { 
and, after a few hours, was greatly di*, 
miuished; the fever also auhbided, and die J 
palieiit passed a very tranquil night. On 
tile following morning, h« was so much 
better us to be ohle to get im, ^ In the upper 
arm liie nffection was eonmtod to the veins 
only, which were still perceptible to the 
touch and sight; in the hand the swelling 
had scarcely changed. Tho bindage having 
been continued for some days more, the pa¬ 
tient felt so well uu the eighth day, as to dis* 
pense with any further local treumetti* 

Cask 4.—.\i. 0.. a studept of medicine, 
thirty years old, and genertdly mUmeu^i 
joyment of good heslth, slightly exconated 
the thumb of the left hand, whilst plsl^j 
a dead body on the uble for demonstralinn. 
On the first day after the accident he felt a 
slight pain in the wound, but in other re* 
apeuis, as well as on the second day, per* 
fectly well. On the morning of the third 
day he wss seised with shivering, and bud 
au attack of iainting; the countenance wus 
pale, and somewhat changed, and the eyes 
heavy ; the thumb was swelled, and the arm 
felt benumh^d. On the evening of the same 
day he was very feverish, and had a very 
restless night. On the fourth day, M. \'ul* 
peau saw him for the first time; the pulse 
was 113, full and sharp; the skin hot and 
dry ; tongue whitish; the countenance sal* 
low i the cheat and abdomen free troin pain: 
all the fingers of the left hand greatly sweii* 
ed, cipd of a livid colour; the aim was also 
affeem, though to u loss degree; the veins 


were aot visible, as in fbe above ease. On 
the back of tbe bend, eepecii^y on the thumb 
and middle finger, the pain wu very violent. 
He was hied to twenty*foor ouncee, and bad 
an emotlieBt poultice applied,but without iny 
good ttfecs, for iu the eveuiug tbe orysipe* 
latoua inflammation had extended to the 
shoulder^ the axillary glsnds were swelled ; 
ihe fingers and ibe whole hand were of a 
dark-red colour, and gteeljy ewelled, so ae 
to Uirpaten gangrene, 'llie circular ban¬ 
dage wai immediately applied from tho 
fiugera to the shoulder, except over the 
palm of the hand, and kept moist with de¬ 
coct. oltlima*. On the fifth day the fever bad 
almost ocasfd; the inflammation was much 
less, especially in the upper arm, but 6ie 
hand wus very painful, livid, and at much 
swelled as the dijr.tM'ore; the epidermis 
round tho wound ami kised end veeiceted. 
The use of ilte clrckar btndage was eon* 
tinued iu the same manner as before, end 
some alcohol added to the decoction of al- 
tinea to keep it moist; the patient com¬ 
plained of violent abootkg pain, and exces¬ 
sive heat in the hand. Ilieae symptoms 
coniiiiupil during the day and the following 
night, hnt on the next moniiag, when the 
baudago was removed, tho arm was found 
almost entirely free from inflommaiion. On 
the back of the hand, which was extremely 
painful, a prominence bad formed, which 
appeared to indicate an accumulation of pu- 
I rulent matter; the wound was accordingly 
enlarged by the biatoory, but no discharge 
of matter ensued, 'ilie bandage was now 
reapplied, with a little more furce than be¬ 
fore, especially on the fitjera and at tho 
back of Hie hand, but not over the palm. 
In the course of tbe day tik patient,fre- 
queudy moved hie enmfpmi tbe euibiou 
on which he had been dweeted to keep it, 
and during the follow^ night sufftred 
so nmeb ptia ai to M induced to rv- 
aiore the haadege. On the morniug of the 
seventh day no trace of inSMomation remain¬ 
ed on the ana, the band ww also less 
swelled and red. hut veijpuiafttl; the.let- 
ter aymptom appeared to arise from, fihe 
pressure of the bandege, which, esperielly 
on the metacarpal region, was not evenly 
applied. Ilaviug now been more cauthHUily 
and gently applied, the pain cetied k ke 
course of tbe day. The following night wee 
passed traoquilly; in the morning theeweUr 
ing of the band had greatly dimioisbed, 
a gaiii'rendus vesicle had formed at the 
of each linger, and these having buret, ee- 
ohma were formed, which came away within 
about ten days. The ulcerations then speed¬ 
ily healed and left no deformity, except on 
the forefinger, Uie nail and third phalanx of 
winch were partly destroyed; and under 
the use of the bandage ell ueoes of infiakt* 
matioD gradually aubiided*—£ev. MUih

The root ii annual, tlie stems are procum¬ 
bent, channelled,branched,and grow from aix 
to twelve iiiohes high, 'i'hf leaves areanme- 
roua, entire, of an irregular thomboidal form, 
or often egg-shaped, veined, of a mealy 
appearance, aud stand, alternately, on altort 
footstalks. Tbe flowers are f ery small, of a 
light green colour, and | laced in cliiateri at 
the aim of tbe leaves: tba calyx consiaia of 
one pentagonal leaf, cut into five pointed 
concave divisions; there il no corolla.

I lie jilani gives out ammonia during vege¬ 
tation, on which its odour aeemaprinupally 
to depend ; and, on analyaia, has been found 
to yield albumen, osmaxome, nitrate of 
potass, and an aromatio resin. I'liis spe¬ 
cies of chenopodium once obtained a place 
in the London and Edinburgh Piiarmocn- 
poriaa, and was coiiaidered by Cullen to be 
a valuable outispnamodie. lie also g.ive it 
in liyateiia, for nbicli it is much commend¬ 
ed by many old writers. Owing, however, 
to its loamg its sensible qualities when 
dried, it gradually fell into disuse amongst 
medical men, aud was discarded from our 
authorised Materia Medicu.

did me tlie honour to aend me a small quan¬

Tlte 
growth of the tumour, during tim tet three 
years, was slow, and unaccompanied by any 
unpleasant symptom; itainorsHe hsd, how¬ 
ever, for the Isst few tiffinths, been m^ 
rapid, aud attended with considerable pain, 
difficulty of residratiimi and of deglutition, 
etc. lie stated, thstt be Ivas for some time 
an out-patient at St. Thomas's Hospi^, and 
tliut blisters, antimonial, and a variety of 
other apniicutiona, were there employed, 
but afforded bun only transient relief.

No symptoms of 
fretfuinesa were mn.iireated. 1 requested 
that some water might be given him; be 
drank most heartily, and appeared in every 
rcs{Mict belter for it. 1 saw him again tbo 
followiug (lay, when he was considerably 
worse, with a wild eye, and anarlish ; he 
died the next day. The post-mortem in¬ 
vestigation waa conducted by a friend and 
myself, 'I'be time which has eLipsed since 
the examination of the body, prevents me 
from giving a detailed deacn pi ion. '('here 
were, however, two remarkable circum- 
atanees winch remain forcibly inipre«Bcd on 
my memory. The stomach was fouud great¬ 
ly distended, and, when opened, emitted a 
moat intolerable stench, anaiug from its con¬ 
tents, which were straw and excrement, 
'ibe mucous lining of the stomach prcueoicd 
no particular appearance, except thut it 
might be conaidered redder than in its natu¬ 
ral slate; this whs also the state ot the trso- 
pijagua. Tlie vessels of Uie brain and me m - 
brauea were gorged to the utmost; efiuuum 
bad taken place, and every tiace of active 
inflammation having affected the brain, waa 
apparent. During the delirium of tlie uni- 
mal, he bad, indeed, devoured his own tscea 
and bedding, and indiscriminately any sub¬ 
stance immediately eontiguoua.

not pireeife. H« wai, ia conieqiitBM, 
thrown down by th« horse, end pieced be- 
nenth the wbw, which psiaed over his 
b<^y*fit ‘Shout the situatioa of his epigei* 
trtam. This feet wss attested by four per¬ 
sons, present at tlie time, as 1 shall pro* 
setiUy mention, llie child eras stunaeo at 
the moment, and taken to his home, which 
was dose at hand. 1 was immediately sent 
for and found him crying, perfectly aenaible, 
and compiainine ot acuta pain, which was 
increased eonsiderthly on preasnie, jnst be¬ 
neath the floating ribs of the left bypocbon- 
drium, with considerable tenderoeas alao 
over the upper part of the abdomen. 

After very careful examination, I found 
he was free from dislooation and fracture, 
liis right cheek was grased, and his shoul¬ 
der, &e. bruised, but he complained of no 
pain on presaure of any part of bis spinal 
column, the whole course of which 1 ex¬ 
amined attentively. From the nature of the 
accident, I should hnve suspected thisi d 
jfrtpri, to have been the seat of injury, but 
1 was led to a more minute inquiry respect* 
ing its state, by noticing an iaviAuutary du- 
rfiar^e of tti’ine ahortly al^'r my arrival. 
Jle subaequently, however, voided it again 
at my request, and liad tlie free use, flee, of 
his lower limbs. Pulse 120| sharp; skin 
hot; tbiisty; comstose.

Now, in order to assure myaelf that the 
wheel of the cait really sSd pass over the 
child's body, I made ve^ paracular inqui- 
nea of those who saw the e^deut ooeur. 
Iwo gentlemen, present at the timd, |e» 
dared jMSitiedW to the mote, tbst^way 
distinctly tmv we wheel pass over bis bpd^ 
at about the {nt of bis stomach. A led, liv¬ 
ing in the ceigbbotitbood, of about the aga 
of 13 or 14, maintataed to me, that ha saw 
the same distinetfy. But above all, the 
brother of the child, aged about twelve 
years, in whose cere be was sent from 
home, when questioned by me at the mo¬ 
ment of the accident, penisied, in the pre> 
aence of bit mother, (of whose displeasure 
he was evidently apprehensive,) that such 
was the fact, and this at a moment when 
the tears he shed sufliciently indiested the 
plessmre with which he wnuld have stated 
the contrary, had be been able. In con¬ 
clusion, the child himself describes bis seu- 
■ations to fanve been those of a heavy tnaUt 
having been placed upon his body, which 
tearas, I thiak, but little doubt of the iact 
haviagoteB^ 


I have dwelt tbua bng on the a^eiice 
relatiog to the aeddent, aa alone imparting 
aa intenat to the oaae, which, with many 
others 1 have witnessed of Uke eharaotor, 
bes, in my mind, established it as a vain- 
able MMi., that aa accident derivea ita im¬ 
portance, not ftom its nature, but meifly 
from the symptonii consequent upon its 
receipt.

Fox, like that of Mr. Hunter, will 
njs be Efficient, unless the disease is 
in its incipient state, and the tooth, which 
be recommends to be extracted, the exclu* 
sire or principal exciting cause; in this 
case, that operation uhich is the most, and 
sometimes the only useful part of tlie whole 
treatment, may afford nature the necessary 
assistance to effect a cure of the malady, 
notwitlisiunding the counteractions pro> 
(luced by pernicious operations and reme< 
dies. These are, however, instances ofl 
rare occurrence. In a more advanced state, 
the extraction of the tooth is merely pallia* 
tivo, and the parts remain predi8)H)sed to a 
dangerous relapse. Hence the frequent re* 
curreiue of the disease after surgical treat* 
iiiciit; hence the reluctance of surgeons and 
dentists to interfero in such cases; and 
heiioe the general negleot of proper treat¬ 
ment in their early stages.” 

The author having endeavoured to inva' 
lidate the conclusions of his predecessors, 
acts on the currier’s maxim, and attempts to 
prove, tlial the various diseases of the max¬ 
illa! arise entirely from disorder of the teeth, 
and are only to be cored in tlitir early 
stages by an appeal to the forceps. That 
dead stumps and rarioas teeth often exciie, 
and nlwaya aggravate, maxillary and fm-ial 
maladies, wo think, may be fairly shown ; 
but the author has to remembsii that the 
origin of tlioir painful, and sometlsm endur¬ 
ing affections, is not necessarily ronfiiied to 
the bony tissue; numerous instances arc 
extant in the records of medicine, and many 
more in the recollections of pnmtitioocrs, of 
disease indubitably taking birth in the mu- 
cons membrane, and spreading lo^^e nt^a* 
cent bones. 

Mr. Hunter and Mr. Fox do not aiKrt, 
that disease of tbs antrum and upper max¬ 
illa, ffii'arfaki^ commences in the mucous 
lining; they admit that carious teeth may 
oeeajtionailjf produce it. How then can the 
occurrence of disease in the inferior maxilla 
militate against Mr. Hunter’s opinion, that 
in the upper jaw il/i iqnently originates in 
the Schneiderian mumbrane 1 
Under the head “ Physiological and Pa¬ 
thological Remarks,” we hud the following 
relevant observations:— 

« That the upper and under jaws are 
squally aubject to the diseases in question, 
is anffioienUy evident from the cases related 
Iw Mr. Fox, in bla Natural History of the 
tMiti irettM front gsueral expetieitoe; 


|sor do they teem to bo Ism dsogeraiis in 
tbe one than in the other; nor to differ ma¬ 
terially in tbeir progress of ravage and de< 
atrucUon} for, while it may be justly sup¬ 
posed that tbia progress ii/the upper jaw is 
militated by its greater vasrularity and 
more spongy atruotuie, it must also be con¬ 
sidered that tbia difference of structure, aa 
well aa tbs aituaikm of the upper jaw, 
affords a greater chanes uf natural Jialliaiion, 
by the more convenient l^isorplioo oi dia- 
charge of tbe matter formed by Uie disease; 
and while ihu more dense osseous eon* 
•trurtion of tbe under maxilla, and the 
greater activity of the absorbonta ia one 
way, retarda tm progress qf the malady; 
from the lesser curative aoldvity fxissessed 
by these parts, and their inoonvoblent aitua- 
tion for tlie disubinrge of tn*' matter, it ia 
loss oountoractei btfom former, uid moro 
aggravated by tbo nfoMl|in the under tliaii 
in tbe upper jaw. In the same way we 
rosy account lor tim fact, that when the 
upper jaw is affeetra, tbS soft parts connect¬ 
ed with the diseaqp nsfoo frequently termi¬ 
nate in cancerous uHMmstJons withiiut much 
tumelaction; while in the under jnw, sar¬ 
comatous and osteo-Mreomatous tumours aro 
ntoie liable to occur, ud ttltimately prove 
fatal by tlie superwmtt of carcinoma. 
Sueh tumours ought llhMya to be regarded 
as coiiHBiiuoncN of some other primary 
affections, the tttmefoetion taking place at 
any period el the primary disease; and it 
is tiiolMihl|a^mt die sooner or later occor- 
n-iice of S||;jMl^lliiig, or the furmstion of 
exc mceliHi ii^ds as much upon the 
"itutinn, as on tbe ioenl 
I delicute, but olherwiso 
eodetitutioOB, the bones arc 
their structure; and the 
gener^ proceeds in a cliroiiio 
in those that are strong and 
I matter jierforatea the bony' 
with more facility, and is dis* 
chAved aqpimr, md more conveniently; and 
thq diMMf. » thereby constantly relieving 
itMlf vriiiB derived at an acute state, aad re- 
tnms to ltd chronic font; and tlioi tume- 
foeriqn la much reUrded. It is in tMs foim 
tbqtjdie diseases of tbe Jaws are cibiemd 
most frequently to proceed in the United 
Stifos, and perhaps also in alt oriw^WMBi 
climates.” 

The symptoms of tfaeac diseasM MU eevy 
laconically treated. 

The symptoms accompanying tbe toa!t« 
dies of these stroctures are iimilar to thoM 
occasioned by dead roots, and teeth, mr by 
affections of the alveoli and periosteum; 
they do not materially differ in tin* different 
stages and forms of the diseases, except in 
the degree of tbeir violence. 'Jlie pain 
bmag more infloenced by gentril or nmI 
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eittief of cxeitemoBt, thm hy the chronic 
inflammetioa itself, ota leircely aeree aa a 
criterion of the aute of tlie diwase, or for 
its treatment; it it of a chronic nature, 
generdlf sitnated in Uie affected parts, hot 
sometimes extending itself, more or less, to 
all the other parts of the mouth and head; 
as tha alveoli, gume, and living teeth, the 
ears, the eyes, end, when eecompouied with 
fever, to the forepart of the head, and oeca* 
aionally to distant parts of the body; in 
soroo iastancoi, the puts more immediately 
affoeted sufler from pain of a lanoinaung 
character.**

In the nppor jaw, iho aaatter genorally 
porfontoe the outside of tlie gums, or makes 
JAfi helow the cheeh.hone to the surface. 
Xll«A)io under jaw» the diaeaie very fre- 
qtnmly produces a fisfnloiia opening through 
riie bony structure and gums, md, at a later 
period, it perforates the under o^e of the 
jaw, and the pus ii discharged externally. 

In good conatitulions, carious teeth arty 
remain in the mouth for yeara, without pro< 
dooingaayunpleajMnt effeeto. It ia when 


tha general health ia affected from ny eausa, 
that tha neighbooring parta become sus* 
captible of being acted npen by these ityi* 
urnts, and vnrioos forms and degrees of dis* 
esse are “ bodied forth** by the modifying 
power of a disordered constitution. Large 
excrescences are formed en the maiillavy 
bonea of a soft fieiby cellular strurture, or 
of a spongy and osseoui natore, filled with 
matter, and forming polypi, or exostoses. 
When occupying the upper jaws, these tu* 
mours sometimes grow to a large sine, and 
oeession muob deformity. In the inferior 
mandible, tliey are often of a spongy or 
osteo sarcomatous kind, and frequently at¬ 
tain an enormous bulk. If these muladies 
are not arrested in their progress by proper 
treatment, tboy either become cancerous, 
and thus terminate fatally, or predispose to 
other diseases, and so assist in dostroyiug 
the patient. 

Tha treatmentrof these diseases is either 
locat, or constitutional. The local treat¬ 
ment oonsiata in removing all irritating 
causes, and in applying suoh soothing, or 
gontly stimulating remedies, as the nature 
or stage of the complaint reqnirea. Tha 
constitutional treatment need not be de¬ 
tailed here. Of the treatment of theae dis- 
eaaei, in tg Uggrarated state, the author 
lays:— * ’ 

*' In such eaeniit ii particularly requisite 
that all teeth slmiild he removed Irnm those 
parta of ther jaw whence the disease origi¬ 
nates, aad from horii aides of Uie tumour, eo 
far SB tbe bony structure of the maxillm is 
motbu^bffeeted, even though tliey should 
be peifoeffy sound in their ^ny itrncture. 
Am it is^ardly necessary to add, ailhough 
ftia of no small importanee, that the utmost 
care should be observed to use the least 
I> 088 ible violence, and to cauie aa little irri¬ 
tation and pain aa possible in nerforming all 
the dental operations. If the mseases should 
be accompanied by mdematoui and sarcoma- 
toui polypi, or tumours, the restoration of 
healthy aoUon, by the perfect remoral of the 
morbid causes, combined with the other 
remedy already recommended, will not un- 
frequently cause them to slough away with¬ 
out any other operation; should nature, 
however, not be sufficiently active m her 
curative efforts, they may be Temoved either 
by the knife, foreepa, or aciasara, without 
any danger of a recurrence. Shonld the to^

Some 
heads are ,|»ioQf against both reason and 
ftct, and prsjniUoa ht .others completely 
outweighs tfao'}ad|moot. 'llie extract, 
wbitA we insertftd from the charter in our 
laat Number, we hop«|^ expected wool d 
hare aettled fha question; hut Uie doubts 
and feaia anteita^nsd by isTsral of our cor< 
reapondeuta, and tbs impudent rauntinga of 
a few of the smoAon of the Council, have 
induced ua to reamne the subject. We 
bore already argued the (|ue8tion as amatto^ 
of law, and we aball now take it np as a 
qnestioii of iict. It will be admitted, w« 
apprehend, that what baa done, may 
be done again, and evmwithof^ difficulty, 
especial^ if tba inatfumeuta yiUlk wbieh 
it was aeeompliiihed at 8nt, nnain in the 
name order, and am utiU availuhle. The 
Council Atfi been ctdkd into the Court of 
King’a Bench by a writ of mondhfNiii mote 
than onco} but presimialy to iniaiting apy 
particular ueoaimt of thoie aeaeo, H may he 
wen to make the reader i^nainted with the 
law relating to oorpoiationa md eoHeges, ai 
wo find it laid down by Blaoketone, no meon 
quthqiityif in hii admirable <* Commenta* 
imm* 

*^'¥ho teneral dutiei of att bodies politic, 
oon^dered in their eqrporato capacity, may, 
like those of natural penona, be reduced to 
fihia dngle one: tlitt of acting up to the end 
ordealgn, whatever ithe, fbrwhicfa they were 
amted by their founder. I proceed, there- 
fere, next to inquire, bow these corporations 
may be visited! h'or corporations being 
composed of individuals subject to human 
feailties, are liable, ns well ee private per- 
aona, to deviate firom the end of their inati- 


tutioo, and for that reason tbt tiw has pto- 
vided proper persons to viMh inqnire into, 
and correct, all irregularitiea that arise in 
•uch corporationa, either sole oreggregate, 
and whether ecoleiiaataeal, civil, or elee- 
mosraary. 1 know it is generally said, that 
oivil corporations are subject to no visile- 
tion, but merely to the common law of tho 
land; and this aiiull be preaeutiy explained. 
The founder of all corporations, in the iiriet- 
est and oiiginul aeuse, is the king alone, for 
he only can incorporate a society; and in 
civil incorporations, such ssmayor sudrom- 
I JBonalty, &o., where there are no possessions 
or endowments given to the body, there is 
I no other founder but the kino ; but, in elee- 
j moeynsry foundations, such aa colleges mid 
I hospitals, where there is an endowment of 
lauds, the i.aw distinguishes, and makes tno 
species of foundation ; the one fundatio in- 
eipieiUt or the incorporation, in which sense 
the HiMO is the general founder of all col¬ 
leges and hospitals, and the other/uNdatio 
perfieunt, in which sense tlie first gift of the 
revenues is the foundation, and be who 
gives them it, in law, the founder; and it is 
in this last sense that we generally call a 
man the founder of a eoltege or hospital. 
But here the king has his prerogative} for, 
if a KiMu and a private roan join in endow-- 
ing an eleemosynary foundation, the Ling 
alone ahsU be the founder of it. And, in 
general, the kino being the sole founder of 
all civil corporations, and the endower the 
perfieiept founder of all eleemosynary ones, 
the right j^yisitstion of the former results, 
according mitiie rule laid down, to the king, 
and tlie latter to the patron or endower. 

The Kivo h^g thus constituted by the 
LAW, viaitur of all civil corpoi'atUms, the 
law lioa ahm appointed the place wherein he 
■hall flxercifw this jurisdiction; which is, 
the OqttUT or Kino’s Bench ; where, and 
all miabehaviouTB of this kind 
of eflt]wntiona ore inquired into and re- 
and their eontroversies decided. 
And this is what 1 understand to be the 
meaning of our lawyers, when tliey say that 
these civil corporsUous are liable to no visi- 
I tation; that is, that tha law having, by im- 
I meniorial usage, appointed them to be visit¬ 
ed and inipected by the King their founder, 
in his Majesty’s Conrt of King’s Bench, 
according to the rules of the common law, 
they ought not to be visited elaewliere, or 
by any other authority. And this is ao 
strictly true, that though the king, by his 
letters i>atent, bad subjected the OdUge •/ 
Phy^icioH* to the visitation of four veiy re- 
selectable persons, the lord chancellor, the 
two chief justices, nod the chief baron; 
though the College had accepted their char¬ 
ter with all possible marks m aoquieMwmv, 
and had acted under h for near a eentuij; 
yet, in 1753, the authori^uf tl|il|9rofimqn 
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coming (a diipate. oa aa appoil pnfiuiad to 
these supposed visitors, tkejf dkn^ the U* 
ffolujf »f tAsir own AwswfMenf to be 
eupt^t end as this CoU^o was merely a 
oitri/, and not an alsrawif nary foundation, 
the/ at length determined, upou aeveial 
days solemn debate, that they had mo jvais* 
BiCTtOM as visitors, and remitted the ap* 
pellant, if aggrieved, to his aeo«iLA» 
niMCDi ui Aw dfaiWy’i Court of King's 
Bench.”* ; 

Nothing can ha more clear, pr conclusive, 
tlian the law aa here dcaeribed by this oele- 
brated legal authority} and. acenrdingly. we 
find, that the College of Surgeons, in two in¬ 
stances, has been made to appear aadefendant 
in the Court of King'a Bench. Thero may 
be many other caaea in tlw hooka, but wo 
have not time to refer to them; theio. how¬ 
ever, are ample for the object we have in 
view.

The officer corrected the errwin Mr. Price's 
presence, as the list was not then gone to 
press} but. at the same, said in an insolent 
tone. ** But suppose we like to lesve your 
name out of the Uat. how will you help 
youraelfT We here left oat the names of 
more than fifty membera. and they can get 
no redress!” And sceordingly, on the pub- 
licttion of this list, Mr. Price found his 
name omitted, and tttat of his deceased 
nameeeke retaiiied. which Mr. Price stated 
he had no doubt was intended as an evasion 
and personal insult. 

The affidavit also atated, that Uie College 
print these lists, or supplements thereof, 
annually, and advertise them for sale, as con¬ 
taining lists of aU the membera. 

Mr. Justice Bisr made several inquiries 
relative to the conetitatioa and management 
of the Conege.

The discussion in Court ended here, for

Enoagb hea now been said to convince the 
BMSt aeeptical. that a writ of mandamus 
would speedily have the effect of driving tie 
CouneU to answer for some of its mis¬ 
deeds in the Court of King's Bench. Should 
there be any persons who, with asinine ob- 
atinoey. atiU auert the contrary, we have no 
noia to siy to tliem on the subject. They i 
aianat composed of paaatiabla materiala,| 


or they era of the number who ** itiU not 
understaod.** 

The abuses, however, which the memb«rB 
can call upon the Conneil to remedy in our 
courts of /ate, are only as drops to the ocean; 
audit should ever be borne in mind, that it 
is the law itielf, or, in other words, the 
CbartiT under which they exercise tbehr 
authoTity, which is the' v pas against which 
all the efforts of the surgical reformera 
should be unceasingly directed. The reform, 
to be effeotntl. must be radical. The axa 
must be applied to the root of this noxious, 
baneful, and hateful tree. A11 else is use¬ 
less. The jurisdietioa of the Court of King's 
Bench can be of little or no avail, while the 
members of the Council are permitted to 
transact the whole of their affairs in pri¬ 
vate—to apply the funds to their own use— 
to withhold their aocount-booka from the 
members—to continue in office for life, and, 
worse than all, to fill up vacancies in their 
own body. This mode of election is sub¬ 
versive of every common right, destruc¬ 
tive to every principle of eocial order, and 
can lead to nothing but insult and robbery. 

Great, however, ae are the pernicious 
powers wielded by the College, we contend 
it baa no legal control over any liospitul in 
the kingdom j but we have again occupied 
so much of our apace with legal matters, 
that wa liave no room for discuaabg the 
ifieglB^V Iho College '* regulations." W e 
abktt tdjonb upon this point next week.

OPEBATION FOR TRB nBMOVAb OT A UX- 
FLMLB FROM TOB AXn-PAiaACEa. 

We bave reeefved numerooa inqniriea re¬ 
specting ail operation perfomed by Mr. Key 
at Camberwell, for the removal of a six- 
pence from the right bronchua; an^Bie ease 
Itaving, aa we understand, excited the moat 
intense interest, from the comparative no¬ 
velty of the jiroceeding, aa well aa from the 
unfortunate circumstance of the patient bar¬ 
ing died under the operation, we bavo taken 
care to obtain posaeaaiun of the facta from 
an authentic source. They am as follows 

John lloglies, a publican of Camber¬ 
well, Ktat. tall, and ratlier tliin, aubject 
to gout, was stoudiiig, on the Ulb of April, 
with bis child in hia arms, baving between 
IJs teeth a sixpence, for which be waa about 
to give change; iu the act of speaking, the 
piece of money pasaed down tbc tlttoat, when 
lie immediately fell baeki struggling for 
breath, and unconaeiously 4ieppcdtbe child. 
After a few moments, dunttg which be 
made tlie most violent CilbrU to respire, 
bis breathing became easy, tmd be only 
complained of a disposition to eougbt and 
a alight sense of constriction and *aee« 
neaa aeroaa the cheat} rimae imlMlQnia 
continuing for two days, be was MCf 
relief, but he was unable to atoop ibnmrd, 
or to lie with his head low, without exeiting 
cough; and be said that at such times he 
felt a aensation in the cheat, sa tliough, to 
use hia own etpresaion, * something ware 
hanging there.* The circumstance of the 
sixpence not having passed the bowels, 
although a month had elapsed, and the occa- 
aioDtd recurrence of the tnfl.immatory symp- 
toms, suggested the idea that the sixjieuce 
had passed into the trachea. A consulta¬ 
tion was held, anti all present were of 
o(iinion, that the aixiieuce was undoubtedly 
in the air-passages; and considering that 
the presence of such a foreign body, by 
oectraiooiiig r-e-.ieoini'si iis(.'i!.lla.iii.iniir.:., 
would, ultimstc-ly, destroy me; uu opeiatioii 
lurits removal was determined oo. This w.is 
iu tbemoDlb of May, about five wteks after 
the accident. As tuusiou was uiude beta ceu 


tbe.thyrold and cricoid cartilaget, tnd « boir 
probe being introduced, the larynx end tm- 
ehee were aounded, but withont finding the 
object of reeeareh. In pusiug the inatrn- 
ment upwards, greet irritation and coughing 
were excited, bat very much leas when it 
waa passed downwards. The operation was 
productive ofiio further inconvenience to the 
patient, and the wound rapidly cicatriaed. 
lie was aoon afterwardi attacked by gout in 
lioth feet, by which, as well ei by die pre¬ 
vious treatment for the inflammatory symp¬ 
toms, his strength was a good deal reduced. 
Un the 24th of June, he had an attack of 
haemoptysie to a small exten^t^hieh ceased 
on the abstraction of blood nom the arm. 
The patient feeling assured in hia own 
mind, that unless the sixpaaee could be »<• 
moved, he shonld be totally unfit liar any 
employment, and that meat Ukeiy bis liie 
would fall a sacrifice, espreaeed a resolu¬ 
tion that somethingaiofc wUhild be done for 
his relief; and being a mau of heroic forti¬ 
tude and courage, he was ogfcopposed in bis 
wishes. Mr. Key was thenfore consulted, 
and after a careful review id the case, and 
an accurate examination of tte dead subject, 
with a view to ascertain to whst diatonoa n 
sixpence could pass info the air-paasages, 
he came to the emoakm that it most likely 
Iiud passed into the right bnmobus, for tho 
following reasons 1 —the left bronchns would 
just adiMt a sixpence to enter, whereat the 
right passed in a mere straight direction, and 
was aufficiendy huge to admit it to the dis¬ 
tance of a* Isriu This view of the subject 
was atimgthen^ by the infbrmation derived 
from petcumiOB, nod tho use of the iteiho* 
aoopc. Mr. Ki^m diMCtlsoa fi>r a pair of 
forespe to be msfit, long ood riioder, with 
the hiwUea bent Ibrward like the rommou 
cmvfdtclsiors} he Uie« pissed n sixpence 
asfkrnspossailoioMtitontoiebns oft dead 
sulnect, sadfroM tefis tepeatedLy extract¬ 
ed it with lo miMh4oiUty, that he declared 
bimelf ready to stteoqit the opentiini with 
a reasonable pieepeet of aneoess. 

On the 6th of Augnat the operathm wu 
performed; theft were preeent, besides fho 
operator, Mr.Ksy.the liaronHeurtelmDr. 
Ciordon pbyaician to the i.ondonUoSf4takMr« 
Forbes, Mr. young, and Mr. Norris.'' A n»a 
ifieiaion was made through the iutegnmittfs 
immediately above the steronm. 1 be dfssio*> 
lion, w Inch was neceaiarily tedious, was per- * 
iurmed wsth the utmost cure and precautTon; 

It was found, that the thyroid gland ex¬ 
tended much lower than usual, ao aa to ren¬ 
der it ueceaaory to carry the incision higher 
than waa at first intended ; the luhes ol the 
eland were divided and turued back. A 
very sinall opening waa made into the tra- 
dies, when the i<atient, who had not eten ut¬ 
tered a groan, ^ve a cough and started for* 
waid; at that moment a gush of venous 
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bltfod took riiM, nA the nm Mak on fbe 
ftooi*; preim WMBiid« os tbe woundftod! 
the tomorrbtge wti et onee teitmiiied, in- 
deed not note then two teble epoeamiof 
blood were bit during the whole opendoe. 
At thie period the piuenteppeered to be io 
n itete of lyneope; the pulse nt the wriit 
WM not pereeptiblf, eiid the oOttntenuice 
Wii pillia. To thif itete quiokljr looeeeded 
one Aore closely resembling apoplexy. The 
pulse at Irst beet slow, laboured, and irre¬ 
gular, the eyea were fised, and there were 
one or two convnlahre moTements of the 
legs: the pulee then becune quick and 
email, tba eountenanoe aasumed e purplish 
hue, and the veina of the foreUeid were die- 
tended j the ekin wu bathed in a cold per- 
apiration, and the bieaihiag became ater* 
torous. It ia worth/ df remark, that while 
breathing with great diffieulty, the left aide 
of the eheit me aeemed to be distended, 
the sight being nlmoit tnotionlese. Cou- 
■ciousneia never returned* There were one 
or two elighteiTorta to cough, and after con¬ 
tinuing in the itete abotre deicribvd for about 
an hour, he expired. 

A poat-Aortem examination took place on 
the ftllowing da/. The first step taken by 
Mr. Key wee, to finish on the deed body 
the operation which had been commenced oa 
the living with each an nnfbrtonate result. 
Having enlarged the wound in the trechee to 
the neeeiairy siae, the fotcepa wea at once 
pawed down to the right bronohua, when a 
•ound,Ba of two mataUic bodlea coming in 
eontaot, waa almost iromediitaly hesrd, 
and after a few attempu, tho sixpence, 
wee Bt length laid hold of and extracted 
without muoh diffimilt/} it wee found per¬ 
fectly blackened, end the inscription much 
defaced, though atilt legible. It ia now in the 
powesaion of the brother of the deceeied, 
who waa present when it wla extracted, 
•a well as during Ihi operation. The oheit 
waa then laid here, had the iternmn raiaed. 
The btoncbitl gfann were found enlarged i 
there waa no elftuMd blood in the traohpa-, 
About Ihfi upper third of both lunge appear¬ 
ed to have aumrrd from repeated attacki of 
indaannktion, the minute rtmlfieatioua of| 
the bcoiiohial tubea being glued together, ao 
iw to preient the firat aiep of what is termed 
bepantationportiona of thew parts of the 
lungs would, however, awim in water; the 
■ lower portioua were quite healthy. The iu- 
temal membrane at the point wueia tho fo- j 
reign body had laid, was thickened and ut-1 
oeraieA The appearances of the brain did 
not throw any light on tlie immediate cauae 
of diwolution, that viscus only exhibiting i: 
little more vaMularity than uiual*

The patient lUtea, that during infan^and 
ehildliood, »he was of delicate health, bat 
Mlffered tlib usual complaints of those pe* 
riods very Ikvooiably. At fifteen the cata¬ 
menia a^B«d| during maidenhood she 
enjoyed tolertUb health, and was of a re- 
markaUy spare habit; the menstrual periods 
were very regular, and the flux was not 
attended with pain. In her 3Sd year she 
was married, was twice piegnaut. and, at 
the full period of geatation, gave birth to 
two children, who are living. During 31 
yeara of wedlock she enjoyed average health. 
After the birth of the first child, the bowela 
had alwaya a diarrhoeal tendency, and were 
excited by the alightest emotion, 8he suf¬ 
fered a good deal from headneh, which waa 
■scribed to her sedentary habits, being em- 
pitted as s seniptresB; up to her 4tith year 
she was remsrksbly thin; at this time was 
experienced her first attack of menonhagia. 
For the last three years this discharge has 
been constant, with only one iiiternnssion 
of a month, the daily secretion amounting, 
on an average, to eight ounces, a great 
increase, however, alwaya taking place at 
each revolution of the mcnairual epoch.

The aoeaflem« Which was 
of the size of a hen’s egg* and perfeotly 
compressible, but very tender, offered vio* 
lent pulsations, synobreaons with thoso flf 
the heart, and accompanied by Iruif^db 
goujht i the akin over it wu healthy, and 
the foot oMlematou. He was greatly eaut- 
dated, and complained of headach and gid* 
dinesa; respiration appear^ but ilightly 
afTertcd; digestion was uudisturbed. M. 
Dupuytren hesitated for a oonaiderable time 
before he decided upon the operation, as it 
appeared that, besides the aneurism, the 
patient was affected with hypertrophy of the 
heart and disorder of the whole arterial sys* 
tern; on the other hand, the aneurism in¬ 
creased in sizl^ without ezhibiting any ten- 
deury to form a coagulum, and a fatal ter¬ 
mination by hiemorrbage woa to be anticipat¬ 
ed. 'i’he patient was bled from the arm, 
and the operation performed on the 2()th 
of February, in the usual manner. The 
femoral artery waa almost double its usual 
aize, and surrounded by reiy firm cellular 
tissue; the spphcBtioa of the ligature did 
not cause much pain, and the wound wu 
united by the first inteuHfllt. Two hours 
after the opeiatiou, the patiant ttoippUiined 
of violent burning pain along Iba whole 
limb, especially at its lower portiop; ^ 
pulsation of the arteries wu Teiy vio¬ 
lent. the pulse 140, the face rather Bush¬ 
ed. He was bled, end took a small dose 
of ether aud opium, hut passed a very rest¬ 
less night. On the following day the vio¬ 
lent pain along the limb continued; the 
aneurism did uot pulsate; the hmb was 
rather cold; tlie pulse 12 : 1 .

Jo proposing the second toast of the even* 
ittg, the Chmtman observed, that if the 
members of the Society foit hapjiy in their 
asaociation, of which no doubt was enter¬ 
tained, the least they could do was to ex¬ 
press tbeix acknowledgments to the indi¬ 
viduals, to whose suggestions end exertions 
the Society owed its origin. The institution 
was not the act of any one individual, he be¬ 
lieved. Several ooncenied in it, who were 
still Binongst the members, and whose 
moildity be would not wound by naming 
them, could equally claim their shaie iii 
that meritorious task. But tliere was one 
gentleman, no longer amougst tliero, uliom 
lie could name aa one who had mainly con- 
tiibiited, by his zeal in the cause, to the 
establishing of the Society, and who first 
gave interest and efibet lo its meetings. He 
proposed, accordingly, the health of Doctor 
Jamci Hare, one of the founders, and the 
first president of the Society. 

The next toast was Mr. Gibb, the presi¬ 
dent of the Society, who, the Chairman 
stated, was prevented by unavoidable cir¬ 
cumstances from being prebCiU, but whose 
good wishes were with them , aud he trust¬ 
ed that, at the next anniversary, be w'ould 
be there to occupy liis own chair, which be, 
the vice president, felt himself every way 
incompetent to fill. 

The fourth toast was the Medical Romrdx 
of Bengalf Madras, and Bombay, as the 
patrons of the Society; and the Bengal 
Board was particularly advorled to, aa hav¬ 
ing always given the most cordial and libe¬ 
ral encouragement to the Society. 

Mr. Drextou returned thanks on the part 
01 Ilia ciilleag'iea and himself, and expressed 
their eontiniieil interest in tihe proceedings 
of an institution so creditable to the pro* 
fesston in India, and of euch general 

a . He concluded by propoaing the 
of the vice president, Mr. WiUon, to 
whose zeal aud attention the Society was, 
in a great measure, indebted for its con- 
UDiied activity and fiourishing condition. 

The CiiAiKHAx returned thanks for the 
compliment paid him, and expressed his re¬ 
gret, that he should not have had it in hia 
power to have deserved it better; but aa 
the members were well aware, circum¬ 
stances had w ithdrawn him from the dii ectlcu 
of medical duties, and he came among^ 
them under disqualifications, which claimed 
their indulgence. He had never ceased, 
however, to take a lively inleieat in tbn ob* 
jects of a profeaaioB, to which it was his 
greatest pride to belong; and he ahmdd be 
Ksdy, on all oocaiions^ to promote ibmia to 
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the heet of bis power. If say suoeoao hod 
hitherto ottended his exertioDS. end those 
of the Socirty, the merit was chiefly doe io 
another quarter; and it was owing to the 
ability, s^, aud activity of the Mert^arjf, 
that ihe proceedings of the Society contimied 
to prosper. It w£i, tlterefbre, but an act of 
justice to that geotleman, to expreas their 
aeknowledgmeots in the usual fbnnV and 
he therefore proposed Ihe health of Dr. 
Jdamt tlie secretary to the Society* 

Dr. Adam, in retuniiog thonU. atated, 
that it would be sflVetatiou hi him to pfe* 
tend to deny, that he had dona every thing 
ill his power to promote the prosperity of 
the Society, although the flatteiiiig tribute 
just paid him, whs to be s^tributed les« to his 
deserts than the pjriiuuty of his fiiend in 
the chsir.

Independent of 
this special claim, he trusted that the mem¬ 
bers of an eulighteued pmAifidoQ* aecessa* 
rily of both literary aud seieotifie dduco* 
tiuti, would ever legard, with inkiRdU; aad 
respect, an institution founded for tlm fn- 
vestisation of man and nature itf thq East;

this interesting little work, we abidl make a 
ftw extracts. After describing the situation 
uf the establishment, it pxoceeds tbua :-*• 
"It is a building divided into two sepa¬ 
rate bouses, with separate gardens for the 
two sexes. Patients having subscribers 
letters, are admitted on Thursdays by the 
Weekly Board, which meets at one o'clock. 
The payments at ]tresent required of patients 
are—of females, fourteen shillings; of males, 
seventeen shillings and sixpence ; of chil¬ 
dren, ten shillings and sixpence each. Per* 
sons of either sex having sepaiute rooms, 
pay one pound four slullmgs and sixpence 
per week. Tbe governors have been com¬ 
pelled, for tbe sake of preserving the neces- 
saiy separation, to adopt a regulation, that 
such servants only be admitted, who shall 
pay for and occupy separate rooms. No 
servants in livery can be admitted.” 

Then follow the names of some lords and 
other wiseacres, who, it is stated, are the 
patrona, president, and vice-presidents, of 
this excellent cAarity. Next comes an " ad¬ 
dress'* to tbe public on what is called tbe 
"design"of the institution, which goes to 
show, tbat after the concern is established, 
" the governoni of hos[)itals may fairly re- 
fbse all improper objects for gratuitous re¬ 
lief.” Farther, it says, 

" Itt tbia eountry, also, there are no doubt 
mU|y, who, from a sense of delicacy ac- 
qi^d from a good education, and tbe babita 
^ttetter days, or from honest feelings of 
independence, would be axersefrom 
.g!^g into hospitals, and would rather sub- 
aoSbto tbe effects of severe disease, and to 
wnt of needful aid and attendance at home. 
Sbenbd the pressure of aflbeting maladies, in 
steM few instances, even overcome tbat re¬ 
pugnance, the individuals must enter into 
such au establishment with a broken ipirit, 
and a feeling of degradation tbat would have 
a tendenc} to retard, if not altogether frus¬ 
trate every hope of recovery. Females liv¬ 
ing on narrow incomes without domestic 
ronnexioot, aiid well-educated persona re¬ 
duced by the casualties of life, would find in 
such au establishment a welcome retreat, 
where not only disease might be combated, 
but anxious solicitude and separation from 
friends soothed and consoled, by tbat kind 
attention and prompt and various suecour, 
which die unfortunate su&rera could Iwvo 
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fw ehmtt of obttiBingr it their own dwell- 
inge. It it tiso preeuaied, tbet the etok 
memben of the families of muij nspecUMt 
artmnt and mechinies, rierkt on smsll st- 
lanes, apprentices, iomesitcs of the higher 
class snd of irreproachable character, would 
be often glad to avail thenuelves of such a 
resource, and the members of fiiendlg nd 
itenevoUnU soeifhet would find it the most 
eligible mode of laying out that mone^, to 
SI Lie b, during the period of their sickness, 
they ere entitled. For besides hdging and 
dirt, till y would have tlie benefit of expe¬ 
rienced nurses, resident medktA ^eers, a 
store of nteduines jiurcbaaed and made up 
under the iiiBpectioB of respansiHe peTMns, 
and direUedby the advice of men, whme 
high and established eharaeUr must create 
a just confidence in theix exertions.'’ 

After the address, there is, at page 1^, a 
mass of heterogeneous matter, from which 
we extract the tvro following paragraph#!— 

*' The public will be able to judge of the 
description of pereona who hare been re¬ 
lieved by this charity, when It is stated, 
that several officers of the ormp and navy 
have been admitted,labouring nnderdiaesaea 
brought on in the discharge of tiieir duty; 
the wwes and widows of fheir chil¬ 

dren, and those of the eUrgy, govemeSies, 
clerks, toachtrs, small trademmsi wmen 
subsisting an small annuities, peraoni de¬ 
riving sick allowances from benefit M^- 
tiea, and foreigaera, both in civil and mSi* 
tary life!! Surgical operations of gf#lN(|Ht«' 
pottance have been performed with aueoest,* 
which the surgeons would have besitattd t# 
have undertaken in the crowded wards, Itt^ 
unquiet circumstances of a public 
or with the deficient atteudsnee and aceott- 
modationa to be procured in the {wivate 
dwellings of the padenta." 

Then we have a *' atatement of partieular 
casesof course of persons cured, as we 
find in the pamphlets of Dr. Lamert, Mr. 
Williams, Drs. J.and C. Jordan, and many 
others. We should not have said*' cured,'* 
however, as we find that the subject of 
the first case, a )Outh twenty years of age, 
who had been clerk to an attorney in the 
country, died of a deep-ieated abscess in 
tiwUror." But the patient had expexienead 


** ao mueh relief (Srom the Itindaeie and aU 
tention be had received, that he made it hit 
spontaneene request, the eveoiug preceding 
hie deeeaae, to his friends, never to let n 
year pass without contributing ■ com of 
money to the oopjiort of tbe inatitution.'* 
This le as good for the a^lum as a ** euro.'* 
Tbe other easel related are thoio of a widow 
lady, the child of a medical man, the child 
of a respectable farmer, the wifb of a ro« 
spectahle tndeamau, a gentiowaman of good 
edocition, a young man of good education 
connected with the press, tnd a addahipnmn

peivoos who have sUeged that infiriDariea 
and dispensaries are injarious to the public 
and ruinous to the profession. 

If these latter institutions generally, 
where it is professed the poor only are 
lelioTed, are depriving medical praetition> 
era of the means of obtaining a liveli* 
hood, what must be the effect upon medi- ^ 
cal practice of the charUy under consi¬ 
deration ? For here, rnpectable peitons, 
who, from **a sense of delicacy,” could notj 
think of entering one of our hospitals,—re-; 
apectable persons, ladies, gentlewomen, 
clerks, gentlemen of the press, respectable 
farmers, the clergy, and offieera in the army 
and nary, are admitted at a charge of aereu- 
teen shillings and sixpence a week for board 
and lodging, with gratuitous medicines and 
attendance. What, we aak, must be the 
effect of such a system as this upon the 
interests of medical men ? And }*et the 
fellow, this dirty ova, this contemptible 
scribbling Scotch nun, who occupies the 
respectable office of pliyaician in this cha- 
fitj/t liaa had the impudence to taunt ua on 
more than one oocaaion, with diraoting our 
ohiervations to the pecuniary intereata of 
medical practiiiooera! Ihisjeasal^tetopon 
which he may well quake* The piofeiMon 
hu now before it, the tfbe ehincter of, at 
least, one of its sufperUru Here we aliall 
quit the sul^eetf^ the present, as we are 
heartily sick of the imytottor, ind the hum- 
bag with winch he is connected* 


WxpnH&i^, in • former Number, to 
dmw, Ihnt the College of Surgeons cannot 
kgeOy exercise the least control over the 
pnceedings of cither the London or pro- 
Tinnial hospitala. In considering this ques¬ 
tion, it is only necessary to peruse the 
charter of the CoUifge, and the acta of in- 
leorporation and cliartera of the hoapitals, 
lo be convinced, that tlie powers of those in- 


stitutions are perfectly distinct from each 
other, in the nets and charters under 
which tlie hospitals are governed, no mmi- 
(ion whatever is made of the College of Sur¬ 
geons ; and, on the other hand, in the char¬ 
ter under which the College of Surgeons is 
governed, not the slighte&t allusion to any 
of the hospitals can be discovered. Now 
the hospitala muit be regarded either as 
public or ae private institutions, and their 
governors either have, or they have not, 
the power to exclude medical students. If 
they have a right to exclude students, how 
can the College enforce a law requiring the 
production of a eertideate which the pupil 
can only obtain as a matter of courtesy; 
and if the governora of the hospitals have 
not a right to proliibit attendance on the 
surgical practice of those institutions, then 
the *' regolariona” of the College are oppos¬ 
ed to a right at common law, and cannot be 
enforced; and upon tbia last ground it is 
quite clear, tiiat every fee levied for attend- 
anoe ia unjuntiy and illegally imposed. This 
disgracefol College, in its passion for plun¬ 
der, appeiif to be utterly regardless of the 
opportnnitiec afforded to pupils, except that 
of requiring them to pay money to a favour- 
oA jiluto. Exelodcd or not excluded from 
the hoapitals, no matter—certificates most 
bepredneed. Aye—eertificatea from hospi- 
Uda which exclude pupils from their wards 
except during three hours io each week; 
at for example, the Middlesex Hospital, 
where a pupil who pays forty-two guineas 
to witness the medical and aurgicai practice 
for a period of one year, bna the opportunity 
of walking through the wards on Mondays, 
M'edncsdnys, and Saturdays, from half-past 
twelve until half-past one, on which days 
and hours the su physicians and sorgeons 
go through their scientific promenade. Six 
pliysiciauB and surgeons all vigltiog different 
pclieuts, and in diifeient wards, probably, at 
the same moment 1 Yet the certificates of 
this hospital are recagMsei by the Collcp, 
while those of our excellent piovinofad hot* 
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Pttalswe rirtttally Mdoded. The College of 
Surgeons heving no power to enforce attend* 
onee on the hospitals, it has no power to 
enforce the production of certificates. The 
infamy of recognising certificates from a 
hospital where pupils hare no opportunity 
of acquiring the leant knowledge of their 
profession, is peculiar to, and worthy of, this 
College. The six physicians and surgeons, 
as we hare already stated, attend from 
past iweh>e to hai/^past wm on lUoodsys, 
Wednesdays, and Saturdays. Now a pnpil 
eon only attend one surgeon or physician 
at a time; hence he loaei fire'sixtbs of 
the practice, even in the hour when his in¬ 
structor visits the hospital. But, it will he 
said, after the surgeons have left, he osn re* 
ntain in the w*ard8 to inspect the hooka, and 
examine the patients at his leisure! Can 
he ? Here is the answer, which we have 
taken from over the mautlcpieea in the hdl 
of the liuspital.

The last parngrapb, it will be seen, con¬ 
tains a sort of threat, in order to prevent 
students from obtaining more than the hun¬ 
dred and fifty-six hours allowet! for running 
and seampering through the wards, and for 
which they may have pa'.d forty-two guineas. 
Six months' attendance at thLs hospital is 
deemed by the worthy College equivalent to

boipitala, where the students have the mt- 
reatrained privilege of attending the bed- 
aides of the sick, from eight in the morning 
until the setting of the sun. When will the

Ax accurate treatiao on the subject of intes¬ 
tinal worms, has long been a desideratum in 
English medical literature.

species of worms which ore found in the ali¬ 
mentary canal of the human body; bat he 
confines himself entirely to a deacriptiun of ^ 
the external appearances and anatomical 
structures, without regarding their history, 
symptoms, and method of cure; and he 
makes no mention whatever of the various 
species vriiieh inhabit the other cavities and 
textareieffhebody. 

INr. Bradley publiabed, in 1813, a amall 
tiuatisa on woxa^, which was* an incom¬ 
plete copy of Drifllooper’s paper, with the 
addition of a fewmaagve diwOlIpBS for their 
cure. 

Dr. Chamberlin*E iboiiograpb, published 
in 1784, is written for the sole purpose of 
reconunending die doliehos prufi^ se n 
cure for tmnis, dec, To fill op ^ gap udkielt 
has been so long felt to exik, Mr. jEtbted 
Cf.mpiled this work, and he has chiefiy dono 
BO from the wriiinga of Kudolphi, Brenuer^ 
and Ilooier.

Bremaer, puhliahed at Vienna in 1819. is 
by fur the inoht ample, correct, and satis- 
factor}' in ita detiiils : and, in the languiige 
of Rudolphi, IS thus appropriately charac¬ 
terised, * i,iber egiegiuB, quibrevi omnium 
in manu erit. et sui parent non agnoacit, 
■nque facile inveniet.’^ In this country the 


aohjeet of inteatinal worma seams hitherto 
to have met with little tention.’* p. 9. - 

Such is the eptitude of nature for theoop- 
port of animal eaiatence, that all animals, 
from the gigantic to the very minute, have 
othera still amalier within themaelves, which 
derive their nourishment, and propagate 
thoir ipeeiea, in their various textures. 

Rudolphi enumerates 1100 different ape- 
ciea of these paraCitical animala amongst the 
aereralclaaaea of the animal kingdom. Some 
of tlieae worms are common to many clasaei 
of animala; but othera, again, ore peculiar 
to, and ate only found in, one particular 
qieoiei. 

Bremaer, and some other continental 
writera declare, that these animals have 
their origin in thb boweli, by a primUive or 
iptntanemts formation, and ground their 
doctrine upon tlie following arguments. That 
the intestinal worms of the human body are 
of a peculiar kind, and different from any 
which are found to exist in the earth or 
water; that they live and propagate their 
species in the body, and are incapable of sus¬ 
taining life fer nny length of time, if re¬ 
moved out of it. Theae worms, when ex¬ 
posed tocoldeiror water, very quickly die; 
wheme, bed they previously existed in theae 
medio^ tke ciitnge could not have ao com- 
them. If they were dis- 
taMt wanMi and came from without, why 
also inhabit the same parte of the body 
piWiaoaouely 1 For it will be found, that 
some irf the Bpecies live in the email intei* 
itnei, and others in tlie large. Bt.Brem^ i 
eev thinks it very improbable that the egge 
can be transmitted through the mediem of 
the^ aliment, water, or air^ in tiie case of 
inteatinal woima, and still more ao in the 
case of hydatids aud some oUien peciea of 
animals, found m cavitieeof the body, where 
no external opening or access could be af¬ 
forded them. He mentions an experiment 
made by Schreiher, who fed a polecat, the 
mui/ela putoritu of linnwus, fur six weeks, 
with milk, containing theegga, and also the 
vaiioua specie^ of inteatinal worma; at the 
end of that period the animal was killed, but 
not a w orm was found in its body. He fur¬ 
ther adduces in favour of hia theory, the 
facts given on credible authority, that worms 
have been found in the inteatmea of new- 
bom ehildxeii. Oar eothor, idmittiBg ih» 
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Act! ktMrted by Bremser, tbrowt out somo 
sturdy urgumenta iu the attempt to refute 
him. 

Dr. Bremser, then, is of opinion, that a 
certain predisposition in the system, and a 
])eeuliai state of the intestinal canal, are ne< 
cessory to the propagation of worms. When 
this peculiar state exists, he supposes that 
the animal matter undergoes a particular 
procesa, aasumea a new form of exiatence, 
and hence are produced the various species 
of worms; that tlieso worma, when once 
thus formed iti the body, hove the power of 
]iropogating their species in the usual man* 
ner ; but that their origin, in every body, is 
at first by this prmitive or tpontaneouf for¬ 
mation. 

^ow there are m.iny objections to this 
hypothesis ol Dr. Bremser, for it ia a mere 
hypothesis, unsupported by one aingle fact, 
and the most obvious arc the following 

"in the first place, it is contrary to all 
analogy drawn from the. animal kingdom. In 
uo other class of animals is there an instance 
of spontaneous formation; for the animal* 
cuIh discovered by the aid of a microscope! 
in vinegar and varioiia other duidi, have 
never been aulficientiy investigated to per¬ 
mit us to place them among the list of living 
animals, nor, if they were, is it to be taken 
for granted, tliat even these are formed 
spontaneously. 

*' If we admit that such an animal •• the 
ascaria lumbricoides, or large reund^worm, 
having such a perfect and complicated stme* 
ture, and being furnished with a blM,'a 
stomach, intestinal canal, a aeries of veiiele 
anbaeivient to generation, and muacleamril 
akin, could be formed by any- apontanema^ 
action, or combination of animal partlelae, 
there would be no end to the exleoeion of 
the theory. A held of meadowr grass, by 
' the apemtoneouB arrangement of its piiti- 
eles, might prodoee an ox: or the ferments' 
ing dunghill, charged with animal particles 
in abundance, might be the matrix from 
whence sprung the Log that feeds on it. 
The theory would be moie plausible, were 
these worms found incapalilc of reprodne* 
tlbn ; whereas they will be found iiinitshed 
with organs of generation, lompicte lu 
every respect, by wliich they ; ropagate 
their various H|ieciea->'an instance of two 
separate and distinct provisions for occom- 
pliahing the same end, wIhlIi, we believe, 
nature ia rarely or never accustomed to be* 
Mow. 

*' If these worms had their origin in a 
apootaneous formation, how comes it that 
they should be of different species and forms, 
and inhabit different portions of the intes- 
tinea ; that one Lind should feed only on 
pure and another prefer the fieces, 
afterbangcairicd to the lower inteatiMi, 


and mixed with the vorioui jnieei of tho 
alimentaiy tttbel 

" How cornea it that the ttemm and tho 
aaearides, both inhabiting the ilium, and 
both feeding on pura chyle, ahould, if pro¬ 
duced from the very name materials, in the 
very some portion of the iutestmea, be so 
diametrically opposite in figure and anito* 
mical atrueturel How should the tticho- 
cephalua, or long thread*worm, and the 
oxyuria, or inaw*worm, both inhabiting the 
rectum and ccccum, and both Aeding on die 
same aliraent, differ in aiae and formation so 
remarkably I It cannot be antwered, that 
these different species are found at different 
periods of life, and, consequently, under 
ilifferent circumstances; for the two latter 
species are oftoii found existing at the same 
time in one iiidividutd; and there are in- 
ataucei where three ilisliiict apeciea have 
been voided from the aanie perion at once.” 
p.l8. 

Mr. Rliind inculcates the principle, tbnC 
worma, and other inirasitienl animnlculra, are 
as aboriginal as man himself, or any ofbor of 
die superior animala lu whoso entiails they 
may exist; but bia reasoning ia far from con¬ 
clusive; there are numerous animaleiile 
whose primitive formation ianot underalood; 
all analogy, therefore, does not militate 
iigoinat the ]iropoaition of Bremser. There 
is DO parallelism in the cases of the aacarie 
lumbricoides, and the ox or the hog; the 
one ia a parasite dwelling in, end drawing 
nourishment from, the vital organs of a 
highly auperioar animal; and the others sup¬ 
port thalr existence by sssim dating to their 
own edhitanec, biibrier animal or vegetable 
ptedectiona. Why dmy not the atruotme 
Meleboratestbc living fibre by a pervert¬ 
ed eetion, give 'bhith to the tenie or die 
alcariet The eiwdta&eoua pvoduedon of 
fbe round and tope froiii»la muriy as pee- 
sible as the coeval gnwth of aeirriMw and 
tubercle 1 

" It is certainly a Angular 
and not easily to be accounted Ibr, ditt 
worma slioula be found in thedntesUnaii 
(hildren immediaUily alter birth} but 
bulitary fact ia not sufiicieut to auppect • 
gt'uerai theory. Of the experiment mde 
on the polecat, it may be obaerved that,im* 
doubtediy, a certain state of die system wd 
bowels is necessary to favour the produedoB 
of intestinal worms; and that a healthy state 
of the bowels is suibcient to resist them, 
even sbould they be introduced, either alive 
or in the slate oi eggs, as was practised in 
Lbu rxpriment. 

" On the other hand, Fallas has dmom* 
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•tnted by ei^Tiawnt, that womi nay be 
propagated by the inaertion of tlieir eggs 
into the body. By a small incision, he in¬ 
troduced into the abdominal cavity of a dog 
the eggs of a Uema from another dog} and, 
after the expiry of a month, he fhund 
young tmoin in the cavity* In this case, 
not mng within the intestine, they were 
not liable to he expelled by the healthy ac¬ 
tion of the bowela} and the natural warmth 
and moisture of the abdomen favoured their 
production. It ia true it is difficult to sc- 
couot for the existence of various species of 
worms which inhabit aome of the cavities of 
tlie body, which sre excluded from any 
direct commuuicatinn externally. Yetf it is 
possible, the extremely minute ovula, or 
oggs of these animals, may be carried to 
these cavities hy the absorbent vessels— 
through the medium of the blood-vessels— 
or by some of those animals puncturing and 
penetrating tlie external skin, us is supposed 
to be tho tase with ihejilana memmtiBt 
or Uuiuca worm. This, like many other 
mysteries of nature, is wrajit in obicurity; 
aud we can only throw out surmises, until a 
more satisfactory theory shall bo produced. 
'We &nd that the pholaidea, a genua of tes¬ 
taceous worms, without being furnished 
with any inatrument which anatomical die- 
■ection disoorers, cun penetrate rocks of the 
hardest limestone, under the sua; and, by a 
continuance of this process, they inorenae 
their habitations until they become solitary 
prisons, from which they can never escape.*’ 
p.2Z. 

This ia to combat the hypotheses of 
Bremser with the aappoaittons of RliinA: 
The only means of aettliiig the pdht, is by 
more minute nttentioa |md eODStrat obser¬ 
vation, which may cftthiMtely afford ns home 
data to reason fiom. 

The causes leading'to the formation 
worms, are stated to boa general laxity andj 
debility of tbo whole ayiiom; but more oape- 
ciolly 0 ftobleneaa Of the inteatmea; a want 
of duo harmony between the several ports 
of tho oUdtMUiy syatom; on imperlect 
digfstiim of dm &od, and a deficiency of the 
fiMons juioeoneeeaaary for converting tins 
Ibod into nourishment; or an orcr-activi' 
digeitifln,producing mote alimentary matter 
than the abaorbent vessels can take up. 

** When the nutritious matter taken into 
the Btomaeh ia impeTfertiy digested, when 
there is a deficiency of tho‘ necessniy fluids 
ibr this important purpose, and more espe- 
oialiy when there exist a ieeblenes and tor¬ 
pidity of the stomach and nlimeiitary canal, 
the imperfectly-digested diyle accumulates 
ia the bowels, posKB into a'statt of fermco- 


tation, gives rise to an nudoe tiaantity of 
mucous mstter, and affords a fiivourable op¬ 
portunity for the development of the varioua 
worms which feed on Uie chyle, ond find sn 
easy lodgment in the bowels, from their im¬ 
paired action and diminished peristaltic 
power. On the other hand, when the diges¬ 
tive powers are over-vigorous, whon a 
greater quantity of nutritious matter is pre¬ 
pared by the active stale of the stomach, 
than the absorbent vessels of the system can 
take up, this alimentary matter accumulates 
on the internal coats of the intestines, and 
thus hecoroea favourable for the production 
of worms. It ia from this cause that we 
occasionally find robust and healthy people 
affected with this disease; and this consti¬ 
tutions! temperament, or predisposition to 
this 4UBease,may be often irdiismitted from 
one person to hts descendants ; thus exem¬ 
plifying the hereditary tendency to worms 
nhicli writers have remarked. 

** Jt will be found that all young children, 
and females generally, are more subject to 
worms than men, because their Ijmphaiic 
system ia more feeble, aud their constilu- 
tiona leas firm and robust. 

*' Infimta, too, which are not nursed by 
the breast, irom generally getting too large a 
proportion of foi^i and from the consequent 
unperfeot digestion, are found to be often 
affected with worms. 

**SerofulottB children, from the aliment 
not being token op by the torpid ami di.s- 
eased i^oibenta, are particulaiiy liable to 
worms. 

** Of tho concurring causes which favour 
i|» formation of worms may be meniioned a 
Mentary and inactive life—a damp and uii- 
ilred, or, generally, unhealthy situation—a 
nonriahment'from which a too nutritious 
ohylo is pire]>ared, as fat substances, farina- 
eeoua fimd, and milk, and suhatancea pre¬ 
pared from it. Ihe sedentary life of fe¬ 
males, in addition to their delicate conatitu- 
tiona, may also favour the production of 
wonns in them.” p. 29.

Till following alarming article is extracted 
from 0 periodical, which we need not name, 
aud it-i pioverbiul want of accuracy and ve- 
jucitj has induced us, on nearly nil former 
occasions, to pass over the contents of ita 
jtages with, what they hare alone been en- 
iitlcd to, contempt. But the facts in this 
paptr were of so astounding a character* 
that we deemed it right to request a gen- 
ilemau to visit the scene of the catastrophe* 
and it iabut juaiice to state, that the ami* 
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dMions editor bed. for oncci t verecioaa 
correipoiideotf in puty who euppUed 
Ui« report. 

'File parenti of the children hare es* 
presaed their perfect satisfaction with the 
conduct of Mr. Day, whose Vindoess and 
care of his scholsrs have given universal 
satisfaction. 

•' On Friday, the l ltb, (Thursday, 13lh,) 
aeon of Me. Day, schoolmaster, at Clapham, 
aged about tliree (two) years, having been 
previously in perfect liouUb, was attacked 
with violent vomitiftg, purging, and convuU 
aioQB. lie became comatose, and died in three 
(twelve) hours after the commencement of 
the attack. 

" The rest of Mr. Day's children, M well 
as his scholars, amounting in number to 
thiity boys, between four and fourteen years 
of age, remained all well the next day. Tbis 
being Saturday, several of the acholari went 
home to spend Sunday with their friends, 
leaving in the school twenty-two boys; of 
these, twenty were attacked between three 
and nine o’clock on Sunday morning, with 
vomiting and purging of the moat alanning 
character, attended with a degree of proa* 
tratiou which threatened many of tliem 
with immediate death. The appearance of 
the matters vomited was somewhat various 
in different individuals, depending probably 
upon the liquids previously taken. In some 
instances it was tinged with green bile, and 
was of a Bubacid smell, but in tto greater 
majority of cases it was colourlew in¬ 
odorous. The stools also varied in tppesr* 
ance, but they were, for the most pvt^ pple, 
consisting of mucus and muco-purulimtiut* 
ter, slightly streaked wiili scarlet blood* 

The pulse varied also very much ia dif* 
ferent individuals: iu the early etagef ofiol- 
Ispae It was very frequent, but to feeble 
to be scarcely perceptible. When reection 
took place, it had, of course, more force, 
but lesa frequency. The skin was, in ttoM 
instances, cold and clammy throughout; in 
a few cases it was fur a short time hot, nnd 
the face was, In these, occasionally duehed. 
There was a low delirium in some advanced 
cases, with dilated pupils-, hut the sento- 
lium was not aflected in the greater number 
of them. None of the little patients com¬ 
plained of pain in the stomach or bowels, 
beyond the griping which preceded tlic 
stools. I'liere was, however, in n ftw of 
tliem, slight tenderness and some tension of 
the abdomen; and, us fur ua the t-.vuct 
course of the symptoms could be ascertained 
in such a scene of confusion, it may bt said 
generally that the diaeuse seemed to cumc 
(W very much like the tropical cliok-ra, w ith 
a abort obicure stage of excitement, which 
was immediately tbiion'ed by a state of ex* 
treme collapse; and that this, under tlie use 


of stimulants, wu moceedad. la those cases 
which were of the best aspect, by s stage of 
warmth, gentle moisture, and general re¬ 
action. We have mentioned tlmt the dis¬ 
ease was accompanied pretty generally with 
convulsive action of the mnscles; but it 
may be of importsnee to remark tliat this, 
which amounted rather to a kind of twitch, 
or subaultus, than to cramp, was confined to 
the upjier exirsmilies. 

** Such was the afflicting state of oircum- 
staucei in tbis unfortunate jfiunily op to the 
aAeraoon of Sunday. Meiais. Anoxs and 
Savdexs, and Dr. Sccroin of Clapham, 
who had been employed from the first iu 
rendering every possible assistance, now 
requested the *co operation of Dr. P. M. 
Latham and Dr. Chamhera. At tbis time 
another of Mr. Duv's sons was evidently 
sinking, and a thud, as well as several of 
the pupils, were in a stale of dangerous 
collapse; others, again, althotigli nut out of 
peril, were rallying from the attack. 'J'be 
first question that auggebted itself to the 
! minda of the medical ineo in consul tuliou 
i was. whether the symptoms were leferrible 
to any poison received into tlie siomacli. 
The scrutiny, however, which was instituted 
with reference to ibis point, led to nothing 
satisfactory at the monient. It w'ss then 
determined to examioo the body of the little 
boy who was the first victim of the disease, 
and who, it should be recollected, died in 
twelve hours after he was attacked by it. On 
laying open the ubdomiu, tlie viscera nre* 
seated tbcroselvea in a lemaikably healthy 
state, as fsr as extemol appearances went. 
The liver was of a perfectly iieaithy sieeand 
coloor; the gaU.bladder was somewhat dis¬ 
tended with beeHby bile; the peritoneum, 
thxongliout, pale; t^spureiit, and peifeeUy 
free from any appearance of thickening* On 
hying open tlie small intestines, however, it 
was observed that the peyerian plexuses of 
mucous glands were enlarged in patches 
throughout tbeititesthpdiwiim, raising jn- 
ternaily, without destroying the mucous 
membrane covering thorn, into condylona- 
toiis elevations: lower doWn in the small 
I intestine a few of the glsnAdm soStsihs 
were similarly affected, wd in the assadad- 
{lug colon and transverse arch tbm li|Uee 
I glands seemed almost universally fisi^d, 
],ivitig an appearance ofipustulltho, br, 
lutbir, lubcrculatitiii to the whoh Hterief 
of the bowi'l; liic i'ltersticei of tbe'Ittbbr* 
ch's bere, aa well as in tlie small IntestiDe, 
being entirely free from vascularity. The 
iiivMutciic and rovaeculic absorbent glands 
. io the iieighbouiliood of the parts mpst dis¬ 
eased, w< re coiigfnted and enlarged. The 
btumacli was quite healthy. The viscera of 
the thorax were likewise quite healthy* The 
couteats of the cranium also, whiob wen 
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etr^fblly eximM, wen entirely free from 
ellouon, or other trace of dieeaae. 

** 'i'he treatment which bad hern adopted, 
end which it wat determined still to poraoe, 
was, in the first place, to obey the great in* 
dication of preserring life, by administering 
stimulants with opiah's to those who were 
sinking from exhaustion and spasm. In the 
few instances in which the head aeemed in 
the course of the re-aetion to be effected, it 
had been deemed right to relieve thie symp< 
tom by the application of a few leeches to 
the temples. Besides these metns, it wss 
found necessary to apply n-.'^'nrd 
to the abdomen, and to « a-'i "ui il e h .iif 
with enemata, administering aiterwards full 
doses of calomel and ojdum, 

“ Early on Monday, another of Mr. Day’s 
sons, a boy of four /five) years of age, sunk 
under the sttack, V.i hour.<» after its com- 
uencement. Hia body was rurefully exa¬ 
mined a few hours iifurhis death, and ex¬ 
hibited the following n|ipearamcs 
“The abdonniial viseera, when firstex- 



“ The examination of the bowels was com- 
menreil with that of the iatestiiium ilium, 
in which the mucous glands, both aggregate 
and aolitory, were found generally enlarged, 
and the mucous membrane covering them in 
many places ulcerated. The interior of the 
coeeuffl, colon, and rrctuiii, however, ex¬ 
hibited DO appearance of diseased mucous 
glands, although the membrane itself wos 
throughout uuilormly congealed, pulpy, and 
wery easily separable from the subjacent 
tissue. 

*'The exsmiuatiott waiaew pursued^ np. 
words foom the ilium; th^ jejunum aft fie 
lower part was less diSMaed than the ilium, 
and, as it approaolied die duodenum, was 
more and more healthy; the duodenum, 
however, on being laid Open, exhibited a 

I iuatolated appearance, A^nding on en- 
arged follielea, eery aimRtf to that of the 
Colon in the former ease. The mrsenu-ric 
and mesoooUe glands belonging to the dis¬ 
eased portions of bowel, were enlarged and 
more vaionlerthaa natural. The liver was 
also quite headthy; the gall.btndder con- 
taiatd qmre than an ounee of perfectly 
healthy bile. It was remarkable, that the 
eoDteeta of the bowels were nearly colour¬ 
less, end had no fmculent, or. indeed, unv 
other peculiar odour. Ihu stomach was 
perfoetiy healthy. The viscera of the thorax 
were likewise quite free from diseasi. lu 
the head, the ventricles of the braiu were 
distended with about iluec ounces of sero- 
sity, snd the sinu&ps were somewhat more 
charged than usual w itli dark-coioured 
blood. I'he brain and its appendages were 
not Otherwise diseased. 


^'Most of the boys were removed by their 
friendi in the course of Monday, many of 
them in a very alarming condition. 

It is with much satisfaction we add 
to this melsocboly statement, that the 
whole of the remaining sufferers have reco¬ 
vered, There is every reason to believe, 
that the attacks were purely those of 
cholera morbos. The food and otiier mat¬ 
ter! were placed in the hands of Dr. Burton, 
the ehimical lecturer st St. Thumos's Hos- 
piud, by whom they wqye carefully tested, 
« . I , -udiioing any results opposed to 

S', The following is the analysis. 

“ The fluid part of the contents of the sto¬ 
mach contuined, independent of auimal mat¬ 
ter, a consideiahle portion of lime, together 
with a little magnesia, the two earths being 
held in solution, apparently by the muriatir 
and aulphorie acids respectively; tliere ap¬ 
peared also to bo a small quantity of acetic 
acid present* The acids were in slight 
excess. 

“The insoluble portion of the contents 
were found to consist, exclusive of animsl 
matter, VIE. fibrin and slbumeu, of an inso¬ 
luble salt of lime, probably the sulphate of 
lime. 

“ These ingredients, together with a little 
potassa, might have been derived from the 
water, which also contained them largely, 
among a few oilier harmless ingredients; 
and partly from the rice, but neither the 
water, nor the contents of tiie stomach sent to 
Dr. Bnr^, norindeed cither of the articles 
of fo^, contain my mctalUe oxide iii appre- 
daiMif quantity, nor could any deleterious 
stilt on aetectedin them.” 

It came out, witliont any suspicion of the 
Lihd having been awakened before the rir- 
cidsatanoe was related to Mr. Angaa, that a 
drain, which had been choked for many 
years, had been discovered behind the house, 
and partially opened. Mr. Day was erect¬ 
ing a covered passage from the school-room 
to his bouse, and one of the posts for its 
support was set over the drain snd made an 
opening into it. Mr. Day wss iguurant of 
US existente until this time, although he 
had been resident there for five years. Di¬ 
rections were immediately given to cleanse 
It. anti while the labourers were thus em¬ 
ployed, the young scholars gathered repeat¬ 
edly about the opening, (from which issued a 
luott (offensive efiluviuiii,) snd assisted the 
men iii their labours, much delighted with the 
work.

'J he illness of tiie third child of Mr. Day, 
a baby in arms, most probably did not arise 
from the same cause. It wa* in delicate 
health, teething at the time, and bad not been 
exposed to the malaria. It is wurthrof no¬ 
tice, that the younger the children tne more

elbow was very alight, and the pain he suf¬ 
fered durlny Uio night was, to use his own 
expressioMliost excruciating.

;auy accurate account of the treatment, froiii 
the^pauent hiinscll. Has always enjoyed 
tolerably good health, and was a moderately 
flashy man pteviuua to this affiotion, aL 
though he is now very much reduced. The 
elite of the limbs at {'lesrnt is as follows. 
The hand and forearm are imicli swollen, 
and very tender to iho touch; the former 
presentaa white appearance, the skin is tense, 
and feels to him as if about to burst; there 
is one large apoutaneou^ opening through 
tbe integument at the back of tbe wrist, 
and two or three smaller ones, at different 
parts of the joint, which discharge ofl'ensive 
matter of the colour and consistence of 
ctesm ; there ere also w'ounds of a siniilar 
kind at ,the tend of the elbow, which, Mr.

No traces ol 
cartilage could be discovered ou the ends of 
the bones entering into the formation of the 
wribt joint, and the anterior surfaces of the 
radius aud ulua, where natoratly covered by 
peiiobteum only,were rough to tlie feel, aud 
entirely denuded of that membrane. From 
this it would ajipear, that the discharge 
which had become confined at the wrist, 
followed the coarse of the deep layer of

J'h'e 
quantity is generally greateat when the 
eStuion takes {dace at tlie surface of the 
bnin, or in the ncighbouiliood of the ven* 
triclea ; and. iu the fortuer case, die couto* 
lutiona aie compressed, uni;ular,aud effaced. 
On removing the rxuavasuiion, it appeara 
that the blood has penetrated into the oero- 
bral tissue with considerable force, for the 
parietea of the ha'morrhasie eavity are un¬ 
even, lacerated, jud disoiganiied; aome- 
times portions of soiteued cerebral mass are 
completely detached and surrounded with 
blood. The cerebral tissue round the ex- 
travosatiuii is infiltrated and eccliymosed, 
and tometimes even contains stualler accu¬ 
mulations of blood, so as to moke it appear 
that one point of the brain bad become the 
centre of a hwmoiriisgic mitalton. If the 
eKiimiiiatioa takes place at a later period of 
t'le disetMo, between the third and fifteenth 
day after the attack, the cercbtol tissue 
round the (xiravasaiioq is, to a grester 
or less extent, softened, of yellowish 
colour, and filled with red points; the se¬ 
rous part of the extravasation has begun to 
be absorbed; the coaguium is paler and 
firmer, and distinctly exhibits fibrinous 
masses mixed with cruor; the parietes q 1 
the lisemorrhagic cavity are smoother, nod 
not so dark coloured. Jtetwoeii the fifteenth 
and tliiriieth day, tlie volume of the coBitu- 
lum is found diminished in siae, of greater 
density, and much paler, especially in thoae 
places where it is in contael with the pa* 
rietos of the cavity. Ou examining iti 
atructure, it is found to consist of fibnnoui 
layers, and cruor defioaited between tfaeai^ 
it sometimes adheres to the parietes by' 
means of fibrinous prolotigaiions. At the 
same period, the cerebral aubatanee iobjuI 
the cavity gradually recovers its fuiuifr 
density, and becomes even more fire: it a:, 
natural, ao as tu lorm a capsule of a yellow 
colour, several lines in thickness, and, at its 
inner surface,beset with viliusiti'^i, aiialagous 
to those of the mucous membrane of the iu> 
testinal canal; there is no distinct line of 
demarcation between tlie tissue of this rap- 
sule Slid the aurrouuding cerebral aubstauce. 
At the expiration of two or three mnntba, 
the capsule hss become perfectly distinct 
from the neighbouring ports, of dark yellow 
cdour, very firm consistence, and one or two 
lines in thickness. Its inner surface is 
smooth and moibl; the cuagulum is very 
firm, much reduced in sice, and of browuuh 
yell^ cohwr; in most cases, it is at some 
points adfierent to the capsule, and iwriislly 
Canouuded by a reddish fluid, ubicli ap'- 
Mtrt to be exhaled bjr the inner surface of 
Ibe eapcnhi; itsquuiCity, relative to the firm 
«o«|ttl«i, nriM gte^y in diffesmt cases. 


From (his period, the capsule gradually con¬ 
tracts ; its paritMea become attenuated*, ao as 
to form a very delicate network of a feiru- 
^inoua colour, and interwoven with small 
Mood-vessels; the eoagulum further di¬ 
minishes in s»e, and, at last, completely 
loses its colour. Such nre the remains of 
the extravasation, as they are tound between 
the sixth and eighteenth month. At a 
melvemonih after the attack, theie exist 
but seldom any traces of the coagulum; it 
seems, however, (hat the age and constitu¬ 
tion of the patient, the port of the brain in 
wbicb the Mood has been estrarasated, the 
plan of trvotinent employed, and a great 
many otlicr^circumiitutceH, exert a great in¬ 
fluence in ahortciiing or leuglboiung the 
period during which the coogulum is ab¬ 
sorbed. After a complete cure, the only 
trace of the former lesion is, sometimes, a 
very small cicatrix of cellular texture, und 
but of little more densitv than the surround¬ 
ing cerebral aubsiimce; iu other cases, the 
former extravasation is nqilooed by a small 
oylmdricn] cavity filled with yellowish serum, 
and divided by septa of ooUular texture into 
numerous small cavities; in other casea, 
lastly, there remains a small cyst filled with 
serum, without any trace of tlio coagulum. 
Where the extravasation had taken place 
near a lateral veutucle, or the external sur¬ 
face of the brain, there is generally a slight 
depresshin visible externally. 

Sometimes there exists more than one 
eeutie of extravasniinn, and, in nnmeroua 
casea, it teems that lh<> hiemorrhagic cavity 
originally results from the reunion of several 
smaller 4>a«l. There an even cases on re¬ 
cord of haemorrhage having taken place at 
Um pime time in the tisane of the brain and 
the nerebellttm. ' ;

repeatedly and alternately the aeatof eopioua 
hamorrhage; the poat>inortem examinations 
after fatal haamoiitoe, yvhere numoroos lue> 
morrhagio indurations tfe found in almoat 
ererv part of Ute lungs, nhile in other cases 
one lobe only baa been destroyed by a larijc 
extravasation, ara best adapted tocouiiitn 
this supposition. 

Jt might bo aalcod, whether cerebral bfp' 
morrbage takes place by rupture of the 
vessils, or hf exhalation of blood 1 The 
former, certainly, very often occuia, esj»> 
ciaily in the larger blood* vcaseU ol the brain. 
1'Jiii is not, however, sufitcient to convinoe 
IIS that it is the oaust:, and not the efbct of 
the biefflonrbage. We find, indeed,^.,that 
the liiemonhage of other jiarenchymatous 
orgniia, as. for Instauce, of tJio lungs, is but 
Noldom accompanied by rupture of the vea* 
aela, wliich is only observed in those cmss 
where the pulmonary tissue has been de> 
Btroyed to a great extent, ated where it is as 
reasonable to suppose the rupture of the 
vessels is aubsequent to the iiffimorrhage. 
The Sttiue happens in the spken, where, 
after long intermittent fever, the tissue is 
often filled with a large nuautity of blood, 
wiihuul any laceration of the vessels. It 
apitears, accordingly, that in the. first stage 
of cerebral hasnioiTliage, the hlood is ex* 
baled into the tissue of the brain, but thni 
during the aubseijuunt reuniga of several 
amnller extravasations, the texture is turn 
and the vessels are laceratpd« 

After theb«enmi 7 bag<^, the cerebral tissue 
becomes the ae^pf a more or leas intense 
indammation, par^ in consequence of the 
meebauiod lesion,, partly, perhaps, becanse 
the coSgulam actiyman irritating substmtbe.

One circumstance in this case is worthy 
of obserTalion.

This wholesale deatroyer of human life could 
cut down his thousand and ten thonsand of 
human beings, with no other feeling than 
that of a desire to cut down as many more; 
yet he trembled at the sight of an operation 
of no Tery terrific appearsaee, performed 
upon a young child, done to restore her to 
health, and perhaps to save her life. 

This is one of the many cases which I 
could produce to show that the adoption of 
this practice, in the esiliest singes of this 
disease, affords, what 1 may call, a certainty 
of stopping its progress, i sea patients in 
eeery direction, who, in eirly life, were 
subjected to its rsTages, and who, by adopt¬ 
ing the treatment 1 have described, were 
secured from its effects, md an now ap¬ 
proaching old age. When a profrisioiial 
man is himself convinced of the propriety of 
following the course that hu been described, 
the great difficulty he has to encounter is 
to persuade his patients, or their friends, to 
anhmit to the proper treatment in the ear¬ 
ly stages #f the disease, at which time it 
may be used with the greatest sdeantags, 
Asiogle point, formed by one spinal pto^ 
oeaa, appeara to project outwards, either 
among the dorsal or the lumbar Tertebrm;

friaade. Every friend who is consulted has 
mm isltflible leiaedy to propose, and nu- 


merooa pretended remediet are brought into 
view. In a multitude of eoniiaellora there 
is said to he wisdom, but in these rases 
there ia nothing but folly. The stsy-msker, 
the 6hapa.meader, the spine-stretcher, are 
brought into piny; and when, by their 
united erertioos, the palimt'a disease and 
deformity are increaaeo, the oonitituiion ia 
ruined, and life endangered. Hecoureo ia 
again had to the anrgeon, who is at last 
seriously consulted, and may think himself 
fortunate if even be taws twt life with an 
injured eonstituikm, which he might, with 
ease, hsfe preserved in good health, if a 
rational ayatem of tieatment had been acted 
upon when he was first consulted. 1 saw 
many such cases during several years in 
which they were under tbe care of Mr. 
Ford. He always insisted, as soon as ho 
saw the decided projection of a single ver¬ 
tebra, not only upon forming issues to keep 
the discharge in the neighbourhood of the 
disease ; but upon snspending the head as 
I hsvs described, and upon keeping the 
patient, aa much as cireuaMtancea would 
permit, ia the open air, with easy exercise, 
and attention to met and medicine. Ho in¬ 
variably followed this course of treatment 
when he was allowed to act for himself, and 
when he did so, 1 never knew him lose a 
single patient. When they applied to him, 
after they had long persevered in a different 
course, and brought themselves into a dan¬ 
gerous situation, be, like others, had bis 
imperfect cures and his tottd failures; but 
the unifonaity of his successt when his pa¬ 
tients from the beginning followed (be

ieHinal fVerms of the Human Body, 

By WiLUAU Riijxd, Surgeon. 

[Concluded from p. 096.] 

It has been observed that the inhabitants 
of some oounlrics, and even some districts of 
tbs same country, are much more liable to 
worms than others, but this cannot be re¬ 
ferred to any peculiar cause. 'Ibe inha¬ 
bitants of the low and marshy plains of 
.Holland, and the mountaineers of Switzer¬ 
land, ore both par ticulerly liable to worm 
affections. The former chiefly feed on fish, 
milk, and bread, and the latter consume 
much milk, butter, and cheese. Pallas is of 
opinion that the inhabitants of cities are 
more liable to worms than those of ihe 
country; and that all animals which live on 
flesh, are more subject to the disease, than 
the graminivorous species. Bremser, how¬ 
ever, maintains an opposite docuine. 

*' It is probable, too, that u diet not suffi¬ 
ciently sUmulsting, as one entirely com¬ 
posed of farinaceous and vegetable matter, 
may he followed by the same consequences. 
Salt, from its stimalating qualities, is know’u 
to be • preventive of worms. Lord Somer- 
viJIe, in his address to the Board of Agri¬ 
culture, relates the following circumslsnce: 
* 'J1ie ancient laws of Holland ordained men 
to be kept on bread aJone, wnm%xed with 
salt, aa die aevereat punishment that could 
be inflicted upon them in their moist cli- 
toate. The effect waa horrible; these 
wrotohed criminsls are said to have been de¬ 
voured by worms engendered in their own 
atomaclia*’ Salt, ton, when given to grami- 
nivoroos enimals, besides its other beneficial 
eflects as a aiimulant, is of advantage in 
causing the destruction of the various in- 
lestinal worms to which this class of ani¬ 
mals are liable. For this purpose, it has 
altio been used as a remedy for abeep with 
diseased livers: which disease is frequently 
caused by the lodgment of a pecoliar wom 
in thnt viacus.**—p. 38. 

The author enumerates fire different spe¬ 
cies aa ioliabitiog the alimentary canal: 
trichucephalua dispar, oxyurit vemtknlaria, 
ascaris lumbricoides, botbriocepbalaa latoa^ 
and twnia solium; and eight species Ibnadl 
in other parts of the body; filaria nediasft" 
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ib, hamuUtu ittbeompieiM, strongylua 
gigu, distona hepaticum, potyatoma pin- 
guieola, eyaticereus cellultiaaefecliinococeua, 
and oxymia angulata. 

*' Triehoeepbalua diapar, the long thread¬ 
worm. when fall grown, ia in breadth the 
aiateenth part of an inch, and in length from 
one and a half to twu incliea. The anterior 
part of the worm ia' amail and capillary, 
forming two ihirda of ita length: it termi- 
nates in an acute point, where the month ia 
situated. I’lie posterior part swells out lo a 
considerable aise; and, in the male, ia twiat- 
ed round iii a spiral form. The alimentary 
canal rune in a direct line from the aulerior 
CB|iillary part, which ia atriated croMwaya, 
extending through the posterior thick part 
to the tail.

The fe¬ 
male ia distinguished from the male by hav¬ 
ing a somewhat longer anterior eapilla^ 
part, and from tlie posteriorpartbeingrarely 
found bent in n spiral form. In tliia poste¬ 
rior part, in the female, are found the ovi- 
ducu and eggs, of an elliptic form, placed 
about the intestioal tube. Them u,atthe 
extremity, a small opening, which may 
aeive at the same time for anua and vagina. 

** I'his animal is supplied with « eudeie, 
a cutis, or true akin, and n set of annuler 
muscles: iu colour is most generally white, 
although aomelimes sisumiog the tinge of 
the aliments among which it ia found. 

** This species is found geoerrily ia the 
large iutestiues, but most frequently in the 
ccecamt occasionally they are to be mei- 
wJtli in the rectum; and some report, tlmt 
they have found them in the jejunum, and 
inferior pan of the ilium.

At this place the alimeatsfy 
canal is surrounded on both aidea by the 
oviducts, which swell it out eonsidersbly. 
The body then suddenly contracts in diame¬ 
ter. and gradually tapers away lo the tail, 
which is bodVin-tbaped, and a6 lina as 
Bcareely to be pereeived by the naked eye. 
About two lines from the head, Dr. Hooper 
deioribea a small pnnctifom aperture, which 
is the teraunatiOD of the uterus or the vagi¬ 
na of the animal.

By accident, during one of bis convuiaive 
fits, be heaid music, wbicb immediately 
cared him. 

" There have been frequent cases of tem¬ 
porary loss of vision, or oMaureiu, cured 
by the evacuation of worms. The following 
ease of death, in all probability caused by 
worms, ia related by Campedou 

A male patient died after suffering a 
violent colic for 94 hours. On opening the 
body, the ececum and part of the colon were 
found filled and completely diatended by a 
mass of aseartdfs. Mo less than 3(i7 of these 
worms were found, each six indies in length. 
The intestines bad become inflamed, and had 
passed into a gangrenous state. 

M. Senes relates the case of a child, three 
yean old, who was bit by an angry dog. 
Six montlia afterwards, dl the symptoma of 
hydrophobia showed themaelvea, and she 
died toon after. An inspection of the body 
showed that the brain, the spinal marrow, 
Um lungs, and larynx, were in a healthy 
stale; tiie stomach contained nothing ex- 
treudinary, but the small intestines were 
filled with asearides, which completely ob- 
a^eted their cavity. The number of these 
animals was very considerable; and M. 
Serres was disposed to attribute Uie death 
of this child to the worms, and not to hy- 
dtt^obit. 

** Dr. Bremaer relates the case of an epi- 
}eptie«patient,w!ioni he completely cured by 
ue vaa of anthelmiathieka 4 
In 1816, be saw a young peram of nine 
Vflra of age, who, for two years, had auf- 
ludl from moat violent fits of epilepsy; 
during tliia time, be was obaerved to pass u 
amaUjpieeo of tenia. Dr. B. fortunately 
produced the evacuation of tlie whole ani¬ 
mal, and from that tune the convulsive fits 
ceased.” 

Of the method of cure, we have a auednet 
and perspicuous account. 

Two principal oUeeta are to be attended 
to in the treatment of worm-affections,—the 
destruction and eipulaion of the werma, and 
the correction of that partieuIar'atKte of the 
general system, and eapeeially tiie inteatind 
canal, which has been the cause of thdr 
formation. 

** A great variety of remedies have been 
employed for the destruction of wonm; and 
they may be divided isto Unm iriiadi net 
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nbehtnicftl^—ithoM wbieli lure a specific 
|uwpr>>ana those which act by their pnrn* 
tire effects. ^ ^ 

Those medicines which are gireu with 
a riew of destroyiag iatestinal wonns by 
their mechanical action, are of rery doubtful 
operation, and in all probability owe tlie 
whole of their good effects to the powerful 
purgatires with which they are alwaya 
either conjoined or immediately followed* 
Even the oowhsge, (ttuoinfiium,) a remedy 
so much recommended by C'hamberlaine, 
and which for a conaiderable time woa in 
much vogue for tlie cure of twnta, though 
oslculated to act as the most powerful me- 
cbauicsl agent, from the peculiarly sharp, | 
penetrating, and minute spiculi, of which 
the down of the pods ie com posed, has never 
been found effectual, unless purgatives are 
used at the same time. 


The mechanical medicinea which have 
been most generally used, are aiuc, tin- 
filings, iron-liliogs, oowUsge, charcoal, &e. 


or the medicine! which have a apt cifie 
effect in causing the death of these worms, 
there is also a considerable number which 
may be enumerated. The most simple ia 
cold or iced water, which ouiekly destroys 
these animals; but, from the imppsaibility 
of its being applied in this state, except in 
the form of enema, it is of very limited and 
uncertain use. Valerian is a* common a&- 
thejmiothick; as also onions, garlic, aasa- 
foEtida, camphor, artemisia aantonica, and 
most of the bitter class of herbs; apigelia 
anthelmiotica. polypodium filex mas, or the 
roots of the mole tern, prussic acid, the va¬ 
rious oils, both animal and vegetable, more 

\ especially petroleum, oil of cajeput, oil of 
torpentiue, and emjiyreumatic oil. 

** Tlie purgative medicinea wliltdi hare 
k vea employed, are the neutral aaltt, jalap, 
^mmoay, aloes, the preparations of mar- 
k'wy, eBstoroU,&e. 

I ' The various minersl waters, too, are 
I more or less anthelminthick, and are luwful

Pre- 
oiaely in the same manner in which th«it 
laudable cxamplea hove been made in 
newer insUtutions, would wewiahtoaee the 
martyraof '* gratuitous labonr” in our old 
liosjiUala, rehtfvi d from some portion of their 
ilNrpquited toils. Their interest, we assute 
them, we hare too much at heart, to sat 
them thus overwhelmed, and complaining 
of the uiuliitudo of their avocationa, without 
u&ing every exertion in our power to obtain 
iiipir immediate relief. The innovation 
would, undoubtedly, be much to the ad van* 
tuge both of tbcir minda and bodies; and as 
to paltry considerations of a mercenary na¬ 
ture. we are convinced that they would not 
bestow a thought ou titem. nor regret for a 
moment a diminution of recompense when 
their Isbour was lenened, and soete^ 
more efficiently served. Hut is it not the 
boast of these gentiemen. Uiat their labours 
are " gratuitously” perforowd ; and whK 
labourer ever yet deplored the diminution 
of a task, for the {terformance of whieh he 
was to ubtoin no recompense 1 
The delusion, however, which has basts 
so long practised on the public, is well nigh 
dispelled, and it is now pretty genenllj 
known, that these gratuitous Isboureis*’ 
glean n rich harvest, witli the lacridee of « 
very little toil i snd long, we fear. wiU thsg 
enjoy their ill-gotten wealth, unless the 
govemoTi of the institutions in which it bu 
been gathered, are urged to a more efficient 
discharge of their duties, by some legldative 
ensptment* It is surely a gross abuse, on 
outrageous violuton of Uie tnfen/io/is of 
their fooiidors, that there are not surgeons 
of first rote skill resident wiihm the walls 
of St.ThmnaBisnd Guy's Hospitals. Are 
the funds of these iobtitutions madequite to 
their support? IIss not each of these hos¬ 
pitals 0 levenue amounting to nearly forty 
thouBwd pounds mmuslly ? Could not the 
gOtfim sfford to give a snigeon fifteen 


hundred or two thoosand • 3Pesr, snd spitrt-

FATAL CASE OF INOVINAL IIEHWIA.

'I'fae respect ahown 
the student, and the attention bestowed on 
his inatiuetion, have attained the utmost 
perfection bv means of clinical obserrations, 
display of toe diseased structures removed 
in operations, poat-mertem examinations 
fully explained, admirably narrated cases, 
&o. (see higher up.) ^’o that, upon the 
whole, considering the very small sum paid 
annually to the funds of the house by thu 
students of surgery nnd physic, amounting 
only to tw'o thousand guineas, we consider 
them, tlie students, to bo exceedingly well 
off; aud this, too, notwithstanding all that 
ia said to the contrary, and iKitwithatanding 
their continuiil complaints of neglect, disre¬ 
spect, ^.c. Tl>i» revolution in the affairs of 
the house, exteuds even to the nurses, who 
arc now well treated, and 8]ioken to in lan¬ 
guage w hich we should not be likely to hear 
in iiilltngsgate.

I wm desired to itteod 
Mrs. V., who bed bad a premature labour 
a week or two pierioual v. A • she had been 
under tlt« care of anotMr surgeon, 1 made 
no inquiry into tbe psortieulars. She had 
borne Uvbig obildren before, and always 
considered herself a eery healthy woman. 
In Man;h, t8«6,1 wu oalled to her in la¬ 
bour: the ttembraaes had gieen way before 
my arrival, and tiie whole room-lloor gave 
evidence of the fact. On examinatiea, 1 
conld not decide what tbe preaentttioa was: 
it proved to be the bead; a fbw pains pro- 
traded it, ud tbe labour was soon over. 
The whole body of the foetue was anssarooui 
to • high degree, the skin being as about to 
burat at every point, and exhibiting, on the 
whole, a mtmt groteaque appeuraooe. In a 
abort time afterwards, the placenta wai ex¬ 
pelled, but net in the least like a placenta. 
It was perfectly oolourlem, and li^ an ap¬ 
pearance of innumerable filaments, like Uie 
roots of a shrub. It was, indeed, deprived 
uf intervening cellular aubstanoe,' and eon-

iL In this, as in her subsequent pregnaiiey,

She hu four living 
children. Her health previous to Match, 
1895, wu good, and her foriner laboura 
were maikea by exceeding quickneu. About 
the Ume of the commencement of her four 
luC coneeptiona, symptoms of dropsy al¬ 
ways supervened, which continued to the 
deu of gmutkw, in rather a wvere degree. 
The siu of the abdomen previous to deli¬ 


very, wu equal to that of any healthy preg- 
nuey, and it is evident, thst in every suc¬ 
cessive impregnation, that the* period of 
foetal life ia diminished. From the appear¬ 
ance of tbe foetus in every oau, no signs of 
putrucence existed, and deatli only occurred 
immediately before expulsion. This cue 
affords a clear evidence of hydrops uteri, 
a disease which many practitioners have 
doobted the existence of. During the pro- 
gren of two pregnancies, strong diuretics 
were given, in ^er to prevent the rapid 
aeoumulslion of water j but whilst they 
powerfully acted ou thi> extremities of tbe 
patient, aud completely relieved them of 
th«r anaurcous condition, the uterus in¬ 
creased without any cesution whatever. 
After delivery, a copious diuresis is esta¬ 
blished for aeverol days, and Uie patient is 
then free from oil future dihturbance, until 
conception again takes place. 

Both the above cases illustrate many 
pointa of pathology, and physiologists 
may draw important infereuces from them. 
As to their practical utility, nothing much 
can be advanced; they are not only rare, 
but anonisloua: they ahow uh, however, 
tome of Clie vagurieB of Nature, and teach 
us not to fear disease, however formidable it 
may appear, nor to doubt ihe powers of the 
human frame, in the assi^taiice of medical 
■kill towards the restoration ofhealtli, how¬ 
ever appearaucu may militate to the con¬ 
trary.

ON UYDROPIIOniA, 

J9>V RoBKinsoN,,M.D. 

Op late years hydrophobia has, appa¬ 
rently, become much more frequent than it 
formerly w‘aa; ao much ao, indeed, as to 
make it a subject of very general interest, 
but note'itbsiandiug its claims to profea- 
aiunai atteutiou, every investigation into its 
pathology teems to have been abandoned as 
ho|>eleas and unavailing ; the disease, eon- 
aequently, it in no insfutice treated upon 
ayiteiuaiic principles, uml, iviili hut few 
exceptions, tlie cure, of hydrophobia has 
been regarded ns a subject of the most vague 
and abject empiricism, lu this case it mar. 


Uon. In the few observatim 1 have now 
to offer, I ahall confine mytelf te the part- 
cidar point 1 herq nttuded to in explanation 
of hydrophobia, iti it oeours in the human 
race, and leave edaeie to jHiisne t full in¬ 
vestigation of the .history te tl)>t dnadlhl 
malady in ell its bearings. 

It need aoNeete be ohaerved, that hydro- 
pliobia ia commonly underatood to be a ape- 
oilic djseaee, .mmueatad by a peculiar treia 
of BympfhMiMf and excited in the fiinetioaa, 
by the intxodttctioft of a poiacm which baa 
been previously generated in file bodies of 
certain animala labouring under diaeaae; 
that the animals in whom this ipontaneoua 
malady moat usually oecura, are those of the 
canine race; that, ao far as we yet know, 
the saliva is the aeowtion in which this pe¬ 
culiar poison is most abundant; and that, 
consequently, nnimals of other natural 
clussee commonly contract what we cadi, 
(when it occura in man,) hydrophobia, by 
wing bitten by those in whom the peculiar 
diseasa called rabies exists. 1 do not, by 
ebove, mean to limit the origin of rabies to 
lemmaiaonly of tha canine species. 'J'bm 
arc well authenticated instaucea in which 
hydrophobia was oocaaioned by tlie bite of 
an irriteted eat, and it baa also appeared 
from suuilar injuries by other animals; nor 
do I presume to deny, that hydrophobia hu 
been occasioned fay the bite of a doff under 
temporary irritation, and otherwise in good 
health. 1 have mi^ly advanced the gene¬ 
rally received opinion of the origin of thia 
disease, us a mimiie inquiry into these parti¬ 
culars does, mt bear upmi the point 1 htve 
in view, v}x. tlie ascertaining the proximate 
cauee of hydrophobia when it occurs in man. 

Every matter that occosiraia a deviation of 
the functions friun iheir regular and healthy 
train, when introduced iuto the ayctem.mny 
bedenoiittuaied a poison, aad in thUrespecti 
the auhstauces capable of aucb ^ effect, are 
of endteaa variety. Many of them are the 
moat subtile gaMous fluids, and others ara

state of diarasi', or are the secretions peeo- 
linr to certain organa.

It is, moreover, to 
be obierted, diet wKitever my be the na> 
tore of the poiton tommuniostod to the 
heelthy i^stem, whether it be gueoni or 
liquid, n morbid poiion, or the .healthy 
gecrcdonofsome function, besides tbeim> 
pression upon fhe nervous ftmctions, a fe* 
nrile state of the body »the uaifonu result. 
CffcUos Anrelisaus says it was the opinion of 
the most celebrated ancient philosophers, 
that the brain and nerves were the seat of | 
hydrophobia, audit is to be lamented that 
this idea was ever lost sight of. However, 
I do not mean to infer, that the Impression 
•is equally simultaneous in all. The period 
that elapses from the appUention of fhe 
poison, will vary aecording to the eoseepli* 
bilityof the person, the virulenee or concen¬ 
tration of the poiion, and its specidc va¬ 
riety. What I intend to ndvance is, that 
whenever the impression becomes evident on 
the nervous system, from the communica¬ 
tion of any specidc poisonous matter to (be 
body, a febrile stnte of the functions simul< 
taneously appears. This is psrttculnrly «vi< 
dent from every morbid poison; and all those 
venoms thst arc the naturd secretions of] 
certain animals. In proof of the opinion 
bere advanced, of the effect of these matters 
in occasioning fever, 1 may sddnee the simi¬ 
larity of appearances on dissection of those 
who have died from fever, and of those who 
have died from hydrophobio. Every matter 
capable of exciting Iho nervous system, 
either generally or psrtially, always pro¬ 
duces a peculiar impression, diftering nom 
that occasioned by any other matter of the 
name class; vet the febrile action of the 
functions, the consequence of their stimulant 
powers, is common to the whole, llydronlio- 
biahns accordingly appeared oceastoaally in 
people labouring under other diseaseiof ex¬ 
citement and irritation. The assertion, that 
tlie introduction of natural or morbid podaons 
into the system, produces h*ver, may ap¬ 
pear too genetal, and admitof exceptions; all 
of them, however, occasion local inflamma¬ 
tion when eommnnioated by wound; and 
when the system is infected, there takes 
plsoe a derangement of the t unctions that 
more nearly rdsemhleB fever thsn any other 
general malady. I allude to those morbid 
imisons that are commonly hold as not oc¬ 
casioning such effects, but which derange 
the fbnetions by inducing on impression on 
the minute vessels that operates in destroy¬ 
ing Aeir organisation, hly opinion of the 
proximate cause of fever is, that the remote 
cause, as in the present case, (a specific 
poison,) cornmnnicates a specific impression 
to the Wo and nervous system : that the 
specific poison, independently of its gene¬ 
ral effects, acts aa a stimulant upon those 


orgnni; that thespedte impulse is givea, 
either by sympathy through the organs of 
respiration, or by absorption tbioagh the 
eirculstion; that the irxegnlari^ whSeh ap¬ 
pears in the nervons functions in the eonne 
of the disease, arises fiom (heirialenoe of 
the exciting cause; hence originates the hre* 
gularity and increased energy of the eir» 
colsting powers; that, of course, the excHe- 
ment will appear greatest in the organ moat 
immediately and principally affected, vis., 
the brain, or in such viscera as are oonnrcu 
ed with that organ, in health, by sympathy, 
as the stomach, the liver, fire., or in sn^ 
organs as have been previously affected 
with disease. In this way, I imagine, that 
vertigo, foul tongue, delirium and infiam- 
mation of the brain, naosea, and affeetuma 
of the atomseli and bowels are secondary 
symptoms only, in every case ofidiopatfae- 
tie fever, and that they depend entirely on 
the primary excitement of the brain itself. 
Upon this view of the nature of fever, in 
applying it to liydrophobio, I should infer, 
that our views in the treatment of that 
dreadful malady should be directed to the 
state of the cerebral functions, considering 
the leading symptom of the disease, the 
Aonwnfuo’t merely es a sympathetic affec¬ 
tion, similar, in that respect, to the retch¬ 
ing and diartfama, common in cases of ordi¬ 
nary fever. Should it ever be my misfor¬ 
tune to be called to treat bydropliobia, I 
should, with the above view, inculcate moat 
strictly every part of the antiphlogistic re¬ 
gimen, particularly that of low diet, tran¬ 
quillity, and exclusion from light. I would 
permit of no experiments Uiat might induce 
a spasmodic paroxysm; whatever might be 
necessary for nourishment or medicine, I 
would convey into the stomacli by means 
of an elastic* gum catheter, or some other 
contrivance ; 1 would shave the head, keep 
the bowels open, and avoid, aa much at 
possible, every medicine, or any thing else 
of a generally stimulant nature. With regard 
to bloodletting, I sliould be guided by cir¬ 
cumstances, and do so by opening the tem¬ 
poral artery, or cupping the neck and occi¬ 
put, bearing always in mind the reciprocal 
energy between the powers of the cerebral 
functions end the force of the circulation 
within the head. Whilst we endeavour to 
lower the action of these vessels by anb- 
tracting a portion of their contents, eare 
must be had, that tlie quantity so withdrawn, 
siiall leave the vessels in sufficient tone to 
support a certain degree of nervous energy; 
for although the excesuve action • of the 
heart and arteries adds proportionebly to tho 
danger in febrile disetses, we mnat ^wms 
keep in mind, tiiat it is only tlnmnh m 
moderated action of these organs tM Ihn 
syetem recovers its healthy otmitioB. Mjf

Tho wound 
with propriety, be bathed with aoLut. o«{Hri 
Munon.. liquor anunonta!, or potaaaff. It 
doea not fau within my intentioD. in theae 
obierrationa, to make any remarha on the 
different plana of treating hydrophobia that 
are on record, or of the apecinc remediea 
that have been given to the public for iu 
core; for. without questioning the eriatence 
of Buch remedioa. which 1 eee no reaaon to 
doubt, we have ^cifie remediea against 
other ttimal poiaom. and, eventaally, one 
for the cure of hydrophobia nay be dia- 
covered; but till that happy event takea 
place our viewa are as Ukely to be auoceaa- 
ful by proceeding in t systematic manner, 
ns 1 ^ ndministering, indiacrinunately, tha 
first thing tliat suggests itself, according to 
the appearance of &e patient. But impress¬ 
ed wi^ the opinion, that hydrophobia is 
occasioned by the power of the peculiar 
poiaon eeCing on the brain, and considering 
the great influence of every prapiratioB ^ 
nine and e^per, in curing diaeasea ariiing 
from irregularity in tha funotiona of that 
organ, I abould certainly have recoune to 
the moat powerflil of that daaa of remediea, 
the anunoniret of copper, as soon aa eveiy 
symptom, depending on na increased ciren- 
Istion, bad begun to abate; and, by the 
aame raaaoning, that remedy bids fair to Iro 
of the greateat utility in tha protracted stage 
of typhus, and other severe cesea of hydro- 
phetic fever.

A coEitispotrorNi, nnder the signature 
of J. B., olyeou to the proofii adduced by 
Chirorgas, page 633, with regard to con¬ 
sumption of frecee bv animals,« a eharac- 
teristio of rabies, fie adds the following 
observations on hydrophobia and madness 

Drinking water is now no eritenon by 
which we can judge of the eaisteuce or non- 
enistenee of rabies; the name of liydro- 
phobia, fennerty given to this disease, ii 
now QBivmealiy allowed to be incomi't. 
there being no dread of water itself, but of 
the boirito spasms which the attempt to 
BWalleiv liquids induces. i:lren this is not 
aoeottsimrt an eltendsnt of the disease as it 
wae tairiy supposed to be; there are 
■any weH-Btiked euw of rabiec, without 


eilber « berror of fluids, or dUfieidly of 
•wallowing. The im ebanmterietie of 
rabies, (that, at leaat, which iaeenaadeied 
be auch by those who have psid the greateat 
attentitm to canine patholo^,) ie an inflam¬ 
matory appearance of the mucous lining of 
tlie etomaeb and leiynx, generally, in both, 
in a cinumacribed patch; and afthongh, in 
the cue related by Chirnrgoa^the inflamma¬ 
tion doea not twott to have been clf- 
cumieribed, yet Chirurgna uys, there wu 
a preternttural redneu of dm muoout lining 
of the stomach, u well u the emophagas, 
which ia rather ccntoatoiy, tbio othen^, 
of ihe opinion that the dog mu labid. With 
regaid to the appearanoea in the head, the 
bruin WM formerly supposed to ha the prin¬ 
cipal seat of diaeaio in rabies, but in num- 
berleu instances no visible iffbetion of tbo 
brain having been dueovered, diaetu therw 
is not now considered eaaential to rabiu} 
the inflammatory spot in the stomach and 
larynx is thought so concliudva, u to render 
an examination of the brain unnecessary; 
and, consequently, when the disiection is 
merely to catablish the fut olBbe diMaie 
being rabies, it is frequently omitted; but 
still, os inflammaUtm of the brain may 
doubtlessly coexist with the true charseter- 
istics of nbies. the appearance of effusion 
and turgidity of the vessels in tho present 
cue, can aurely be no proof of the dog not 
being niid.

The variolous affection is to bo seen in 
some part of the track of the mucous mem¬ 
brane, in almost every case of the disease, 
but in no ringle case in great number. It 
is equally true, that tlie mucoua Miclea 
pervade tbe whole of these membranes. 
There are some parts of the mucona mem¬ 
branes, as on the tongue, the palate, and 
the mouth generally, eovered by a cuticle 
of aufiteient thieknees occasionally to allow 
of being distended by fluid effused nnder- 
neatb, and, consequently, of the formati<m 
of a pustule. But, in most parte of the 
mneons membranes, there is either no onti- 
cle, or it is so thin as not to allow of dit- 
tentiott by the aubjaeent effusion of fluid: 
in these, of courie, no poatule can be form¬ 
ed ; but we observe tbe mooous firilicle en¬ 
larged by inflammation, eovered by a layer 
of whitiafa matter, veay moob reaembling 
that in aphtbie, and aometimes ulcerated. 
Whether one or other of these appearances 
be found, will depend upon the different 
periods of tbe disease at which the exami¬ 
nation of the mneons membranes takes 
place. It is a curious fact that, tbroughont 
the mucous lining of the bowels, extending 
from the stomach to the rectum, there is no 
portion of it where the mooooa follicles are 
so frequency affected by amall-pox aa in 
that of the appendix vermifoimia. In re¬ 
gard to any affection of a eerons membrane, 
I must repeat, that I have never obaened 
any thii^ either pustnter or of the dbnncttt 
of the aflwetion of the follicles of the mneons 
membrane, which 1 have just deieribed. 

The aebaceons glands, as is well known, 
are small bodies, whose office is to seetete 
a greasy matter, wliioh is poured forth by 
their excretory duets, and diatributed over 
die skin, and into each of these duets tbe 
cuticle dips.

'1 he varicelloua ve¬ 
sicle ia hemiaplierical and inelastic; it is 
easily broken, and being once opened it 
empties itself entirely, and never hlls again. 
The variolous pustule is circular and elastic, 
and if an opening be made into it and some 
matter taken from it, the pnstnle will never¬ 
theless soon he distended as fully as before $ 
and this is evidently a consequence of its 
cellular structure.

they are not engaged in dissecting. It ia 
Uue there is a library at St. Bartholomow's, 
but it is only open at suted periods, (if my 
memory aorres mo rightly, once a week,) 
and it does not afford a room for the pupila 
to read in, wfaidi ia the great cause of their 
eomplatat, many houia mast necessarily oc» 
our during the winter aesaion, when they 
are not eng^pul ia disseotiag; and then, on 
a cold day, if their ladghl|a iro not very 
near, they make tlieir way, porhapa, to the 
nearest pot-houao or billiaiidtfoom, and there 
eke out their time, and for tbie very obvious 
reason, that they have no room to ait in. 
Surely the immenae sum paid yearly by the 
pupils fur auatomteal lectures sod demon* 
suatlons, ought to forniah such a neceiury 
convenience na Uiia; and, when once eato* 
blished, bow easily would it be kept op by 
the payment of a guinea from each pupil, 
which woidd ensure him tbe *' entrh ” ai 
long as be remained at tbe hospital. 1 am 
confident tbe» would be no difficulty iu 
fiuding members. But let me refrain from 
dictating to uedicsl teachers, who, 1 trust, 
have tlu-tr own interest, their pupils, and 
that of tbe leliool more at heart, than to 
allow such a eircumstsnoe as I have men¬ 
tioned to be the cause of their losing a 
aiogle pupil iu tbe course of thu year, fur 
wbatl have stated 1 again repeal—ibut seve¬ 
ral young men have entered to the Borough 
Hclmois tor this very reason. It is s griev* 
anee which requires uUeration, and the re¬ 
medy is a most easy one. 1 hope, therefore, 
fur the sake of St. Bartholomew’s, that this 
aiiggestion will not pau unnoticed. 1 am,

I eoneeive, poeieaa one tingle qnaUfieation 
for t lecturer. Of Mr. Candliah, very high 
ex^tationa are entertained, nnd hia tdenta 
and aeqairementa render him eminently qua¬ 
lified UT the aituation. Midwifery nd me- 
died jurisprudence are entruatra to Dr. 
Armour) who is decidedly the beat leOturer 
of the whole.' Nothing can be conceived 
moTesimplo and unaffected, and, at the same 
time, more truly elegant than hia lecturea. 
Those on the theoiT and practice of pbyaic 
are given by Dr. fiaunay. Of this |fantle- 
man it it exceedingly difiicult to give any 
opinion; hia leoturea are the itrangest com¬ 
pound of good and bad it is poiaible to ima¬ 
gine: they are a mixture of ril things, and 
afford a melancholy instance of a mass of 
valuable information being rendered atmoat 
totally useless, by want of method and ar¬ 
rangement. Hia lecturea tbemeelvea are 
tolerably well written, but at every second 
or third line his mannseriptis neglected, and 
some observstion or Qtl>er ii thrust upon the 
attention of the student, whicli hss not tbe 
advantsge of being always quite U-propoe to 
the subject. If Dr. Hanuay could only 
overcome thisbabil,we canassere him, that 
! not only would hia lecturea be better attend¬ 
ed, but they would become of extreme utility 
to the atudent. 

1 have thus gone over the medical depart¬ 
ment of the University, but 1 may also men¬ 
tion, that lecturea on natural history are to 
be given by Dr. Scruler. The managers 
have also advertised for a professor of vete- 
riaary surgery, but no one is, os yet, 1 be¬ 
lieve, appointed to fill the situation. 11 was 
also at one time contemplated to establish a 
dispensary for the benefit of the pupils, 
lilts was origiually proposed to the profes¬ 
sors by your correspondent Mr. Carter; 
and, for a time, there seemed every npnear- 
nnee of the idea being speedily tarried into 
effect. It was even adveitised, bdf some of 
j the surgeons in the town having, it wu 
said, disapproved of the design, the contem¬ 
plated improvement was, like many oiberi, 
abandoned. This determination astonished 
not a few. It would have added mnch to 
the value of the Univeraity, for the pcofes- 
sors would thus have brought their pupils 
under their own immediate observation, in 
actual practice, and have had tn omi^u- 
nity of realising their descriptiona of ideal 
disease; which, from tbe state of dinieat 
instruction in tbe Royal Infirmary, would 
have been of immense impoitattee to Ikn 
student.

Tbb Conmer’f laqaett Im been deemed 
by tbe bigbeit legal autlioritiei, one of the 
nobleit and wiHtt inititutioni of our ft>re- 
fatbera. But a foreigaer, unacquainted viili 
J2agliib law, would not, we think, be much 
aurpriied, after what be may have witneiied j 
during tbe lait three or four yeare, if be 
wore told, that tbe Inqucet of tbe Coroner 
waa eatabliebed for tbe putiioee of itigma- 
tiling tbe oharacten of tbe memben of tlie 
medical profeiiion. If modem inqueits 
have not been held with Uiii view, they ore 
the rerieit farcea that were erer acted. 
But if, on tbe other hand, they hare been 
inaUtuted with tbiaview, (he intentioniof 
their promoten bate been fulfilled to tbe 
▼ery letter. The neteya and noodles of ov 
boipitali oocaiionally escape* Indeed, tbe 
knates and fools of tbe profession are tbe 
only individuoii whose obaractera escape 
mutilation in tbe illiberid atmosphere of tbe 
inquest room. General practitioners being, 
according to Mr. Baonin and bit brother 
Bats, at tbe tail of the profcasion, are in¬ 
variably, of eottise, objects of suspicion with 
tbe learned Coroner and bii lapient jury. 
But tbe great men connected with our hos¬ 
pitals, bsving been elected to their offices in 
conaequepea of their exalted profeaaional 
attainmentf, are objecti of reapect, and their 
evidence, although, in many initanoea,given 
with tbe prevarication and trembling of cul- 
prite, is received with an attention, and 
carries a weight, which but too frequently 
opeitte to tbe exoloiion of justice in 
weak minda. Tbe aignifioant nod of tbe 
Coroner, sad Uie aervile bow of the jury, 
denote, that whatever has been done by Sir 
A. or Sir B. was iageuiouilr conceived and 
adroitly executed; but tbe moment that a 
general practitioner appears, no matter 
what mqy be hia talenta, or bow 
great biimpeciability, bia escape, without 


disgrace, becomea a paradox. If, how¬ 
ever, tbe surgeon happen to be a fool, and 
string lome baif-doxeu sentences into a re¬ 
port of the moitineonoeivalle foolery, then, 
perchance, he may obtain a ** vote of 
thanks*' from the coroner and jury, for bia 
great erudition and skill. Bui tbe greater - 
the fool, the greater tbe luck. Would mat¬ 
ters have remained thus, if tbe office of co¬ 
roner bad been occupied by geullrmen 
versed in the science of medicine and sur¬ 
gery? \Ye blame not tbe present race of 
coroners. Tbe discrepancies in their courts 
afe not attributable to their want of ho* 
neaty, but to their want of knowledge. In 
fact, they are not more capable of presiding 
at inquests, tlian they are of practising as 
physicians and surgeons. If a coroner, who 
bad been educated as a barrister, were to be 
elevated to the office of judge in the Court 
of King's Bench, or to tbe office of Chan¬ 
cellor, what would be said by the thinking 
part of the public. Would not public de¬ 
cency be shocked by such a tianslation? Yet 
nothing is thought of electing pettifogging 
attorneys into tbe office of coroner, in which 
capacity it is their duty to elucidate tbe 
intricacies of disease, to expound the pecu¬ 
liarities of morbid anatomy, the efiects of 
pharmoceutical agents and the capital ope¬ 
rations of surgery; Uius instantaneously con¬ 
verting them into censors of medical and 
surgical skill. How preposterous! Who 
values tbe opinion of a lawyer, in any dig- 
ease, however triifing? But if tbe malady 
have been one of tbe severest kind, and has 
terminated life, in a way inexpbcable to tbe 
relatives, and even to tbe medical atteud- 
snts,—who is the Solomon then consultsd to 
expliin awsy sll the difficulties? A lawyer, 
in the thipe of a coroner! A man who could 
not apply a plaster to a sore finger, but who 
will explain to yon the anatomy and phy¬ 
siology of tl e brain, and tbe surgical treat¬ 
ment of its various accidents, » three or 
four brief sentences. Here, dio, let us hope 
fox a speedy and effeetual refonm

Snow to attend i that gentleman being in 
Hertfordshire, Dr. Tweedie attended ibr 
him, and oaU^ to see my wife; tbe result 
of bit visit m, that two* pills, a draught, 
and a bodi of ointment, were sent to her, (tbe 
latter wu lubseqnently ascertained to have 
been left in mistake, althougb used by Mrs. 
Phillips); tbe direction wae *' Tho pills 
to be taken at bed-time, and tha draught in 
the morning.” The orders were strictly ad¬ 
hered to by my wife; on Wednesday a mix¬ 
ture waa sent, diieeting that three table- 
spoonsful Wfra to ba taken three times a 
day. On Thwriday, Dr, Tweedie culled 
again, and on queationing Mis. Phillips, 
said lie would alter the medicine; in the 
evening another mixture oame, with the aamo 
direction, via. three table spoonsful to be 
^en tbreo times S'day. On Friday morn¬ 
ing 1 left liorae early, haeing business to 
tnnsaot ai Baraet; at this time, my lament¬ 
ed wife appeared quite well, and rose be¬ 
tween seven and eight o’clock. On my re¬ 
turn, about eleven o’clock at night, 1 waa 
informed by iiiy brother and aiater-iu-law, 
who were touiinuing in the house, (hat Mrs. 
Phillips had been very aawell, and bad re¬ 
tired to her chamber some time, being ao 
very much oppressed wilii drmvsineaa. f 
understood, at this time, that Mr, Hammonds 
a surgeon, residing at Whutstoni‘, had been 
sent for; but, being from home, his aaaist- 
ant came, who, on seeing Mra. Phillips, 
said tliai the drowsiness was produced by 
the mixture she had taken, and that she 
would be better in tbe morning, if aim waa 
not disturbed. In consequeooe of this, 1 
felt more composed, and wont to bed, at 
which time my wife a{)peared in a sound 
sleep; 1 did not distuib her. On awakening 
in the raoramgi I laid hold of her hand and 
said, ** Charlutte, how do you feel your¬ 
self r No reply waa made. On looking in 
her face, 1 was ainaxed and shocked at dis¬ 
covering her apparently a corfiao: L in¬ 
stantly get up, and dispatched niesaengera 
to Dr. Tweedie and Mr. Hammond. This 
was uhuot eight o’clock. Mr. Hammond 
arrived In'fore nine o’clock. Mr. Uiaset, 
anotlur surgeon, also came promptly. Mr.

1 he womb increases toe* 
large size; swelling of the legs, distention 
of stomach, difficulty of breathing, tension 
and pain around the nipples, take place. In 
the Vth month, great inconvenience is ex¬ 
perienced in lying upon the side ; the body 
and head should be raised with pillowa. Ifj 
the nipples be much inflamed and swelled, 
a bread and milk poultice is recommended. 

*' It is the custom in India for ladies to be 
solely confined by native women, or the 
wives uf Kuropeaii soldiers. The former are 
the most supcrblitious jieople in the world, 
and the fir»t preparation made by one of| 
them for her important office is incarnation, 
sad offerings to some heathen god. Her 
mode of proceeding is the most rough and 
inhuman conceivable. Although the all* 
wise Creator so formed all the sex, that 
travail rimuld be attended with pain, yet 
the delirery is entirely the work of Ins’al* 
mi||A^ hands; or how is it that the wives 
of Enropean soldiers on s march, on the 
roadside often deliver tliemselvesl 1 w'ob 
inflonsed by an Kuropeon servant whom ' 
esBployedConnrse a lady not long since, ■. ■ 
fhe bad delivered herself; wit', ht r uwn Landb 
ent the nsvel'Striug, and that she did uiii 
merience the least ill effects from so doinj.

that this woman had very delicate hraltlu 
The native women uf India often deliver 
themselves. Females of barbarous nations 
have no aidstance; and until proof can be 
given, that all are out formed alike, we must 
not tike from the merry and wisdom evinced 
by the Creator. Accidents, however, do 
ooebr sometimes, u well as mslformalions, 
which xeqidra die aid of art. In the first 
insunee, the aid of native women isscarrelv 
oeeesmry, except to tie and cut tlie navef- 
ftting; in the aeeoad instance they are 
thrown into despair, wd will attempt 
nothing, an they know nothing. The latter 
class of persons being mually the wives of 
private Kiiropeani, whet can they know! 
They have, in feet, the same superstition, 
only in soother way; they bare their signs, 
omens, and warnings, before confinement, 
and commence a detail of wonderful and dan¬ 
gerous oases, the visionary phantoms of their 
own imsginstions." 

Hie following remarke are worthy the at¬ 
tention of those whom they most concern 

•• I'o detail the minotim uf delivery is not 
the intention ot this work. The auUior re¬ 
commends all ladies to be near medical aid 
during confinement, and would strongly ad¬ 
vise their soliciting the attendance of a 
medical gentlemen. In this case, ladies 
will find themselves attended hy those who 
have devoted a cultivated mind to tlie stud^ 
of such esses, and made it a branch of sci¬ 
ence and profeaaional education. Their man¬ 
ners are generally mild and gentle; they 
observe every proper dulicsry and reserve, 
riie iufent ie preserved from receiving in¬ 
jury, and i mother may repose herself in 
such bonds with perfect cuuftdence and 
safety. Many, I am aware, advance only 
one objection; but that casta e slur upon 
their own parents, and upon almost every 
lad;f in Britain, where females are almost in¬ 
variably attended by medical men. Were I 
asked, however, would it not be better that 
tfaie ^mtld be a female's occupationmy 
answer would decidedly be iu the sffinsa* 
live; bat until s respectable, well educated

' 'M. To allude tu the diseaaei of Ibmiles 
would be foreign to the object of tbie work; 
yet 1 might mention instances of great dna- 
ger which have fallen under my own obeer- 
vatiOD, from the ignoranct* of native women. 
I wia once called to s lady who had been 
three dayi in coofiacmeau The husband 
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wished me to asks the womin who wss at< 
twdinji; on the lady the channel of commu* 
sicatioii; but 1 iirj^ed the neceaaity of a 
pergonal xatereiewi which hein^ complied 
witli, I found the lady in a very dangctoos 
Btaie, arising from the ignoiance of this 
woman, who had broken what is called tlie 
waters, by unnecegsary inteiferenee. Tliia 
rendered tbn]ady*a deUeery out of Um reach 
of nature, she being quite exhausted by 
haring adhered to the directions of this igno- 
rant woman. Indeed, most mothers in 
Jmia are dtseased more or less in theufon^. 
tmd very many are iiwerted, from the vw- 
lent miasures in use by these uninstructed 
persons. On being consulted by a gentle* 
man in India on a oaae of aorious uterine 
affection, he candidly told me, that hia lady 
was coittficUed at one time to be attended by 
a medical gentleman in confinement, who 
tmk that opportunity of putting her womb 
right; but being subsequently delivered by 
a native female, a second displacement was 
(be consequence.’' 


After some very obvious rcssoning on th 
propriety of maternal suckling, the autho 
proceeds 

“ But let us inquire who are these depu 
bea in India? 'J’hey are native women 
rersons, who generally eat opium. ao( 
amoke a poisoiioiis narcotic, culled bhang 
who will promise to abide solely and wholly 
by the food given to them from their mis 
tress’s table, or to that which is prepared h\ 
the lady’s cook; but will obtain, by an in 
nidioiiB contrivance, garlic, ghee, &c,, am 
partake of the most sour and acrid vegeta 
hies; all of which the poor little infan 
Bucks to a certain degree in the milk. J 
have witnessed the most painful scenes o 
chicanery in the native nurses or dhyes ii 
India. Their first object is to make money, 
their own comfort ia paramount; and im 
gratitude is invariably expressed. I have 
known ladies bestow on them repeated pre. 
senti of clothes and money, to induce (hen 
to be kind to their infants, but witlioul 
ayail; kinduess, in fact, seemed to induce, 
in many of them, impudence and threats, foi 
(he purpose of exaction. On one melan< 
oholv occasion, 1 was called out to see i 
lady • %e, who was taken ill; indeed, she 
was luppoaed to be dying of the choleia, 
Wlmu 1^ arrived, 1 found the woman in a 
Mte of inebriation, ^he was nurse to a 
lofoly infant, who was taken siuldeuly ill 
on the following morning, and died a few 
Itoutt after. It would be painful to dwell 
w llw effect felt by the afflicted jiar.i.ti. 
But thia, perhapi,» not n single case of the 
smd. It is also true, as 1 have been re¬ 
peatedly M by mothen, that the dhyn 
neve no milk; in one inetance, it occurred 
la a fiuo healthy young woman. 'ITiey have, 


in fact, an extraordinary power of drawing^ 
back ike suckp and producing it at pleasure, 
a trick^st probably practised in order to 
alarm and excite the anxiety »f the parents, 
with a view of promoting their pecuniary 
objects. Among other strange circum* 
stances, I remember being told by a lady, 
who had lost many children, that she had 
come to a determination not to nurse again, 
as she ascribed tlie death of her dear infanta 
to her own milk. The lady was partieulorly 
healthy and stout. 1 therefoie strongly re* 
moDslrated against aheh an erroneous con* 
elusion. The dhye who had been entertain¬ 
ed, ajipeared to be all that could be desired ; 
but no sooner was the c’ .a born, Uian every 
artful trick began to be played off; and the 
lady was compelled, aguiost her own wish, 
to nurse. Her infant tliri^od, and became 
exceedingly stout and healthy. Those who 
understand mediLiiie, and the character and 
nature of milk, will confirm the assertion, 
that the milk of the mother, when o child is 
firnt born, ia quite different to that at any 
other period; in short the first milk is 
quite medicintil, and has an extraoidiriary 
influence on the iiirunt'seonsiiiuuon, whioh 
is one of the most important points always to 
bear in mind: so that if a lady determine 
not to nurse, she ought at least, for the first 
ten or twelve days, lu give this medicinal 
nourialiinent. Among other instances of 
the sophistry found in this class of natives, 

! I have been informed that it is customary 
among them to give opium to infants, when 
they are restless and troublesome at night. 
As the danger arising fiom the bad conduct 
of dhyes is so great, I trust that ladies in 
India will see the necessity of nursing their 
own children. It is often the case, tliat be- 
coining a nurse will sirengihen that consti¬ 
tution which was previously weakly; and if 
attention be paid to light bniidoging, and to 
bracing the stays well up alter confinement, 
it will be found that the elegance of figuio 
will not be injured, 1 know a lady, who, 
seveiiil months after her confinement, 
omitted wearing stays. She, of course, 
found herself losing shape; but on resuming 
them, she recovered her former figure. 
Ihere are, it is (rue, some instsnees in 
which nursing is not admissible; but in 
ordinary cases, where there is ever so litBe 
milk, 1 would rather give that litUb, ri>an 
incur the danger arising from native nuiaea.'”

The 
ordiuary complaint they make to medical 
men, is tho mipoasibility Uiey experience to 
sleep at night; owing, beyond dispute, to 
two things; flrst, they sleep in the day; 
and second, they never rise early in the 
morning. ].et them avoid one, and do the 
other, and the case, 1 may salely say, will be 
materially altered. Tone will be imparted 
to tbe stomach, the body will become 
braced, and the mind oxhilaiated, as never 
failing consequences; indeed, tlm whole 
constitution will experience a renovating 
effect. To go to bed early, is another point 
to be urged as indispensable in a nurse, rest 
being decidedly requisite for the formation 
of milk; imd thoso who are desirous of be¬ 
coming real good nurses, must forego ail 
parties and gay society, for family retire¬ 
ment and domestic serenity—a hard and 
a terrible restriciioii it must be granted on 
the lively, gay, and spirited young lady! 
Jlut how soon the fnsciuating prospect of a 
gay ball, the enchanting hope of a masque* 
rade, the pleasing anticipation of the fancy 
play, will be fouud to be vain delnsion and 
empty joy, in comparison with tbe ehaims 
of the playful caresses of a lovely offspring, 
the eiijuyroeiit of health, a fond aad affec¬ 
tionate psituer, and a peaceful, beppy 
dwelling.” 

This is not so bad. It is not every lady 
in India, however, who is so foituuate os 
to possess tliese stroug temptations to do¬ 
mestic life. We shall afl^rd ourselves a few 
more extracts next week.

Me. C. Wattik, n>tat.(i4, a abort stout 
man, of plethoric habit, was attacked, twelve 
months since, with a pain across tlie lumbar 
region, affecting also tho bladder and glans 


penis, and conveying to tbe patient the sen*, 
satiou of a tight ligature round the root of 
the yard. He baa occasionally experience 
great difficulty in passing liis urine, and has 
been subject for some years to gout in tlie 
lower extremities. His mode of life has ge¬ 
nerally been temperate* About three months 
; back, the disease having attained great seve¬ 
rity, he wss induced to apply to Mr. White, 
of the Westminster Hospital, for relief. His 
sufferings were extremely acute, and, on 
passing a sound, Mr. White discovered a 
hard calculus, about as large as an olive, the 
presence of which could be distinctly aseer- 
tiined, both by tbe patient and operator. 

Mr. \\ liite adopted a course of medicine, 
from which the patient experienced consi¬ 
derable relief. 

July 19. The Baron Heurteloup saw the 
patient tliis day, and having injected the 
bladder with warm water, by an instrament 
acting both as a catheter and a squad, (de¬ 
scribed in Tub Lamcit of 1st August,) im¬ 
mediately found a stone behind the cervix 
vesiciR, with its surface considerably soft¬ 
ened by tbe mpposed setion of tbe medicine, 
uhich the Bsron requested might be discon¬ 
tinued till Wednesday. 

Hi, The patient feeling in a weak state, 
and baviug pain in tbe nrcthia, it waa 
thought adviiuble to postpone any operation 
for his relief until the following Friday. 

^4. The patient being stronger this dar, 
and having mentally prepared himself for 
the operation, at which several surgeons 
were present, be was placed on the bed de¬ 
scribed in No. ilOOof The Lancet, in nearly 
tbe same jiosition as for the lateral section. 
The bladder being injected, the ias/ru- 
went A trais btianekes, at'ec tm foret siw* 
pte” WHS iulroduced hy Bbtoii Heurteloup, 
and fixed on the iron fulcrum already de¬ 
scribed; tbe calculus was at once seised, 
and with great facility; the drill-bow was 
then applied, and the stone broken in a few 
seconds; tbe fragments were afterward 
seized seriatim, and crushed. Tbe instru¬ 
ment was now withdraviTi, and a quantity of 
small fragments was brought out, in tho 
stream of water which followed. The blad¬ 
der waa then again injected, and its contents 
a second time expelled. The pttient suf¬ 
fered but little pam from the operatign, and 
warmly expressed his gratitude for the relief 
it had afforded him. He was ordered to 
keep in bed, and to indulge in nucilsgisous 
diiuks. 

SI. For the first three days after tbe 
operation, nothing but urine, mingled with 
rauens, was ejected from the bladder. 
During the last four days several small frag¬ 
ments have escaped. The Baron consider¬ 
ing the patient to be in a fit state for ^ 
continuauce of tbe operation, and havieg 
taken the preliminary step* tewaida it,again

FOZ80H1KO WITU OPIUM. 

Sally Blaki, aged 40. a married woman, 
living in the Borough, was brought to the 
hoaiiitul by her brother, accompanied by a 
mediciil man, on 'J’ueaday. August 11, be¬ 
tween eleven and twelve at night, labouring 
under the elTeets of a large dose of opium, 
which alie had taken with intent to destroy 
life. IVerious to her admission into the 
hospital, Bulphate of sine had been adminis- 
tered hy the medu«1 attendant as on anti¬ 
dote, which had produced vomiting, and she 
was Btili under the influence of ita emetic 
properties. It was thought adviauhle, how¬ 
ever, to employ tlieslumach-pump, and some 
warm water was accordingly injected into 
the stomach hy Mr. Staple, (one of the 
apothecary's apprentices,) butit waaquickiy 
vomili'il ngHin. In consequence of the ten¬ 
dency to u slole of lethargy, uhicli there 
was great dilliciiiiy in overcoming, she was 
huri'iod about the square of the hpapitsi, and 
annoyed hy irritating worda, *(tbe latter 
having been foiiiid tlie better method of 
overcoming her stti|ior,) by which means 
the efl'ecta of the drug were, in a great mea¬ 
sure, prevented. After persisting in these 
means for nearly four Jiours, tlio patient was 
taken to her bed in Queea'a Ward, No. 
13, where ahe was attended hy the nisht 
nurse, and one of the female patients; seve¬ 
ral table-a]>oon.sriil of lemon juice were 
given after the bloinacli had been thorough¬ 
ly cleauaed, and repeated doses of house 
physio taken during the nioriiiiig. 

IS. Ibo patient states, on her further le- 
oovery, that the ill-treatment of her hus¬ 
band and son-in-law had caused her 4o at¬ 
tempt self-destrurtion, for which purpose 
she had swallowed tnelve penny u’Oitli of 
liquid opium, which she obtained in small 
quantities at different druggists. The symp- 
torus ahe now complains of, arc sickness at 
the stomach, with almost incess'uUt vomit¬ 
ing ; the fluid ejected, ol a brownish colour, 
and emitting a sour smell; excessive pain in 
tlie head, and a tremulous motion of the 
whole body; pupils contracted, fixed; pulse 
&fl. full, and incompressible; tongus thinly 
coated with brown fur, and a hitler taste in 
the mouth; bowels open by medicine. 
Tonk a^ calomel pill about one o'clock, and 
a dose of efforvehcin,; mixture iu the after¬ 
noon. The bladder Iwcame distended in the. 


evening, bat not having power to expel 
contents, e catheter waa introdtieed, inna 
which ahe experienced great relief. 

13. The pain in the head, and Mroas the 
eyebrow, with vomiting, &&, eoBtioned the 
whole day yesterday until towards the 
evening, when it subsided, and has not 
since returned. Complains of tenderness 
on pressure in the epigastric region, and 
layi ahe feels pain there on inspiration. 
Cannot lie on the loft side, and experiences 
pain in it, even on attempting to turn in 
bed; dimness of sight at times, which soon 
(eaves her, and returns again after a short 
time, titill has a tremulous motion of the 
body.

Jlc ol))fcted generally to 
the nap of tho liguture, iti consequence of the 
impossibility ot applying it in some situa¬ 
tions ; and though this was a fair case tor 
its ajtplication, he would first make use of 
liressiire, having been frequently able to re¬ 
move the disease hy this plan. Ilf accord¬ 
ingly directed a pud of lint to be placed over 
the‘tumour, and a bandage to be passed 
rather tightly over it, and loiind the head. 

Sept. 7. The tumour has been gradually 
diminisiung since the ap;dicatioB of pres¬ 
sure, and to-dny is nearly obliterated. The 
mother, who was in tlie hospital wdth tiie 
child, was therefore allowed to depart willi It. 


The attendance of the surgeons of this hos¬ 
pital is very irregular. Their nofiriaaf hour 
is twelve o’clock, 'J'hey geiiciiilly do not 
make their appearanee until it is nearly one. 
'J'he pupils are thus allowed to enjoy the 
** cool refreshing bveese ” under tlie portico 
of ibis building for neariy three quarters of 
DU Lour, sad hurry away to the two o'clock 
lecture, befiire they have seen half the pa- 
tiidits in ihe hospital.

WESTMINSTER HOSPITAL* 

OPSnSTlON rOA STRICTnUS* AHD OEATHi 

Rich A HD Ksynoids, aged 69, a water-' 
man, of active couatituiion, admitted IfiUiol 
April, IB^U, with stricture, from which be 
Btatei himself to have suflfered for the W 
thirty years. He passes his urine guttatioi, 
and this amounts to nearly a pint and a half 
in the twenty-four hours, lie has had a 
alioottng pain in the bladder, extending up 
into the loins, seemingly in the course of 
the ureters. Tina symptom was generally 
relieved after a discharge of urine, which 
passes incontinently; constant desire of 
micturition; bowels regular; general health 
good : pur,>ing has always given relief. 
Various attempts have been made to intro¬ 
duce boogies, but without effect. The 
stricture is supposed to be at the bulb, and 
to extend a little beyond. After each at¬ 
tempt at parsing the bougie, a long-con¬ 
tinued rigor has invariably occurred. 

Saturday, July @5. Air. White finding 
that all hopes of curing the stricture by the 
I ordinary means were vain, and fearing the 
I formation of fistula*, determined to make en 
opening in the perineiiin, and cut through 
the stricture. The operution was pei formed 
ju the presence of Itaroii Heurteloup, Dr. 
Uoyton, end the medical men of the 
establishment. The patient being placed 
in the proper position for lithotomy, a 
struiglit staff was introduced as far as the 
stricture, and an incision made an inch long, 
exactly in the niphe perinei downwards, to 
within half an inch of the anus. The index 
finger of the leR hand was now thrust into 
the wound, and the bulb being raised, tlie 
membranous portion of urethra was opened, 
and tlio stricture divided. The man strug¬ 
gled considerably, and bud, consequently, 
clianged tlie direction of the pelvis; some 
difficulty was, therefore, experienced in 
passing a catheter iuto the bladder. After 
some fruitless attempts on the part of Mr. 
While, Mr. Guthrie essayed, and Juiving 
changed the postuie of the patioat, lucoeed- 
ed, with a little force, in introducing • fe« 
male catheter. 'J'he catheter wtc fixed m 
the ureibi a by means of a traatverie roller; 
a T bandage secured the whole. Sire 
hours otter the o|>erstion, the man passed 
through the canula a pint of urine. A 
rliubarb and caloiael powder given at bed¬ 
time.

Anatomy is ihe vt of examiitiiig humin 
bodies diaseetion; tJie advantages we re¬ 
ceive fiom it are very great, the principal of 
wliieh is, that it teacheaa rational method of I 
owing diseases. 

The word Anatomy is derived from the i 
Greek, and, strictly speaking, signifies cut¬ 
ting, hut m its most general acceptation is 
less confined, signifying any thing done 
with a view to wscover the structure and 
organisation of animals, oom[ire)iending, in 
tills sense, maceration, injection, corrosion, 
distillation, boiling, preservation, Ac., and 
ia extended to every part of the body.

Tins body is to live 
in society, and hold an intercourse with the 
beings around it; it must have the organ of 
speech ; and the organ of speech requires 
the organs of heanng, the organa of sight 
are absolutely necessary on a thousaafl otca- 
aiona: ^ui far, then, nothing appim super- 
fiuotts. Rut tlie machine is not yet com¬ 
plete : it is the nature of matter to work on 
matter, and if the body were not emitiattally 
recruited, it would soon he worn out; there¬ 
fore that fine balsam, the fluid blood, moat 
be provided to repair the machine, to wash 
away the old materiala which are become 
vaeless, and to carry them to st veral oniunc* 
torirs of Uie body; via., the various glands 
through which the noxious or useless parti* 
oles are strained from the blood, and oarnod 
out of the body \ that Uie blood may perform 
these oflices, it is neoessaiy it should einu- 
late through every, even the most minute, 
part of the body, and thus, we see, we pre¬ 
serve the structure of the human bodyju 
general, the advantsges arising from the 
heart, and arterial and venal systems. The 
blood Itself, from perfonning theso offices, 


would soon be expended, were it nrt conti¬ 
nually recruited; this is done by fW* 'lilie 
earili abounds w'lib animal and vsgetable 
substance proper for tlieie pur]toies, and 
men arc provided with moat usefid inairu- 
nients, the I ands, to procure sttbwstenee. 
Food, iu its crude state, is very diffetent from 
blood into which it is chaii||ed, v^di mikes 
the teeth, stomueb, and, in shorty all tho 
organs aubservient to digestion necessary} 
as also the senses of ameHing and tasting, 
thnt we may be able to choose proper food, 
I'he finer and more subtle sorts of tliis pre¬ 
pared mass, being wliat ia proper for tbe 
formation of blood, are absorbed by tbe lac- 
teals iu the intestines, and carried into the 
blood-vessels, while the m^ser and useless 
part is carried, through me intestinal canal, 
out of the body. Now thia body, like dl 
limited ones, has its duration; it is nou¬ 
rished, grows, arrives at the structure of tbe 
human body in general at its perfectHm, de¬ 
cays, and falls to dnst. lliat its species 
should be preserved, it is necessary it 
should have tbe power of multiplying iu 
kind: thus we see there are different sys¬ 
tems in tlie body,—the vascular system for 
nutrition, the nerves for sensation, the liga¬ 
ments for union, tbe bones for strength, the 
muscles nnd tendons for motion, and the 
organs of generation for the preservation of 
its species. 

After taking this view of the constituent 
parU of the human body, there still remain 
the organs of respiration which we cannot 
account for at present, but that they are es¬ 
sentially necessary to life, is well known; and 
we should lament oor ignorance that we can¬ 
not perceive their mode of acting, as of some 
organs; )et when we reflect upon the won¬ 
derful contrivance exhibited in tbe human 
frame, the infinite wisdom shown in putting 
together the several parts of it, each pan 
having a power lodged in it, to a certain de¬ 
gree, of restoring itself when iajured,(to wit, 
a wound heals of itself, a broken bone unilea 
and forma a callus, dead parts separate from 
tlie living where there is a redundancy of 
blood, haimoirhage ensues, and when n 
proper quantity is evacnated, the voaieb 
close again by thelr'onn elaatioity,) togetlier 
with the wonderlul mystery of genoralbn, 
we shall readily acknowledge our frame to 
be the work of an infinite, wiie, and good 
Being. 

'1 here are two w ays of teaching anilomy, 
—aiulytically and syotlietically ; the fltat, 
or anal}tic, signifies resolutitm on ibetaJtte 
to piece^ the several parts, lieginning win 
those which form the principal putt, and 
ending with the smaller; tbe sacend, or 
synthetic, is just the reverse, begiairiUg wIlli 
the mure aiiuple and ending with Ihe more 
compound : the first method ia a up poaed te 
be the best adapted to the pnrpoaeeafiaviip 
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Cigaiion Md makine diicoveriM, the latter 
liae beea prel’enred in teachiag anntorey, 
■Q^ many ireaiiaea are compoaed on thia 
{dan; bat aa aonetimea the otiier is beat 
auited to exptaii^ the dtiferent pans during 
the coarse of the lectures, both are well 
made use of. This bruurli uf Liiowlodge 
hu beeu divided into two jinris; the first, 
properly called anatomy, relates oolv to the 
structure of the body'^ tlie second, called 
nbysiotogjr and animal economy, compre¬ 
hends the interval operaiions aud functions 
depending on life. The body is made up of 
solid aud fluid parts, is theretbie divided in* 
to koUds and lluids,on(l tliese again are subdi¬ 
vided ; the solids are divided mto two cldssos, 
first, the harder parts or the bones, called 
osteology} secondly, the softer or fleshy 
]iarU, <^ed sorcology. Osteology includes 
the bones only, but sarcology is divided into 
iiiuuy other parts: first, augiology, or doe- 
triue of the vessels} secondly, ideology, or 
doctrine of the glands; thirdly, neurology, 
or doctrine ot tiie nerves; fourthly, myology, 
or doctrine of muscles; iifihly,sptauchuolugy, 
or doctiine of llie viscera; besides the orgous 
of senses aud geueiatioii, and iutegumenis. 
'riu ru still remsiu three species ol' solids 
which caunut bo properly placed iu the 
classes ttbovc-iueiitioued, viz., tbe luir, nails, 
and cartiidgi's; these liist are coniuouly 
classed with the bones, as being apiivuduges 
to tlicu), the hair and nails wiUi the lulegu- 
meoie, for the same rtasun. 

Thu ancients divided the body iotosimilor 
and dissimilar piirts; uf tlie first class were 
the bones, muscles, blood-vessels, and such 
like, tbe (iibsiiuilar purls were such as a fin¬ 
ger, an eye, i\c. 1'his method the moderns 
have rejected. A noiber method of divi<img 
the body was into huuguiiieoua and aporinn- 
tic parts; niu«( h s uiid other parts, which 
were of a red i-ulour hut pale, were culled 
spermatic. The fluids may be divided into 
} three parts: ilibt, the crude fluidSf or Uis 
cbvle, and whut is ah.-oil ed fium the surface 
of the body ; si coioiU,tiie geuerol or pfil'ect 
fluid, the hiuod} thiruly, the local or se¬ 
creted, via,, ail Hicretions wlialever, parti¬ 
cular ones to jiurticulur [luits of the liudyj 
some useful or retained, others luicless or 
esnclled. It has been a dis])Utc wli« ther 
fluids arc a proper objt-< t for anatomical in. 
<|«iryj they apiicar uioully so with the 
solids; tiiey are both oi;ecu of our senses, 
and necessary to be undeistood. 1 b-M iihing 
sod demonstrating every I'liri with care will 
oettaioly leaeli students more stdid koow- 
l^ge» ibSB perplexing their iniiids with nu- 
mtuoaadist>ncit()iis. 

Ifresh subjects are very nei essary to any 
mm studying anatomy, •a:i«i «/ a'so are pre- 
pMutWiii to serve our {toi|>os( ; they enuhle 
tts to kcepi for a long ion', nncoiiiiu and 
curioiu things, as the gi avid uterus for exam- 
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pie, tnd by these we era jHceem from pu* 
trefaetion the five minute ]iani of tbe body. 
There ste two meUiodi uira ibr mUing pre» 
paratiuns,—tbo wet and dry. Both thHe 
kinds hove their edesotagee md dieadvra* 
tsges, being cbsiiged in some meutm flrook 
their nelural eUte. Tbe wet lose their eo« 
lour, sod, from the tstringency of tlie liquor 
in which they sro eontoioed, their form, in 
some degree, is sUered; the dry chaoro 
their apiiearauee greatly ; the muselea, lot 
example, being forced aud pliable, become 
bki k and rigid; bouee, indeed, retain their 
natural form. So much for the anatomical, 
or first part into which the study of mtomy 
is divided. 

As to physiology it is difficolt to sav what 
plan is best to follow: the human body may 
be compared to a circle, each part suppoeiiig 
something to precede it: Uius. for example, 
if w‘c speak of the brain and nerves, the 
heart aud arteries are supposed to be con¬ 
tributing to their action, and tire vend, 
riiti best method seems first to eiplsin tho 
organs and afterwards their functions. In 
proceeding sccordiog to that plan, the struc¬ 
ture of the parts and their human pheno¬ 
mena (as data) will he explained; secondly, 
tbe hypotbeses formed tbereon will be given; 
and, lastly, I,-— Doctor Huktxr,— sball 
give you my own opinion tbereon. Leo- 
turea ou subjectH, iitielligible in points, are 
but of little service.

'I'wfnty-foijr years have now elapsed 
biiice J (onimeuced my professional career 
in t‘iif place, and I ueod scarcely reinuik 
lliiit ly piius, tbo //rincej)i et romis morherumt 
has oct:u]>ied no srasil portion of my time 
and attention. It is uuw bine years since 
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tyi^of fever fstveSed fei M unprecedented 
esteQt, in tbe lows ud vicinity of Sander* 
lead; tbe obiemtione then aMe, end ibe 
expffimente eomneaced end eince 
oompletcdi 1 btve nov tbe gratification to 
ley Mfoie yon. Boring tbe proveletice of 
tall difeeie in tbe year 1818, and for tome 
yeen aftenrarda, we were accuatoned, in 
none caaea. to abatract blood fi om tbe arm 
in all ita atagaa; and 1 have known tbii 
plan adopted even within a few houra of 
tbe fetal termination of the diaeaie. 

Ac to tbe exact value of tbia heroic 
remedy in typhoa fever, it ia oot my inten* 
tioOi in thia part of my diicouriie, to give 
an opinion. 1 merely mention theae fecu 
that you may be aeaured that many fevour- 
k' '.r o; -. 1 . n wen afforded me, for tbe 
luveatigauon oi the nature of the venous 
blood of typbuB patients, in all tbe stages of 
tbe diaeuse ; and tbe result will be. in my 
opinion, of great importance to tbe pro* j 
femion, and to our felloW'Creatures in gene¬ 
ral. la the year 18181 applied myself to 
tlio teak of investigating the proximate 
cause of typhus fever; • task wiueli 1 have 
been induced to proaeculo most assiduously. 
My experiments havo been, for tbe most 
part, upon the venous blood of typliiis pa> 
tients, holding in remembrance all tbe phe¬ 
nomena which that disease presents. 1 
need not take up your time in explaining 
tbe steps which 1 followed in my cbeuiicai 
analysis of diseased blood, but shall proceed, 
without further preface, to detail tbe ap¬ 
pearances which a severe, though ulti¬ 
mately favourable case of typhus fever pre¬ 
sents to us; and 1 trust that the plan which 
1 have adopted, will be found to bo tbe most 
suitable for conveying to tlio profession tlic 
general results of'ni> luvestigntioiis.

From tbs eommenrement of typhus to 
the sixUi day, tbe following s)mnionis ore 
present;—nousea and aoxortxtu, the mouth 
IS parched and dry, the table is vitiated, in¬ 
dicating a severe attack upon the digestive 
system. 'Ihe sensorium commune la now 
affected, and ita functions ara badly per* 
filmed. Secretion ia generally dimhiislw8, 
and even suspended in many orgaus. Tbe 
food ia always undigested. The w hole body 
is affected with distressing pains, the pulse 
is quickened, aud the respiration laborious. 
The bowels are generally bound, and vomit- 
XBg aometimcB occurs. During the progress 
of the disease, the free carbonic acid of the 
blood was graduallr dimiiiiahed in quantity, 
and on tbe sixth day this gas was no longer 
to bo found in the blood, though that final 
wea received direct from the vein, lu vacuo, 
in an apparatus of my own ioveniioa; ani 
1 believe Uiat heretofore blood has never 
beoa so received, as uo iustrumeat has 


hitherto been coaitmetcd for (bat purpose. 
I need aearoely remark to you that tbe spe¬ 
cific gravity esnoot be ecearetely ascortsined 
when blood ia received in vacae, as mayr be 
reodily understood opon UMpeoting the ep- 
paratns now before you. In the tollowtng 
tables, you will find inserted die fluid and 
solid contents of healUiy venous blood} 
with the scrum and coagalum duly eabw- 
lated, and their proportinna so arranged that 
^ they may bo oxemined at a glimce. In this, 
and all the other tables, 1 give averegt a of 
my analysee, end of course the frucliooiil 
parts, for the sake of the memory, are 
I omitted.

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itagvi&ettiim not bo nstored to the petient, 
the fdUowing •ymptomt, which ehuw the 
vKitted itate of the blood* take place. The 
patient h«i oppoeaiion of the thorax } anxiety, 
xeatleMoeM, and weariitOM, are upon the 
iftCTeaie. The akin ia eery hot, the tougue 
parched, and the^ thirst ia incessant. 'L'lie 
lips, mouth, teeth, and tongue, are, in many 
eases, corered with a hard brown fur. De¬ 
lirium or coma ia constantly pceaeut. Tiic 
cecretiona, during the lymphatic aiate of the 
blood, ore much vitiated. The urine ia dark 
and fetid—the faeces highly oflensive. Pe- 
teehiffi are seen upon different parts of the 
body, iilood is poured out from the gunoa, 
mouth, and nostrils. Fetid aud cadaverous 
awenta break out, and there is a coldness of 
the forehead, nose, and extremities. Hkrup, 
nod intermitting pulse, ton plainly indicate 
excessive debility, and deaUi comes to the 
patient's relii^f, like the visit of a kind 
friend to the distressed. During the fatal 
progress of the disease, caibonic arid is not 
to be found in the blood ; and except a turn 
take place, which fresh chyle is carried 
to the thoracic duct, tlie blood is rendered 
vapid, and, iu some rases, it passes to a pu¬ 
trid slate. 1 beg to remark, that 1 consider 
putrid fever as merely typhus fever iu the 
worst form; and when we attentively oh- 
Bcrvo certain constituiions wc ought not to 
be surprised siiould putrid fever prevail to a 
greater extent than we find it to do iu these 
islands. Danger is greatly to be feared in 
typhus fever, when it occurs in shatteri'd 
constitutions, and iu persons afflicted willi 
diseases of tho hruin, liver, or lungs ; for, 
under such circumsianres, sanguiiication is 
nt all times performed with conai^arable 
difficulty. The hmph.itics have on univer- 
aal distribution, tiiul eomnieiice w'ith open 
mouths at every part of the body, their 
office being (o take up and carry back to 
the blood those olemeiiit of (he system 
which disappear, eitln-r to make place for 
newly secreted matter, or without substitu¬ 
tion, as iu typhus fever. From the lym- 
nhatic blood in typhus, we are not, ii /u-iun, 
led to expect any very peculiar appearances 
upon dissection', in tiie early stages Of tip 
diaeaso ; for ns the lynipli nt all times, who- 
ther in health or disease, foims a part of Uie 
blood, we find that morbid unatomy, though 
it throws little light upon the iinaiodiate 
nature of typhus, in the first or second 
stage, devel.'pes some of the chuuges which 
havo been induced by this disease iu the 
advanced atagoa. 

The duration of typhus is modihed in the 
following manner, wteris paribus, hi the 
spring and summer its nature is inliamma- 
tory, and in the autumnal months it is in- 
elined to putrcscency. The quantity of 
albomen and tihrin in the blood at the com* 
msttsement of typhus fever, modifies iu 


Bubaeqnent eebdition; hi ths pro* 
gresB of fatal caaes no new blood is fovmed, 
the lymph, always unequal to the task pf 
suitably supplying the ^aee of gmurinf 
blood, in process of time becomes kulf 
much vitiated, and thu accounts fer the 
very rapid changes which take place m the 
last stage of unfnvoursble oases of typhus 
fever, as also for the peteeluse. It is well 
known to the faculty, Uiat typhus fever is 
wonderfully uniform in its leading symp¬ 
toms, whatever the sex, age, tenipeniineot, 
or habits ol the patient may be, and this, 
iu my opinion, demonsuates that an univer¬ 
sal cause operates iu this disease. I'ho 
blood, (rum its stimulant edect upon the 
internal coats of tho heart, aiteries, and 
veins, causes its circuluiiott through those 
iiiipoitant organa; but when the blood is in 
a lymphatic state, ns deiuoustrated in tiiis 
lecture, (he circulation is performed iu tlie 
singular manner which obtains in typhus 
fever, and hence tho relaxed or expanded 
state of the hlood-veasels in certain parts of 
the system, which permits detorininatiouH 
of blood ill those parts, and which arc sotm*- 
times designated congestions.” 1 hare 
experimented tifion tho blood taken from 
persons labouring under acute diseases, ami 
coiilil in no inslanca liud those changes 
wliicli jiiviiriiihly jircKciit thi itihtlves iu ty¬ 
phus fever. Kvi ‘11 in li) drophohia, a case 
of which 1 witnessed in Londou Inst spring, 
no change could he delected iu the blood, 
which imiuccs me to he ol'ojuniun, that this 
disease has its seat m the nervous system ; 
and when we reflect upon its siiiiilarity to 
traumatic tetanus, a c-orroiiuiatiun is thereby 
afforded us. In many ini port ant diseases, 
we find that the blood ala ays shows certiiiii 
changes. These 1 need not pariicnluriso 
here, as they arc well kuuwii to the faculty. 

Ch}liiK'aiio:i, like .secreiiuu, is a fiinctiou 
of tho hruin, whidi, iindei peculiar cireum- 
atauces, or.stute.s of the iiiiiiosphere, is im¬ 
paired, and ill be\er.> cases is suEpeiuled 
altogether: heiu-e ty pints feter. As we 
cannot explain the mnlKs opn aadi of tho 
bruin in tho process of cliyiilicatiou, neither 
ean w'o expluiii the uiamier in which it ia 
impaired or suspeiidid. Wo know that 
when the kidneys cease to accrete urine, 
the liver to secrete bile, and the absorbema 
to perfonn their funuiionr, death must he 
tho result, if relief be not ohuined. I be¬ 
lieve that no person has hitherto offered an 
opinion as to the exact length of time which 
tlie latent period of typhus fever is sup¬ 
posed to occupy. According to my investi¬ 
gations, it must be calculated from the com¬ 
mencement of the ers.-atiun of sanguifiestum 
till the diseaae be;;iu to show itself. Whem 
we hold in rentenilirunce ths regulsri^ 
whiih obtains in c.M!iemDtou» fever, sud 
the facts nhich I have just commuttisated, 
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wa mnMtmOnk, Ihtt the latest period of 
typliae foeercasnot be nore than a tew days. 
Aqd, M faeta multiply, I heps the lime ia at 
liiM'^when we riiall be enabled to state 
it aeouratdy. We know that in general 
blood is formed from eleven to one in the 
forenoon, according to the hour of breakfast, 
and from six to eight in the erening, corre- 
aponding with the dinner mciil, aa 1 hare 
diteorered from tbe milky appearance of 
the blood, and the lucreued quantity of car* 
bonic acid in that ftuid, at the aboTe*men* 
iioned lioora. 

The morning and evening paroxyaina in 
typhua casei, h«ve their origin fioni the 
aatiguineous aystem not receiving, ot the 
above*m9ntioned periods, its usual enliven* 
ing and atreugthening aujqdy of newly* 
formed blood; the patient, instead of feeling 
renewed vigour at these hours, experiences 
disappointment and exhauaiion; and we 
find, accordingly, that these paroxysms are 
jirosent in most casea of typhus fever, and 
continue till tbe disease baa so far exhausted 
tiie patient, that they ceaae, ot are no ioii'^er 
observable. During tiie process of respira¬ 
tion, there is n constant exhalation of wat'*r 
from the lungs, in the form of va)>our. Tins 
vapour, when cotideiiiu d, is chtimuled at 
iiinoteen ounces |ier diem. In uiy opiinoti, 
the carbon of tliu hlood is i;uon out from 
the lungs suspended ill this^apour, and m 
this slate it comes into contact with the in* 
haled oxygon of the atmospheric air, and is 
converietl into carbonic acid gas, in the air 
cells of the lungs, by reason of its superior 
affinity for oxygen, from respiration ori¬ 
ginates animal heat *, for it is well known 
that Uie rapid MinverMen of oxygen and 
carbon into caihunic at id gas, is aiivnys at¬ 
tended by ail extriiatirtn ot heat in the liv¬ 
ing animal, when lu a healthy state; and 
this animal heat, at its s mne, N jirovented 
from being huitful, by reubou of the hdlitas, 
or v8|K)ar, which iilwnys uiemiijiuiii'-s Uto 
process of ret-iniatjun. It is ixtiemoly 
probable, that the conversion of oxygen and 
carbon into carhonit acid gas, in the lungs, 
difiVrs materially at difleronl times, auti 
under different circunisiance<*. At the com- 
menoement of each iioroxyam in lyjihua 
fever, such is the exh'iustud state of the 
aystem, Umt reipiratijn doca not eonverl 
the carbon and oxygen in the lu!)|«’<i into car* 
bonic acid gaa, in a auffiiier.ily rap.d manner, 
for tbe extrication of tint heist uliiih is 
afterwards, by Ute circulation of ih** bliml, 
conveyed to all parts ot the body, from i x* 
banstiun of the iietA’ous power, the lef-piia-

The cold tigoun ere HMmtteuiiljvbt; it 
other timee more viotest« Tbft|M|tte»ttrem« 
blea ; tbe akin ta rough, eed titelbtttiimi 
coUapeed. Wen Uua itato to aeuisnifiit 
any length of time, tbe patient wotild ^ 
daring the cold ata^; but at tbe moment 
the blood ceases to einulato in tbe extrame 
vessels, and when tbe cold stage is at ite 
tiemr the patient is eouiliained to exert 
Ilia feeble energies, in supporting respirs* 
tion, to avert tm|>enduig dearil. Under thia 
new state, the converaion of cubdA and 
oxygen in the lunge into carbonic leld, is 
necessarily increase, and the animal heat is 
thereby grailually and even rapidly aug¬ 
mented i tlie heart iicrforms its functions 
with more energy, and soon afterwards an 
impetus is given, not only to the circulation 
of tbe Idood, but nlao to the bruin slid iior- 
voussyslem. Warm fiuuhings succeed; tbe 
animal heat becomes higher than in a natural 
state; the skin lias now u mom healthy tint; 
soon aftcrw'ards the countenance is flushed, 
and the cornea of the eye ii suffused. 'J'his 
hoi stage of the paroxy’siu remiuds us of the 
reaction which follows tim c hill in cold bath¬ 
ing, and also those alieruations which are 
produced by stioiig impri'Huions upon deli¬ 
cate and siisoeptihle minds. ]» thu hot 
fttage the reapiration hecutm s more full, fre¬ 
quent, and regular. Animal heal is now 
,;eiierated in exu'^s. \\ « observe, in many 
I'usib, that the brain is cliniged with too 
much blood, and dcliitum is tlie eoiiie- 
quence. In this inaiiiiei, in my opinion, 
we can rationally account iur iliepbeiiMmena 
of typhus fever, wiihout huvni,* recourse to 
<qiei,u;atiou.

In utiulusiun, it will readily be observed, 
that tbe details, us to the method of cure, 
which 1 have found it needful to enter upon, 
refer to cases iii wliith the medical practi¬ 
tioner is culled upon to vuit i^atieuts in the 
advanced stages of the disease ; but if iny 
experience does not deceive me, medical i 
men who are called in early to attend typbua 
cases, should they understand the ttue proxi* 
mote cause of this diseu.oe, ns now for tbe 
first lime pointed out, will bo able (except 
when oigauic disease of the brum, lungs, or^ 
bvor prevails' to elTect tures at readily at 
in iuteiiuilloiit fever, or syphilis.

This is to be eoconraged; for nature 
is gradualfjf bringing into operation tbe 
laeultiee of the external eenseif and deve¬ 
loping tbe other functions of its miniature 
frame. 

** Infants should not be confined in a close 
room, but exposed in one freely filled with 
air. The period ia not long guue by, when 
the exclusion of air, by shutting up every 
door and window of a house, was deemed 
iiidispeusuble to preserve health; but now 
It 18 too well establisbed to need any foxii- 
blc argument from me, to sliow that air and

'if Mckiicss, In hot weather, children ought 
to hit cp and li\u under u large punkah 'fan) 
night and day : bniall baud punkahs are 
ilecidtdly dangerou<i, us tLf>y only cool one 
part of the body, their motion not being 
well leguluied, for sometimes tlie servants 
pull them ijuickly and then slowly; Uiis is 
not the cast' witli s large punkah, it is one 
regular swing, am! bhuuld be used the second 
day after the birth of ailiild. Many will 
object against this advice, but I beg to ob¬ 
serve, that 1 am speaking from experience. 
Infants will not sleep when it is excessively 
warm, their tempcratuie being warmer than 
that of iidulis; 1 tlierefore consider a largo 
punkah, in tlic hot weather, to be indispensa¬ 
ble, to guuid agaiubt irritability and dis¬ 
ease. It is to he underatuod, that tbe mo¬ 
tion of the punkah, at this early period, 
should be exceidingly gentle, and be pro¬ 
gressively iocreabcii, until the baneful effects 
of oppressive heut .ire thereby prevented* 
We must next avoid damp rooms, or a foggy 
atmosphere, as many of the diseases of 
fants arise from moisture *, and 1 esU the 
attention of mothers to watch tbe child's 
ttgaA, to look nt the infant frequently, to 
ascertain if the bed be wet, as native sor* 
vants, unless narrowly looked after, wW 
nll.iw u child to sleep all night inn wet bed: 
biicb iii'glt rt is decidedly prejndieial. ITie 
luoibei cuing this herseh in the night timo.

** In the hot winds, in the province of 
Hindnstan, it is not unuanul fur nurses to 
sit in tbe direction of a line of doors, ibrougb 
which powerful currents of air from tbe 
tattien are passing. This must be forbidden, 
the centre of the room bring quite cool 
eoough, ill which situsliou there is no fear 
of the child experiencing tbe effects which 
result from drafts of wind. It may be im> 
portent to atate wlien a child ought to leave 
the nursery after bitih. 1 recommend the 
first expmure to be made iii tbe verandali, 
on the third day ; and after a lapse of seven 
or eight, the infant may be safely taken into

Tn the second part, the author treats of 
the patholog;y of infantile disease, and qnotcs 
lar^joly from other ai^tbors. lie considers 
difficult dentition as thd cause of fewr, con* 
valsiOR, purginj^, eruption, water in the 
head, and marasmos. and accounts for it by 
supposing, that the iniintion of the gums 
occasions the secieiion of a peccant saliva. 

*' It rill, however, bo proved by tbe fol* 
lowing argiimetits, that a corruption and 
iirrinioii} of the sohra, almost similar to that 
in thecnaiiieniadiifss, is the principal cqiish 
fioin which all the must dangerous svmp- 
toms of dentition are to be derivod. Many 
symptoms of dentition admit ot a more nutu* 
lal and easier explanation from this saliva, 
than from the irritation only, via. the cough, 
hihorimis breathing, the cotlection of pitui- 
lous matter iu the breast, aufforation, &.c.; 
swallowing it causes vomiting and dinrrhcra. 
When it possesses a high degree of acri¬ 
mony, or when its excretion is by any means 
obstructed, it produces, in sensible and irri> 
table eonstiiiitioDs, hydrophobia, lockjaw', 
efiileplic fits, ic. The aerimony being ini* 
]mrted to the humours, gives rise to feveis, 
and exauthematn oi inflduimatory eruption. 
liiflanimiUory and other aftectidiia of the 
gpiiitala ore owing to the acrid saliva having 
thrown itaeli u|toii ilie urinary system. A 
cuinjiliciilion of dysentery and dentition is 
consequently very dangerous, beoaune tbe 
bowels ure thus likely to he doubly aftected. 
]>entitiun has been* observed to be alight 
and easy whenever the salivation is con* 
aidembi'e, or aniival humours evacuated by 
other emunctoriea of the body. ' I'here la 
n ereat similarity between tbe symptoms 
of difficult deumion and those of real l.ydro- 
jiliobia, ajiparenc from the impediment in 
swallowing and other spasmodic affections. 
Several children, who died of difficult den* 
titiob, had bloody stools, aiteiided with a 
tenesmus. Upon dissecting the btidy, ero- 
•iunt and inflammations were f mid in the 
throat, stomach, and iniestiues, which were 
most probably caused by tbe acrid aaliva. 
S iiuelbiiig Bimilai has been noticed in tiu 
at imtieli of persons who hare died of hydro* 
phobia.* Ihe httelligeiit Dr. Hraiidieg, of 
Itrunswick, advances his optniun of the 
nature and origin of the dangerous ay mptoms 
8.>metlme8 observable at the time of flrsi 
dentition, in his hook on Metastnses, 179d. 
Althnugh he a^'roes with Armstrong and 
lleckcr, that they are not to be derived-only 
from the irritnti^ of tlie nerves of the teeth, 
yet he rejicta thtir theories, and rather 


thinks that atnppreisloa ofsilinil scereUba, 
has the jirincipal share in producing ihoitt 
symptoms, lie observes, tliat the seenrtion 
of saliva is much increased by the topicsl 
irritation in the mouth, wbidi Scones v^ 
necessary to the constitution of the ehild, 
when, iu bis opinion, tbe topical irritation 
is too vehement, in a difficult dentition, and 
that it extends to tbe salivat glands, and 
causes a suppression of (he secretion of as* 
livR. It muv be observed, aocordieg to this 
author, therefore, that the mouth and lipi 
becrmiQ dry mid cold in bad cases ; mean¬ 
while there is o great degree of febrile heat 
in other parts of the body, wliirh is a diag¬ 
nostic si^ii of this dangerous disease. He 
is of opinion, that when the suppressed ac¬ 
tion of the salivil glands is replaced by that 
of the pancreas, a purging cornea on, which 
generally continues as long as tbe difficult 
dentition is accompanied by tliose symp* 
toma, which contribute very much to dimi- 
nisli the violence of them, and of (be con- 
loinitant fever; but, on the contrary, when 
this does not take place, nervous symptoms, 
convulsions, and a uirvous fever arise, 
which, having a gieat similarity with water 
in the head, la very well described by Arm¬ 
strong, under the name of hectic fever." 

The topical signs of difficult dentition are, 
tumeiaction, lierdness, and redo sh of the 
gums, and ptyalism, 'ihe general symp¬ 
toms, eiirumscribed redneasof the cheeks, 
eruptions on the fai e and scalp, and the 
skin generally looseness, giipings, stools, 
green or pale, or of a leaden-blue colour, 
sometimes raucous, often thick and pasty; 
watchings, startings in tlie sleep, and spasms 
of particular parts; n diminution or in¬ 
creased secretion of the urine, sometimes of 
a milky colour, nt others depositing a brown 
powder; a discharge of mutter, with pain 
in making water; fiequent shrieking, and, 
in certain habits, a swelling of the feet 
and bands. These symptoms are oflen 
lowed by cough, difficult breathing, fits, 
fever, scrofula, and marasmus, and aoaaa- 
times by hydroceplialus.

The fourth effect is, on ac¬ 
count of the quantity of oceumulalion, there 
ia no desire for reijlunishiiieiit, tbciefore no 
appetite. On these grounds, wo also ac¬ 
count for the depressing sensations uf lassi¬ 
tude and fulness. The fifth effect Is, thst 
nil the secretions are lessened, because there 
is no re|ilenisliment, therefore there is a 
delicienry of pancreatic juice and bile, 
evinced by on interruption of alvine dis¬ 
charges ; uf gastric juice, evinced by loss 
of ap[»etite and sickness; of saliva, evinced 
by a parched, dry longue ; and of urine, by 
acanty discharges. Such is the serious con* 
8e(|Uence of clieckcd perspiration ; it is for* 
tiinate, however, that a oomideto check 
scarcely ever takes place. Violence of dis* 
ensQ depeuds upon the degree of the defi* 
cieiicy of |)erspiration ; when it is great,one 
of Uiu first diaeasi's produced is fever.”

the feet. In manjf instances, there exists 
an accumulation of phlegm, which invaria¬ 
bly accompanies thirst. This phlegm, ris¬ 
ing in tlie tliroat, excites a cough, and the 
cough producing much irritability, excites 
difficulty in breathing. These symptoms 
lead the parents to conclude that the child 
liiM got a cold, they, therefore, give a little 
autimouial wine, or James’s powder, in the 
hope that all will soon he well again. But 
the excitement of the fever, being unknown 
to tlie parents, goes on burning like a little 
fire put to a great quantity of fuel, until 
(unless the fire be removed) the whole is 
lighted up and consumed, tor the thirst in* 
crenses, and iiialend of moaning, the child 
screams in great pain, tlie skin becomes 
niiich hotter, and the bands are constantly 
directed to tlie lieail. Tiie white part of 
the eyes, at this moment, hecomes inffamed, 
and the wholu ieatures partake of a deep 
flush ; the respiration is deep and difficult, 
because it is rapid. The head is often 
changed from side to side, and the child 
turns quickly fiom its hack to its stomach, 
rises up hastily, and as suddenly lies down,

I 
must here digress to remark, that no de¬ 
pendence is to be put on tbe number of times 
the pulse beats in a minute in a child, be¬ 
cause even in the finest health an ial|b)*t’'a 
pulse is so rapid, that it is often inpoanllff 
to count tbe number of pulsatioaa in a‘«ri- 
note* The skin is perfectly dry, apparently 
cracked, and scurfy ; the bowels bound, and 
the stomach liard and large. In Uus aCSIe 
aymptoms increase and tembate in con¬ 
vulsions.” 

••Ja convulsions, the iris loses ilibenri- 
bility. the pupil becomes eaqjiatidad, tad IBt 
hands are firmly clenched.” ^ 

" In many cases mnnilnjnw 'fftmWIlfi 
in partial squinting; sometinKHi both efsc 
will be looking, «s it were, in quits oppo¬ 
site direebons. It ia not uacsual that one 
eye only is fixed; it oecun ia fan eawa, ■, 
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bowever, tbtt tbe vliole body u stiff; ia 
ottercasei, the limbs merely ate eoatraeted; 
in mtny, the teeth* are shut, and dnniy 
fiud, whole coontenance b«:ng dis¬ 
torted. But the accesaion of convulsion is 
generally known by the eyes becoming 
fixed, a continued struggling of the limbs iu 
npid soceeaston, with such an energy and 
power of the muscles, that it is isapossible 
often to bold the child in the arms; indeed 
it requires great force to keep the poor 
little sufferer in its bed; the countenance 
becomes much distorted, and a discharge 
of aalivs from the utouth generally termi¬ 
nates the awful paroxysm. These convul* 
si^ return sometimes every five or ten 
minutes, or every half hour, or twice a day, 
or daily, according to the violence of the 
fever. 

*' It will be found an invariable symptom, 
in all caiea of convultuons, that the iuiehead 
is burning, aa well as the palms of the hands, 
the breast, and the soles of tlie feet. 1 
ahall bore add the sentiments of Mr. 
a late popular writer on convulsions c' 
dren, who gives the following sensible ub- 
nervations why children are more suscejitilile 
of convulfciotia than adults* The great 
disposition of infants to nervous a^ections 
is not to be uondered at,' observes this 
author, * «hen we considei that the habit 
of bearing cither external or internal im¬ 
pressions 18 jet to be acquired. Kv«ry 
stimulus acts iu an inverse ratio to the fre¬ 
quency of Its application; and, until the 
ftoil nund and body of the infant arc accus¬ 
tomed by habit to Iiaio their powers acted 
uiKia with impunity, the moat hazardous 
susceptibility must uecesGurily exist. 'J'he 
mnscies, during infaniy, are pale, soft, and 
fragile; their Lontractiona are quick, fre¬ 
quent, and feeble; aud the external surface 
of the body is endowed with a very high 
degree of aensibitily, in consequenco of Hie 
nerves being covered only with a very fine 
thin cuticle. Hence, from \erv slight im- 
pnsaioas arise very powerful effects. The 
circulation of the blood is very rapid; the 
tutarial pulsations nearly double those of the 
•duU; &e capillary circulation is also itt- 
ffnitety more active; the lynipbatic system 
oxertS • more posverful influence upon the 
general economy of the infant than upon the 
admit, llte muscular fibres, as well at the 
akin, it highly sensitive; the nerves are 
large ta pnqiortion to the size of the body;

Hence it is, that ia proportion aa ire ad¬ 
vance in }ean, convuMooi aralaailNNi^ 
to take place; they aometimH oeenrdniing 
the period of youth, la the ndolt thry are 
rare, and they scarcely ever happoo nold 
age. 'i'lie lenaations of a child are quick, 
but trauaient.

In conclusion we have to observe of the 
author that he is an industrious men, has 
read much, and collected together a tolerable 
quantum of knowledge; but he does not pos¬ 
sess s logical head, 'i'be work is extremely 
ill arranged; aud the reader often finds 
himsflf in a lahyriuib, from which it re¬ 
quires some calculation to discover a pas¬ 
sage. The discursive nature of its contenta 
has enabled us to make so many extracts. 

From Mr. Corbyn’a testimony, we regret 
to fiud that a scarcity of medical men exists 
in our Indian provincea, au evil which ia 
oflentimea attended with the moat caliini- 
touB consequences. This arises from the 
exclusive policy of Uie Company’s govern¬ 
ment, which prevents all, 'except such as 
hdd official appointments, from settling ia 
its dominions. It is to be hoped that thia 
oppressive system will speedily be over¬ 
turned, that bolii the blessings of Euro¬ 
pean medical skill may be amkrred on the 
millions of our Indian fellow aubjeets, and 
a fruitful source of ocenpation and emolu¬ 
ment be opened to the enterpiiaing and in¬ 
telligent members of our professioo.

ThbAi afe lome nelleal elBeani, wliom 
tre luucli wiflli to see included in tlir genenl 
advanluge derivable from nil ohm in the 
govemment of our boapitali}—we mean 
thOM Teoerable, hard'WWking old gentle* 
men, who retain their aituations In lioapitala 
by an occaaional viait on a board or consult* 
ation day. We would, however, do ao with 
aa little violence aa poaaible to their infir* 
mitiea and etpolnmenta. Their puinla or 
appronticeii for aaanple, might enjoy all 
the immunitiea to which they had been 
entitled while their maatera were on active 
aervice, and the dividend of the hospital 
fees might be transmitted to them by post, 
if the gout, or tlie state of the weather, or 
the temper of the conaiderate housekeeper, 
should render it inconvenient for them to be 
present at the division of the spoil. We 
would also indulge them by retaining their 
names and titles in the red book, and also 
in advertisements and title pages. In short, 
every indulgence, calculated to amuse in 
tlicir second childhood, consistent with pro* 
fessional honour and public security, should 
be allowed them. Though they would 
thus be obviously the first to profit by this 
arrangement, it may be an additional in* 
eeutive to them to consent to it, when they 
know that iu good effecu would extend 
even beyond themselves. By adding to 
(heir numbers, and filling up the blanks in 
the hospital listi, the old gentlemen may 
probably perceive, that the business of each 
officer becoming less, it would stand a fair 
cbtuce of being better done; that if ** gratni 
toaadutiea” insreaie those whioh happen to 
beremonerated, and thus occasionally deiaia 
the surgeon 60 m the hospital, there would 
be a ohauce of some competent person being 
present to represent him in his absence; 
that the pupils being divided among a 
greater number of preceptors, the confusion

motfed by their consenting to agree to some 
sucli arrangement as we have suggested. 
If they do not voluntarily adopt it, the 
covFnNons, anxious for the faithful dis- 
chaige of their trust, aud in an enlight* 
ened ond humane spirit, will ultimately 
compel them to do ao witliout consulting 
their wialies. 

We need not name the Iiospitals which 
have elicited these remarks.

laos than the crime of murder. Many deposi- 
tioDi have already been takep, and the rector 
nnd churchwardens of the parish are anxious 
for the interference of the magistrates. 

ANXURISM OP TUX INNOHINATS, TBEATBD 

SY TYING HIE SUUCLAVIAN AKTERY. 

My James Wardrop, Suryeen to the King, 

Having fully explained in my work on 
Aneurism, and, previous to that publication, 
in the pages of this Journal, the pathological 
principles which led me to operate in aneu* 
xiim, by placing the ligature on the distal 
side of the tumour; and the aoundnesa of these 
principles having not only been recognised, 
in a manner highly gratifying to me, by the 
diitingniahed aurgeona of this country but 
by thoae of the Continent also, and die new 
operation having been luooeeifuUy prac¬ 
tised by others, 1 am eager to embrace every 
o^ortunity of submitting to the profession 
my circumstance which may serve etill fur¬ 
ther to elueidate this important subject. 

And although the principle, that it is not 
aeoeaiaiy fbr the enre of an aneurism that 
the einolatioa of the blood in the tumour be 
completely stopped, hsi been established, 
md the Act, that aneaiism may ba cured by 
^ing the veoel on the HOal, is well u on 
the cordial?, side hae been proved, yet, at the 
time my work wu published, in only two 
hsatmeea had the new operation been adopted, 
mdthc artery tied on the diatal aide of an 


aneurism, when lorgp branches iotervened^ 
between the ligature and the sac; and an^ 
opportunity had not occurred of aiceitaining 
the cin eta of auch an operation by examin¬ 
ation after death. 

N 0 opology, therefore, appenri to me neees- 
j eery, for taking this early opportunity of pub- 
lieliing the mode of termination, nnd the ip- 
^ pearances observed after death, in the caae of 
Mrs. Denmark; a cose which, whether we 
consider the importance of the pathological 
I piinciples which it has been tbe medium of 
developing, or the operation performed for 
I her relief, has created a more intente interest 
' than perhaps sny operation of modern times. 

Tn tho Lancet, of Sept. 9, more 
than twelve months ago, 1 published a 
report, being the fourth after the operation, 
and then stated : 

** The following is the present state of Ute 
patient: (Aug. 8,1838:) She is more redne- 
ed in point of flesh than at the period of the 
last report, but this has evidently been ow¬ 
ing to the attack of bronchitis, and tbe severe 
measures to which she has been subject, for, 
within the lost six weeks, she has regained 
her former appetite in n wonderful manner; 
the difficulty of reapiration has greatly 
diminished, so much so, that she can now 
I sleep in the natural position, and she is en- 
jtirely free from the dreadful sensation of 
threatening suffocation. No tumour ia per¬ 
ceptible in tlie situation of the aneurism, 

. but an unnatural feeling of hardneee can be 
j perceived at the root of the neek, imme¬ 
diately above the sternum, ariaing, no doubt, 

I from a condensation of the aneuriamal tumour. 
The right carotid artery atilt pulaatea, 

I although not so strongly as the left; its 
puloation corresponds with that of tbe heart, 

, but iti branch, the temporsl artery, affoidt 
I no indication of the circulation of blood; the 
I right radial artery beats with about half the 
I strength of the left. She suffers none of 
those pains in the regioni of the ntek, 
shoulder, and back; nor hai she, for a luig 
I time, experienced any of thoia aevera head* 

I ache which formerly gave her so much uaeati* 

I ness. The oedema of the feet has entiiely dii« 
appeared, and she takes ezeeicAe ia the 
i open air daily.” 

I for some time’after the date of 
I no change took place in Mm. Bapuai’e 
I ^te. She oecaaionally auffaied £pqft| eavatt 
|itteeks of dyapama, whuh wm fwiiiQy 
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•pecdiljrdieTedby Uood*Utting. Intbontj 
mtmtbt, boirevpr|.« swelling wu per- 
'eeived is the spsoe iaunedistely above tbe 
ateroQia, and a tunoor arose, which, as it ad¬ 
vanced, occupied the centre of tbe neck, and 
eovered tbe inferior portion of tbe trachea. 

In the course of some montlis afterwards^ 
a second tumour made its appearance,occupy¬ 
ing the site of Uie root of the right carotid 
artery, and extending up the right side of i 
tbe neck. These two newly-formed swellings 
were so intermingled at their base with tbe 
firm and oonaolidated remaina of the original 
aneutiaiD, tliat the whole formed one formid¬ 
able maiB, the limit! of which could not be 
ascertained by the touih, and could only be a 
matter of conjecture. 

Many opinions were hasarded as to the 
origin and site of this tumour; my own 
opinion, however, of the teat of the disease 
remained unaltered; and 1 now deliberated 
on the propriety of tying tlie right carotid 
artery. It must be recollected that when 1 
first contemplated tying the suliclavian in 
this case, 1 did so from the firm ronriotion 
that nature had already ohliU^rated the right 
carotid, that vessel having long ceased to 
pulsate i and as suflicuiit time had elapaed, 
from Uie application of the ligature to the 
subclavian artery, to allow coagulation in 
the tumour to take place, to a certain ex¬ 
tent, before the channel through the right 
carotid was re- 0 {>ened, when the circulation 
through that vessel was observed on the 
nintli day after the operation to be imper-1 
iectly restored, it was a most unexpected and 
unpromising occurrence; ncvertlielcss the 
tumour continned to decrease, tbe divlrea- 
■ing symptoms to disappear, and thepatient*s 
health to improve, up to the publication of| 
my last report. 

However firmly I adhered to the original 
0{dnioa I had formed of the seat of this 
anenritm, there were some surgeons in 


to mitigate tbe lererity of the qfnptons, by 
a rigid tytitm of de{»leUon. 

Tbe Memiim now oontinned to enlarge, 
and inereaeed in bulk till tbe beginning of 
January laat, when it attained ite gieateet 
magnitude. '' 

Since that thne eery Uttle alteration in tbe 
•tate of the tumour had taken plaoe; the 
sternal portion enlarged a little, the respira* 
tion and deglntition were both eomewhat 
affected, and tbe former coniiderably ao tC 
times, from a copious seorelion of watery 
mucus into the bronchim. Tbe patient*! 
general health varied: ahe wu aometimea 
comfortable and cheerful, at others, languid 
and feeble; tbe appetite always continued 
good. About two months ago, general ana¬ 
sarca came on; hut when it hod increaaedso 
as to considerably distend the integuments, 
the fiuid drained off from an opening in the 
inferior extremities. Tha diaeiM recurred, 
but to no gieat extent. During this time 
she became weaker, and at last wu affut- 
ed with a violent diarrhoea; which, al¬ 
though cheeked soon after its uceuioo, 
reduced her so much, that ahe gradually be¬ 
came more and more exhausted, end expired 
on Friday laat, the 13tb init.

Tbe bulk of the aneorismal swelling had 
not diminished after death. On removing 
the integoment of the neck, the tumour occu¬ 
pied the central apace between the twosterao- 
mastoid muscles, the sternal portiona of each 
of those muscles passing over the side of the 
tumour.

1 have, ia aaotber place, damoastmted by 
d i me tio B , that the eloeote of the carotid ia 
not in itaelf luffieieDt to prevent the in* 
oreaae of an anenriam of die hmomiaata, a 
fact which was illuatrated to thf case 
Gordon,* wherein die carotid vraa ohetroct* 
ed by a spontaneous proeeaa of core, yet the 
aneurism continued slowly to enlarge, and 
that portion of the tumour contignove to 
the carotid, as in Mrs. D.'a case, contiguous 
to (he fcuhclavian, became couaalidated. 

In my work on acenriam, 1 have taken 
some pains to point out a rational meani of 
forming correct diagnoses, founded on anato¬ 
my and well-known principles of pathology, 
by which surgeona may, in future, be ena¬ 
bled to tUatinguidh the site of aueurismal 
swellings at the root of the neck. To a want 
of this knowledge, and in consequence of 
no author having even attempted to supply 
BO important adLfi(iency,may he attributed 
the distresaing and fatal blunders of many 
eminent surgeons. The detoils of this case 
afford satisfactory evidence of the soundness 
of tliese diagnostic precepts.

A huiMir of the guards, 90 years of age, 
of a good cofutitution, hoving kicked violent 
ly, with bis left leg, the horse of the soldier 
next to him, felt so much pain in Lis left 
knee as to be unable to alight without as¬ 
sistance. On examination, the internal edge 
of the patella was found to be fixed between 
the femoral condyles, the external edge 
protruding exteriorly under the skin. The 
anterior surface was turned somewhat in¬ 
teriorly, the posterior towards the outside, 
the patella was fixed in this position hy the 
contraction of the extensor iiiuscles; theie 
was no swelling, and the patient had no 
pain when the leg was kept extended, hut 
the slightest attempt to hend itrausid in- 
inlerablu suffering. Sevoiai iruitless at¬ 
tempts having been made to relax the ex¬ 
tensor muscles, and it being by all means 
necessary to remove the patella from tlie 
place which it occupied, the division of the 
ligamentum patellse was at lust resorted to; 
during this operation, which did not cause 
inucli pain, the subjacent c^sulur ligament 
was slightly wounded; on ultempting to 
replace the patella now in its natural posi¬ 
tion, u was found to bo as firmly fixed as 
before the operation. The patient w<is bled 
to eighteen ounces, and had forty leeches 
and ice applied to the knee ; violent inflam¬ 
matory fever however onsued, accompanied 
by excessive pain in the wound and sur¬ 
rounding parts, especially at the internal 
condyles of the tibia; n discharge of puru¬ 
lent matter and of the synovia took place 
from the upper part of (he wound; very 
soon afterwards an abscess formed at the 
inner side of the articulation, and discharged 
about five ounces of fetid pus mixed with 
coagulated blood. Four months after the 
accident, suppuration having continued, the 
amputattonmf the limb was decided uimii, 
when the patient was taken with chronic 
enteritis, which proved fatal, about eleven 
months after the accident. On examining 
the body the intestinal canal exhibited dis¬ 
tinct traces of inflammation; the capsular 
mombraito of the knee-jeant was thickened 
and firmly adhered to the surrounding paits; 
its cavity contained a small quantit) of pus; 
the cartilage ou tlie femoral condyles had 
disappeared, and the boue s'as completely 
denuded, but not carious, the cartilage oi 
the patella was also destroyed, the bone wos 
altogether smnawhat smaller tlian that oftbe 
other side; and its internal portion was ad¬ 
herent to the condyles of tlie thigh. Behind 
the internal vastus along the liuea tspera, a 
great purulent excavation was found whah 
o]iened by means of fi»tulous canals into the 
anterior and interior portion of the knee- 
joint ; the thigh-bone itself was carious ia 
several places.

lonsist chiefly of the oxnlnte of lime. After 
the opt ration no trace of calculus was found 
to have remained in the bladder, 'ihe 
second patient was a middle-aged man, wdio, 
besides the stone in the bladder, had stric¬ 
tures in the urethra. The sioue consisted 
of pliosplisto of lime, and was, after the pre¬ 
vious use of bougies, broken to pieces, and 
extracted or voided with the urine; it is 
however doubtful, whether there aie not 
still some fragments left.-—/'miif.

3\se Jenkyns, forty yean old, a milk¬ 
woman, of gross balnl, wbo has resided many 
years in the low neighbourhood of Petty- 
Franee, came under the care of Mr. Lyon, 
having suffered aereral mouths from lupus. 

She states that she has, in tlie course of her 
occupation, been exposed to great varianca 
of temperature, In beat, damp, and cold, in 
almost endless aitCfossion. To counteract 
the wretched sensations arising from tbia 
*outi ne of life, she w’as accustom^ to indniga 
fti e'l in a warm potation composed of mufc 
and gin, and to eat higlily•seasoned viaada.

CASS Of STSAMOUtATEU IKOVlMAL llXn.'dA,

WitLLAM Smith, of a robust constiintion, 
twenty-seven yeais of age, wu admitted 
into this hospital,on the ^tli July, at noon, 
with a tumour in the course of the right 
spermaiic chord, and labonring under symp¬ 
toms of auangulated hernia.

H« itnted thit ho hod t Itenio two y»«n* 
for which he yrore a trues, but haring'left 
it off to get it reprired, (he intestinelde- 
scended, whilst cleaning a hone, on the pre¬ 
ceding morning, end he had not been nble 
to return it; that he had vomhed twice dur* 
iog the morning. His pulse was full, tibont 
103, and there was no tenderneu in the ab¬ 
domen, but a slight pain in the tumour when 
it was touched. 

Mr. Truman being in the hospital at the 
time of his admission, ordered him to bo 
placed in a warm bath immediately, and while 
he was in tlie bath applied the taxis, but 
wi'hobi I ffi ct, be was then bled to faintness, 
ami ihe application of tlie taxis repeated, 
but still the intestine could not be returned. 

He was then taken out of the bath, and con¬ 
sented to undergo the operation which Mr, 
Truman told him would be necessary for 
his relief. He vomited once in the after¬ 
noon, and at six o’clock was removed into 
the operating theatre. After the tumour had 
been shaved there appeared a slight excoria¬ 
tion of the akin, which the patient said had 
been caused by the truss. 

Ojjeralion. 

Mr. Truman having jnnehed up the in¬ 
teguments, made an incision through them 
about three inches long, in the course of (he 
tumour, and next divided a layer of the cel¬ 
lular substance, having first poased a direc¬ 
tor under it; this part of the operation was 
repeated till theaae was exposed, which was 
then opened by cutting through a small por¬ 
tion ot the lower part of it, raised between 
the nails of tlie thumb and fore finger of the 
left bond, to avoid w'ounding the intestine, 

A small (juDiitity of straw-coloured fiuid es¬ 
caped as soon as this incision was made, A 
director was then introduced into the sac, 
which was laid open its whole length, in the 
direction of the firat incision, with a proVe* 
pointed biatouri, when a knuckle of intestine 
was seen, of a dark mulbeiry oolomr, which 
was attached to the aae by weak adhesUmi 
of slight coagulated lymph. The operator 
after having freed the intestine from the ad¬ 
hesions, introduced the fore fincer trf (he 
left hand into tbo inguinal canal. In th« fink 
place, to ascertain the seat of the stiietiiw, 
which he found to be at the internal openinr, * 
and next to serve as a direotor for Sir A. 
Cooper’s hernia bistouri, with which the 
stricture was divided in aline paralld to (he 
linen iilba. The intestine wee dm mih 
returned into tbe abdomen, tlm hpe of the 
wound brought together, ^ eoveied wHh 
sti ips of adhesive pUater and eimiile dfeashw, 
over which a pad of lint, kept ift Ua l^aea 1^ 
a T bandage, was applied.

Wednesday laat, the X6tb of Augnst, being 
the day appointed for the eleetiou, the three 
candidates, Dr. F. Fox, Dr. Baker, and Dr. 
Calvert, were nominated; the latter gentle¬ 
man, however, not having arrived iu this town 
till late in thecanvasa, honourably withdrew 
his uame before going to the ballot. Dr. F. 
Fox is the eldest ion of sn eminent and long- 
resident physician of Derby, and has fur the 
lut five or aix yearn been engaged as bouse 
surgeon to the Infiimary; during which 
nod be baa, to the utmoit of his power, 
voted both his ulenu aud time to the 
intcreata of tlie institution; Uiis being the 
unbiaasad opinion of the governors, he had 
the honour and latiifactiou, on relinquislting 
bis office, to receive at their hands a general 
vote of dianks for his long and beuelicuil 
•CTvlcea. 

Dr. Baber is a gentleman, who, having (as 
J suppose) met with ill supjiortat other sta¬ 
tions, at last determined upon testing the 
possible suooeis of a midland town; on these 
gMundi he fixed his anchor in this over- 
populated neighbourhood, a little more than 
n twelvemonth ainoe; 1 sincerely hope he 
dues not resemble a veaael deaened by bar 
crew, and given up to tbs storma and winds 


which toia btt to and fro, and at lak'ia 
driven on some onknown ibon, wbdra,ahe 
lingers for awhile, and then beemnea a toud 
wreck. 

Both candidates apptoaefatfd Uie ballotiag 
room with equal confidence of aiioreu, hot 
on ennmerating the vo^ at the dole of 
the poll, the numbeis were, for Dr.Fox, 98. 
Dr. Baker, 74. The election having thus 
been fatily decided, the competitors returned 
thanks and separated, one to indulge in bis 
merited good lortune, and the other to bewail 
his loss, and to form schemes for again intro¬ 
ducing iiimielf to the public. 

Kow, Sir, it is with painful feelings that I ' 
come to the consideration of my concluding 
subject, VIZ., the conduct since pursued by ■ 
the uiisufCe^srul canilidnte and Ins friends. 
'J'liis genllemao must either have excited hia 
party to the folKiwing ignoble proceedings, 
or he must have allowed himself to be Uie 
tool of a factious body. What 1 complain of 
is, Uial on the Monday succeeding the elec¬ 
tion, four days only having elapsed, a pro* 
post lion was made by a packed company that 
the number of physiciuns to the Infirmary 
be increased from two to three; as you may 
imagine, from the compuaition of the meet¬ 
ing, it w'as carried; but, sir, this partial as¬ 
sembly lias not power to make laws, but 
merely to pass or reject propositions for the 
oonsiaeration of a general meeting of the 
governors. In the early part of next month 
this qut stioD will come before the public, 
and 1 feel confident that it will tlien meet 
with the reward it so justly merits, that of 
being quashed. 

It was my intention to have remained a 
quiet spectator, had these transaction! been 
conducted with decorum and liberality of 
principle, but, sir, when 1 see men led astray 
by such evident party apiiit, 1 cadaot, ip 
justice to the opposite body, oontinue nev* 
trul. Let me uk, can any tiang be ttoiia 
disingenuous than the practice I have re- 
probatedi What would be the eoneeqoeiiee 
if this system were carried into nnivetad 
operation! Why,sir, hospitals and infirme* 
ries would become corrupt, and the profet- 
sion be in a state of open rebellion, it wee 
justly observed, by a governor at the betrd» 

that they were making a place fi» t wam^ 
and looking out a man lor a ptoce.”

positions, rendering litliotomy at laat ne¬ 
cessary, attended with probably increased 
danger. 

In the jfnnali Unwenali di Rledicwa, for 
March 1BS9, it is stated, that Dr. IVcchioli 
has introduced improveinents in M. Civisle's 
lithoiitritic instniinents. '1 hey possess all the 
properties of M. Civisle's, with this great 
advantage, that the force uacdto breakdown 
tbe calculus, can be eitlier increased or di¬ 
minished St the will of the operator, which 
M. Civiale'a could not. This improvement 
is effected by a pulley, by which the surgeon 
can vary, modily, increase or diminish the 
force of tbe msohine by means of his hand 
alone. But the most important modidcatiuu 
is, that the perforator in the lithontnlic in¬ 
strument of M. Pecehioli can, at any period 
of the operation, be converted into a kind 
of trephine, tbe diameter of whose circulur 
motions may be varied at will, from the 
■malleat circle to one of eighteen hoes in 
diameter, which allows the puIvertBstioa of 
the cstcuius, without being obliged to lot it 
|0 when bruised, and of seising again every 
fragment to make fiesit perroroiioDs, 

In this manner a atone of considerable 
size may be reduced into powder at once. 
By this means, then, the dangers are avoided 
which reauh from nnmerous and irregular: 
nalculons fragments in tlie bladder, when 
Ibe atone bu been broken bv many per- 
ferationy after tbe method of M. Civiale and 
others.

—the college of surgeons, and the society of 
apotiiecaries 1 The former, 1 know, requires 
of its members, that thev should stall times 
maintain the honour and dignity of the pro¬ 
fession, and, in return, undertakes to afford 
them every protection in the practice of it: 
In what single instance have they redeemed 
that pledge! It is notorious that hundreds 
are praotising, both in London and in the 
country, illegally, and without any regular 
medical education, and that others are daily 
smuggling themselves into the profession 
by writing on their doors or windows, sur¬ 
geon or surgeon-apothecary; thereby im¬ 
posing both on the profession and on the 
public. If then the poweis which profess 
to be the guardians of our rights and privi¬ 
leges, remain indifferent to our interests, it 
behoves us to adopt some plan of our own, 
to enable the public to distinguish the le¬ 
gally qualified and regularly educated prac¬ 
titioner, from the illegal and impudent in¬ 
truder. 1 would suggest, that every member 
should write up on his door or window,
